Pebsonal  journeys  and  careful  researches,  combined  with  the  very  use- 
ful and  obliging  hints  and  corrections  supplied  by  many  persons  who  have 
made  notes  on  this  Handbook,  have  enabled  the  Editor  to  improve 
this  new  edition  most  materially ;  and  it  has  been  corrected  as  far  as 
possible  down  to  the  time  of  publication.  New  maps  and  plans  have 
been  inserted,  and  a  large  number  of  the  routes  have  been  re-written 
and  altered,  so  as  to  adapt  them  to  the  new  roads  and  railways  which 
have  been  constructed  in  this  part  of  Europe.  These  have  greatly 
increased  the  facility  of  access  to  some  of  the  finest  portions  of  the  scenery 
described  in  this  volume. 

In  this  edition  the  Eoutes  have  been  made  to  coincide,  as  far  as 
possible,  with  those  in  the  official  and  railway  time-tables ;  a  system 
which,  it  is  believed,  the  traveller  will  find  to  be  very  convenient. 

The  Editor  begs  to  repeat  his  request  that  all  who  use  the  work  will 
do  him  the  favour  to  transmit  to  him  (through  the  publisher)  notices 
of  any  errors  or  omissions  which  they  may  detect,  for  the  benefit  of 
future  travellers.  Hotels,  shops,  names  of  official  residents,  means  of 
conveyance,  and  other  matters  liable  to  constant  change,  must  be  sought 
in  the  Index  Directory  at  the  end  of  the  volume.

§  1.  Territorial  Divisions. 

Becent  events  have  tended  to  render  the  term  **  Germany ''  no  longer  a  mere 
geographical  expression,  and  by  the  Treaties  concluded  after  the  Franco-Grerman 
"War  between  the  North  German  Confederation,  the  Grand  Duchies  of  Baden 
and  Hesse,  and  the  Kingdoms  of  Bavaria  and  WtLrttemberg,  the  King  of  Pmssia 
acquired  me  hereditary  dignity  of  ^Emperor  of  Germany,  to  the  exdiision  of 
Austria,  and  the  presidency  of  tiie  Empire  was  settied  on  the  Crown  of  Prussia. 


§  2.  Money. 

The  establishment  of  the  German  Empire  has  led  to  the  introduction,  by  tibe 
law  of  December  1871,  of  a  new  uniform  decimal  monetary  system,  of  which  the 
tmit  is  the  Mark  or  shilling,  and  gold  a  legal  tender  and  the  standard  of  value. 
The  Imperial  gold  coins  are  20  and  10  Mark  pieces,  having  a  oommoa  obveirse 
of  the  Imperial  eagle  with  the  words  ^'Deutsches  Beich''  (German  Empire), 
and  the  reverse  varying  according  to  the  State  which  mints  the  piece.  The

The  safest  and  most  conTenient  way  of  carrying  large  Biima  to  moot  lie 
eipenaea  of  a  long  joomej  is  in  the  form  of  Circular  Notes,  which  are  now 
issued  by  all  the  leading  baiikers  without  charge,  but  the  traveller  will  gone- 
Tally  gut  a,  better  oichango  for  5/.  Bank  of  England  Notes,  sjid  English  Souere^Bt 
lUtuUy  command  at  least  thoii  full  value  all  over  Europe.  The  new  Gtrman 
Gold  Coina  of  20  and  10  Mark  pieces  are  very  useful,  and  are  nearly  equivalent 
in  value  to  sovereigns  and  half-soverpigos. 

5  3.  PaSSPohts. 

Though  no  longer  offifially  required  in  Central  Europe,  the  traveller  it 
recommended  never  to  leave  his  native  country  without  a  Foreign  09m 
Passport.  It  may  be  obtained  at  a  trifling  cost  on  application  to  Mr.  Edw. 
Stanford, Charing  Cross;  Messre.  Lee  and  Carter,440  West  Strand;  and  other 
agents.  For  Servia  fBel([rad),  and  other  Eastern  countries,  it  ia  an  absolote 
neceseity,  and  should  be  shown  la  the  British  Consul  at  Pesth  or  Vienna 
before  starting. 

5  4.  Inns, 

The  flrst-class  hotels  in  Southern  Germany  difier  little  from  those  of  other 
countries,  except  that  the  tabic  d'hfiie  is  almost  invariably  at  one  o'clodt.  In 
Austria,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  Alpine  Centres  or  bathing-places,  where 
persona  remain  a  long  time  en  pension,  there  il  no  table  d'hote  at  all,  but 
everybody  dines  ^  la  carte,  and  pays  for  liis  dinner  or  luncheon  at  the  time, 
^giving  a  fee  of  a  few  kreuzera  to  the  waiter.  This  cnstom  is  so  far  to  tl>« 
.traveller's  advantage,  that  it  enables  him  to  order  what  he  pleases,  and 
I  {restrict  the  number  of  dishes  according  to  his  appetite  or  bncy  ;  bat  in  t 
I  iease  of  persons  not  thoroughly  familiar  both  with  the  cookery  and  tnelanguB^_ 
M  the  country,  a  really  si^cient  dinner  ordered  on  this  principle  will  be  fon^ 
decidedly  expensive.  The  portions  are  small,  and  every  iteiu,  even  down  to 
the  bread,  is  separately  charged.  A  delicious  cup  of  coffee  and  milk,  with  • 
roll  and  a  piece  of  butter,  ma^  be  generally  had  for  about  40  kr.  =  75  c.;  but 
the  total  quantity  supplied  will  certainly  not  amonnt  to  a  fourth  part  of  that 
which  any  Swiss  waJter  would  bring  as  a  matter  of  course  for  I  fr.  50  ~

slow.  Luggage,  unless  carried  in  the  hand,  is  almost  always  charged  sepa- 
rately. Eztra-Fost  in  Austria  costs  generally  5  florins  for  every  10  Eng.  miles, 
the  rate  heing  fixed  by  tariff  In  this  way  four  persons  may  secure  a  car- 
riage to  themselves,  spending  less  than  the  united  diligence  fares. 


§  7.  The  German  Voititbieb  (Lohnkutscheb). 

Vetturino  travelling  for  long  distances  is  a  thing  of  the  past,  but  on  cross- 
roads off  the  great  railway  lines,  and  for  a  few  days  at  a  time,  it  is  still  the 
best  and  often  the  only  way  of  really  seeing  and  enjoying  the  country. 

The  usual  Yetturino  carriage  is  a  light  sort  of  caldche,  capable  of  being  shut 
in  with  leather  curtains  or  glass  windows,  and  of  accommodating  4  or  5  persons, 
and  one  on  the  box.  The  coachman  undertakes  the  care  and  transport  of 
baggage  without  any  additional  charge.  Attached  to  the  footboard  behind  is 
a  large  wicker  basket  for  holding  luggage,  which  is  secured  in  its  place  by  a 
chain. 

The  usual  cost  per  diem  for  the  entire  use  of  a  caleche,  drawn  by  2  horses, 
is  from  18  to  20  marks,  but  along  much  traversed  roads  the  rate  is  sometimes 
higher.  The  driver,  if  he  behave  well,  receives  a  Triiikgeld  of  1  mark  per 
diem.  In  this  is  included  every  charge  for  tolls,  barriers,  ferries,  &c,  and  the 
driver  provides  for  himself  and  horses.  When  forage  is  dear  or  tolls  heavy, 
some  little  difference  may  be  made ;  but  the  above  may  be  considered  an 
average  of  the  charges.  As  a  further  scale  by  which  to  calculate  a  Lohn- 
kutscher's  charge  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  hire  of  a  carriage  for  4  persons 
should  not  exceed  §  or  |  the  fare  of  4 /or  ffie  same  distance  in  tiie  Eilwagen. 

Upon  much  frequented  roads  the  German  Lohnkutscher  has  no  right  to 
claim  ha>ckfare,  as  he  hardly  fails  to  pick  up  passengers  on  his  return ;  and 
indeed  he  will  not  hesitate  to  go  to  the  most  distant  comer  of  Europe  if  he 
meets  with  a  good  offer. 

Before  hiring  a  carriage  expressly  for  a  journey,  it  is  advisable  to  ascertain 
whether  there  be  no  return  carriages  (Retourchaisen)  about  to  take  the  same 
route,  as  such  may  be  engaged  at  a  very  reduced  rate. 

§  8.  Railways. 

The  almost  martial  authority  assumed  by  the  guard  of  a  German  trun,  and 
the  somewhat  rigid  discipline  which  he  enforces,  though  occasionally  a  source 
of  amusement  to  the  English  traveller,  have  at  least  the  advantage  of  securing 
fair  play  for  all  passengers  aUke,  and  of  maintaining  that  respect  for  rules 
and  by-laws  which  is  the  chief  ingredient  of  comfort  in  rail^ir^y  travelling. 
Germany  and  Austria  are,  for  instance,  the  only  countries  in  Europe,  England 
not  excepted,  in  which  a  traveller  may  be  quite  certain  that  nobody  will  be 
permitted  to  smoke,  or  will  even  attempt  to  smoke,  in  a  non-smokmg  com- 
partment. The  conductor  looks  after  his  passengers  with  almost  pastoral 
vigilance,  informing  them  of  any  change  of  carriage,  &c.,  and  usually  collects 
tickets  at  the  station  preceding  that  at  which  the  traveller  proposes  to  alight. 
It  is  considered  a  great  offence,  in  most  parts  of  Germany,  to  put  your  feet 
upon  the  opposite  seat  or  cushion. 

The  average  speed  of  an  express  train  is  about  25  m.  an  hour,  and  the  fare 
lid,  and  l\d.  a  mile,  for  first  and  second  class  respectively.     Only  hand 
liiggage  is  free  in  Wiirttemberg  and  Bavaria;  in  AustriSb^^^  ViiJka,  •=.  ^^^^«».

In 
ascending  to  it  two  ancient  towers  are 
passed,  Uie  Kothe  and  Blaue  Thurm, 
with  foundations  apparently  Koman. 
Ruined  fortifications  run  along  the 
edge  of  the  steep  wooded  bank  of  the 
N^Jtar.  The  Pfahlgraben,  the  re- 
markable rampart  raised  by  the  Emp. 
Probus,  to  restrain  the  barbarians, 
extended  from  Wimpfento  the  Danube 
a  little  above  Batisbon.  The  Stadt- 
hirche  (1499)  contains  some  curious 
carvings  and  paintings.  Close  to 
Wimpfen  am  Berg  are  the  salt-works 
of  Ludwigshall,  situated,  like  those  of 
Friedrichshall  and  Klemenshall,  on 
the  Muschelkalk.  The  brine  is  em- 
ployed for  baths. 

Jagstfeld,  a  small  bathing-place  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Jagst.  Close  by,  to 
the  S.E.,  are  the  important  salt-works 
of  Friedrichshall.  The  hydraulic 
machinery  employed  in  raising  the 
brine  to  the  surface  from  the  saline 
springs,  sometimes  600  ft.  below  the 
ground,  is  very  interesting.

N.N. W.— As  there  are  neither 
steamers  on  the  river,  nor  continuous 
carriage  roads  along  its  banks,  the 
beauties  of  the  Neckar  are  accessible 
only  to  those  who  walk  or  descend  in 
a  boatt 

The  finest  scenery  is  below  Horn- 
burg,  where  the  river  winds  among 
thi<£ly  wooded  hills  (chiefly  beech), 
the  skirts  of  the  Odenwald  and  Black

Forest,  alternating  with  red  seams  or 
clifiis  of  sandstone.  The  most  pic- 
turesque Castles  are  Mittelberg,  Zwin- 
genberg,  Homberg,  and  Ehrenberg. 

1.  Beyond  the  \nfllage  of  Heinsheim 
rise  the  ruins  of  the  knightly  Castle 
of  Ehrenberg,  one  of  the  most  pictu- 
resque on  the  river.  The  walls  of  its 
quadrangular  donjon  are  12  ft.  thick. 

Gundelsheim,  a  walled  town. — The 
CasUe  of  Homegg,  above  it,  became 
in  the  13th  centy.  a  stronghold  of  the 
Teutonic  Knights,  and  residence  of 
the  Grand  Masters  of  the  order,  whose 
effigies  may  be  seen  in  the  chapel. 
On  the  1.  bank  is  the  ruin  of  GuUen- 
burg,  A  tunnel  more  than  ^  m.  long 
pierces  the  Michelsberg,  crowned 
with  the  very  ancient  chapel  of  St. 
Michael. 

Hassmersheim,  near  which  gypsum 
is  extensively  worked  in  the  Muschel- 
kalk, by  means  both  of  quarries  and 
mines. 

NeckarBimmem.  Above  it  rises  the 
Castle  of  Homberg,  surmounted  by 
a  tall  semi-cylindrical  tower  and  pic- 
turesquely overgrown  with  trees  and 
ivy.  It  was  the  favourite  residence 
and  stronghold  of  Gotz  of  the  Iron 
Hand.  Here  he  wrote  his  memoirs, 
and  died  in  1562.  His  armour  is  still 
preserved  here. 

Neckarelz,  where  the  Elz  falls  into 
the  Neckar.  The  fi>nt  in  the  parish 
church  was  a  Roman  altar.  The 
course  of  the  river  below  Neckarelz  is 
described  in  the  next  Route.

ItB 
foor  picCiirosque  castles  belonged  to  the 
family  of  Landschaden  -~  literally, 
"  banc  of  the  land ; "  a  name  given  to 
the  founder  of  the  family,  a  robber- 
,kaight.  A  pathway  leads  up  the  hilL 
to  the  four  castles.  The  first,  Vorder- 
burg,  consists  of  little  besides  a  square 
donjoii;  the  second,  Mitlctbarg,  more 
extensive  and  incturesque,  has  been 
restored ;  the  third,  Hinterburg,  shows 
evident  marks  of  hating  been  de- 
stroyed by  violence,  thongh,  from  its 
position,  the  thickness  of  its  walls,  and 
the  deep  ditch  around  it,  partly  cut  in 
the  rock,  it  must  have  been  a  place  of 
strength  during  the  fendal  times  ; 
ibarth  and  oldest  overlooks  all  the 
rest,  and  is  distant  from  the  lowest 
about  a  mile ;  it  is  called  by  the 
peasantry  SmaUmca'  N^  (Schwalben- 
nest),  from  its  position  on  a  pointed 
rock,  with  an  inaccessible  predpicB 
Blinding  below  it  towards  tte  river.

Pfonheim  (21,500),  an  actiTe  mann- 
faeturing  town  near  the  jonctioQ  of  the 
Eqz,  WiiriQ,  and  NagoW,  three  streama 
takiog  their  rise  in  the  Black  ForesL 
It  has  ironworks,  cloth  maau&ctories, 
and  a  cooeiderable  timber  trade.  Jtt. 
gold  and  silYer  Wffefl  are  known  all 
over  Germany.  The  'Buhlostkiiolie, 
on  a  height,  contains  wwe  10  or  lli 
monuments,  vith  mvble  statues,  &c., 
of  Uie  priccea  of  Baden,  beudes  that  of 
MargrBTBB  Albrecht  of  Brandenburg, 
the  famouE  warrior,  and  Albrecht 
Alcibiades  of  Baireutb,  who  died  here 
under  ban  of  the  Empire  in  16B7.  In 
the  town  is  a  monument  erected  in 
1834  by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Baden  to 
the  memory  of  400  men  of  Pforzheim, 
who  fell  at  the  battle  of  Wimpfen  in 
1623.

Hdikmilhl  is  an  ancient  walled 
own,  wilb  the  family  castle  of  the 
jekbrated  robber-knight,  Gotz  Ton 
BeilichiuMii  (1519),  the  Knight  with 
the  Iron  Hand. 

EEILBBOHN  (26,000),  on  the  rt. 
bank  of  the  Neckai",  here  crossed  by 
an  iron  bridge,  ia  a  picturesque  old 
town,  wiih  pointed  lowers,  gable-faced 
houses,  and  pleasant  promenades  occu- 
pying tht.'  site  of  the  old  fortifications. 
It  has  rogiuned  much  of  its  former 
importance  in  trade  and  manufoctiires. 

The  'Church  of  St.  Kilian  Is  remark- 
able for  itfl  beautifol  tower  (236  ft.),  the 
ir  part  of  which  was  built  in  Ihe  1 3th 
centy. :  tiie  upper  part,  where  it  begins 
to  be  octagonal,  dates  from  1539,  and 
is  ill  a  richly  ornamented  variety  of 
lleiiuissance.  The  naYe  was  finished 
in  1037;  among  the  oldest  portions 
are  the  qnadrangular  towers  rising 
ovi^r  the  aisles  at  the  beginning  of  the 
choir.  The  latter  was  not  com- 
piled till  the  end  of  the  lEth^  centy.

8.W.  of  St,  Kilian'B,  formerly  a  royal 
palaci!,  with  a  chapel  which  still  re- 
tains its  ancient  tower.  Opposite  is  a. 
Hestanrant,  with  an  inscription  com- 
memorating the  visit  of  Charles  V,  to 
Heilbronn. 

aoo  yds.  N.E.  of  St.  Kilian's  is  the 
tower  of  the  Frandscan  ch.,  destroyed 
by  the  French  in  1688.  E.  of  it  runs 
the  broad  Alt£e,  in  which  Is  the  Con- 
cert room  of  the  Harmony  Clnb,  with 
an  exhibition  of  modem  pictures- 
Further  S.  is  the  Moorish  Syiiagogue. 
Near  the  river,  W.  of  St.  Kilian's,  is 
the  Eiitorioal  Huaenm,  containing  a 
number  of  antiquities  and  prc-historic 

The  heat  vUvi  of  Heilbronn  and  the 
Neekar  valley  is  to  be  obtained  from 
the  'Wartberg  (Watch  Tower  Hill), 
J  hr.  N.E.  of  the  town,  and  520  ft. 
above  the  river.  On  the  summit  is  an 
Inii,with  a  tower  behind  it,  60  ft.  high. 
At  its  base  are  the  town  Waterworki, 
admirably  engineered.  The  banks  of 
tie  riper  are  clolbed  with  vineyards 
prodaciog  a  tolerable  wine. 


The  SchweinlbBrg  (620  ft.)  riling 
to  the  S.,  may  be  ascended  in  an  hour 
and  commands  a  fine  view,  botinded 
by  lofty  hills  on  every  side. 

On  leaving  Heilbronn,  the  Waiiberg 
is  visible  on  the  I.  The  rly.  rung 
along  the  1.  bank  of  the  Neekar,  over 
the  narrow  strip  of  plain  between  it 
and  the  vine-clad  hills,  to  LanAo, 
with  an  old  caitle  and  church,  placed 
on  rocks  by  the  river.  Then  passing 
through  a  tunnel,  it  reaches  Kiroll- 
belm.

S.E. — Cologne  to  Munich  or  Vienna. 
The  Orient  Exp.  falls  in  at  Miihlacker. 
Frequent  local  trains  between  Stutt- 
gart and  Esslingen. 

Bmohsal  (12,000)  has  a  castellated 
prison,  10  min.  walk  from  the  stat.  on 
the  1.  The  8chlo88,  formerly  a  palace 
of  the  bishops  of  Speyer,  is  worth 
yisiting.  A  short  tunnel  leads  into 
the  valley  of  the  Salzach. 

Bretten   (2800),  with   its   ancient  < 
watch-tower,  was  the    birthplace    of 
Melanchthon    (1497),    to     whom    a 
monument  was  erected  in  front  of  the 
school-house  in  1864. 

Manlbroxm.  The  town  lies  2  m. 
N.E.,  in  a  wooded  valley.  Omn.  three 
times  daily  in  ^  hr. 

Here  is  a  well-preserved  and  most 
interesting  ""Abbey  Church  (1137)  of 
basilica  form,  with  late  Gothic  addi- 
tions, recently  restored.  It  is  ap- 
proached by  a  beautiful  W.  atrium, 
with  rich  arcade  and  vaulting.  In  the 
Choir,  separated  &om  the  nave  by  a 
JRomanesque  screen,  are  some  fine 
Tfjndows  and  elaborately  carved  stalls. 


To  the  N.  lie  the  ♦aoisters,  of 
which  the  side  nearest  the  ch.  is  of 
good  Transition  work.  A  well-chamber 
projects  into  the  court,  and  out  of  the 
cloisters  open  the  refectory,  chapter- 
house, and  other  halls,  of  extreme 
beauty  and  interest 

Beyond  Maulbronn  a  short  tunnel 
carries  the  rly.  out  of  the  valley  of  the 
Rhine  into  that  of  the  Neckar. 

Miihlacker.  The  deep  valley  of  the 
Enz  is  crossed  on  a  *viaduct  of  21 
arches  in  two  tiers,  well  seen  from  the 
Stat.,  just  before  arriving  at  Bietigheim. 
Near  Asperg,  the  rly.  winds  round 
the  base  of  the  fortress  of  Hdhenasperg^ 
situated  on  an  isolated  hill  on  the  rt, 
and  now  used  as  a  state  prison.  The 
poet  Schubart  was  confined  here  from 
1777  to  1787,  for  writing  a  satirical 
epigram  on  Duke  Charles  of  Wiirttem- 
berg.   Fine  view  from  the  ramparts. 

Ludwigsbnrg  (16,500),  about  a  mile 
W.  of  the  Neckar,  was  once  the  resi- 
dence of  the  sovereigns  of  Wiirttem- 
berg. It  owes  its  rise  to  Duke  Eber- 
hard  Lewis,  who  built  it  (1730)  to 
gratify  the  caprice  of  an  extravagant 
mistress,  and  to  revenge  himself  upon 
his  wife  and  the  Estates  of  Wiirttem- 
berg, with  whom  he  had  quarrelled, 
intending  to  make  it  his  capital  instead 
of  Stuttgart.  It  has  a  military  arsenal, 
staff  college  for  officers,  cannon  foundry, 
and  a  garrison  of  4000  men.  The  de- 
serted Palace,  one  of  the  largest  in 
Germany,  contains  a  gallery  of  paint- 
ings of  no  value.  The  Palace  Gardens, 
at  one  time  celebrated  over  Germany, 
are  felling  into  neglect  The  view 
from  the  Emichsburg,  an  artificial  ruin 
in  the  Gothic  style,  is  fine.  In  the 
ch.-yd.  at  the  S.E.  end  of  the  Schloss- 
Garten  is  Dannecker's  monument  to 
Count  Zeppelen  (1801).

The  side  of  the  Schlossplaiz  oppo- 
site the  palace  is  occupied  by  the 
XSnigsbau,  a  handsome  building  with 
arcades,  erected  by  the  architect  Leins 
in  1860,  containing  concert-rooms 
above,  and  below  me  Exchange,  a 
cafe,  and  shops. 

To  the  S.W.,  or  on  the.  rt.  hand  as 
you  face  the  palace,  and  separated 
from  it  by  an  agreeable  avenue  of 
trees,  lies  the  Old  Palace  (Altes 
Schloss),  a  massive  and  picturesque 
building,  (1553-1570)  bearing  the 
aspect  of  a  feudal  fortress^  now  occu- 
pied by  officers  of  the  Court  or 
Government.  The  inner  ^cou^t,  with 
open  galleries  and  twisted  colunms,  is 
curious,  as  is  also  the  old  Court 
chapel,  restored  for  public  worship. 
In  this  court  is  an  equestrian  Statue 
of  Count  Eberhard^  the  Bearded,  first 
duke  (d.  1496),  erected  in  1859.  W. 
of  the  Old  Palace,  aod  on  the  same 
side  of  the  square,  is  the  TrinzenfibaUf 
inhabited  by  Prince  William  of  "Wiirt- 
temberg.  Under  this  palace  is  the 
Hofkdlerei  (Boyal  cellar),  where 
private  persons  may  purchase  wine 
(but  not  in  small  quantities)  well 
known  fi>r  its  purity  and  cheapness. 

Close  to  the  old  palace,  towards  the 
S.W.,  is  the  Protestant  late-Gothic 
Stiftskirche  (1434-1495).  Over  the 
S  JB.  portal  axe  two  reliefs  of  the  15th 
century;  in  the  tympanum,  (Christ 
bearing  His  cross,  and  in  niches  above, 
Christ  with  the  twelve  Apostles.  The 
interior  was  restored  in  1841  by 
Heidelojf,  In  it  is  a  very  fine  organ. 
The  reigning  fimiily  of  W  iirttemberg 
were  for  centuries  buried  in  a  vault 
under  the  choir.  Their  monuments, 
bearing  1 1  effigies  in  stone,  &om  Count 
Ulrich  in  1265  to  Count  Henry  in 
1519,  are  arranged  along  the  L  side  of 
the  choir.  The  stone  pulpit  is  sculp- 
tore^  with  reliefs.  In  the  N.  aide 
is  a  stone  relief  of  Christ  as  Judge, 
and  the  10  Virgins.  A  little  S.  of  the 
eh.  is  the  market-place  and  BatlihauB\ 
occupying  the  centre  of  the  old  town, 


outside  which  is  a  colossal  Crucifix 
with  the  three  Maries^ 

In  the  open  space  between  the  old 
palace  and  the  Stiftskirche  stands  a 
bronze  Statue  of  Schiller,  designed  by 
Thorwdldsen  and  cast  at  Munich  in 
1839.  The  general  effect  is  poor,  but 
the  head  is  mae. 

The  building  on  the  N.E.  side  of 
the  Schlossplatz,  and  connected  by  a 
covered  gallery  with  the  New  Palace, 
is  the  Theatre,  redecorated  in  1846. 

In  the  centre  of  the  square,  in  front 
of  the  palace  (Schlossplatz),  stands  the 
Jubilaumssdtdef  a  Column,  designed  by 
Hofer,  and  erected  on  the  253i  anni- 
versary of  the  accession  of  Eong  Wm. 
Frederick  Charles  in  1841.  It  is  of 
grey  granite,  59  ft.  high,  surmounted 
by  a  bronze  winged  Concordia;  the  four 
figures  at  the  angles  of  the  pedestal 
represent  tl^e  Instructing,  Working, 
Militaiy,  and  0)mmerciaT  classes.  On 
three  sides^  in  bronze  relief,  are  scenes 
firom  the  campaigns  of  1814,  in  which 
the  king  as  crown  prince  commanded 
the  Wiirttemberg  troops,  by  Wagner. 
On  each'  side  of  this  column  is  a 
handsojpne  bronze  fountain,  which 
plays  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
day.  The  Schlossplatz,  which  was 
trani|formed  by  the  late  king  into  a 
public  garden,  is  now  one  of  the 
^eatest  attractions  in  Stuttgart.  Mi- 
litary band  every  day  at  noon. 

To  the  N.  of  the  theatre,  in  the 
ITnter-Konigsstrasse,  is  the  McurstaU 
or  Mews,  and  in  the  buildings  adjoin- 
ing the  Palace  is  the  Kdnigliche 
LetbstaMy  or  JRoyal  Studhouse,  which 
contains  some  fine  horses,  including 
inany  pure  Arabians. 

Close  to  the  N.  end  of  the  Kron- 
prinzensstrasse,  which  is  the  next 
street  running  parallel  to  the  Konigs- 
sl3*asse,  to  the  westward,  is  the 

StaxidehauB — House  of  Parliament. 
Entrance  into  the  lower  chamber  by 
tickets  given  by  the  members,  or  by 
officers  of  the  house.

At  the  B.  end  of  the  NeckarGtrasse, 
No.  6,  opposite  to  the  rear  of  the 
Palace,  and  next  to  PrlncesB  Mary's 
Palace,  Etands  the  NaluralleneabijUt, 
or  'Hnianm  of  Natural  BUtorj, 
erected  ia  1S2T  (open  daily  11  to  12 
and  2  to  3).  The  lower  story  ia  occu- 
pied by  Uie  public  arcbiTes.  The 
moBl  valuable  part  of  the  Zoological 
collections  are  the  acquisitions  of 
Professor  Lndwig,  from  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  and  of  Prince  Paul  of 
Wiirttemberg,  from  Brazil,  made  by 
them  daring  their  trarels  in  those 
conutrics.  The  Natural  History  of 
Wiirttemberg  is  very  completely  illus- 
trated in  every  department.  A  general 
notion  of  its  geological  structore  may 
be  formed  from  a  series  of  specimens 
of  the  rocks.  There  is  a  very  remark- 
able gronp  of  1!  Mammoths'  tUEks, 
embedded  in  a  mass  of  dilnyial  deposit 
not  more  than  5  ft.  square,  fhim  C^nn- 
Btatt;  Ichthyosauri  from  the  lias  of 
Boll ;  a  Mastodonsaunis  Satanuuidriue, 
from  an  alum  slate  quarry,  near 
Scbwabisch-Hall;  impressions  of  leaves 
of  plants  from  the  ft'esh-water  forma- 
tion of  Cannstatt,  others  fVom  the 
Keuper  formation  near  Stuttgart; 
leaves  and  hsh  from  Oehningen,  and  a 
□umeroiis  collection  of  bones  and  teeth 
from  caves  in  Wfirttembem.  A  por- 
tion of  the  skin  and  hair  of  the  Mam- 
moth  fonnd  in  the  ice  in  Siberia  merits 
notice.  There  is  also  a  mineralogical 
and  anatomical  cabinet.  Next  to  this. 
No,  8  in  the  Neckarstrasse,  is  the 
Fablic  Library  (open  daily  from  10  to 
12,  and  from  2  to  5,  escept  Saturdays). 
It  contMUB  about  SiXi.OOO  printtd 
volumes  and  3SaO  M8S.,  of  which 
about  1S50  are  more  or  less  rare. 
The  collection  of  Bibles  is  said  to  be 
the  largest  iu  the  world,  amounting  to 
80U0  volumes,  in  100  different  langu- 
ages. A  yearly  sum  is  allowed  by  the 
Government  (br  purctiasing  books, 
aud  a  copy  of  alt  works  published  in 
Wiirttemberg   must     be    sent     here.

The  Jewish  Bynagogae  in  the  Hos- 
pitalstrasse,  in  the  Moorish  style 
(1361),  is  ODe  of  the  most  gorgeously 
finished  structures  of  the  kind.  It 
may  be  seen  at  all  times  on  payment 
of  a  small  fee:  on  Friday  eieaiog, 
during  eerrice,  it  is  open  to  the 
public. 

The  TalaCB  Gardens  (Anlagen),  to 
■which  the  public  are  admitted,  form 
one  of  the  moat  agreeable  features  of 
Stuttgart.  They  extend  along  the 
bottom  of  the  valley  to  (2  ro.)  Rosen- 
ttein,  and  are  traversed  by  carriage- 
toads  shaded  by  trees,  and  by  -winding 
footpaths,  ornamented  with  groups  of 
Btatuary.

Leaving  Stuttgart,  the  line  skirts  the 
Anlagen,  descends  along  the  N.W. 
side  of  the  palace  gardens,  and  passes 
through  a  tunnel  398  yards  long, 
under  the  royal  villa  of  Rosenstein,  on 
coming  out  of  which  it  crosses  the 
Neckar. 

CANNSTATT  (18,600)  is  prettily  situ- 
ated on  both  banks  of  the  Neckar, 
connected  by  a  stone  bridge.  It  was 
founded  by  the  Komans,  and  numerous 
antiquities  discovered  here  are  in  the 
Museums  at  Stuttgart.  It  is  the  seat 
of  considerable  trade  and  manufactur- 
ing industry,  and  has  four  fairs,  be- 
sides an  important  popular'  festival, 
held  every  alternate  Michaelmas.  It 
forms  a  more  pleasant  summer  sojourn 
than  Stuttgart,  and  is  chiefly  remark- 
able for  its  mineral  springs,  of  which 
nearly  40  burst  forth  in  and  about  the 
town,  discharging  800,000  cubic  feet 
of  water  in  the  24  hrs.  Only  a  few 
are  employed  for  medicinal  purposes. 
They  contain  carbonic  acid,  sulphur, 
salts,  and  a  small  quantity  of  iron,  the 
latter  bein^  here  called  Sulzen.  They 
are  efficacious  in  disorders  of  the 
digestion,  and  are  resorted  to  by  in- 
creasing numbers  of  patients  from  all 
parts.  The  country  about  Gannstatt  is 
volcanic,  ^nd  was  much  disturbed  at 
the  time  of  the  earth(|uake  of  Lisbon 
in  4755.  One  spring  is  tepid,  the  rest 
are  cold.  The  principal  is  the  Wil- 
helmsbmnnen  on  the  Sulzerrain,  about 
i  m.  beyond  the  town.  A  large 
Kunaal  has  been  erected  here,  ap- 
proached by  an  avenue  of  trees.  In 
iront  of  it  is  a  bronze  equestrian 
statue  of  William  I.  (1864)  hjHaOng, 
erected  in  1875.  Agreeable  walks  are 
laid  out  oh  the  hill  behind  it,  from  Uie 
sumnut  of  which  are  beautiful  views 
of  Stuttgart  and  the  -^ralley  of  the 
Neckar.

is  a  floating  hath,  in  the  Neckar,  a 
little  above  the  stone  bridge.  The 
stone-quarries  near  Gannstatt  disclose 
some  singular  fresh-water  fossils, 
plants,  &c. 

The  favourite  resort  of  the  late 
king  Wilhelm  I.  was  the  Wilhelma 
Palace,  S.W.  of  the  town.  On  this 
gorgeous  structure  he  expended  more 
than  3  million  florins.  Tickets  of  ad- 
mission are  given  on  application  at  the 
Alte  Schloss  in  Stuttgart  between  8  and 
9  A.M.  The  palace,  completed  in  1851, 
is  built  in  the  Moorish  style,  and  the 
dining-hall,  ball-room,  &c.,  resemble, 
on  a  much  larger  scale,  the  Alhambra 
Court  at  the  Crystal  Palace.  (Fee  to 
the  attendant.)  The  gardens  and 
grounds  are  tastefully  laid  out,  and 
very  extensive. 

2  m.  W.  of  Gannstatt  rises  the 
'''Burgholz,  from  which  a  grand  view 
is  obtained  of  the  valley  of  the 
Neckar.  4  m.  further  W.,  reached  by 
carriage  from  Stuttgart,  is  the 

Solitude,  an  abandoned  palace  built 
by  Duke  Charles  in  1767,  on  a  seclu- 
ded summit.  View  extensive;  red 
deer  and  wild  boar  in  the  park.  The 
buildings  adjoining  the  Jagdschloss 
were  occupied  by  the  Carlsschule 
previous  to  its  transference  to  the 
Akademie  in  the  Neckarstrasse  at 
Stuttgart ;  and  here  (1773-5)  Schiller 
studied  law  against  his  will  by  order 
of  Duke  Charles. 

On  leaving  Gannstatt  the  rly. 
ascends  the  rt.  bank  of  the  Neckar. 
Both  sides  of  the  valley  are  com- 
pletely lined  with  vineyards,  while 
on  the  lower  ground  are  orchards  and 
rich  fields  of  maize. 

TTnterttirkhiem(3 1 65).— This  village 
and  the  Rothenberg  give  their  names 
to  two  of  the  best  wines  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Stuttgart. 

On  the  1.  rises  the  hill  of  Bothenberg 
(1350  ft.)  crowned  by  the  Greek  chapel 
erected  in  1824,  by  Salucci,  for  King 
William  I.j  to  contain  the  remains  of 
his  first  wife,  Katharina  Paulowna,  a 
Russian  princess.

EBaLmOEN  (Sl.OOO)  a  manufactur- 
ing lowu  on  the  rt.  bank  of  Ihe  Neckar, 
formerly  an  Imperial  city,  and  in  per- 
petual tend  with  tbe  diikes  of  Wtirt- 
temherg.  It  was  ceded  to  them  at 
the  peace  of  LtlDeyitle  ^1802).  It 
retains  its  old  walls,  built  by  the 
Emp.  Frederick  11.  in  1216, _  and 
still  bears  a  picturesque  mcdiEEval 
aspect,  but  suffered  much  from  fire  in 
1701.  Its  manufactures  are  of  wool, 
cotton,  hardware,  and  of  a  sparkling 
vine  (Ncckar-Scbauiiiwein)  imitating 
Champagne.  It  lias  a  beautiful 
Gothic  church,  (he  "LiebfrauBiiUrche, 
with  reliefs  over  the  doorways  and  a 
tower  BurmouQied  by  an  elegant  octa- 
gonal open  spire,  245  ft.  high.  The 
cb.  was  begun  iu  1406, and  completely 
restored  by  Egla  in  1862.  Within 
are  the  tombs  of  the  architects,  Hana 
and  Matthew  Biiblinger. 

The  SladViiTeke  of  Bt.  Dionyiiui,  in 
Komanesque  style,  lias  a  lof^  choir, 
aud  towers  of  the  13th  century :  it 
was  enlarged  in  the  15th.  It  has 
some  painted  glass,  a  rood-screen,  and 
a  SticramenlshSuadien  of  14S6.  The 
Bjiantioe  Bt.  Paul's  Ch.  (1268),  re- 
stored for  the  use  of  the  Catholics,  is 
spoilt  by  an  incongnious  modern 
wooden  tower.  The  Wolfsthor  is  of 
the  age  of  the  Hobenstaufen.  The  old 
BfttUuilui  dates  from  1430,  aud  bears 
their  lion  carved  in  the  stone.  The 
view  from  Bchlosi  Perfried,  whose 
walls  descend  lo  the  town,  is  fine.

The  only  vestiges  now  to  be  discovered 
of  the  ruins  are  a  few  stunted  walls 
barely  projecting  above  the  turf.  It 
owes  its  destruction  to  the  "  Peasant 
War"  of  1525,  and  its  stones  ware 
afterwards  employed  lo  build  the 
Castle  at  Goppingen.  On  the  slope  of 
(he  hill  lies  the  village  of  Staofim 
(5  m.  from  Goppingen ;  carriage  4 
markB).  Within  Its  little  CftunA  may 
be  seen  a  i^de  paintiog  of  the  Empr. 
Frederick  Barbarossa,  and  the  words 
"  Hie  transibat  Cxsar,"  inscribed  over 
an  ancient  doorway,  to  mark  the  way 
the  emueror  weut  to  mass.  The  *view 
from  the  summit  (2240  ft.)  is  most 
extensive.  Behind  the  Hohenstaufen, 
at  some  distance  on  the  N.E.,  rises 
the  Rechherg  (2315  ft.).

stein),  destroyed  in  1552.  A  crowd  of 
girls  and  old  women  offer  for  sale  toys 
m  bone,  wood,  and  ivory,  which  are 
manufactured  on  the  spot.  Here  is  a 
pumping  station  for  the  supply  of  the 
Bauhe  Alb  with  water  (Rte.  5).  In  the 
MarienMrche  (1424)  are  finely  carved 
stalls.  The  upper  end  of  the  deep 
defile  in  which  the  town  lies  is  singu- 
larly beautiful, — clothed  with  nch 
foliage  on  the  one  side,  overhung  by 
gigantic  rocks  on  the  other,  while  the 
Fils,  here  a  mere  millstream,  runs  at 
the  bottom. 

A  good  road  ascends  the  valley  S.W. 
to  (12  m.)  Wiesensteig,  f  hr.  beyond 
which  rises  the  picturesque  *Beu8seii- 
Btein,  with  a  ruined  castle.  An  hour 
further  N.W.  is  the  ♦Breitenstein 
(2592  ft.),  a  spur  of  the  Swabian  Alb, 
projecting  boldly  into  the  plain. 
Thence  to  (1  hr.)  Tech,  and  d  hr.) 
Owen  (Rte.  9). 

The  rly.  is  carried  up  a  steep  incline 
of  1  in  50,  along  a  fine  terrace  built 
up  against  the  hills  on  the  £.  side  of 
the  valley,  on  to  the  high  land  called 
the  Schwablsche  Alb,  dividing  the 
waters  which  join  the  Neckar  from 
those  which  fiow  into  the  Danube. 
The  country  becomes  open  and  some- 
what dreaiT.  On  descending  into  the 
valley  of  the  Danube,  the  rly.  passes 
several  detached  forts  or  towers,  in- 
cluding the  citadel  of  Wilhelmsburgf 
before  reaching 

VLML  ( 1 205  ft.),  a  fortress  and  frontier 
city  of  Wurttemberg,  on  the  1.  bank 
of  the  Danube,  here  navigable  and 
joined  by  the  Blau,  connected  by 
two  bridges  with  Neu-Ulm  on  the 
rt.  bank,  which  is  Bavarian.  It  has 
34,000  Inhab.  fand  some  trade  and 
manufactures,  though  not  enough  to 
give  it  the  appearance  of  activity  and 
prosperity.  From  the  14th  to  the  end 
of  the  16th  centuries  Ulm  was  an 
Imperial  Free  city.  In  1803  it  was 
Bavarian,  but  in  1806  transferred  to 
Wurttemberg,  and  from  1842  to  1866 
a  Bundesfestung,     The  manufacture 


weavers,  whereas  at  present  there  are 
but  68.  It  still  carries  on  a  great 
trade  in  com.  Among  the  exports  are 
grits  (Gersten)  and  snails  (ffdix 
pomatid) ;  the  latter,  being  &ttened  in 
the  surrounding  district,  are  packed 
in  casks  to  the  extent  of  4  millions 
annually,  and  exported  to  Austria  and 
other  Bom.  Catholic  countries,  where 
they  are  esteemed  a  great  delicacy 
for  the  table,  especially  during  Lent. 
A  great  quantity  of  pipe-heads  are 
made  here.  The  streets  are  narrow  ; 
the  houses  for  the  most  part  have 
pointed  gables  turned  to  the  street. 

Ulm  is  ingloriously  distinguished  in 
modem  history,  through  the  surrender 
of  the  place  to  the  French  by  General 
Mack  in  1805,  when  30,000  Austrians, 
through  the  incapacity  of  their  leader, 
capitulated  without  striking  a  blow, 
and  were  made  prisoners  of  war.  A 
body  of  12,000,  conmianded  by  the 
Archduke  Ferdinand  of  Este,  made  a 
bold  attempt  to  break  out,  but  all  his 
infantry  and  the  greater  part  of  his 
cavalry  were  slain  or  captured,  and  a 
few  hundred  men  alone  succeeded  in 
cutting  their  way  through  the  enemy 
into  Bohemia. 

The  Fortifications,  already  at  that 
time  dilapidated,  and  dismantled  after 
the  surrender,  have  been  replaced 
since  1842  by  works  on  a  vast  scale 
from  plans  by  Prassian  engineers,  in- 
cluding 12  detached  forts  or  towers, 
and  a  citadel  (Wilhelmsburg),  em- 
bracing both  banks  of  the  Danube  in 
a  wide  circuit.  Thus  Ulm  is  again  a 
first-class  fortress,  and  a  bulwark  to 
Germanjr  and  the  vall^  of  the  Da- 
nube against  France.  It  has  a  garrison 
of  6000  men. 

The  most  interesting  object  in  Ulm  is 
the  MtrKSTEB,  one  of  the  finest  Gothic 
cathedrals  in  Germany,  and  the  largest 
Protestant  ch.  in  the  world.  It  was 
begun  in  1377,  and  continued  down 
to  1494,  when  war  and  commercial 
ruin  arrested  the  progress  of  the  work. 
It  was  erected  entirelv  at  the  expense 
of  the  citizens,  without  the  aid  of

In  the 
market  square  before  it  is  a  very 
handsome  Fountain  (Fischkasten), 
wreathed  with  flowers,  and  bearing 
on  each  face  the  statue  of  a  knight 
by  Jorg  Syrlin  the  elder  (1482).  100 
yds.  to  the  E.,  on  the  S.  side  of  the 
Taubengasse,  is  the  Industrie  Mu- 
seum, containing  fragments  of  sculp- 
ture, irou'work,  old  furniture,  and  a 
few  paintings.  The  Deutsches  Hau8, 
half-way  to  the  stat.,  which  existed 
before  the  year  1226,  but  was  tho- 
roughly repaired  in  1726,  is  a  pictu- 
resque edifice.

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Wertheim  (4570),  an  ancient  town 
beautifully  situated  at  the  confluence 
of  Ihe  Main  and  Tauber,  is  the  resi- 
dence of  Prince  Lowenstein-Freuden- 
berg,  whose  dominions  are  now  in- 
corporated in  the  duchy  of  Baden. 
On  a  wooded  hill  are  the  fine  ruins  of 
the  ancient  castle,  which  was  destroyed 
in  the  Thirty  Years'  War.  The  ancient 
and  interesting  ch.  contains  a  singular 
rood-screen  and  a  nohle  14th-cent. 
""monument,  in  red  stone,  to  the  me- 
mory of  Geor^  Count  of  Wertheim 
and  his  two  wives.  A  foot-path  leads 
up  to  the  ruins,  which  cover  more 
ground,  with  the  exception  of  Heidel- 
berg, than  any  other  in  South  Germany. 
The  keep  and  chapel  are  of  the  14th 
cent.;  the  outer  walls  and  towers  of 
the  16th.  A  remarkable  feature  of 
the  castle  is  the  "  Altana,"  a  sort  of 
balcony  supported  on  an  arcade,  afford- 
ing heautiful  views.  Pleasant  walk 
along  the  hill  to  the  modem  8Mow^ 
half  way  to  which  is  an  interesting 
monument  to  a  former  prince  and 
princess,  who  fed  the  poorer  inhabit- 
ants during  a  severe  famine.  A 
Roman  Catholic  church  has  been  built 
from  the  desi^s  of  Oartner,  In  the 
first  week  of  October  a  Yolksfest  is 
held  at  Wertheim,  in  the  meadow 
below  the  town,  between  the  mouth 
of  the  Tauber  and  the  village  of 
Bestenheid.  It  lasts  three  days.  This 
is  perhaps  the  prettiest  spot  on  the 
whole  course  oi  the  Main,  and  the 
most  convenient  centre  for  excursions 
on  the  banks  of  that  river  and  in  the 
valley  of  the  Tauber.

Freudenberg,  a  beautiful  spot,  with 
ancient  walls  and  the  ruins  of  a  castle 
destroyed  in  the  Thirty  Years'  War, 
and  (18  m.^  lEiltenberg  (3700X  at  the 
junction  of  the  Mudau  with  the  Main.

BTonsbaoli,  with  the  interesting 
laih-cent.  ch.  of  a  Cistercian  abbey, 
pauses  through  two  tuunels,  and  crosses 
the  Tauber  twice  before  reaching 
Qambnrg,  where  is'  an  old_  castle. 
Thence  along  the  pleasant  valley  to 
landa,  whence  Rte.  7  is  followed  as 
jar  as  Zjjnigahoten.      Here  the   line 

Uergentkelm  (4260),  an  old  town 
on  the  Tauber,  with  the  Paiace  of  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Teutonic  Order 
(IB27-1809),  now  a  barrack.  The 
late  Prince  Paul  of  Wiirttemberg 
formed  in  it  a  ATtneMin  of  Natural 
History,  partly  collected  by  himself 
in  his  travels.  The  two  corkscrew 
staircases  and  a  well  in  the  inner 
court  deserve  notice.  The  late  Roman- 
esqne  Ch.  of  8.  John  is  interesting. 
Morgentheim  is  frequented  in  the 
season  for  its  mineral  waters,  saline 
chalybeate,  containing  Glauber  salt. 
The  Bathhouse,  outside  the  town,  ii 
called  Carlsbad. 

Proceeding  E.hy  Markehheim,  cele- 
brated for  its  vineyards,  we  reach 
WelkscihBim  on  the  Tauber,  with 
a  fine  cb&teau.

W. — Exp.  as  far  as  Hellbronn. 
The  rlj.  "winds  considerably,  travers- 
ing a  picturesque  and  hilly  country. 

Passing  Manlacb,  with  a  chaly- 
beate spring,  and  Solzdorf,  where  the 
Buhlerbach  is  crossed,  we  reach 
Hessenthali  where  the  line  turns 
N.  to 

Hall  (9200),  a  picturesque  old  town, 
on  the  steep  banks  of  the  Kocher, 
formerly  a  free  Imperial  city,  with  a 
territory  containing  in  the  1 3th  cent. 
16,000  Inhab. ;  some  of  the  old  towers 
and  walls  still  remain.  As  its  name 
implies,  it  possesses  considerable  salt- 
works. The  money  called  Heller 
(Haller)  is  said  to  have  been  first 
coined  here,  and  hence  to  have 
derived  its  name.  St.  KicliaerB,  the 
principal  church,  appproached  by  a 
lofty  flight  of  steps  on  the  W.  side, 
dates  from  1424-1525.  The  fine  tower 


Another  wood-carving  has  old  paint- 
ings on  the  shutters:  1.  Bearing  the 
Cross ;  2.  Crucifixion ;  3.  Deposition. 
The  8acramentshau8f  with  good  carv- 
ing, has  been  much  damaged  by 
whitewash.  The  church  of  8t.  Cath- 
arine, on  the  1.  bank  of  the  river,  has 
a  fine  high  altar. 

^  The  brine  evaporated  in  the  exten- 
sive salt  works  is  brought  in  pipes 
from  (9  m.  S.)  WilhelmBgliiok  (^28), 
where  the  rock-salt  occurs  in  large 
masses  in  which  great  chambers  are 
excavated.  It  is  accessible  either  by 
a  staircase  of  680  steps,  or  by  a  sort 
of  tramway,  and  is  worth  a  visit  when 
lighted  up. 

A  pleasant  road  up  the  banks  of  the 
Kocher  leads  to  (2  m.  S,)  Steinbach, 
above  which  rise  the  picturesque 
buildings  of  Xomburg,  'formerly  a 
Benedictine  fortress-monastery,  now  a 
hospital  for  invalided  soldiers.  A 
covered  way  runs  round  its  walls, 
from  which  are  pleasing  views  of 
the  surrounding  scenery.  The  church 
has  3  towers,  for  the  most  part  Roman- 
esque. The  nave  is  modern,  but  con- 
tains some  works  of  the  12th  and  15th 
centuries;  an  altar  frontal  of  copper 
(1130),  embossed  and  gilt,  and  a 
branched  candelabrum.  Close  by  is 
the  llth-cent.  basilica  of  Klein  Kom." 
burg,  with  some  early  frescoes,  re- 
stored. 

About  5  m.  N.W.  of  Hall  is  the 
Cistercian  Nunnery  of  (rnadenthal,  of 
the  13th  cent.,  with  a  choir  having  a 
quadrangular  apse. 

Two  tunnels  are  now  passed,  and 
the  rly.  mounts  to  its  summit-level  of 
1380  ft.,  and  descends  to  Waldenbnrg, 
with  a  conspicuous  Schloss  of  Prince 
Hohenlohe  -  Waldenburg,  Another 
Schloss  is  seen  at  Kenenstein.

Dnder  the 
town  are  large  cellars- 
Near  Wiilffiaeh  rises  on  the  I.  tlie 
little  town  of  Loweiutetii,  with 
ruined  castle.  At  the  N.W.  loot  of 
the  hill  are  the  epriugs  of  ThaoEBer- 
Bad. 

TBiuiberg.  On  the  gatamit  of  b 
bill  Elands  the  shattered  ruins  of  the 
dutk  of  WeiiiabeTg,  culled  Weiber- 
treue  (woman's  fidelity),  from  a  story 
connected  with  it,  which  may  be 
found  in  the  'Spectator,'  No.  499,  and 
which  has  also  furnished  the  sutiject 
of  one  of  fiiirger's  ballads.  During 
the  wars  of  Guelph  and  Ghibelline 
the  castle  was  besieged  in  1140  by 
Conrad  III.  of  Hohenstauien,  who 
became  at  length  so  irritated  at  the 
redelaiiae  oSer^d.  by  the  garrison,  that 
lie  vowed,  to  put  all  the  men  in  it  to 
the  sword,  permit^g  the  women, 
howerer,  to  depart  in  eafe(y,  carrying 
with  them  their  most  valuable  pro- 
perty. The  gates  were  opened  for 
this  purpwe,  and  Out  marched  the 
womeni  each  carryiog  on  her  back  her 
husband  or  lover.  Here  lived  and 
died  (1S62)  Justiuus  Kerner,  M.D., 
poet  and  ghostseer.  Near  the  pretty 
utile  Bomanesque  Church  is  his 
monument.  Within  the  building  a 
picture  of  1G59  represents  the  pro- 
cesuon  of  the  women. 

The  rly.now  passes  through  a  tnimel 
I  m.  long,  skirts  the  Warlberg  Tower, 
nnd  crosses  several  branches  of  the 
Necksr  to  Reilbroim.  From  Eppingen, 
dil.  to  (9  m.

Hiirtingen  (5370),  a  buspr  town, 
from  which  the  *Hohenneuffin  (2400 
ft.),  crowned  with  its  imposing  ruins, 
may  be  ascended  in  2  hrs. 

Neckartailfingen.  Here  the  rly. 
turns  due  S.,  away  from  the  ri^er, 
imd  £ne  views  of  the  Hohenneuffen 
and  the  TecKberg  are  gained  on  the  1. 


Metnxigen.  Fine  views  from  the 
*FlorianS)erg  (1 600  ft.),  1  hr.  N.E. 
[Rly.  S.E.  to  Uracil  (1610  ft.),  an  in- 
dnstrions  town  engaged  it  the  linen 
trade,  and  a  good  centre  for  pedes- 
trians (see  below).  The  Church  of 
St.  Amcmdus  retains  the  beautifully 
carved  oak  throne  of  Duke  Eber- 
hard  (1472).  The  caaUe,  built  partly 
of  wood  (1443)  possesses  in  the  Kitter- 
saal  gilt  carvings  and  armorial  bear- 
ings. In  the  market-place  a  cood 
Gothic  Fountain,  like  that  at  Ulm. 
On  the  rt.  of  the  road  riste  the  ruined 
Hohm-Urach,  ihe  residence  of  the 
Dukes  of  Wiirttemberg  before  Stutt- 
^rt.  i  m.  distant  through  the  forest 
18  the  pretty  waterfidl  of  Briihlbach.] 

The  rly.  skirts   the    base    of  the 
Achalm  (2300  ft.)  and  continues  W.  to 

Beutlingen  (17,500),  during  the 
middle  ages  constantlv  at  war  with 
the  princes  of  Wiirttemberg,  It  retains 
many  picturesque  old  houses,  and  the 
waters  of  the  Echaz  are  carried 
through  its  streets.  The  weaving  of 
wire  webs  for  sieves  is  carried  on,  and 
Lucas'  Pomological  Institute  was 
founded  here  in  1859.  The  noble 
Gothic  *Churdh  of  BU  Mary  (1247- 
1343),  restored  in  1844,  with  tower 
325  ft.  high,  contains  a  beautiful 
Font  (1499)  and  a  well-carved  group 
of  the  Entombment.  Friedrich  List, 
the  political  economist,  was  bom  here, 
and  his  statue,  erected  in  1863,  stands 
in  front  of  the  stat. 

The  Castle  of  liohtenstein,  2^  hrs. 
S.  of  Reutlingen,  is  a  mimic  feudal 
stronghold,  built  in  1 842  by  Heideloff, 
perched  on  the  apex  of  a  towering 
rock,  on  the  edge  of  precipices  800  ft. 
above  the  valley,  and  approached  only 
bv  a  drawbridge.  It  belongs  to  Grs» 
Wilhelm  yon  Wiirttemberg,  who  has 
decorated  the  interior  with  frescoes 
illustrating  the  story  of  Prince  Ulrio, 
as  told  in  HaufiTs  charming  romance 
named  after  this  castle.  It  contains 
many  interesting  Old-German  paint- 
ings by  Holbein,  Schaufelein,  Wohl^- 
muth.

TObingen  (13,700).  This  ancient 
and  picturesque  town,  of  10,000  Inhab., 
situated  on  the  Neckar,  in  one  of  the 
prettiest  and  most  fertile  districts  of 
Swabio,  is  built  on  very  irregular 
ground,  sloping  down  to  the  ' —  '' 
IS  chieHy  remarkable  as  Ix' 
of  the  UnivfTiit!/  of  the 
Wiirttemherg,  founded  ii 
namberingamong  its  earliest  professors 
Keuchlin  and  Melanchtbon.  It  main- 
tains both  a  Catholic  and  Protestant 
theological  faculty,  and  possesses  rich 
endowments,  supporting  fellows  and 
Echatars.  It  is  attended  by  about  1000 
students.  There  are  also  two  large 
Seminaries:  one  for  100  Protestant 
students  iu  divinity,  i^MeA  das  Sti/t ; 
the  other  for  130  Eoman  Catholic 
students,  called  das  Wilhelmaetift. 

The  plain  but  substantial  bailding 
for  the  Dniverniti/  stands  on  the  E. 
side  of  the  town,  in  the  modern  Wil- 
belmsstrasse.  It  contains  a.  small 
cabinet  of  pictures  by  old  masters, 
including  Correggio,  Murillo,  and 
L.  Cranach.  The  5  adjoining  rooms 
coatain  portraits  of  the  eminent  pro- 
fessors from  the  Brst  rector  Johannes 
Nauclerns  (1477)  downwards;  and  in 
the  entrance  hall  are  hosts  of  Dan- 
necker,  Hegel,  Schelling,  Wieland, 
Kepler,  Schiller  and  Uhland.  The 
.lleclion  of  Fornln  in  the  Old  Uni- 
I't^,  near  tie  cb„  deserves  a  visit. 
cioir  of  the  Prolestant  church 
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jnred.  The  painted  glass  in  the  choir 
dates  from  I4S0,  and  there  is  here  also 
an  undent  painting  by  Lazarus  Bertsoh, 
of  Wiirttemburg  (1574).  The  vault- 
ing of  the  nave  is  curious,  the  ceiling 
being  made  up  of  flower-pots  em- 
bedded in  cement. 

At  the  end  of  the  market-place, 
where  is  to  be  seen  every  variety  of 
Strabion  costamc,  is  the  Toiea  Mali 
(1508),  restortid  in  1698.  with  its 
ancient  wooden  pulpit  projecting  from 
the  first  story,  for  liarangulng  the 
townspeople.  Storks  are  to  be  seen  on 
the  clumney  tops. 

The  Castle  of  Hohen-Tlibingen,  on 
the  height  of  the  W.  of  the  town,  WBi 
built  in  1535,  iu  the  place  of  the  old 
stronghold  of  the  preceding  Pfali- 
graves  of  Tubingen.  Their  fiimily 
became  eitinct  in  1631,  and  the  casM 
has  been  conceded  by  the  Govemmeat 
to  the  use  of  the  Univeriily,  and  con- 
tains an  Observatory,  Laboratory,  an4 
collection  of  Casts.  Ascend  through 
the  decorated  gateway,  in  the  style  ttt 
the  Renaissance  (buitt  about  1600), 
with  the  facade  of  a  Irionipbal  area, 
and  bearing  the  Insignia  of  the  Order 
of  the  Garter.  Proceed  through  s 
second  gateway,  in  the  same  alyte

W.  The  range  of  the  Swabian  Alb 
is  then  seen  finely  lighted  up.  The 
castle  of  HohenzoUem  rises  against 
the  sky,  bearing  S.S.W.  Below  lies 
Tubingen,  with  the  castle  above  it, 
and  far  to  the  W.  stretch  the  slightly 
diverging  valleys  of  the  Neckar  and 
the  Ammer. 

Uhland  was  born  here  in  1787,  and 
died  in  1862.  A  granite  slab  marks 
his  grave  in  the  cemetery.  Wurm- 
lingen  chapel,  alluded  to  in  the  well- 
known  lines  of  his— 
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Droben  Btehet  die  Eapelle, 
Schanet  still  ins  Ttial  liinab, 

Stands  on  a  height  about  I  hr.  N.W., 
and  commands  a  fine  view. 

3  m.  N.W.  of  Tubingen,  on  the  old 
Stuttgart  road,  is  the  Cistercian  con- 
vent of  BebenlLauflen,  one  of  the  finest 
Gothic  edifices  of  Swabia,  founded  in 
1183.  Tower  of  open  work  (1409), 
cloister  and  fine  rose-window.  The 
building  has  been  restored  as  a  royal 
shooting-box,  and  contains  valuable 
collections  of  armour,  tapestry,  and 
majolica. 

Eottenburg  (7200).  The  Archi- 
episcopal  see  of  WUrttemberg,  pic- 
turesquely situated  on  the  banks  of 
the  Neckar,  and  connected  by  a  bridge 
with  the  suburb  of  Ehingen.  A  large 
and  valuable  collection  of  Roman 
antiquities,  found  in  the  neighbour- 
hood on  the  site  of  the  Roman  station 
Sumelocennis,  is  to  be  seen  in  the 
Bischofshof,  the  former  college  of 
the  Jesuits.  8t,  Martin's  Churchy  a 
late-Gothic  structure,  is  worth  a  visit. 
Here  is  a  Penitentiaryf  admirably 
or^nized.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
prisoners  are  employed  in  silk-spin- 
ning. The  cultivation  of  hops  is 
earned  on  here  to  a  very  great  extent. 
The  Neckar  is  crossed  to  Neidemaxi, 
not  fiir  from  which,  on  the  other  side 
of  the  river,  lie  the  Baths  of  the  same 
name.  The  Neckar  is  crossed  again, 
and  a  long  tunnel  entered,  beyond 
which  on  the  rt,  is  the  ch&teaa  of 
Weilerburg, 
Syaeh,  above  which  on  the  1.  stands 


the  ruin  of  Frondeck,  Omn.  to 
(3  m.  S.)  Bad  Imnau,  well  fitted  up, 
with  pretty  walks,  and  a  chalybeate 
spring.  Beyond  Herb,  the  valley 
contracts,  and  the  ruin  of  Wehrstein 
is  passed  on  the  1. 

Bull  am  Keckar,  with  a  Gothic  ch., 
beyond  which,  on  issuing  from  a 
tunnel,  the  ruin  of  Oeroldseck  is  seen 
on  the  1. 

Obemdorf.  The  royal  gun  foundry 
occupies  the  former  Augustine  mon- 
astery. The  line  now  becomes  very 
picturesque,  traversing  several  bridges 
and  tunnels  to  Bottweil,  an  old 
walled  town  (6000)  on  the  Neckar. 
It  fell  to  Wurttemberg  in  1802.  The 
Kreuzkirehe  is  a  fine  edifice  of  the 
14th  cent,,  nearly  destroyed  by  fire 
in  1696,  but  well  restored  b^  Heide- 
loff.  The  picture  on  the  high  altar 
is  by  Christoph.  Krafft,  1659.  The 
KapeUenkirche,  rebuilt  in  1723,  has 
a  fine  tower  of  1374.  ♦View  from 
the  Sochthurm  to  the  W.  of  the  town, 
an  old  watch-tower,  the  foundations 
of  which  are  Roman.  In  the  ceme- 
tery chapel  of  8,  Laurence  are  some 
good  mediseval  carvings.  Our  line 
turns  £.,  crossing  the  Neckar,  tra- 
versing a  fruitful  populous  plain,  with 
pretty  glimpses  of  the  spurs  of  the 
Alb. 

Spaichingexi,  from  which  the  Heu- 
herg  (2895  ft.)  on  the  1.  may  be 
ascended  in  l|  hr.  Splendid  *view. 
Beyond  Wurmlingen  the  rly.  de- 
scribes a  wide  curve,  and  crosses  the 
Danube  to  Tuttlingen  (8400),  on  the 
rt.  bank  of  the  Danube,  |  m.  from 
the  rly.,  rebuilt  since  a  fire  in  1803. 
Above  the  town  is  the  ruined  Castle 
of  Honburg,  destroyed  in  the  Thirty 
Years*  War. 

From  Urach  (see  below)  the  pedes- 
trian maj  follow  the  picturesque 
Uracher  Thai  to  Seeburg,  in  a  roman- 
tic situation  at  the  entrance  to  a  rocky 
valley.  ^  hr.  above  Urach  is  a  fine 
waterfall. 

From  Kirchheim  a  road  leads  to

before  reaching 

Ffallendorf,  an  ancient  town  with 
a  church  tower  worth  notice.  Hence 
coach  to  (9  m.)  Heiligenberg,  a 
chd,teau  of  Prince  Ftirstenberg,  with 
a  magnificent  ^Renaissance  ceiling 
and  an  interesting  chapel.  Beautifiu 
view  over  the  mke  of  Constance, 
which  lies  1000  ft.  below.  A  few  min. 
N.W.  of  the  Inn  are  the  interesting 

grottoes  of  the  Freundschafts-HMen, 
il.  to  (15  m.  S.)  Meersburg  on  the 
lake,  passing  Salem,  a  Cistercian  con- 
vent with  a  modernized  but  sump- 
tuous church,  containing  a  fine  late 
Gothic  Sacramentahaus. 

Meersburg  is  a  pleasant  little  town 
with  an  ancient  castle,  formerly  the 
residence  of  the  powerful  bishops  of 
Constancy,  in  which  has  been  arranged 
a  valuab)e  .collection  of  medisBval 
antiquities.  The  Kene  Sehloss,  an 
episcopal  palace  of  about  1740,  is  now 
an  admirably  conducted  Asylum  for 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Children,  open  to 
Catholic  and  Protestants  without  dis- 
tinction,  and  containing  more  than 


celebrated  for  its  wine.  In  the  church- 
^rard  was  buried  Mesmer  (1815),  the 
inventor  of  Mesmerism.  Hence  the 
steamer  crosses  the  lake  due  W.  to 
(4  m.) 

Malnan,  a  beautiful  little  island, 
once  a  Teutonic  lodge,  and  now  laid 
out  in  pleasure  grounds.  A  long  bridge 
connects  it  with  the  Baden  shore. 
The  steamer  re-crosses  the  lake  to 
Ueberlingen  (4000,  300  Protestants), 
an  ancient  town,  with  almost  perfect 
walls,  and  several  buildings  of  in- 
terest. The  14th-cent.  ^church,  with 
double  aisles  and  fine  wood-carving, 
and  the  hall  of  the  Gothic  '''Bathhaus, 
adorned  with  43  statuettes  of  Mar- 
graves and  Electors,  and  several  por- 
traits of  Emperors,  are  worthy  of 
notice.  The  Steinhaus  Museum  has 
various  local  collections.  An  immense 
trench,  dug  for  defence  against  the 
Swedes  on  the  land  side  of  the  city 
walls,  has  been  converted  into  a 
charmiDg  Promenade.  Dil.  N.W.  to 
(11  m.)  Stockach  (17).

Wurttemberg.      Boute  21. — Neuenburg — WUdhad. 
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Keuenbiirg  (2000)  is  an  old  town, 
mostly  rebuilt  since  a  fire  in  1783,  with 
a  ruined  castle  (FruohUpeicher)  of 
Homan  origin,  and  a  Schloss  of  1658. 
Dil.  to  (14  m.  S.W.)  Herrenalb  (22). 
Oalmbach  has  a  handsome  modem 
church. 

The  retired  but  famous  watering- 
place  of  Wildbad  (3600  Inhab.;  6500 
visitors)  lies  on  the  rt.  bank  of  the 
Enz  (1475  ft.). 

The  principal  building  is  the  hand- 
some Kurhaua,  with  reading  and  as- 
sembly rooms.  It  contains  30  private 
and  2  public  baths,  one  for  men,  the 
other  for  women,  holding  20  each. 
Hours,  5,  7,  9,  and  11  a.m.;  and  3,  5, 
and  7  p.m.  Tariff,  public  bath,  1  mark  ; 
private,  1  m.  80  pf. 

The  Bath-house  is  a  grand  establish- 
ment in  Byzantine  style,  with  coloured 
decorations,  and  cost  100,0002. 

Wildbad  is  a  cripple's  bath.  The 
natural  hot  waters  are  considered 
beneficial  for  rheumatism,  gout,  stiff- 
ness of  the  limbs  after  wounds  or 
fractures,  paralysis,  and  also  for  some 
diseases  of  the  skin. 

The  waters  are  nearly  pure;  their 
principal  chemical  ingredient  is 
common  salt.  The  mean  temperature 
varies  from  26°  to  30°  K^aumur  (  =  90° 
to  100°  Fahr.). 

The  baths  consist  of  basins  formed 
round  the  springs  as  they  bubble 
forth  from  the  crevices  of  the  granitic 
rocks,  which  are  covered  with  a  layer 
of  sand  for  the  comfort  of  the  bathers. 
The  water  is  continually  running 
through  the  basins,  but  every  hour 
the  greater  part  is  allowed  to  run  off, 
and  the  sand  stirred  up  by  sweeping 
it,  and  some  time  allowed  to  elapse 
before  the  bath  is  again  filled  for  a 
new  patient.  They  are  therefore  nscfd 
only  every  other  hour.  Twice  a  day 
the  baths  are  emptied  altogether.  The 
number  of  places  being  Imiited,  it  is 
advisable  to  secure  tickets  in  good 
time.  The  baths  are  the  property  of 
the  Government  There  is  a  special 
Bath,  the  Katharinemtift,  for  the  use 
of  the  poor.  ~ 

The  season  lasts  from  May  15  to 
September  15.    The  place  is  qni^t  and 
S,  Germ, 


well  adapted  for  invalids.  Instead  of 
donkeys  or  mules  the  invalids  make 
use  of  Bath  chairs  (Tragsessel).  There 
is  music  from  8  to  9  a.m.,  and  from 
6  to  7  P.M.,  on  the  KurplcUz, 

English  Church  service  every 
Sunday. 

The  situation  is  romantic,  and  the 
neighbourhood  has  some  pleasant  rides 
and  walks.  A  shady  path  leads  in  an'' 
hour  by  the  side  of  the  brook  Enz, 
here  running  rapidly  among  large 
stones,  up  to  the  Windhof  on  the  S. 
side,  and  to  the  Kuhle  Brunnen  on 
the  N. 

The  valley  is  narrow ;  in  the  middle 
are  meadows,  on  the  steep  sides  thick 
black  firwoods.  The  snow  sometimes 
lies  on  the  neighbouring  hills  from 
November  to  May.  In  the  streams 
between  Wildbad  and  Calmbach  some 
trout  and  grayling  fishing  may  be  had. 

ExcuBSiONS.  —  On  foot  or  in  a 
carriage  (9  marks,  two  horses  15  m.) 
to  (2  m.)  Calmbach  (8  m.),  Eothen- 
bach  and  (11  m.)  Zavelstein  Castle,  an 
imposing  ruin;  send  round  carriage 
to  (13  m.)  Teinach  Baths  (19) ;  return 
by  Calw,  Hirsau,  and  Liebenzell 
(5  hrs*.  walk). 

By  the  Wilder  See,  a  mountain  tarn 
in  the  .midst  of  a  peat-bog,  in  which 
the  dwarf  pine  (Piwtts  pumilio)  grows 
abundantly,  to  (9  m.)  Kaltenbrunn,  a 
shooting  lodge  in  the  forest;  thence 
to  the  (i  hr.)  Hohlohthurm  (3625  ft.) ; 
fine  view. 

By  carriage-road  up  the  valley  of 
the  Enz  to  Freudenstadt  (Ete.  16), 
descending  the  picturesque  Murgthal 
to  Baden.    (See  Rtes.  15  and  16.) 
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Soute  22.—Bad€n-Sad€n  to  WildbaiJ. 
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The  rly.  may  be  taken  as  far  as 
Gerusbaeh.  On  iBaving  Badea  the 
carriage-road  runs  through  a  Gdc 
avenae  of  oaks  for  2  jn.  op  the  prettj 
Lichtentlial.  Soon  after  begins  the 
aMeot  oTcr  the  moon  tain  ndge  di- 
viding this  Talley  frani  that  of  the 
Morg.  The  road  is  akilfaJIy  con- 
ductM,  risinff  by  a  long  and  easy 
ascent  through  pleasant  forest  scenery, 
■with  glimpses  of  the  valleys  below. 
Soon  after  crossing  the  summit  it 
leads  by  the  gate  of  Schloss  Elbemein 
(N.  G.  lOfi),  whence  the  descent  is 
rather  longh  and  steep,  to  (10  m.) 
Qfimiliaeh,  where  the  river  Murg  is 
crossed. 

Hence  an  alternative  mad,  somewhat 
lees  steep,  passes  through  Eeiehenbach, 
a  small  viiiage  on  an  affluent  of  the 
Murg,  mounts,  by  a  series  of  skil^l 
gradations,  to  a  small  Jugdichlosa  of 
%e  Grand  Duke  of  Buden,  on  the 
sammit  of  the  chain,  commandiDg 
beaulifnl  Tiens,  and  descends  into 
Wildbod.  The  high  rond  (dil.  twice 
daily  in  aj  liis.,  IJ  in  the  reverse  di- 
rection, as  far  as  Heerenalt)  crosses 
the  frontier  of  WUrltemherg  to 

ts  m.  LoffsDan;  in  the  hill  near 
the  village  are  several  caverns,  called 
Tenfelskatnmern,  formed  apparently 
by  the  force  of  ronning  \Fater.  A 
little  way  above  them  is  the  Teu- 
fdemUhle,  a  prominent  and  project- 
ing height,  commaiidinj;  a  fine  view 
from  itt  top  (a  lirs,'  walk),  which  is 
cavereil  tri'ib  a  eonfiised  heap  of 
ihJJen  rocks  of  saaiktoue.

and  reaches 

35  m.  Baiersbroxm  (3000),  where 
the  scenery  becomes  less  striking. 
The  valley  opens,  several  glass-houses 
and  other  manufactories  are  passed, 
and  at  the  end  of  a  long  ascent  a  sort 
of  table-land  is  reached,  on  which 
stands  the  town  of  Freudenstadt.  From 
this  point  the  view  is  gained  of  the 
Vorarlberg  mountains  in  Tyrol. 

B8  m.  Freudenstadt  (4)  lies  nearly 
a  mile  distant  from  its  rly.  stat,  to 
which  the  dil.  proceeds.  Another 
dil.  plies  daily  between  the  stat.  and 
Rippoldsau,  passing  through  the  town, 
but  the  two  coaches  are  not  in  corre- 
spondence. Our  road  still  follows  up 
the  Murg,  which  dwindles  to  a  rill 
as  we  approach  the  summit  of  the 
Kniebis.  The  scenery  is  wild  and 
wooded,  the  valley  and  its  stream 
dwindling  until  a  wide  open  heath  is 
reached  (3000  ft.).  Here  we  re-enter 
Baden,  and  soon  after  the  road  to 
Eippoldsau  turns  off  abruptly  to  the 
1.,  and  plunges  at  once,  by  a  well- 
wooded  descent,  into  the  valley  of 
the  Schappach.  In  about  2  hrs.  from 
Freudenstadt  we  reach  the  baths  at 

48  m.  Bippoldsan,  **one  of  the  most 
attractive  but  least  known  of  the 
Brunnen  of  Germany,  situated  nearly 
in  the  centre  of  the  black  Forest.  It 
is  a  small  tillage,  or  rather  collection 
of  accommodations  for  travellers.  All 
the  food  supplies  are  brought  on 
women's  heads  from  Freudenstadt. 
The  property  belonged  originally  to 
the  Grand  Duchj  of  Baden,  but  was 
purchased  of  Pnnce  Fiirstenberg  by 
the  proprietor.  Few  similar  places, 
in  point  of  scenery,  mineralogy,  and 
mineral  waters,  can  rival  this  secluded 
spot.** — Stanley,  The  Bath-House  is  a 
very  handsome  establishment.  There 
are  5  mineral  springs,  all  cold. 
Sulphate  of  soda  and  carbonate  of 
lime  are  the  chief  ingredients.  The 
waters  are  considered  very  efficacious 
in  affections  of  the  stomach,  glandular 
system,  and  skin.  The  vale  of  Schap- 
pach, at  the  head  of  which  Rippoldsau 
23  situated,  is  distingmshed  for  the  pic- 
tures^ue,  or  rather  grotesqney  costume 
of  Its  inhabitants,  and  the  rustic  fasHon 


of  their  houses,  as  well  as  for  its  con- 
stant variety  of  pleasing  prospect.  Dil. 
twice  daily  (3  times  in  the  season)  to 
(14  m.  S.)  Wolfach  Stat.  (4).  Dil.  in 
summer  to  (15  m.  W.)  Petersthal,  chief 
place  of  the  Kniebis  Baths;  thence 
3  times  daily  to  (5  m.  N.W.)  Oppenau 
Stat.  (N.  G.  105).

S.S.E. — Soon  after  leaving  Tiibin- 
gen,  the  rly.  passes  on  the  1.  the  small 
Baths  and  Chapel  of  S.  Blasins,  and 
crosses  the  Steinlach^  ascending  the 
stream.  The  Rossberg,  DreifUrsten- 
stein,  and  other  hills  of  the  Swabian 
Alb,  become  conspicuous  objects  in 
the  view.  After  re-crossing  the 
Steinach,  the  Belsener  Capelle  is  seen 
on  a  hill  to  the  1.,  and  on  the  rt.  the 
sulphur  baths  of  Sebastiansweiler. 
The  summit  level  of  the  line  is 
reached  at  Bodelshausen,  soon  after 
which  the  Prussian  frontier  is  crossed, 
and  the  castle  of  Hohenzollem  rises 
boldly  against  the  sky.  The  train 
now  descends  to 

Heichlni^  (3700;  500  Jews),  a 
dull  and  dilapidated  town  until  1849, 
residence  of  the  Prince  of  Hohen- 
collem-Hechingen,  one  of  the  oldest 
noble  races  of  Swabia.  In  the  prin- 
dpal  ch.  (1782)  is  a  monumental 
relief  by  Peter  Vischer  to  a  Count  v. 
Zollem  and  his  wife.  The  view  from 
the  Weilerberg  is  fine.  On  the  S. 
side  of  the  town  is  a  modem  Gothic 
ch.  (Protestant),  and  jost  beyond  it 
the  villa  Eugenia,  a  ehdteau  of  the 

Srince,  surrounded  by  agreeable  ^r- 
ens  and  pleasure-grounds.    Carnage 
to  BoheDzollem,  6  marks.    The  rly. 
crosses    the    St&rzel,    and    through. 
several  cuttings  reaches  Zollem,  ^vrhich 


has  a  pretty  stat.,  turreted  like  the 
castle.  Hence  a  ^ood  carriage-rciad, 
the  zigzags  of  which  may  be  cut  off 
by  steep  paths,  leads  to  (3  m.) 

*Castle  Hoheniollem,  the  nest  of 
the  black  eagle,  the  cradle  of  the 
royal  family  of  Prussia.  While  the 
elder  branch  of  Hechingen  gradually 
lost  ground  and  influence  in  perpetual 
contests  with  the  Dukes  of  Wttrttem- 
berg,  till  reduced  to  the  condition  of 
princes  in  little  else  but  name,  the 
younger  branch  became  Burg-graves 
of  Nuremberg,  and,  augmenting  their 
influence,  purchased  in  1417  the  Mark 
of  Brandenburg,  with  the  electoral 
dignity,  from  the  Emp.  Sigismund. 
Two  centuries  later  they  obtained 
kingly  rank.  The  old  CkiBtle  (2840  ft.) 
stands  on  the  summit  of  a  table-rock 
of  limestone,  with  precipitous  sides. 
It  was  ruined  by  the  forces  of  the 
■Hanseatic  League  in  1423.  It  is  now 
the  property  of  the  Emp.  of  Germany, 
who  built  (1851-67)  on  the  site  of  the 
old  castle  a  niodem  palace  (designed 
by  Stiller") — the  fort  by  engineer 
officers.  Entering  by  the  Eagle  Gate, 
with  eijuestrian  relief  of  the  Elector  I 
Frederick  I.,  and  crossing  a  draw-  ' 
bridge,  you  are  led  by  ingeniously  < 
planned  zizzags  and  through  a  curved 
tunnel  to  the  upper  Bail,  75  ft.  above 
it,  ornamented  with  two  lanqe  bearers 
in  stone,  and  at  the  end  of  the  terrace 
a  bronze  statue  of  Fred.  William  IV. 
The  fortress,  in  plan  a  heptagon, 
follows  the  outline  of  the  old  castle, 
with  bastions,  and  comer  towers 
rising  50  or  60  ft.  high  above  the 
precipice,  and  forming  as  it  were  a 
continuation  of  it.  The  modern 
Schloss  is  a  building  of  5  stories,  the 
two  lower  casemated,  surmounted  by 
towers.  Attached  to  one  wine  is  the 
R.  C.  Chapel  of  8.  Michael,  the  only 
ancient  fragment  now  preserved,  and 
to  the  other  a  modem  Gothic  ch.  (Pro- 
testant), for  the  Hohenzollem  femily 
is  Catholic,  but  the  Imperial  branch 
Protestant.  The  place  is  garrisoned 
by  a  company  of  inflEintry,  and  adjoin-

fitted,  particularly  the  Slammhauin- 
halla,  or  hall  decorated  with  gcnealo- 
gisal  treeE,  the  Gothic  Grafmitaal, 
the  Kaieerlmlte, '  and  the  Biicho^i- 
halle,  reEpectiyely  embellished  witll 
statues  and  portraits  of  emperors  aod 
prelates.

The  "view  from  the  Wartthunn  on 
three  Bides  is  exleueire,  but  wants 
water.  The  eje  ranges  over  the  un- 
dolatiuc  district  of  Swalila :  N.  to  the 
Black  Forest,  where  the  Feldberu;  is 
conspicuousj  andS.,ia  clear  weather, 
extends  to  the  Burnese  Alps.

The  riy,  proceeds  to  Balingen  on 
the  Ejach,  with  solphnr  baths.  Fine 
view,  including  tbe  caslle  of  Hohen- 
zollern  on  the  N.£.,  from  the  massive 
hexagonal  (awer  of  the  ch.  The  rly. 
DOW  turns  SE.,  and  ascends  the  slopes 
of  the  Swabian  Alb.  The  Schafberg 
and  Locbenstein  rise  on  the  rt.  At 
Frommem  the  gradient  becomes  very 
steep,  and  some  bold  ciitliD|^  carry 
the  rly.  to  Lantlingen,  sonii  after 
which  the  highest  point  {2i20  fi.)  is 
attained,  on  the  watershed  between 
the  Danube  and  the  Rhine.

E. — Exp.  as  far  as  Aalen.  The 
Remsthal  rly.  turns  1.  from  the  line  to 
Ulm  beyond  Cannstatt,  and  ascends 
in  long  curves  above  the  valley  of  the 
Neckar,  affording  beauUful  views.  At 
Pellbach  the  line  beg^  to  descend, 
and  enters'the  Remsthal  at  Waiblingen 
(3000),  a  very  old  town,  whence  the 
family  of  Hohenstaufen  derived  their 
name  of  Waiblinger,  which  the  Ita- 
lians converted  into  Ghibellini.  The 
church  outside  the  town  (1456-88), 
has  a  fine' tower.  Beyond  Kidersbacli 
is  a  fine  'nadu'ct.

Lorch.  In  thechurch  of  the  Bene- 
dictine monastery  (1102)  on  the  Mari- 
enbere,  many  of  the  Hohenstaufen  lie 
buriea»  Opposite  is  a  bleak  hill,  on 
which  are  some  slight  vestiges  of  the 
castle  of  Waschenbeuem,  the  original 
seat  (Stamnisitz)  of  the  Hohenstaufen 
family.  Fine  views  just  beyond  the 
Stat,  of  the  hill  of  Hohenstaufen  and 
the  double-peaked  Hechberg;. 

GxibrD,  SchwSbiscJt  (15,000).  An 
ancient  town,  beautifully  situated  on 
the  Rems,  formeiiy  a  free  Imperial  city, 
fiunous  for  its  jewelleiy.  It  retains 
Its  ancient  GaUs  and  Towers,  many 
timber  houses  (1 5th  centy.),  and  12 
churches,  several  of  which  are  of 
great  interest.  The  Krenskirche, 
begun  in  1351  by  Heinrich  Arler,^one 
of  a  family  of  medisBval  architects, 
natives  of  Gmiind,  was  the  type  of 
many  Swabian  churches,  apd  of  the 
Dom  at  Prague,  built  by  his  son.  It 
has  a  finely  carved  portal  and  altar- 
piece.  Thie  cathedral  of  Milan  also 
was  built  by  Peter  Arler  of  Gmund 
(de  Gamodia) ;  and  this  ch.  shows 
some  likeness  to  it.  It  consists  of  a 
nave  of  8  bays  (1410)  and  a  choir 
of  4,  terminating  in  an  apse,  and  1 1 
radiating  chapels.  There  are  4  superb 
portals.  In  the  N.  transept  chapel  is 
a  wonderful  altarpiece,  a  tree  of 
Jesse,  with  many  figures  carved  and 
painted.  Of  secular  buildings,  the 
H,'Geist'8vUal,  and  Schmalz-Hall  are 
worth  notice.

E  Chief  Objrcts  or  Curioeitv  i:<  Bivaria. 


Bavaria  may  be  described  afl  consisting  of  two  grpot  undulating  plains, 
ileirly  Gurronnded  by  mauntaina,  slopinff  gradaally  the  one  from  tbe  n'.  and 
the  other  from  the  S.  towards  the  valley  of  Ihe  Danube.  The  couutry  is 
more  or  less  fertile,  generally  producing  com,  chiefly  rye  and  barley,  but 
often  lyliia  waste  and  uncultivated,  invariably  interspersed  with  tufu  and 
patches  of  &r-trees,  looking  like  fragments  of  some  great  forest  once  coib- 
tinuous.  They  supply  the  place  of  coal-mines  in  a  large  part  of  the  coant)% 
beiilg  kept  up  to  furnisb  tbe  inhabitants  with  fuel.  The  lower  levels  ofthMRj) 
plains,  on  the  banks  of  the  Danube  and  Isar,  are  6i:cnpied  by  exlensin* 
morasses.  The  most  fertile  districts  are  the  circle  of  the  Iteiat  and  Upp^ 
Danube,  the  hop-garden  of  Bavaria;  while  the  circle  of  the  Lower  Dauiiba

'  To  find  'lomaotic  scenery  the  traveller  must  repair  to  the  south  of  Bavai 
close  uhder  the  high,  wall  of  the  Alps,  which  bound  the  land  from  the  la 
of  Constance  (Bedensee)  to  the  territory  of  Saliburg ;  and  which,  thoagh  i 
belonging  to  the  principal  chain  of  the  Alps,  yet  attain,  in  some  or  fbi 
peaks,  a  height  of  nearly  10,000  feet.  The-narrow  ftinge  of  wooded  bills 
tbe  base  of  this  mountainous  district  is  intersected  by  verdant  j^sto 
valleys,  penetrating  deep  into  the  interior  of  the  chain,  terminating  in  shi 
and  glaciers ;  above  all,  it  abounds  in  beautiM  lakes,  varying  in  c&r&oter 
sGeuery  from  the  pleasing  to  the  sublime.  Though  they  are  inferior,  tm  i 
whole,  to  those  of  Switzerland,  Austria,  and  Italy,  a  traveller  proceediia  t^ 
Munich  eastward  may  explore  their  beauties  with  proSt  and  pleasure,  sUrti 
the  AlfiE,  and  visiting  in  succession  the  lakes  of  Ammer,  StafT^l,  SbDiilK 
or  Wiirm,  Kochen,  WaTchen,  Tegom,  Chiem  (the  largest  in  Bavaria),  iu. 
concluding  with  the  most  beautiful  of  all,  the  Kiinigssee,  on  the  boPSersj 
Salzburg,  situated  in  a  narrow  slip  of  Bavaria,  almost  enclosed  within  1 
Austrian  territory.  ' 

FUheriea.—Tbs  waters  of  these  lakes  and  moontain-Etreams  are  usually 
to  different  proprietors,  but  permission  to  fish  in  them  is  easily  obtainl 
The   regulation  observed  is,  that  all  the  fish  canght  be  transferred  to  t,_ 
owner's  banks,  or,  if  kept,  be  paid  for  at  so  much  a  pound.

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In  ancient  chorch  architecture  Bavaria  has  much  to  boast  of.  The  country 
contains  a  number  of  -very  ancient  and  venerable  dtiest  formerly  free  towns 
of  the  Empire,  in  their  day  of  prosperity  focuses  of  wealth,  the  emporia  of 
commerce,  and  the  cradles  of  liberty,  created  and  fostered  by  the  extensive 
carrying-trade  over-land  from  Italy  and  the  East,  to  the  Baldc,  and  to  the 
great  cities  of  the  Netherlands.  They  were  ruined  by  the  civil  and  religious 
dissensions,  and  the  long  and  bloody  wars  which  desolated  Germany  in  the 
15th  and  16th  centuries ;  by  the  discovery  of  the  Cape,  and  by  the  rivalry  of 
the  maritime  powers  of  England  and  Holland,  whose  merchants  chalked  out 
a  fresh  track  for  commerce,  and  thus  the  sources  of  the  ancient  prosperity  of 
many  of  the  Imperial  cities  of  Germany  were  dried  up.  They  still,  however, 
exhibit  unequivocal  marks  of  the  wealth  and  splendour  of  their  merchant- 
nobles.  Nuremberg,  in  particular,  is  deserving  of  especial  mention  for  its 
various  monuments  in  almost  ev^  department  of  the  arts.  Little  less 
remarkable  are  the  episcopal  cities  wHnburg  and  Bamberg,  once  capitals  of 
Ecclesiastical  PrincipalilieS|  although  they  have  declined  even  more  than  the 
Imperial  towns.  The  vast  acquisitions  of  the  Romish  Church,  exhibited  in 
the  number,  size,  and  splendour  of  the  churches  and  monasteries  (for  the 
most  part  suppressed  by  the  French,  but  in  some  instances  restored  since), 
cannot  ^adl  oi  exciting  surprise.  Such  monuments  of  priestly  wealth  and 
power  are  met  wiUi  both  in  Franconia  (on  the  borders  of  the  Main)  and  in 
Swabia  at  the  foot  of  the  Alps,  near  the  pretty  lakes  mentioned  above ;  where, 
within  the  space  of  a  dav's  joumev,  no  less  than  twelve  such  colonies  were 
planted  in  the  middle  of  a  fat  and  fertile  district,  called,  from  its  monkish 
owners,  the  Priests'  Corner  (Pfaffenwinkel). 

The  Tabexnaoles  ^Sacramentsluluschen),  for  holding  the  consecrated  wafer, 
surmounted  by  a  spire  of  stone  tracery,  foliage,  and  bower-work,  sometimes 
50  or  60  feet  high,  are  almost  peculiar  to  this  part  of  Germany,  and  well 
deserve  attention.  The  finest  are  at  Nuremberg,  Ulm,  Regensburg,  Ochsen- 
forth,  and  Nordlingen.  They  are  chiefly  of  the  15th  century,  a  few  of 
the  14th. 

Of  the  same  class  of  work  and  age  are  the  Altar-pieces  (Reredos),  of  Gothic 
carved  niche-work,  and  pinnacles  of  wood  or  stone,  enclosing  statues  or  even 
pictures  of  saints  and  sacred  subjects — very  often  arranged  as  a  Triptych  to 
open  and  shut. 

The  central  point  of  attraction,  however,  to  the  traveller  in  Bavaria  is  the 
capital.  From  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  King  Lewis,  Munich  became 
the  chosen  seat  of  the  fine  arts ;  and  ranks,  for  architectural  embellishments, 
^dleries,  and  collections  of  all  kinds,  public  and  private,  among  the  chief 
cities  of  Europe.

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The  church  of  *S.  Agata,  between 
the  Stat,  and  the  Schloss,  is  a  good 
transition  building  of  1115,  with 
numerous  ancient  tomb-stoues. 

5  min.  W.  of  this  point,  beyond  the 
Park  or  Sc^UosS'Garten,  is  tiie  ^Pom- 
peianum,  a  copy  of  the  house  of 
Castor  and  Pollox  at  Pompeii,  with 
similar  decorations,  built  in  1842  for 
King  Lewis  of  Bavaria,  under  the 
direction  of  the  architect  Cfdrtner,  It 
stands  near  the  river,  and  commands 
a  fine  view  of  the  old  bridge. 

J  hr.  B.  of  the  town  is  a  pretty 
wood  called  the  Fdsanerie,  2  m.  W., 
beyond  the  bridge,  on  the  1.  bank  of 
the  Main,  is  the  royal  villa,  park,  and 
orangery  of  Sohdne  Busch. 

fieyond  AschafEenburg  the  rly.  soon 
enters  rock-cuttings  in  the  new  red 
sandstone,  gradually  ascending  among 
wooded  hiUs,  crosses  the  Lauiach,'and 
threads  a  tunnel  to 

EeigenbriLcken.  Thence  it  de- 
scends by  a  clear  trout  stream  to 
Partenstein,  and  follows  the  pretty 
Lohrthal  into  the  valley  of  the  Main 
at  Lohr  (3700),  a  flourishing  town  on 
the  rt.  bank  of  the  Main,  with  some 
trade  in  paper,  iron,  and  boat-build- 
ing. It  has  two  rly.  stations,  rather 
more  than  a  mile  apart. 

Carlstadt,  a  very  picturesque  town, 
said  to  have  been  built  by  Charle- 
magne, has  old  walls  and  towers,  and 
the  ruins  of  the  Carlsburg,  an  ancient 
fortification  of  the  former  bishops  of 
Wilrzbnrg,  on  whose  frontier  it  stood. 
It  is  the  birthplace  of  the  reformer 
Bodenstein,  known  under  the  name  of 
Carlstadt,  who  died  in  1543. 

Veitshdchheim  has  a  royal  ch&teau 
in  a  park.  Further  on,  to  the  L,  is 
the  Steinberg,  covered  with  vine- 
yards, which  produce  the  Stein  wine. 
Opposite  lies  OherzeU,  formerly  a 
monastery  of  the  Premonstrants,  now 
a  machine  and  engine  factory. 

WtrsZBXTBO  (560  ft.),  with  56,000 
Inhab.,  of  whom  9000  are  Protestant,  is 
a  clean  and  cheerful  city,  beautifully 
situated  on  the  Main,  whose  hilly 
banks  are  covered  with  vines.  It 
was 
capital  of  an 


ruled  by  a  line  of  82  bishops,  who 
were  princes  of  the  Empire,  and  by 
their  power  and  wealth  exercised 
great  influence  in  Germany.  This  will 
account  for  the  number  of  churches 
in  the  town,  all  of  which,  however, 
are  either  incomplete  or  have  been 
injured  by  modern  alterations.  The 
narrow  streets,  overhanging  houses, 
and  pointed  gables,  mark  the  antiquity 
of  the  town,  which  contains  many 
picturesque  and  handsome  buildings. 

A  stone  bridge  (1476-1607)  con- 
nects the  city  with  the  suburb  Main- 
viertel ;  it  is  ornamented  with  statues 
of  sunts. 

A  wide  street,  called  the  Domstrasse, 
runs  E.  from  the  bridge  to  the 

Cathedral  (Dom),  founded  in  862  on 
the  spot  where  St.  Kilian  suffered 
martyrdom:  he  was  an  Irish  mis- 
sionary, who  came  hither  to  preach 
Christianity,  and  is  regarded  as  the 
apostle  of  Franconia.  The  present 
edifice,  distinguished  by  its  four 
towers,  was  rebuilt  between  1189  and 
1230,  the  two  E.  towers  being  of  the 
latter  date.  One  of  these  towers  is 
built  in  alternate  courses  of  red  and 
white  stone,  but  the  other  is  entirely 
of  white  stone ;  both  of  the  western 
towers  are  striped. 

The  small  dome-capped  chapel  ad- 
joining the  north  transept  was  erected 
by  Bishop  Schonborn,  who  died  in 
1721,  and  is  buried  here.  The 
Emperor  Frederick  Barbarossa  was 
married  in  this'church.  The  interior, 
modernised  since  1700  and  covered 
with  stucco  figures  and  ornaments, 
with  tarnished  gliding,  and  worthless 
pictures,  contains  a  long  series  of 
monuments  of  the  prelates  of  Wtirz- 
burg.  Their  marble  effigies,  in  high 
relief,  planted  upright  against  the 
walls  and  piers,  each  bearing  the 
sword  of  temporal  rule  in  the  right 
hand,  and  the  crosier  in  the  left,  are 
curious  in  the  history  of  art  and  of 
religion.  The  finest  are  those  by 
Biemenachneider,  at  the  6th  and  7^ 
pillars  rt.

On  the  N.  side  of  the  Dom  stands 
the  HeiuniiiiitBr  Chorah  (1000),  in 
the  Romanesque  crypt  of  which — the 
remnant  of  a  much  earlier  building 
(85*) — ia  the  plain  sarcophagus  tomb 
of  Si.  Kilian.  The  E.  portion  of  the 
building,  and  the  very  elegant  ocla- 
gotial  tower,  are  probably  uot  earlier 
than  the  I3tb  rent.  The  W.  portion 
of  the  church  is  cohered  by  a  vast 
ociagODal  dome  and  lantern,  completed 
in  1731.  Outside,  at  the  E.  end  of 
the  church,  a  monument  waa  erected 
(1843)  to  Walther  von  der  Vogelweide 
(d.  1230),  the  most  popular  of  the 
Minnesingera,  who  was  bnried  in  the 
cloisters.  He  left  a  sum  of  money  to 
buy  com  to  feed  the  birds  at  his  tomb 
every  day  at  noon ;  a  vase  was  placed 
on  the  top  for  that  purpose ;  the  Ger- 
man epitaph,  by  King. Lewis  I.,  and 
the  relief  refer  to  this ;  but  the  mouay 
has  been  long  since  applied  by  the 
chapter  to  tbeir  own  use.  On  the  N. 
»ide  of  the  charch  are  some  remark- 
able cloisters. 

N.  of  the  Domstraase  is  the  Market- 
place, a  very  gay  and  animated  scene 
on  a  market  morning ;  on  the  N. 
side  of  it  stands  the  'Harlenkapelle, 
the  finest  church  in  Wiirzhnrg,  an 
elegant  pointed  Gothic  building  (1377- 
1479),  with  a  tower  of  red  stone  in 
the  same  style.  It  has  tall  lancet 
windows,  sculpture  over  the  portals, 
and  statues  attached  (o  the  piers 
within.  It  was  built  oo  the  site  of  a 
Jewish  synagogue,  destroyed  in  1348, 
when  the  Jews  nere  barot,  with  their 
wives  and  children,  iu  their  houses, 
by  the  zealous  Christians, 

S.W.  of  the  market-place  is  the 
Bathhaui,  the  oldest  part  of  which 
(USG)  faces  the  Domstrasse.

erected,  in  1B47,  a  bronze  str' —

Farther  E.  is  a.  large  domed  oli0 
in  the  Italian  style  (1871),  — " 
Sti/l  Saug.  The  intenor  is  ei 
covered  with  laroished  gilding,  1 
pictures,  and  whi[ewash. 
E.  of  the  cathedral  is 
Palaoa,  situated  in  a  square  fianked  H, 
two  tall  pillars  ;  it  was  erected  bj-nojl 
bishops  of  the  family  of  the  Cotints  ^| 
SchoQbornin  17iO-4(\aiidwBsfonnetij 
the  episcopal  residence  (Adm.  dailj, 
8  to  5).  Its  architect  was  a  6«niuui, 
John  lialt'r  Neumann,  and  few  rojM 
palaces  surpass  its  now  faded  splei^' 
dour.  The  slalrcose  is  very  stately 
and  original  in  its  design.  Ths 
384  apartments  contained  in  tile 
building,  inclading  the  snile  occupied 
by  the  Emperors  of  Germany  on  tbeir 
way  to  the  coronation  at  Frankfiirt, 
are  chiefiy  remarkable  for  the  fine 
Gobelin  tapestry  and  mirrors.  The 
CItapel,  well  worth  seeing,  is  a  very 
rich  specimen  of  internal  decoration, 
in  the  laste  of  the  time  of  Louis  XIV, 
The  whole  edifice,  not  nndeserving 
of  the  title  of  a  German  Versailles,  is  a 
remarkable  evidence  of  the  unbounded 
wealth  of  the  ecclesiastical  princes  of 
the  empire,  nearly  to  the  end  of  the 
last  century,  when  it  was  swept  away 
in  the  changes  which  followed  the 
French  Revoluiion.  The  OardeiiB 
attached  to  it  are  a  very  agreeable 
walk,  and  the  gales  Icadiog  into 
them  are  fine  specimens  of  iron-work. 
Beneath  one  of  the  wiugs  of  tha 
building   ale  rtie  ftoe  -vnuXwi  Whvb 
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the  tans  is  capable  of  holding  10,000 
gallons,  and  dates  from  1784. 

From  the  S.W.  corner  of  the  Hof- 
garten  a  broad  street  leads  to  the 
University ^  founded  by  Bishop  Julius 
in  1582 :  it  enjoys  some  celebrity  as  a 
school  of  medicine,  and  has  a  Library 
of  200,000  vols.  The  adjoining  Neu- 
bankirche  dates  from  1591,  and  the 
Protestant  Church  of  St.  Stephen,  to 
the  S.E.,  from  1789. 

The  once  numerous  monastic  esta- 
blishments ofWiirzburg  are  diminished 
to  five ;  among  those  that  remain  is  an 
Ursuline  Nunnery, 

The  fortress  of  Marienberg,  425  ft. 
above  the  river,  was  the  stronghold 
and  original  residence  of  the  bisnopSi 
and  is  supposed  to  occupy  the  site  of 
one  of  the  50  Roman  castles  built  by 
Drusus  in  Germany.  It  consists  of  a 
tall  donjon  and  several  other  relics  of 
a  feudal  edifice,  associated  with  more 
recent  constructions. 

The  ♦view  hence  is  fine.  The  town 
with  its  towers  and  steeples  is  backed 
by  the  hill  producing  the  celebrated 
Stein  wine,  and  the  Main,  winding 
through  the  landscape,  adds  a  charm 
to*  the  view.  The  flanks  of  the  hill  of 
the  citadel,  also  clad  with  vineyards, 
the  property  of  the  king,  furnish  the 
other  principal  Franconian  wine,  called 
Leisten.  The  best  sort  grows  on  the 
Kioolansberg  (or  KSppele),  a  neigh- 
bouring hill,  with  a  white  pilgrimage 
chapel  on  its  summit,  to  which  a  line 
of  stations  leads.  The  view  fh>m 
St  Nicholas  is  quite  as  fine  as  that 
from  the  citadel. 

Stein  wine  is  sold  in  squat  flasks, 
called  **  bocks  beuteln,"  but  the  price 
in  London  is  considerably  less  than 
that  which  the  genuine  conmiands  on 
the  spot,  and  the  g]reater  portion  here 
sold  IS  merely  one  of  the  commoner 
Palatinate  growths. 

Close  under  the  hill  of  the  Citadel, 
between  it  and  the  river,  stands  the 
church  of  St.  Bnrkhard,  a  very  ancient 
building,  with  nave  and  towers  in  the 
round  style,  but  modernized  within. 

The  city  ceased  to  be  a  fortress  in 
1865,  and  the  glacis  Ims  been  laid  out 
as  a  Public  Promenade. 
There   is   a  club    furnished  with 
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newspapers,  called  ffarmonie  (close  to 
the  cathedral),  and  a  Theatre, 

Leaving  Wiirzburg,  the  Bavaria 
and  Baden  riy.  follow  the  «ame  rails 
as  far  as 

Heidingsfeld,  where  there  are  two 
stations,  ^  m.  apart.  The  church 
contains  a  fine  late  Gothic  pulpit. 
Here  the  Main  is  crossed,  and  our  rly. 
ascends  its  1.  bank  towards  the  S.E. 

Ochsenfort  (2200)  has  a  large  14th- 
cent.  church  with  a  triple  apse,  octa- 
gonal piers,  lofty  windows  with  some 
good  tracery,  and  a  tall  Romanesque 
tower.  At  the  E.  end  of  the  N.  aisle 
is  a  inagnificent  Tahemacle  for  the 
Sacrament,  of  stone,  50  ft.  high.  The 
carved  stalls,  chandeliers  with  statu- 
ettes, and  a  bronze  font  with  Gothic 
tracery  and  reliefs,  are  worth  notice. 
The  Chapel,  in  the  churchyard,  has  a 
rich  portal. 

Kt\MarMbreit  the  rly.  quits  the 
Main,  which  bends  abruptly  N.  Burg- 
bemheim  has  an  old  castle.  About  a 
mile  S.W.  lie  the  mineral  springs  of 
WildJbad, 

ANSBAOH  (15,000),  formerly  capital 
of  the  Mar^viate  of  the  same  name, 
is  prettily  situated  on  the  Rezat.    The 

?nncipal  building  is  the  deserted 
^alacef  which  exhibits  nothing  but 
the  poverty  of  the  architect's  inven- 
tion, built  in  1713,  as  a  residence  for 
the  Margraves  of  Ansbach,  who  were 
scions  of  a  younger  branch  of  the 
family  of  Hohenzollem.  The  last  of 
the  line  sold  his  dominions  to  Prussia 
in  1791,  married  Lady  Craven,  retired 
into  private  Ufe,  and  died  in  1805 
at  Brandenburg  House  near  London. 
The  principality  was  made  over  to 
Bavaria  in  1805.  In  front  of  the 
place  is  a  bronze  statue  by  Halbia,  of 
the  poet  A.  von  Platen  (1835).  The 
late  Gothic  Church  of  St.  Onmbert, 
with  three  towers,  has  been  mostly 
rebuilt.  The  choir,  with  9  pointed 
windows,  some  painted  glass,  and  12 
monuments  of  knights  of  the  Order  of 
the  Swan  (founded  in  1443),  is  worth 
notice.

At  QnnienliBnsen  the  rly.  cr 
the  AUmiihl,  an  important  tributary 
of  the  Danube,  and  descends  its   rt, 

Fappenheim,  on  the  Altmiihl,  onc< 
the  seat  of  a  family  of  counts,  whc 
(wssessed  the  rank  of  hereditary  mar- 
dials  of  tbe  Empire,  fell  to  IJayarii 
in  1806.    The  old  castle,  rising  above 
the  picturesque   towo,  is  oonspic 
fbr  its  tower,  100  ft,  high,  said  t 
Boman,  and  commaujing  Gne  vi 
Count    Pappenheim    lives     in      _ _ 
modem  Schloaa  in  the  town,  built  by 
E2enie  in  133:i.    The  Lieb/rattenktreht 
contains  some  good  carvings  andslalh 
of  1496. 

On  the  high  table-land  near  Pap. 
penheim  is  tbe  Fossa  Carolina,  oi 
remains  of  the  canal  by  which  Charle- 
magne, in  792,  attempted  to  unite  tbe 
Rhine  and  the  Danube,  through  the 
Altmiihl  and  Hezat,  whicb  have  their 

Solnhofen,  on  the  rt.  bank  of  the 
Altmtthl,  is  remarkable  for  its  quarries, 
which  supply  Europe,  and  indeed  the 
trhole  world,  with  lithographic  stones. 
It  is  also  used  for  rooEng  and  paving; 
and  the  working  of  it  employs  upwards 
of  3009  hands.  It  is  a  dull  yellow 
limestone,  occurring  in  slaty  beds  and 
thin  slabs,  easily  separated.  Its  fossils 
are  so  numerous  mat  it  may  be  re- 
garded as  a  perfect  maseum  of  organio 
remains.  Fish,  plants,  insects,  and 
crabs,  occur  iu  abundance,  intermixed 
with  the  bones  of  no  less  than  7 
distinct  species  of  the  pterodactyl, 
or  fljiug  lizard,  whosi?  varied  organs 
Stl^  ''  aJJie  far  earcb,  air  or  water.

Loyola 
called  it  affectionately  **  his  little  Ben- 
jamin." Tilly  died  here  in  1632,  of 
the  wound  he  received  at  Rain  (see 
above). 

The  Church  of  Our  Ixidy  (1439)  con- 
tains monuments  of  Dr.  Eck,  one  of 
Luther's  opponents ;  of  Tilly  (buried 
at  Alt-Oetting),  the  antagonist  of  the 
great  Gustavus;  and  of  Marshal  Mercy, 
the  Bavarian  general,  opposed  to 
Cond6  and  Turenne,  who  fell  at 
AUersheim  in  1645. 

Skirting  the  glacis,  and  crossing 
the  Danube  on  an  iron  bridge,  the 
train  reaches 

Ingolstadt  Central  Stat,  2  m.  from 
the  town.  An  uninteresting  tract  of 
country  is  now  traversed  S.  to 

Allach,  where  the  Wiirm  is  crossed, 
and  the  royal  part  of  Nymphenburg 
is  skirted  on  the  1.,  the  rly.  joining 
the  Augsburg  line,  and  turning 
abruptly  E.  to  reach 

MlTNIOH  (1705  ft.))  on  the  banks 
of  the  river  Isar,  in  the  midst  of  a 
plain  neither  fertile  nor  picturesque. 
Its  climate  is  variable,  and  its  elevated 
position  renders  it  chilly  towards 
evening ;  the  dust  is  often  intolerable, 
but  the  city  is  by  no  means  un- 
healthy ;  and  on  the  score  of  its  archi- 
tectural and  art  collections  it  is  one  of 
the  most  charming  places  of  residence 
on  the  Continent.  Its  population 
amounts  to  262,000  (20,000  Pro- 
testants). Liviiig  is  cheap  in  Munich, 
and  the  place  offers  great  advantages 
for  education. 

The  annals  of  the  city  are  singu- 
larly uninteresting.  It  owes  its  origin 
to  some  warehouses  erected  on  Uie 
spot  for  the  reception  of  the  salt 
brought  from  the  mines  of  Reichenhall 
and  Salzburg,  and  its  name  to  the 
Monies  (Monche)  who  owned  them. 
Henry  the  Lion  erected  a  wooden 
bridge  over  the  Isar  in  1158,  but  it 
first  became  the  residence  of  the 
Bavarian  Duke  Lewis  in  1255.  Mu- 
xiicb,  in  the  last  century,  was  an 
ordinary  second-rate  German  capital, 
S.  Oerm, 
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distinguished  neither  for  its  situation 
nor  architecture,  but  merely  as  being 
the  residence  of  an  Elector.  It  was 
surrounded  bv  walls  and  a  ditch  (re- 
moved and  filled  up  in  1791),  and 
entered  by  castellated  gates,  several  of 
which  have  been  preserved.  The 
houses  were  built  in  the  quaint  pic- 
turesque style  adopted  also  at  Augs- 
burg: irregular  in  size  and  form; 
their  fronts,  crowded  with  windows, 
ornamented  either  with  stucco  patterns 
and  scroll-work,  or  with  rude  fresco 
paintings.  They  have  often  a  lantern- 
like  projection  or  oriel  window  at  the 
corner,  and  are  surmounted  by  high 
roofs  perforated  with  3  or  4  tiers  ot 
small  windows,  giving  that  part  of 
the  house  the  appearance  of  the  hull 
of  a  three-decker  with  the  ports  open. 
The  great  market-place  (Marienplatz) 
and  neighbouring  streets  of  the  old 
town  preserve  the  character  of  ancient 
Munich,  which,  however,  is  rapidly 
disappearing  before  the  advance  of 
modern  improvements. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  present 
century  new  quarters  and  suburbs 
have  been  formed  beyond  the  linp  of 
its  former  walls,  its  population  has 
doubled,  and  a  number  of  fine  build- 
ings have  risen  up  on  all  sides.  Its 
increase  has  been  so  rapid  that  it 
already  stretches  over  an  extent  of 
ground  more  than  treble  that  of  the 
old  town,  which  forms  the  centre  or 
nucleus. 

Munich  owes  its  present  prominent 
position,  as  the  seat  of  the  fine  arts, 
mainly  to  the  late  monarch  Ludwig  I. 
(d.  1868).  Himself  a  poet,  he  made 
the  study  of  art  his  jBeivourite  pur- 
suit; and  even  while  Crown  Prince 
had  formed  a  first-rate  gallery  of 
sculpture  (the  Glyptothek>and  a  valu- 
able cabinet  of  painting.  The  im- 
provements in  the  town,  including  the 
erection  of  a  vast  number  of  splendid 
edifices,  museums,  churches,  &c., 
were  planned  and  executed  under  his 
auspices,  chiefly  by  the  eminent  archi- 
tect Klenze.  The  example  set  by 
Ludwig  was  followed  by  his  son, 
Maximilian  II.  (d.  1864)^  who  oi^\\fi5l 
up  tiie  V\^^  Wk,^  \k3K0jSaft\afe  '^"w^- 
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from  their  unifnrmity  of  surface  and 
want  of  proJL'ctions,  are  deficient  in 
picturesque  eEFect.

IThurch  (D.  3)^  is  an  edifice  in  the 
ater  Italian  style,  remarkable  for  its

kiUars.  Its  length,  exclusive  of  the 
•lM»r,  is  269  ft;  its  width  is  81  ft 
rhe  flft^ade  is  adorned  with  statues  of 
»mr  Saviour,  of  several  emperors  and 
irinces  of  Germany,  and  between  the 
Loors  with  one  m  bronze  of  St. 
ffichael,  designed  by  P.  de  Witte 
CSandido).  In  the  transept  is  "^Thor- 
0(i2d«efi'8  marble  Monument  of  Eugene 
Beauhamus,  Duke  of  Leuchtenberg 
.d.  1824),  erected  by  his  wife,  sister 
»f  the  King  of  Bavaria.  It  consists 
tf  a  whole-length  statue  of  the  duke, 
standing  in  front  of  the  closed  door  of 
^  tomb,  divested  of  all  earthly  de- 
ioration :  his  crown  and  arms  lie  at 
us  feet  Military  mass  is  performed 
iTtty  Sunday  at  9.  The  compositions 
>f  Palestriua,  Lotti,  Lasso,  Per^olesi, 
ind  other  old  masters,  are  admirably 
performed  at  Easter.  On  Good  Fri- 
lav  evening  the  Stahai  Mater  of  Per- 
^lesi  is  usually  sung  on  the  illumina- 
ion  of  the  Cross. 

St.  Peter,  S.  of  the  Marienplatz 
E.  4),  is  the  oldest  church  in  Munich 
1170),  but  has  been  repeatedly  re- 
tored.  Its  Romanesque  tower  com- 
lands  an  extensive  view  (40  pf.). 
*The  CtuTcb  of  St.  Lewis  (F.  1), 
Ut  at  a  cost  of  78,128/.,  was  de- 


signed by  Prof.  Gartner,  in  a  style  of 
Italian  Romanesque  (1829-44).    The 
height  of  Its  two  towers  is  234  ft,  the 
length  of  the  nave  237  ft    It  is  con- 
structed of  brick,  with  a  fii9ade  of 
limestone,  104  ft.  high.    In  a  row  of 
niches  above  the  porch  are  statues  of 
Christ  and  the  four  £>vangelists,  by 
Schfjoanihaler ;    over  these  is  a  fine 
circular  window j  and  colossal  figures 
of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  by  the  same 
sculptor,   decorate  the   ends  of  the 
gable.    The  walls  and  vaulting  of  the 
choir  and  transepts  are  covered  with 
frescoes   designed  by  ComdiuB,  and 
painted  by  his  pupils,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  that  of.  the  Last  Judgment,  on 
the  E.  wall  of  the  choir,  which  is  en- 
tirely his  own  work.    The  composi- 
tions have  a  triple  division :  those  on 
the  walls  of  the  choir  and  transepts 
relate  to  Christ ;  the  operations  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  are  represented  on  the 
vaulting  of  the  transepts;   God  the 
Father  is  depicted  on  the  ceiling  of 
the  choir  above  the  high  altieir. 

The  drawing  of  the  Last  Judgment 
was  made  at  Rome,  and  owes  some- 
thing certainly  to  the  great  work  of 
Michel  Angelo.  Among  those  whom 
the  angels  are  bearing  up  to  heaven 
are  Dante  and  Fra  Beato,  as  the  poet 
and  painter  who  have  most  success- 
fully depicted  the  regions  which  lie 
beyond  "  the  bounds  of  place  and 
time."  The  partial  artist  has  placed 
his  royal  patron  among  the  elect 
The  figure  of  Christ,  though  nearly 
12  ft.  high,  is  scarcely  important 
enough  :  the  attention  is  too  strongly 
drawn  to  the  lower  part  of  the  picture. 
St.  Michael  is  a  fine  conception. 
Satan  is  of  monstrous  proportion.  Al  1 
kinds  of  decoration,  painted  sculpture 
and  glass,  &c.  &c.,  have  been  lavished 
on  the  interior  of  this  church,  yet  the 
general  effect  is  not  pleasing. 

The  Church  of  the  Theatines  (E.  3), 
dedicated  to  St.  Cajetan,  founder  of 
the  order,  surmounted  by  a  dome,  and 
internally  coated  with  stucco-work  to 
exuberance,  was  restored  in  1856. 
Beneath  it  are  the  burial  vaults  of  l\\&

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The  Chnrch  was  boill  in  1675;  Ihe 
ftcade  was  added  iu  1767.  One  of 
the  N.  side  altars  has  a  Deposition  by 
Tintoretto. 

The  ■Ohapel  of  All  Saints  (Aller- 
heiligen  Hofkircbe,  F.  3),  hy  Lto  von 
Klenie  (lB-iO-lB37J,  is  in  the  Sljle  of 
a  Bjzantiae  church  of  the  lllh  cen- 
tury, hnt  withoat  an  exterior  dome. 
The  carvings  of  the  doorway  and  cir- 
cular window  by  Pro/.  Ebfrhard  urn 
well  execDted.  The  interior,  entirely 
painted  in  fiasco,  on  a  gold  gronnu, 
by  Sesi  and  hia  popjls,  is  deserving 
of  minnfe  attention.  Theroofis  sup- 
ported by  pillars  of  n-d  Salzbarg 
marble,  haying  gilt  capitals.  The  cost 
of  the  infernal  decorations  exceeded 
40,000  Q.  The  Btibjecis  on  the  walla 
and  vaulting  illustrate  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, and,  as  its  centre,  God  the 
Father ;  the  New  Teaiament,  ar 
its  centre,  God  the  Son,  and 
tinned  working  of  revelation  i 
Church,  refernng  to  God  the  Holy 
Ghost.  On  either  side  of  Ihe  symbo- 
lical dove  are  the  seven  gifts  of  the 
Spirit  and  the  fimr  Fathers  of  the 
Church.  Above  the  altar,  Ihe  sevi 
sacraments  are  symbolically  repr 
senled.  Over  the  organ-gallery  is 
fresco,  representing  the  connecli<: 
between  the  Chnrch  and  the  fine  an 
Fine  mnsieal  services  are  well 
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Entrance  from  the  Fonnlain  Coarl 
the  palace.  In  Eiater  week  are  giv 
selections  from  Paleitrina. 

The  "Baiillca  of  St.    Bonifitoina 
(C.  2)  was  founded  in  1835,  hy  King

The  14  Stations 
carved  in  wood  pn  the  walls,  and  the 
2  altar-pieces,  are  well  worth  notice.

Gothic  building  erected  by  Dollmarm 
in  1866-84. 

The  Church  of  St.  John  (H.  4),  con- 
sisting of  a  Aave  and  choir  without 
aisles,  and  a  tower  280  ft  high,  was 
erected  in  1853-62. 

The  Boyal  Palace  or  Besidenz  (F.  3) 
consists  of  the  eld  palace,  or  block  of 
central  buildings,  &cing  the  Residenz- 
strasse,  connected  with  the  new  palace 
(Konigsbau)  to  the  S.,  and  the  Fest- 
saalbau  to  the  N. 

The  Old  Palace  (Alte  Residenz), 
begun  at  the  end  of  the  16th  century, 
and  finished  in  1616,  from  designs  of 
Peter  Candid,  though  of  great  extent, 
has  not  much  claim  to  architectural 
beauty.  It  includes  4  irregular  court- 
yards.   The  entrance  is  by  the  centre 
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gateway  in  the  ResiileDastraaac,  lead- 
ing into  the  Capellenhof.  Visitors 
assemble  in  the  Ilercnles  Hall  at  II 
daily,  except  Sunday.  Only  a  portion 
of  the  palace  ean  be  Been,  including 
the  Reicbe  and  Eaiserzimmer,  the 
Festsnaibaa,  and  the  Nibelungeo  and 
Odyssey  halls.  Beneath  the  archway 
leading  from  the  Court  to  the  Foun- 
tain-court, a  curious  mamorial  of  the 
athletic  prowess  of  an  ancestor  of  the 
reigning  family  (1409),  called,  from 
his  agility,  Christopher  the  Leaper,  is 
preserved.  It  is  a  huge  black  stone, 
now  chained  to  the  paTement,  which 
he  is  said  to  have  lifted  and  hurled  tc 
a  comiderablc  distance.' 
The  first  floor  contains  the  hand- 
s  apartments  called  the  Kai'ier-

portraits  of  Roman  eroperora,  the 
Green  Gallery  with  Italian  and  other 
pictures,  the  bed-room  with  splendid 
bed,  the  glass  cabinet,  and  the  minia- 
ture cahinet. 

The  Trsasnry,  only  shoWD  by  ex- 
press permission  of  the  Chamberlain, 
was  founded  by  Duke  Albert  V.  in 
1551,  and  contains  a  fine  blue  30-oaral 
diamond,  a  half  black  palatinate  pearl, 
regalia,  &c.,  and  a  6-fl.  model  of 
Trajan's  column,  the  result  of  Vala- 
dier's  20  years'  labour. 

The  Bsiahe  Capelle,  founded  in  1607 
by  Maiimilian  I.,  has  at  the  entrance 
an  Annaneiation  by  P.  Candid.  The 
floor  is  inlaid  with  precious  stones, 
aud  the  walls  are  covered  with  Floren- 
tine mosaic.  The  Descent  from  the 
Cross,  in  was,  by  Michel  Angelo,  and 
the  small  enamelled  altar  of  Mary 
Queen  of  Scots,  should  be  noticed. 

In  the  Marstall-Platz,  E.  of  the 
Residenz  (F.  3),  are  theBoyal  Stables, 
with  interesting  state  coaches  and 
sledges  of  Lewis  11.

First  Antechamber. — Frescoes  by 
Gassen,  from  the  poems  of  Walther 
von  der  Vogelweide,  a  Minnesanger  of 
the  1 3th  century.  Second  AntecTtamher, 
—The  life  of  Parcival  of  Wolfram  von 
Eschenbach  in  fresco  by  Hermann. 
Service  Chamber,  with  20  paintings  in 
encaustic  from  the  poems  oi  Burger,  by 
FSltz,  assisted  by  Dietz  and  Wendling. 
Throne  Boom. — The  poems  of  Ellop- 
stock  are  here  illustrated  by  Kaulbach. 
The  ceiling  is  in  fresco,  the  walls 
encaustic.  Drawing  Boom. — Encaustic 
paintings  from  the  poems  of  Wieland. 
The  frieze,  illustrating  Oberon,  is  b^ 
Neureuther,  who  also  painted  the  archi- 
tectural decorations  of  the  walls  from 
the  designs  of  Klenze.  The  rest  was 
painted  by  Fdrster  from  the  designs  of 
Kaulbach.  The  Bed  Boom  contains 
36  compositions  from  Goethe's  works, 
painted  by  Katdbach  in  fresco  on  the 
walls.  In  the  Writing-room  are  22 
pictures  from  Schiller  by  Foltz  and 
Lindenschmit.  Library.  —  Subjects 
from  the  poems  of  Tieck;  painted  by 
Moriz  V,  Schwind. 

Ground  Floor. — ^The  rooms  in  the 
W.  wing  contain  frescoes  from  the 
Nibelungerdied,  the  ancient  national 
epic  of  Germany,  by  JtUius  Sehnorr. 
On  the  walls  of  the  Entrance  Hall  are 
represented  the  personages  of  the  poem. 
Over  the  entrance  is  the  poet,  between 
figures  who  typify  Narration  and  Song. 
(>Q  the  ceiling  are  the  4  most  remark- 
able incidents  of  the  poem.  The  2nd, 
or  Marriage  HaU,  contains  the  most 
important  event  of  Siegfried's  life: 
above,  opposite  the  windows,  his  first 
arrival  before  the  palace  of  the  Em- 
peror Gunther,  at  Worms;  over  the 
window^  his  return  to  his  parents 
with  Kriemhild.    In  the  lunettes 


the  Saxon  war;  2.  Brunhild's  arrival 
at  Worms  (a  finely  coloured  fresco). 
Opposite  the  windows,  Kriemhild's 
and  Siegfried's  Marriage ;  between 
them,  Betrayal  of  the  Secret  of  Brun- 
hild's girdle.  Over  the  doors  are  4 
small  frescoes.  In  the  Srd,  or  Hall  of 
Treachery,  are,  on  the  ceiling,  Kriem- 
hild's  dream :  in  the  12  lunettes, 
painted  in  monochrome,  are  as  many 
events  in  Siegfried's  life.  Over  the 
doors — 1.  Kriemhild  points  out  to 
Hagan  where  Siegfried  is  vulnerable, 
in  order  that  he  may  protect  Siegfried. 
2.  Siegfried  departs  for  the  chase.  3. 
Sigmuud  learns  the  death  of  his  son 
Siegfried.  4.  Hagen  sinks  the  Nibelun- 
gen  treasure  in  the  Rhine.  The  4  large 
pictures  are — 1.  Contest  of  the  Queens 
before  the  cathedral  door.  2.  Hagen 
treacherously  kills  Siegfried.  3.  Kriem- 
hild finds  the  corpse  of  Siegfried  as 
she  is  going  to  the  cathedral  at  early 
morning.  4.  ICriemhild  discovers 
Hagen  to  be  the  murderer  of  her 
husband  by  the  wounds  of  the  corpse 
bleeding  at  his  entrance.  The  4th,  or 
Hall  of  Bevenge,  represents  the  down- 
fall of  the  heroes  brought  about  by 
Kriemhild's  revenge.  On  the  ceiling 
are  the  Sea-witches  who  prophesy  the 
downfall.  Surrounded  b^  arabesques 
are — 1.

She  takes 
Siegfried's  sword  from  Hagen's  side, 
who  is  in  chains.  In  the  lunettes : — 
Kriemhild  prays  Etzel  to  invite  the 
Burgundians.  2.  The  heroes  cross  the 
Danube.  3.  Rlldiger  before  the  last 
battle  gives  his  shield  to  Hagen.  4. 
Kriemmld  between  Gunther  and  Ha- 
gen, who  are  chained.  Over  the 
doors:— '1.  Hagen  slays  the  child  of 
Etzel  and  Kriemhild  at  a  feast.  2. 
Death  of  Rudiger  and  Gernot  3.

arctic  regions;  Japanese  cnriosities 
collected  b^  J.  von  Siebold ;  collec- 
tions made  in  Brazil  and  oo  tiie  river 
Amazon  by  Drs.  von  Spii  and  Martins, 
of  dresses,  arms,  utensils,  implements, 
and  omamenM.  Among  the  curio- 
sities is  a  sort  of  pestle,  with  which 
one  of  the  tribes  grind  their  com ; 
it  is  a  small  club  of  wood  studded 
with  teeth  of  enemies  slain  in  battie. 
Arrows,  steeped  in  the  fetal  wourale, 
or  urari.  The  reed  tube,  6  or  8  ft.  long, 
oat.  of  which  they  are  discharged.

The  **ALTE  PIKAOOTHEK  (D.  1, 2) 
or  Picture  (xdUery  {vlva^,  a  picture,  and 
diiKTi,  repository,  was  begun  by  King 
Lewis  I.,  in  1826,  and  opened  in  1836. 
It  is  built  after  the  design  of  Klenzo, 
and  is  one  of  the  most  convenient  and 
appropriate  receptacles  for  paintings 
in  Europe.  The  fa9ade  above  the 
corridor  is  surmounted  by  a  row  of 


statues  of  25  of  the  greatest  painters, 
modelled  by  Schwanthaler. 

Admission. — Open  in  summer  from 
9  to  3,  in  winter  from  9  to  2,  every 
day  but  Saturday.  There  is  an  Eng. 
Catalogue, 

The  number  of  paintings  is  upwards 
of  1400,  consisting  of  a  selection  of 
the  best  works  out  of  all  the  collec- 
tions belonging  to  the  Eling  of  Bavaria. 
They  are  arranged  according  to 
schools^  in  12  large  halls  lighted  from 
above,  and  23  small  cabinets,  on  the 
first  floor. 

The  Corridor  is  divided  into  25  log- 
gie  or  compartments,  ornamented  with 
fresco-paintings  designed  by  Cornelius, 
executed  by  Zimmermann,  Gassen,and 
others,  his  scholars,  and  intended  to 
illustrate  the  History  of  the  Fine  Arts 
during  the  Middle  Ages,  Each  com- 
partment is  enriched  with  fanciful 
grotesque  and  arabesque  borders,  me- 
dallions; and  gold  backgrounds,^  and 
the  paintings  in  each  serve  to  elucidate 
some  particular  period  in  the  history 
of  Art,  or  incidents  in  the  life  of 
some  eminent  painter.  The  comers 
avib  filled  with  medaUion  portraits,  in 
basrrefief,  of  the  painters  pupils  or 
most  distinguished  followers. 

Thirteen  of  these  log^e,  beginning 
at  the  E.  end  of  the  corridor,  illustrate 
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tbe  rise  and  progress  of  Italian  pninl- 
ing,  the  littb  being  deToied  to  Eaphael 
or  to  the  perfection  of  Ihe  art.  Tbe 
remaining  IS,  beginniog  at  the  W.  end 
of  the  corridor,  show,  in  like  manner, 
the  progress  of  painting  in  Germany 
and  the  Netherlands,  Ute  12th  com' 
purtment  beiag  devoted  to  Rubens. 
The  first  two  log^e  E.  and  W.  show 
the  rise  of  the  Fine  Arts  under  tbe 
fostering  care  of  Religion  and 
ChiTalry. 

Beginning  with  the  Italian  series, 
the  1st  compartment  contains  on 
allegorical  frontispiece,  representing 
King  Lewis  of  Bavaria  iu  the  grove 
of  fttinting  and  Poetry,  surrounded 
by  the  most  eminent  artists  of  Italy 
and  GermHiiy,  aJid  by  tbe  classic 
poets  of  Greece  and  Home.  The 
paintings  on  the  ceiling  are  mtended  to 
delbeale  the  connection  of  the  Arts 
with  Religion.  Snd.  The  Crusades 
in  connection  with  the  Arts.  On 
the  ceiling,  St.  Bernard  preaching 
(1U2);  the  battle  of  Iconium ;  and 
other  subjects  from  the  '  history  of 
the  Crusades,  which  had  so  great 
an  infiuence  in  transferring  to  the 
West  tbe  arts  of  tbe  East,  iu  illus- 
tration of  which  Giovanni  Fisauo  is 
represented  showing  the  seua.te  of 
Pisa  his  designs  for  the  Campo  Santo 
(1283).  3rd.  Cimabue's  picture  of 
the  Madonna  carried  in  procession 
through  the  streets  of  Florence,  and 
other  events  ia  thai  painter's  life. 
4lh.  Iu  the  cupola,  Giotto  (d.  133G), 
while  a  'shepherd-boy,  received  as  a 
scholar  by  Cimabue  —  showing  the 
pope  his  paintings  —  and  travelling 
with  the  pope  to  Avignon,  5th.  Fra 
Angelico  da  Fiesole  (d.  145"j  cefuaes 
the  bisboprio  of  Florence ;  in  the 
cupola  arc  scenes  from  his  life — 
assuming  the  monk's  habit  in  the 
convent  of  San  Marco— ornamenting 
the  monks'  cells  with  his  pencil — 
displaying  his  architectural  plans  to 
Cosmo  lie'  Medici — and  painting  is 
the  chapel  of  tbe  Vatican.  6th. 
Masaccio  (d.  1428)  in  S.  Carmine, 
Florence— with  Cardinal  Clemeute  at 
Rome.  Tth.  Pietro  Perugino  {Ba- 
~^«e}'8  master)  d.  152i.  In  the  cupola,

On 
the  roof,  Rubens  before  Mary  de 
Medicis.  **  From  the  beauty  and  rich- 
ness of  its  decorations,  as  well  as  for 
the  exquisite  taste  displayed  in  it, 
this  corridor  can  scarcely  be  too 
highly  praised." 

The  first  apartment  of  the  gallery, 
which  is  entered  from  the  stairs,  is 
an  Ante-room  containing  ^rtraits  of 
the  founders  of  the  Bavarian  Picture 
Gallery ;  John  William,  Elector  Pala- 
tine, founder  of  the  Diisseldorf  Gral- 
lery;  Maximilian  Emanuel,  Elector 
of  Bavaria;  Charles,  Duke  of  Zwei- 
briicken ;  Carl  Theodore,  Elector  Pa- 
latine, who  transferred  the  Mannheim 
Gallery  to  Munich ;  Max  Joseph,  who 
united  the  Diisseldorf  Gallery  with  it ; 
and  the  late  king,  Lewis,  who  sur- 
passed all  his  predecessors  in  his  zeal 
for  the  oris,  and  was  not  behind  any 
of  tbem  in  the  additions  he  made  to 
this  collection ;  witnesB  the  Boisser^e 


and  Wallerstein  Galleries,  and  the  vast 
number  of  single  paintings  purchased 
by  him  at  different  times.  He  also 
enriched  the  Munich  Gallery  with  the 
choicest  works  from  the  provincial  col- 
lections of  Nuremberg,  Augsburg,  and 
Bamberg,  as  well  as  from  numerous 
churches  and  monasteries  in  various 
parts  of  Bavaria. 

The  1st  and  2nd  Apartments,  with 
8  side  cabinets,  are  devoted  to  the 
German  School.  They  include  the 
61ite  of  the  Boisseree  Oallery,  com- 
menced at  Cologne  in  1804,  by  the 
brothers  Sulpice  and  Melchoir  Bois- 
seree, during  the  time  of  sequestration 
of  churches  and  monasteries  by  the 
French,  and  the  consequent  disper- 
sion of  the  works  of  art  contained  in 
them.  It  was  purchased  by  King 
Lewis,  in  1827,  for  375,000  fl.  The 
old  German  masters  (together  with 
the  series  of  Rubens)  may  be  said 
to  form  the  strength  of  the  Munich 
gallery,  and  deserve  attention,  because 
no  similar  collection  of  their  produc- 
tions exist.  (See  Plan.)  The  Rubens, 
Vandyck,  and  Rembrandt  master- 
pieces, formerly  at  Diisseldorf,  were 
seen  and  described  there  by  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds,  whose  notes  are 
occasionally  given,  with  his  signature. 

The  name  of  the  artist,  and  the 
date  of  his  birth  and  death,  are  on 
each  picture.

difficult  to  execute,  we  must  pronounce 
this  picture  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
efiforts  of  genius  that  the  art  has  pro- 
duced."— Sir  J.  B.  WUkie  considered 
this  picture  "  the  most  surprising  of 
Rubens'  labours.

— On  the 
table  on  the  rt.  a  large  vase,  on  which 
is  represented  a  young  man  being 
instructed  in  music ;  in  the  middle  of 
tbe  room  a  large  vase,  on  which  is 
the  Taking  of  Troy ;  on  the  table  on 
the  1.  a  water-jug,  with  women  at  a 
fountain.  2nd  Boom, — Here  are  some 
white  water-vessels  from  Attica.  3rd 
Boom. — In  this  is  the  finest  part  of 
the  collection.  On  the  1st  table  on 
the  1.  a  vase,  on  which  is  the  contest 
of  Apollo  and  Hercules  for  the  brazen- 
footed  hind  in  the  presence  of  the 
other  gods— a  fine  work.  On  the  2nd 
table  is  a  large  nuptial  vase,  with 
designs  of  great  beauty,  representing 
dififercnt  ^arts  of  the  marriage  cere- 
mony :  this  is  one  of  the  finest  speci- 
mens here.  Also  a  funeral  vase,  on 
which  is  the  story  of  Jason  and 
Medea.  In  the  floor  of  the  4th  room 
is  a  fine  mosaic  (16  ft.  square),  found 
in  the  Duke  of  Leuchtenberg's  estate 
in  the  S.  of  Italy,  representing  Apollo 
surrounded  by  the  Zodiac,  and  the 
Year  nursing  the  4  Seasons,  repre- 
sented as  4  children.  On  the  1.  is  a 
curious  collection  of  earthen  vessels. 
Oriental  in  style  and  ornament,  found 
in  the  Greek  islands.  Nos.  81 0  and  849, 
remarkable  vases  found  at  Canossa. 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  Pinacothek  is 
the 

'I'KEITE  FnrAXOTHEK  (D.  1),  begun 
in  1846,  by  Lewis  I.,  and  completed  in 


1853,  from  the  designs  of  the  archi- 
tect Voit.  Open  Tues.,  Thurs.,  Sat., 
and  Sun.,  8-12  and  2-4  ;  in  winter 
from  10-2.  It  contidns  52  rooms  on 
2  stories  for  the  works  of  painters  of 
the  19th  century,  and  forms  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  old  Pinacothek. 

The  exterior  is  decorated  with 
a  series  of  allegorical  frescoes,  on  a 
colossal  scale,  executed  from  Kaul- 
bach's  designs  by  Nilson,  "ineffec- 
tive and  oddly  recalling  the  scenic 
temptations  hung  on  the  outside  of 
booths  at  fairs,"  and  some  have  already 
suffered  much  from  the  effects  of  ex- 
posure to  the  weather.  Between  the 
windows  on  the  N.  side  are  colossal 
fulMength  portraits,  on  a  white  ground 
of  Thorwaldsen,  Klenze,  Cornelius, 
Ohlmiiller,  P.  Hess,  Giirtner,  Schnorr, 
H.  Hess,  Rottmann,  Ziebland,  Schwan- 
thaler,  Schom,  Schraudolph,  Kaulbach. 
The  upper  floor,  which  contains  the 
paintings,  is  divided  into  5  large  cen- 
tral ^halls,  5  rooms  on  the  S.  side, 
and  ,14  cabinets  on  the  N.,  besides  a 
room  at  the  W.  end  filled  with  Rott- 
mann's  Encaustic  paintings,  views  of 
historic  sites  and  remarkable  places  in 
Greece.  The  entrance  hall  contains 
some  tables  of  oriental  granite  and 
marble,  on  which  are  placed  several 
handsome  vases  of  serpentine  and 
Swedish  porphyry.  In  the  central 
hall  is  the  finest  work  of  Kaulbach, 
the  Destruction  of  Jerusalem— Titus 
entering;  the  Roman  Eagle  planted 
on  the  altar  of  the  Temple ;  the  High 
.Priests  putting  themselves  to  death  ; 
the  Jewish  women  in  despair;  the 
Christians  conducted  forth  from  the 
walls  by  good  angels ;  above,  the  5

Between  theu 
are  placed  4  bronze  statues  of  Ba,va> 
rian  worthies — Gen.  Deroy,  who  fcJl 
at  Polocz,  in  1812,  by  Halbig;  Count 
Rumford,  d.  IS14,  by  Zumbnsdi ; 
Scbellins,  the  great  philosophy, 
"erected  by  his  gralefiil  pupil.  King 
Max  II.,"  d.  1854,  by  Brugger;  and 
Fraonhofer,  the  optician,  d,  1826,  by 
Halbig.  At  the  E,  end  of  the  etreet 
is  ainonrnneiit  tQR\iitlABJ.\ni\'*Lmii.\i., 
by  Zunibuwti,  erecVeS  in  \aif>. 
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The  '""'Bavarian  National  Hnsenm, 
in  Maximiliansstrasse,  is  an  imposing 
structare,  designed  by  Biedel,  and 
carried  out  (1858-1866)  under  the 
direction  of  Kuppelmaier,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  King  Maximilian  II.  It  is 
474  Eng.  feet  in  length,  95  feet  hi^h, 
and  crowned  with  the  Bavarian  lion 
in  zinc.  The  collections  which  it  con- 
tains relating  to  Bavaria,  her  history, 
antiquities,  and  manu&ctures,  are 
most  extensive,  precious,  and  inter- 
esting. They  were  derived  from  sup- 
pressed monasteries  and  churches,  and 
decayed  castles,  and  palaces  of  the 
Bavarian  house. 

This  museum,  as  a  whole,  far  sur- 
passes South  Kensington,  or  the  H.  de 
Cluny.  Open  dailv,  except  Mon., 
9  to  2 : 1  mark ;  Sund.  and  Thurs.  free. 

Constant  changes  are  being  made  in 
the  position  of  the  objects  exhibited, 
but  the  general  scheme  is  as  follows : — 

Ground  Floor. — Roman  and  other 
antiquities  and  Gothic  art. 


First  Floor.  —  Four  departments 
chronologically  arranged  to  illustrate 
the  history  of  weapons,  costume,  cera- 
mic and  the  smith's  art,  and  musical 
instruments. 

Second  Floor, — Benaissance  and  mo- 
dern art. 

The  Entrance-hall  contains  some 
French  cannon  taken  at  Sehlettstadt, 
and  a  mitrailleuse. 

Ground  Floor  I.  of  entrance : 

Boom  1. — Boman  remains ;.  mile- 
stone from  Augsburg;  gravestones 
from  Batisbon  ;  votive  and  memorial 
tablets,  altars,  &c. 

Room  2. — Mosaic  from  Ingolstadt. 
Work  in  forged  iron. 

Boom  3. — Boman  vessels  in  clay ; 
Celtic  implements. 

The  adjoining  rooms  contain  photo- 
graphs and  casts  of  the.  principal 
objects  in  the  museum,  together  with 
an  extensive  collection  of  wood-carv- 
ings (1440  to  1800). 
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Torttire-ohMnber.  devoted  to  instru- 
ments  of  punishment  and  torture ;  a 
duckiog-stool  for  Bcolds,  ihiimbBcrevs, 
Btraw  garlsad  for  shameless  Tomen, 
masks  for  drunkards,  gamblers,  Sic. ; 
bed-rOcka,  casks  in  which  fraadulent 
bakers  were  led  through  the  rtreets,  a 
spiked  nrm-ehair,  and  similar  horrors. 

On  the  rl.  of  the  entrance  are  10 
rooms  illustrating  Gothic  art,  specially 
interesting  to  the  architect,  scnlptor, 
and  metal-worki^r. 

I. — Ivory  reliefs,  bronio  crucifiies, 
painted  glass  of  1302,  works  in  ena- 
melled metal,  bronze  censers,  shrines 
and  caskets,  old  columns,  and  archi'

Weavers'  House  at  Augsburg  (1457).

Second  Floor. — Memaimmce period,

the  staircase  and  of  4  of  the  apartments 
was  removed  from  the  hall  of  the 
castle  of  Dachau,  which  belonged  to 
the  house  of  Wittelsbach  from  1183. 
It  was  made  for  Duke  Williani  TV., 
whose  arms  it  bears.  Before  its  re- 
moval the  hall  had  served  for  50  years 
as  a  bam.

Many  articles  of  furniture,  ornaments, 
clocks,  &c.,  belonged  to  Eugene  Beau- 
hamais,  and  bear  his  initials;  statu- 
ettes ;  and  relieft  modelled  in  wax,  by 
Schwanthaler ;  porcelain  from  Sevres, 
of  the  time  of  Bonaparte ;  cradle  of 
Max.  II. ;  silver  relief  of  Queen 
Theresa's  entry  into  Augsburg;  por* 
trait  and  orders  of  King  Lewis  of 
Bavaria. 

The  painted  glass  in  the  windows 
are  some  of  the  first  efforts  of  Michael 
Frank  of  Nurembur^,  the  reviver  of 
the  art  of  glass-painting  in  1817. 

The  various  illuminated  MSS.  are 
usefully  and  instructively  arranged  in 
chronological  sequence,  so  that  a  mere 
glance  will  enable  the  visitor  to  form 
a  tolerably  correct  idea  of  their 
general  date. 

The  Garden  behind  the  Museum 
contains  some  colossal  marble  and 
bronze  groups  and  gravestones  of 
various  dates. 

In  the  broad  road  B.  of  the  Museum 
(G.  4)  is  a  fine  *Koiiiiment  of  Mazi^ 
milian  IL  (d.  1864),  erected  by  his 
"  faithful  people  *'  in  1875.  The  King 
stands  in  his  coronation  robe  on  a 
granite  pedestal,  with  allegorical 
figures  at  its  base,  and  children  at 
its  upper  angles.  The  figures,  in 
bronze  gilt,  were  cast  by  Miller  from 
designs  by  Zwnbusch, 

The  E.  end  of  the  Maximiliansstrasse 
is  appropriately  terminated  by  the 
conspicuous  IfftXimiliaTitnTn,  standing 
on  a  high  terrace  approached  by 
winding  roads,  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  Isar.  This  college,  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  Civil  Service,  was  erected 
for  King  Maximilian  II.,  by  Burklein, 
and  the  open  arcades  on  the  exterior 
have  been  adorned  with  frescoes  by 
PJJotjr,  Dietz,  and  Eobter,  The  most 
MtrJiii^  pictures  in  the  magnificent 


interior  are  Kaulbach's  Battle  of 
Salamis  and  Kichter's  Construction  of 
the  Pyramid.  Adm.  daily  to  strangers 
from  10  to  12. 

The  large  Academy  of  Science  (D.  3) 
adjoining  St.  Michaers  Church,  ori- 
ginally the  Jesuits'  CoUege,  contaius 
the  Cahincts  of  Coins,  medaiSf  and 
GemSf  and  the  Mtuieum  of  Natural 
History. 

The  Cabinet  of  Coins,  including 
20,000  Greek,  18,000  Koman,  and 
40,000  other  medals,  is  shown  by 
special  permission  to  strangers,  every 
day  but  Sunday,  from  10  to  1 2. 

The  most  interesting  portion  of  the 
Knsenm  of  Natural  HSitory  is  the  Bra- 
zilian Collection,  rare  specimens  of  ani- 
mals, formed  by  Drs.  Spix  and  Mar- 
tins, in  their  travels  through  that 
country,  open  daily  to  strangers,  ex- 
cept Sundays  and  Festivals,  10  to  11; 
Wed.  and  Sat.,  2  to  4. 

The  following  objects  illustrate  the 
natural  history  of  Bavaria : — Beavers 
(Castor  fiber)  taken  on  the  Amper,  a 
tributary  of  the  Isar,  not  far  from 
Moosburg.  Bears:  one  shot  near 
Passau,  the  other  near  Traunstein. 
Both  the  above  species  of  animals  are 
becoming  rare.  The  Lammergeier 
(Yultur  leucocephalus)  and  bearded 
vulture  (Gypaetos  barbatus),  from  the 
Salzburg  Alps.  A  curious  series  of 
birds'  nests. 

The  Physioal  and  Optical  instru- 
ments, enriched  by  Fraunhofer's  col- 
lections, occupy  6  rooms  on  the  first 
floor.  One  hall  is  devoted  to  casts 
from  the  antique. 

The  Fossil  Collection,  zoologically 
arranged,    is    on    the    ground    floor. 
Among  the  mineral  and  fossil  produc- 
tions of  Bavaria  are :  from  Eichstdtt, 
fossil  wood,  fish,  and  crabs;  from  Pas- 
sau, porcelain  earth ;  from  Pfaffenreith , 
near  Passau,  black  lead  ;  from  Berch- 
tesgaden,  rock  salt  and  gy\)&ui!i\  <x^\fiL

Tlie  *BorklLibraiT(apea  daily  ex- 
cept SundBf,  9^12,  small  fee),  a  mag- 
nificent building  tn  the  LudwigE- 
Etrasse  (F.  2)  erectul  in  ISIS,  in  the 
style  of  a  niediteval  Italinn  pnlace, 
from  the  designs  of  GiirtJier.  In  front 
are  placed  colossal  sitting  statues  of 
Aristotle  and  Hippocrates,  by  SanguL- 
uelli ;  Homer  and  Thacjdides,  by 
Mayer,  The  staircase  is  grand  and 
imposing^ — ODe  of  the  finest  architec- 
tural iuleriora  in  Munich.  The 
stataes  of  Albert  V,,  the  founder 
(1679),  and  of  Lewis  I.,  the  builder  of 
the  library,  are  by  Schwautbaler. 
The  number  of  books  exceeds  1 ,000,000 
besides  12,000  incunabula  and  S2,(H)0 
M8S.  It  is  surpassed  by  the  library 
of  Paris  alone,  and  has  been  enriched 
by  the  library  of  40.000  Tolumes,  and 
J2  Oriental  M33,  of  Etienne  de  Qualre- 
Biibre.  A  selection  of  the  most  in- 
teresting Bpecimens  are  collected  far 
the  inspection  of  strangers  in  the 
Oimelien  Saal.  New  T<;stameiit 
(Greek)  in  capital  letters,  of  the  dth 
century.  The  Orations  of  Demos- 
tbenes,  on  cotton  paper  from  Chios. 
A  collection  of  Traiditioos  of  achurch 
tt  Ravenna,  written  on  papyrus,  9lh 
century.  The  Codex  Alaricianus,  or 
Laws  gireu  to  the  Visigoths  by  Alaric 
II,  in  SOB  (the  oldest  MB.  here). 
MS8.  of  the  New  TesWmcnt  of  the  7ih 
and  Slh  centuries.  The  Niebelungen- 
lied  (1235  ?).  A  Bible  and  Missals, 
given  by  the  Emp.  St.  Henry  lo  the 
Cathedral  of  Bamberg  (102-1),  most 
richly  decorated  with  minialures  by 
Byxantiiw  artists,  and  (he  binding  Bu- 
nched with  carred  ivory,  set  with 
precious  atones.  The  Golden  Book  of 
St,  Emmeran,  a  MS.  of  the  Gospels  in 
Latin,  written  in  gold  capitals  (870} 
for  the  Emperor  CBarlca  the  Bald,— 
fine  specimen  of  early  art,  superbly 
bound  in  B  plate  of  gold,  embossed, 
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Seven   Penitential  Psalms,  with 
loured     borders.      AlbmAl 
Prayer  Book,  with  very  ii 
sketches  by  him  and  Oranach. 
incunabula,   i.e.   early  printed 
anterior  to  the  year  iSOO,  this  1 
possesses  3.M>0  without  dale,  incli 
aliout  no  block-books,  some  of 
printed  at  Haarlem;   and  6000 
dales.    One  of  t)ie  oldest  speeinic 
printing  (1454)  conlaina  an  appeal 
arms   against   the    Turks.      Luthe 
Bible,  decorated   with   his   owi 
Melancbthon's  portraits.     Here 
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lithography  by  Aloys  Sennefelder, 
Munich,  about  IBOo,  Among  tl 
autographs  is  an  eihorlaUon  wrhfc 
by  Luther  for  the  peasants  of  Su^ 
and  the  correspondence  of  the  Elect 
Palatine  Frederic  V.,  s(  '  " 
James  I.,  caplured  after 
Prague  in  IGSl.  Among  them  is 
letter  of  Charles  I.  to  his  sister. 

The  National  ArchivM,  in  fire-i 
chambers   on  the  ground    floor,     . 
shown  on  applica^on  lo  the  director. 

The  Unlverrity  (P.   I)   forms,  1 
gether  with  the  Frieila'  Seminary, 
GeOTfiianum,    opposite,   a  quadr — 
traversed  by   the  street.    Both 
designed  by  Giirtner.    The  Universit; 
of  Mnnich  is  the  principal  scbool  a 
learning  in  the  Bavarian  dominions 
being  frequented  by  about  1700  stu- 
dents, and  having  6(1  ordinary  and  ex* 
Iraordi nary  professors.     It  is  remark* 
able  alike  for  the  excellence  of  tUi 
scholastic  system  pursued  and  for  Ibtf 
learning  of  its   nrofesEOi-s,  of  whoM 
the  names  of  Dutlitiger,  the  enlighti 
R.  C.  theologian,  and  Liebig  ha^ 
wide   reputation.     It  was  originally 
founded  at  lugolstadt   in   1472;    — 
iTBUsferred    thenee    to    Landshut 
]  BOO  ;  and  finally  removed  to  Municlt 
in  1826.    It  powesses  a  library  of 
own,   amonnting  to  300,C00  volumei 
(open  daily,  9-12). 

Public  Konumenta.-  The  Itarthec 

into  the  city  from   the  side  of  Ih 
river,  dating  from  the  time  of  Lewi* 
I  the  Bavarian,  was  le&^oieA  \«  \%Xi'\j* 
i  GSrtTier,  ani  ftcwtWiA  VvSi  ».  Wl 
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obliterated  fresco  by  Neher  and  Kdgel, 
repfeaenting  the  retam  of  the  Emperor 
Lewia  from  his  victory  over  Frederick 
the  Handsome  of  Austria  at  Milhldorf, 
in  1322. 

Beyond  it,  on  the  riyer  (F.  5\  are 
the  lEurge  Cavalry  Barrojcks,  From 
the  LndwipbrfLoke  (6.  5)  is  gained  a 
pleasing  view  of  the  Maximilianeum, 
rising  above  the  rt  bank  of  the  river. 

In  the  Max^08eph8'Platz  (E.  3) 
is  a  *statne  in  bronze  of  King  Kazi- 
Biliaii  Joseph,  modelled  by  Baueh  of 
Betlin,  and  erected  by  the  citizens  of 
Monich  in  1835. 

The  old  town  of  Munich,  of  which 
a  few  interesting  relics  yet  survive, 
presents  an  agreeable  contrast  to  the 
examples  of  degenerate  taste  intro- 
duced by  Maximilian  II.  Turning 
down  by  the  side  of  the  Post-office, 
and  alone  the  Hofgraben,  on  1.  is  the 
Wat  (Miimie),  a  curious  building 
ereeted  in  1578,  whose  extended  front 
on  the  Maximiliansstrasse  has  pavi- 
lions united  by  arcades,  and  statues 
liy  Halbig.  The  quadrangle  within 
consists  of  3  arched  corridors,  sup- 
ported on  low  columns  one  above  the 
other.  Further  on  the  Alte  Hof  is 
passed,  the  original  residence  of  the 
£lector8  of  Bavaria  (1253)  with  a 
projecting  bayi  now  turned  into  public 
offices. 

XariMipUti.  An  attempt  has  been 
made  to  revive  the  old  German  civic 
arohiteetnre  in  the  *Kew  Bathhans,  a 
large  boiling  on  the  N.  side,  pre* 
senting  to  the  front  a  most  elaborate 
pinnaded  gable  of  stone,  the  rest 
brick,  by  Hauberisser  (1873).  4 
figores,  typical  of  the  virtues  of  a 
eitixen,  surmount  the  triple  portal. 
The  W.  side  of  the  ground-floor  is 
occupied  by  the  guard-house.  In 
fixmt  if  an  elegant  Bronie  Fountain, 
doigned  and  modelled  by  C.  KnoU, 
cast  by  Miller.  It  is  known  by  the 
name  of  the  *Fi9ehbrunnen,  and  com- 
memorates the  action  taken  by  the 
batchers'  guild  to  restore  the  confi- 
dence of  the  inhabitants  in  the  abate- 
Bient  of  the  great  plague  in  1 623.  On 
t&e  Maadajr  before  Lent  the  guild 
Mmembied  in  tbeir  ball,  and  went  in 


procession  throueh  the  town  to  the 
market-place,  and,  when  they  came  to 
the  fountain,  plunged  into  the  icy 
cold  water,  returning  drenched  to  the 
shambles,  without  fortunately,  any 
serious  consequences,  or  the  return  of 
any  cases  of  the  dreaded  malady.  The 
ceremony  became  an  annual  one,  and 
now  forms  part  of  the  festivities  on 
the  occasion  when  the  butchers' 
apprentices  "  take  up  their  freedom," 
and  to  do  so  have  to  take  the  Metz- 
gersprung  or  butcher's  leap  into  the 
basin  of  the  fountain.  On  the  top  is 
a  youthful  figure  representing  the 
senior  butcher  apprentice  exercising 
his  right  to  give  the  toast  to  the  king ; 
beneath  him  are  four  musicians  play- 
ing the  ancient  national  instruments, 
between  which  are  shields,  commemo- 
rating the  architect,  the  founder,  the 
city,  &c.  The  two  crouching  figures 
below  represent  plague  and  cholera. 
The  old  Bathhans  occupies  the  E. 
side  of  the  square,  and  was  restored 
by  Zenetti  in  1865.  Zinc  statues  of 
Henry  the  Lion  and  Lewis  the  Bava- 
rian adorn  the  exterior,  and  the  tower 
is  covered  with  frescoes  by  Seitz. 

The  Hariensanle  or  pillar  erected 
in  1638,  from  Candido's  designs,  by 
the  Elector  Maximilian  I.  of  Bavaria, 
as  a  memorial  of  the  victory  gained 
by  him,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Emperor  Ferdinand  II.,  over  the  Pro- 
testant forces  of  the  Elector  Palatine 
(son-in-law  of  James  I.),  at  the  White 
Mount,  near  Prague,  in  1621.  It 
bears  tibis  inscription : — 

Ron,  Regem,  Regimen,  Regionem,  Religionem, 
Conserva  Bavarls  Virgo  Maria  tuls. 

At  the  corners  are  figures  of  angels 
combating  monsters— a  viper,  basilisk, 
lion,  and  dragon,  meant  to  represent 
pestilence,  famine,  war,  and  heresy. 

The  bronase  Obelisk  in  the  centre  of 
the  Karolinenplatz  (D.  2)  was  erected 
in  1833  by  Lewis  I.,  to  the  30,000 
Bavarians  who  fell  fighting  on  the 
side  of  Napoleon  in  the  Russian  cam- 
paign.

It  was 
erected  for  King  Lewis  I.  in  1S44  by 
Gartner ;  in  it  are  placed  bronze 
itatues  of  Count  Tilly  (1632),  the 
commander  of  ttie  Bavarian  armicB  in 
the  Thirty  Years'  War ;  and  of  Field- 
marshal  Prince  Wrede,  the  BavarisB 
General  (1838),  in  Ite  wars  of  Napo- 
leon. Both  were  modelled  by  Schiraii- 
tliahr.  Military  hand  on  Sun,,Tues., 
TharB.  and  Sat.  at  noon. 

An  eqnegtrian  statue  of  King  Lurt- 
wig  I,  by  Widnmann,  "  ereutwl  hy 
the  grateful  city  of  Municli  in  1862, 
decorutes  tbe  Odeoneplatz  (E.  2)  and 
a  Btatna  of  Sohiller,  also  by  Widn- 
cnatin,  was  set  up  in  1B63,  in  tlie  Schil- 
letsplaW  (E.  3). 

N.W.  of  the  Odeon  is  the  Palace  of 
the  Prince  Begent  Lnitpold  (E,  i),  by 
Sbnze  ;  and  further  M.,  W  the  same 
architect,  the  Palace  of  Dube  Max, 
with  frescoes,  and  a  marble  frieze  by 
Bt^vianOialeT.  Close  lo  it  is  tbe  War 
Ofiee  (F.  a).

The  ^Statue  of  Bavaria,  61  ft.  high, 
stands  on  a  pedestal  of  the  height  of 
S8  ft.    It  represents  the  Protectress  of 
ftimiia,  aecompanied  by  a  lion ;    in 
her  ri^t  hand  is  a  sword  for  protec- 
tion ;    her  left  hand  raised  holds  a 
ehaplet  to  crown  merit.    It  was  mo- 
deUed Jhy  BehwafdhcUer,  and  cast  by 
Fr.  Mmer^  at  the  royal  foundry  in 
1850.     A  staircase  within  leads  into 
its  bead,  which  can  hold  5  persons 
sitting.     Peep-holes    are  cut  in  the 
JanreT  crown    worn   by    the   figure, 
thron|di  which  may  be  seen  one  of  the 
best  htrd^9-eye  views  of  Munich  (Fee, 
40pf.). 

Tbe  Studios  of  the  Munich  artists 
employed  on  the  great  public  works 
ought  to  be  visited.  These  gentlemen 
are  verjr  polite  to  strangers,  but  the 
Vint  ought  to  be  made  at  such  an  hour 
as  has  been  ascertained  by  previous 
inquiry  to  be  most  convenient.  This 
n  usually  before  2  o'clock.  All  that 
is  required  is  that  the  visitor  present 
his<»rd. 

The  studios  of  Professors  Schrau' 
doilph,  of  Carl  v.  Piloty  (known  by  his 
"  Nero  amidst  the  Ruins  of  Rome " 
and  the  "  Death  of  Wallenstciu  "%  and 
of  Widnmann,  are  in  the  Academy. 

Sdiwaatiialer  Hnsenm  (C.  4).  The 
late  sculptor  Schwanthaler  (1848),  left 
by  his  will  the  models  of  all  his  exe- 
cute works  to  the  Academy,  together 
with  his  studio,  90  Schwanthalerstrasse. 
Free  on  Mon.  Wed.  and  Fri.,  9  to  2  ; 
open  daily  at  any  hour  on  payment  of 
a  small  fee. 

S.E.,  in  the  Sendliuger-Thor  Platz 

(U^  4),  is  a  bast  of  Mots  Senef elder ^ 

ike  inrentor  of  lithography,  by  Zum- 


busch.  The  large  building  to  the  W. 
is  the  Oeneral  Hospital  (0.  5),  con- 
taining important  anatomical  and 
surgical  collections  (10  to  12  and  2  to 
4 ;  fee).  In  the  Goethe  Strasse,  No. 
45  (B.  C.  4),  is  a  Panorama  of  the 
Crucifixion  (Adm.  1  m.). 

The  Boyal  Bronse  Foundry  (B.  1), 
was  founded  by  Stiglmaier  (1844), 
and  it  is  now  carried  on  by  his  nephew 
Ferdinand  v.  Miller ;  open  daily  1  to 
6;  Sunday,  12  to  2—40  p^.  It  is 
well  worth  visiting,  as  it  usually  con- 
tains some  fine  specimens  of  castings 
of  all  sizes.  Most  of  the  statues 
erected  in  Germany  of  late  years  were 
cast  here. 

A  little  further  N.W.,  on  the  road 
to  Dachau,  is  the  Boyal  Arsenal,  with 
a  Military  Museum  (Adm.  Tues.  and 
Fri.  9-12 ;  Wed.  3-5).  The  collection 
of  arms  and  banners  is  interesting. 

The  Blind  Asylum  (F.  1),  opposite 
the  church  of  S.  Louis,  built  by 
Gartner  in  1834-38,  is  ornamented 
with  statues  of  SS.  Kupert,  Benno, 
Ottilia,  and  Lucia,  patron-saints  of  the 
blind. 

The  Exhibition  of  Fainted  Glass, 
23,  Brienner  Str.,ys  worth  inspection. 
The  different  colours  are  laid  on  one 
piece  of  glass,— a  variation  from  the 
old  process,  by  which  glass-painting 
was  a  species  of  transparent  mosaic. 
The  glass  must  be  heated  7  times  in 
the  furnace,  and  the  most  equable 
temperature  preserved,  without  wliich 
the  work  would  be  destroyed.  Open 
to  visitors  daily. 

The  Hof- Theater,  in  the  Max- 
Josephs-Platz,  is  a  handsome  edifice, 
with  a  lofty  CJorinthian  portico,  with 
frescoes  by  Schwanthaler,  Hiltensper- 
ger,  and  Nilson.  It  is  one  of  the 
largest  in  Germany,  and  will  accom- 
modate 2500  persons.  It  was  built 
(1825)  by  the  corporation  of  the  city 
at  a  cost  of  80,000Z.  The  internal 
arrangements  and  machinery  are  ex- 
cellent, and  were  restored  in  UG9.

The  ^English  Churdan,  to  the  N.K. 

of  the  Hofgarten,  aboat  4  m.  long  hf 
^  m.  broad,  is  a  soccesaftil  imitatioi 
of  an  English  park,  and  was  orifi- 
nally  a  swampy  waste  until  planted>r 
Count  Rumfbrd  in  1781.  It  is  hMi 
out  with  groves  and  shrabberioi 
affording  pleasant  walks  and  drifCi. 
Several  branches  of  the  Isar  are  canici 
through  it;  and  at  Uie  farther  es- 
tremity  is  a  lake.  A  Cireular  TbmbU 
(monopteros)  of  the  Ionic  order  an 
been  erected  by  Klense  on  the  summit 
of  a  mound,  near  the  road  ranning 
through  the  sarden  ;  it  is  a  good  point 
of  view,  and  exhibits  a  modem  ex- 
ample of  the  ancient  application  of 
colours  to  the  exterior  of  a  GreeiaB 
building.  Just  beyond  it  is  the 
Chinese  totoer  (cafS^),  where  militaiy 
music  plays  on  Satiudays  6  to  7  VJL 
Between  the  Dianabad  and  the  Tlveli 
Restaurant  is  the  road  leading  aeroii 
the  bridge  over  the  Isar  to  the  Obtef' 
vatory  (with  good  astronomioal  instru- 
ments by  Reichcnbach  and  Fraonholsr) 
and  Bad-Brunnthal  (Water-core  esta- 
blishment, under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Loh),  and  turning  S.  fh>m  this  along 
the 

'*'Oasteig,  or  high  terrace,  bod  oai  \if 
King  Maximilian  II.,  into  pleassnt 
walks,  called  the  Mcusimtlicui  Afdagit 
one  of  the  best  views  of  Mnnieh  ii 
obtained,  with  the  Tyrolese  Alps  te 
the  distance;  and  the  city  may  lie 
re-entered  by  the  bridge  opponte  the 
Maximilianeum.

at  2  P.M.  (small  fee).  To  avert  the 
danger  of  fire,  water  is  distributed 
in  pipes  over  every  part  of  the  build- 
ing,  the  supply  being  raised  by  power- 
ful pumps  out  of  a  canal  nowing 
beneath  it.  Performance  daily  at 
6.30  P.M.  Operas  two  to  three  times 
a  week,  6  p.m.  Those  of  Wagner  are 
excellently  performed.  Closed  in 
July.  The  orchestra  and  chorus  are 
good,  but  few  of  the  singers  or  actors 
are  eminent.  AdmUsion,  —  Boxes 
usually  let  for  the  season ;  dress  circle, 
gallerie  noble,  4  to  5  m. 

Besidens  -  Theater,  between  the 
Palace  and  Opera-house,  rebuilt  in 
1857,  and  capable  of  holding  800 
persons ;  performance  twice  a  week  ; 
resembles  the  Theatre  of  Versailles, 
but  excels  it  in  richness  of  decoration. 
Light  pieces  are  played  here  alter- 
nately with  the  Hof-Theater ;  pit  1  m. 
70,  to  2  m.  50. 

The  Yolks-Theater,  opened  in  1865 
for  operettas  and  dramas.  The  marble 
statue  of  the  Comic  Muse  in  the  tym- 
panum is  by  Widnmann.  The  interior 
will  hold  1700  spectators. 

Oartner-Platz  Theater  gives  come- 
dies, operettas,  and  ballet. 

The  Odeon  is  a  handsome  edifice, 
built  on  the  W.  side  of  the  Ludwigs- 
strasse,  in  1828,  by  Klenze.  The 
large  concert-  hall,  decorated  with 
frescoes  by  Kaulbach,  is  devoted  to 
musical  entertainments,  concerts,  and 
balls,  which  take  place  periodically 
during  the  winter  season.  Eng.  Ch. 
Service  is  held  here  on  Sundays. 

The  SCHACK  FICTTTRE  GALLEBY  is 
in  the  Briennei'strasse,  outside  the 
Propylseum ;  open  daily  2-5  ;  50  pf. 
The  pictures  are  all  modern,  but  there 
are  some  excellent  copies  of  well- 
known  Venetian  paintings  by  Wolf, 
Lenbaeh,  and  others.  Among  the 
original  examples  may  be  noticed : —

N.W.  of  the  Cemetery,  and  near  it^ 
ia  tlie  Ctaneial  Hospitol  (Kranken- 
bans)*  bnilt  in  1813,  supported  by 
contrilmtions  from  servants  wages  in 
tlie  town.  It  contains  600  beds,  and 
the  rick  are  attended  by  the  Sisters  of 
the  a41<naing  conyent  (Kloster  der 
han^anigen  Schtoeatern), 

The  Vortiiem  Cemetery,  not  far 
from  the  new  Pinacothek,  laid  oat 
iff  Zanetti  in  1869,  contains  the  graves 
of  108  soldiers  and  10  officers  who  died 
in  Mnnieh  of  their  wounds,  in  the 
French  campaign.  Alongside  of  them 
lie  193  French  prisoners,  who  died 
liere  in  1870-71.  The  central  marble 
*cmcifiz  is  by  Halbig. 

The  Beer  Gardens  in  the  environs 
of  Momch  are  the  resort  of  the  middle 
whwoe,  especially  on  Sundays  and 
holidays^  when  there  is  generally 
lit  dancing'.   The  most  popular 


the  Bavaria- Keller  and  the  Schiitzen- 
haua  on  the  Theresienwiese  near  the 
Bavaria,  the  Zieglerbrau  at  Dachau, 
(Kte.  55),  and  Menterscfiwaigef  at 
Gross-Hessclohe  (Kte.  270). 

Kymphenhnrg  —  a  Boyal  Palace 
about  3  m.  to  the  W.  of  the  cit^, 
built  by  the  Elector  Max  Emanuel  in 
1663,  and  where  King  Max  Joseph  died 
in  1825 — is  an  agreeable  afternoon's 
excursion  (steam  tramway  from  the 
Stiglmayer  Platz  every  hour  before 
12,  every  half  -  hour  afterwards, 
20  pf.)  It  presents  towards  Munich  a 
semicircular  facade  broken  so  as  to 
look  like  a  number  of  small  pavilions. 
In  front  are  gardens  in  the  French 
style,  traversed  by  a  straight  canal 
filled  with  water,  falling  over  ledges  of 
masonry.  Behind,  near  the  Bath- 
house or  Pavilion,  is  an  extensive 
lake,  the  borders  of  which  are 
prettily  laid  out  in  the  English  style, 
diversified  by  art,  and  planted  round 
with  trees  and  shrubs.  The  interior 
of  the  palace  is  not  remarkable ;  but 
the  hot-houses  are  extensive,  and  the 
collection  of  Brazilian  plants  good. 
The  fountains,  supplied  with  water 
from  the  I^ake  of  Starnberg,  throw  up 
a  jet  85  ft.  high,  by  the  aid  of  an 
hydraulic  machine.  There  is  a  Manu- 
factory of  China  (Porzellan-Fabrik) 
here.  Either  in  goftig  or  returning, 
the  visitor  should  drive  through  the 
Hirschgarten,  which  abounds  with 
deer  and  other  game.

choir  stands  the  altar  of  the  Holy 
Kood  (1478),  with  some  very  re- 
markable carving  in  lime-wood.

I  of  Olives.  Above  are  two  angels, 
bearinB  a  golden  cross,  which  contains 
{he  holy  blood,  (he  Virgin,  the  Baptist, 
and  an  Eece  Homo,  with  finely  carved 
open  -work.  The  font  of  ISSi,  and 
the  pulpit  of  1604,  are  richly  carved. 
The  high  altar  has  one  of  the  finest 
works  ol  Fred.  Herlea  (1466).  The 
tenlre  consists  of  painted  scnlptnrc 
ftpreseuting  the  Crucifixion.  Inside 
&e  rt.  shutter  are  the  Annonclation. 
Ae  Tisitition,  the  Birth  and  Circam- 
idsion  of  Christ.  Inside  the  1.  are  the 
Adorntion  of  the  Magi,  the  Presenta- 
tion in  the  Temple,  and  the  Death  of 
the  Virgin.  These  works  show  the 
influence  of  the  school  of  Van  Eyck 
and  Memling.  On  the  rt.  side  of  the 
choir  is  a  recess  formerly  used  for  the 
ciborium,  curiously  decorated  with 
painted  fisares.  The  parsonage,  adjoin- 
ing the  W.  choir,  has  a.  beantltiil  bay 
window. 

The  whole  town  is  foil  of  Interest, 
especially  to  artists.  There  are  several

The  Chateau  of 
Theres,  near  the  village,  was  o 

Eaufnrth,  a  picturesque  walled 
town.  Close  to  the  Slat,  is  the  ele- 
gant Gothic  •Bitterltapelie  (15th 
centy.)  with  richly  groined  vauliing; 
triple  chancel  arch :  over  the  doorway 
a  Nativity  in  relief;  within,  monu- 
ments of  the  SchaamburgE,  restored. 
Outside  the  choir  are  heraldic  shielda 
of  the  noble  families  who  contributed 
to  the  building  of  the  ch.  in  1413.

Bunher^  (775  ft.),  one  of  the  most 
ancient  eities  of  Germany,  lies  on 
the  Begnitz,  3  m.  above  its  junction 
vith  tlw  Bfain,  in  the  midst  of  a  fertile 
eonntry.  It  was  originally  the  capital 
of  a  small  but  powerful  prince- 
hithopric^  though  it  never  was  fortified. 

The  "^BomhirGhe  or  Cathedral,  built 
upon  a  commanding  eminence,  is  a 
Bohle  stmcture,  in  the  Komanesque 
rt^le^  founded  in  1004  by  the  Emp. 
Houy  II.  (the  Holy),  but  rebuilt  af^er 
a  fin  about  1190.  The  singular 
apodal  gallery  at  the  E.  end,  the 
dfgmt  cornice  and  dripstones  which 
sonound  the  exterior,  also  the  3 
eizeolar  portals,  especially  that  on  the 
K.  ade»  deserve  notice.  This  older 
apte  haui  clustered  columns  knotted 
together  in  an  uncommon  manner, 
bat  of  which  there  are  examples 
ui  Hungary  and  Italy.  The  in- 
tsrior  contains  a  double  choir:  that 
It  the  E*  end,  the  onl^  part  rescued 
fiom  the  fire,  distinguished  from  the 
test  bj  the  j^nness  of  its  arches,  is 
laiaed  upon  a  crypt,  the  arches  of 
which  aze  semicircular,  and  are  sup- 
ported on  short  pillars.  The  capitals 
of  tfaeiCy  as  well  as  those  above,  be- 
hind the  high  altar,  are  almost  all  of 
a  diflbrent  pattern,  and  are  very  taste- 
fid.  In  the  centre  of  the  nave  is  the 
*tomb  of  the  Emp.  Henry  11.  and  his 
catweai  Knnigunda,  executed  in  1513 
InrTihnann  iuemenschneider.  Their 
cngief  repose  upon  a  clay-coloured 
dtar-Comb^  ornamented  at  the  sides 
with  enrvings  representing  events  in 
Jfreflb  In  one  of  tbem  the 
^2$  teen  undergoing  the  ordeal 


of  walking  over  red-hot  ploughshares 
to  prove  her  innocence  of  charges 
brought  against  her.  In  another  com- 
partment she  is  paying  the  labourers 
engaged  in  building  the  Ch.  of  St. 
Stephen.  In  another  is  St.  Michael 
weighing  the  Emperor's  good  and 
evil  deeds.  The  high  altar  is  sur- 
mounted  by  a  bronze  cracifix  modelled 
by  Schwanthaler.  At  the  altar  in  the 
S.  transept  is  a  very  old  ivory  crucifix, 
supposed  to  have  been  given  by 
Henry  II.  in  1008,  in  a  curious  style 
of  early  art. 

On  ihe  rt.  of  the  £.  altar  is  a  bronze 
monument  in  relief  of  Bishop  Ebnet, 
by  Peter  Vischer,  of  Nuremberg.  The 
face  is  full  of  expression,  and  the  robes 
are  executed  with  elaborate  minute- 
ness. The  church  contains  altogether 
more  than  130  monuments,  in  stone 
and  bronze,  of  bishops  and  ecclesias- 
tical dignitaries.  The  Chapel  of  the 
Holy  Nail,  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew, 
leading  out  of  the  S.  transept,  is  the 
burial-place  of  the  Domherren,  or 
canons  of  the  cathedral.  The  walls 
are  covered  with  their  monuments, 
consisting  of  low  reliefs  cast  in  bronze, 
and  executed  with  considerable  skill, 
mostly  at  Forchheim. 

The  choir  at  the  W.  end  is  a  good 
example  of  a  more  advanced  style  of 
Gothic,  finished  with  the  transept  in 
1274 :  the  groined  vaulting  is  very 
beautiful.  Beneath  it  reposes  the  body 
of  Pope  Clement  II.  (who  had  been 
Bishop  of  Bamberg),  in  a  remarkable 
monument;  the  effigy  (1 3th  centy.) 
rests  on  a  sarcophagus  of  3rd  or  4th 
centy.  The  stalls  are  excellently 
carved  in  wood.  On  either  side  of  the 
altar  are  bronze  monuments,  by  Peter 
Vischer,  of  Bishop  Gross  von  Trochau 
and  Truchsess  von  Pommersfelden- 
The  Treasury  contains,  among  other 
relics,  the  skulls  of  Henry  II.  and  his 
empress  in  gilded  crowns,  his  knife, 
and  her  very  massive  ivory  combs, 
crystal  night-lamp ;  a  large  fragment 
of  the  true  cross,  in  crystal ;  a  mon- 
strance (15th  centy.),  &c.  This  fine 
edifice  underwent  a  thorough  repair, 
at  the  instigation  of  King  Lewis  of 
Bavaria,  conducledi  Vj  \)dl^  ^xOcL\\ftRX.

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  Karoll- 
nenplatz,  but  ciost  to  the  Dom,  is  th( 
B'bqb  Bssidanz,  formerly  the  palace  of 
the  prince-bishops:  a  plain  building, 
erected  in  16S5.  Marshal  Berthier, 
Prince  of  Neufchatel,  who  was  married 
to  a  Bavarian  princess,  was  killed  Id 
1815  by  falling  from  one  of  the  lop- 
most  viodows  at  the  back  of  the  wing 
looking  towards  the  town.  From  this 
palace  in  Oct.  1S06  Napoleon  declared 
war  against  Prussia. 

The  •Miohaelaherg,  a  height  ad- 
joining that  on  which  the  cathedral 
stands,  towards  the  N.W.,  is  crowned 
by  the  extensire  buildings  of  the  an- 
cient Convant  of  St.  Michael.  The 
Chnrch,  originally  Boniaaesiiue  (1221) 
was  niodeniised  in  1700.  Behind  tha 
high  altar  has  been  set  up  an  ancient 
colossal  monument  of  St.  Otho.  The 
ihady  terrace  behind  the  convf 
overlooking  the  town,  comtoandt 
magnificent  view.

aperient  without  flying  to  tbe  head; 
the  Bagoczy  is  used  for  drinking,  the 
Pandur  for  baths:  they  are  highly 
reeommeuded  as  a  remedy  far  ciiranic 
diseasea,  gout,  and  complaints  of  tlie 
stomach.  The  Mcabrutmen,  on  the 
N.  Bide,  is  acidnloits  and  alkaline,  and 
not  unlike  Seltzer  water,  except  that 
it  has  no  iron,  and  is  Tery  much  more 
agreeable  ;  it  is  chiefly  prescribed  for 
children.  The  waters  are  all  power- 
ful, and  shotdd  only  be  taken  under 
medical  prescription.  About  300,000 
bottles  arc  exported  annually. 

King  Lewis  of  Bayaria,  who  fre- 
quently visited  Kissingen,  cansed  the 
eoloniiade  (jlreaifenbau),  and  the 
handsome  Kv,Ttaal,  to  be  constructed 
in  that  style  which  at  Munich  is 
called  Byzantine,  from  the  designs  of 
Gartner.

KxcoasiDsa. — About  a  mile  to  the 
N.,  up  the  valley  of  Ihe  Saale,  are  the 
Salt  Work*.  The  principal  brine 
spring,  called  Sootetupradel,  which 
supplies  them,  exbiblls  the  pheno- 
meuoa  of  ebbing  and  flowing  through 
an  'Artesian  veil  or  shaft,  bored  to  a 
depth  of  330  ft.  It  brings  up  with  it 
great  qaaatities  of  carttonic  acid  gas. 
which  is  collected  by  means  of  a  large 
inverted  funnel,  suspended  over  the 
surface  of  the  water,  and,  being  con- 
veyed by  pipes  to  the  adjoiniug  nand- 
Eome  Badekaue,  is  administered  to 
^tieuls  in  the  i^hape  of  gas-baths. 
The  temperature  of  the  water  is 
almost  invariably  67°  Fahr. 

About  a  mile  further  np  the  valley, 
at  tbe  village  of  Haosen.  auother  Arte- 
siaii  well,  called  SchoubDnuprndel. 
has  been  sunk,  which  has  reached 
the  depth  of  nearly  2D00  ft.  The 
water,  highly  charged  with  salt,  rose 
in  jetl  to  a  height  of  bO  or  60  ft.,  but 
the  works  are  now  abandoned.  The 
tower  erected  over  the  shaft  may  be 
ascended  (lOO  ft.)  from  4  to  S  p.m.

S.E.— Cologne  to  Vienna.  Through 
carriages  and  sleeping-cars.  The  di- 
rection is  nearly  due  E.  as  far  as 

Bettelbach.  Omn.  to  the  town, 
which  lies  4  m.  E.,  on  the  Main.  Its 
Pfarrkirche  has  two  towers  on  its  S. 
side,  and  is  much  modernized,  but 
still  retains  a  fine  late  Gothic  pulpit. 
The  council  chamber  in  the  Town-hall 
is  worthy  of  notice. 

Kitilngeii  (7000),  an  old  town,  with 
4  churches,  an  old  Bathhaus,  and 
Gothic  bridge,  connecting  the  suburb 
Etwashausen.  Its  Pfarrkircbe  has  the 
S.  aisle  divided  into  2  stories  by  a  fine 
vaulted  gallenr  fronted  with  open 
tracery.  In  the  chancel  is  a  very 
fine  Tabernacle  with  much  rich  orna- 
mentation and  statuary.  Fine  view 
from  the  Neue  Schiesshaus,  on  a  hill 
above  the  stat. 

The  rly.  crosses  the  Main  by  a 
handsome  bridge,  and  attains  a  con- 
siderable elevation  above  the  winding 
river. 

Kenstadt-an-der-Aisch  (4100),  with 
remains  of  old  watlsy  and  a  con- 
siderable trade  in  hops,    Rly.  S.W.  to 

Windsheim,  a  walled  town  on  the 
Aisch,  formerly  of  much  strength. 
Dil.  thence  S.W.  to  Steinach  (88). 

Emskiroheii.  The  Aurach  is  crossed 
by  a  fine  viaduct,  130  ft.  above  the 
valley. 

Siegelidorf.  Branch  rly.  W.  to  Lan- 
genzenn,  3  m.  further  the  Bednitz  is 
crossed,  and  the  Alte  Feste  becomes 
conspicuous  on  the  rt.  (see  below).

aod  is  a  formidable  rival  of  Nuremberg 
in  its  mauuiacture  of  toys  and  fiincy 
articles.  About  3000  of  the  population 
are  Jews,  who  were  expelled  from 
Nuremberg  in  1498,  and  have  made 
the  fortune  of  Fiirth  by  their  industry 
and  perseverance.  They  possess  a 
college  and  a  separate  court  of  justice 
of  their  own,  several  schools,  syna- 
gogues, and  Hebrew-printing  establish- 
ments, and  enjoy  privileges  denied 
them  in  many  parts  of  the  Continent. 
In  St.  MichaeVs  Ch.  is  a  *Sacra- 
mentshaus,  24  ft.  high,  carved  by 
Adam  Krafft.  The  Eathhaus  is  a 
fine  modern  Gothic  building  of  red 
sandstone. 

The  memorable  battle  between 
Gustavus  Adolphus  and  Wallenstein, 
which  terminated  in  the  retreat  of  the 
Swedish  king  after  a  display  of  con- 
summate skill  on  both  sides,  took 
place  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Fiirth, 
4  Sept.  1632.  The  head-quarters  of 
Gustavus  in  Fiirth  were  at  the  inn 
called  Griiner  Baum,  in  the  street  still 
named  after  him.  Wallenstein's  camp 
was  on  the  Alte  FestOf  2  m.  to  the 
S.,  a  strongly  fortified  position,  from 
which  the  Swedish  king  made  six  un- 
successful attempts  to  dislodge  him. 
Fine  view  from  the  tower,  a  favourite 
excursion  with  holiday-makers  from 
Nuremberg. 

Besides  our  present  line,  there  is  a 
local  rly,  between  Fiirth  and  Nurem- 
berg, the  first  iron  road  completed  in 
Germany  (1534),  and  a  tramway. 

Kuremberg,  Germ.  Numberg,  (1150 
ft.).

KT7SEMBEBG  (120,000),  once  the 
greatest  and  most  wealthy  of  all  the 
free  Imperial  cities,  the  residence 
of  emperors,  the  seat  of  diets,  the 
focus  of  the  trade  of  Asia  and 
Europe,  the  most  important  manu- 
facturing town  in  Germany,  had  de- 
generated from  the  latter  part  of  the 
17th  to  the  beginning  of  the  19th 
century  into  a  dull  provincial  town. 
Commercial  enterprise  is,  however, 
again  in  the  asccncuint  The  manufac- 
tures now  include  Hathoay  Carriages 


— one  establishment  employing  1000 
men ;  ultramarine,  lead  pencils,  child- 
ren's toys,  mirrors,  brass,  lacquored, 
and  bronze  wares,  and  foil  ror  tlie 
setting  of  jewellery.  The  lead-pencil 
makers  proiduce  220  millions  of  pen- 
cils per  annum  (of  the  Talne  of 
240,000/.). 

Nuremberg  may  be  called  the  toj- 
shop  of  the  world ;  it  exports  tne 
children's  playthings  known  in  Eng^ 
land  as  Dutch  toys,  bnt  mostly  made 
by  peasants  of  the  Thuringian  Forest, 
who  |)roduce  them  at  a  sorprisingly 
low  price.  Carving  in  wood  and  ivory 
is  also  executed  here  at  a  very 
moderate  cost. 

The  town  is  bein^  modendsed,  bnt, 
in  spite  of  changes,  it  retains  probaUy 
more  than  any  city  in  Europe  the 
aspect  of  times  long  gone  by.  It  is 
surrounded  by  feudu  walls  and  turrets 
faced  and  strenffthened  in  more  recent 
times,  when  the  influence  of  gun* 
powder  began  to  be  felt,  by  ramparts 
and  bastions,  resembling  the  early 
Italian  mode  of  modem  fortification. 
These  again  are  enclosed  by  a  ditch 
100  ft.  wide  and  50  ft.  deep,  faced 
throughout  with  masonry.  Its  four 
principal  arched  gates  are  flanked  by 
massive  cylindrical  Towers,  no  lonser 
of  use  as  fortifications,  but  highly 
picturesque,  and  serving  to  complete 
the  coronet  of  antique  towers  wmch 
encircle  the  city,  as  seen  from  a  dis- 
tance. The  stranger  arrived  within 
its  walls  may  fancy  himself  carried 
back  to  a  distant  century,  as  he  threads 
its  irregular  streets,  and  examines 
its  quaint  gable-faced  houses.  Its 
churches  and  other  public  edifices, 
monuments  of  the  piety  and  charity  of 
its  citizens,  are  singularly  perfect; 
having  escaped  the  storm  of  war, 
sieges,  and  even  of  the  Reformation. 
Its  private  buildings,  including  the 
palace-like  mansions  of  its  patrician 
citizens  and  merchant  nobles,  having 
been  built  of  stone,  are  equsdly  well 
preserved.  Many  of  them'  are  still 
inhabited  by  the  families  whose  fore- 
fathers originally  constructed  them, 
for  the  civic  noblesse  of  Nuremberg, 
deriving  rank  from  Imperial  diplomas, 
yields  to  none]  in  antiquity ;  sewral

I  tBBtSDK  &iniUes  trace  their  descent 
'   in  a  direct  line  up  to  the  11th  cent, 
and  possess  carious  domestic  archives. 
Though  built  in  ihe  prevailing  fashion 
of  the  period,  wiUi  narrow  hut  highly 
ommmented  fronts,  and  acutely  pointed 
gaUeSi  they  are  often  of  large  size, 
enclosu]^  2  or  3  courts,  and  extending 
hsu^  ftom  one  street   into  another. 
The  ground  story,  low  and  vaulted, 
"was  nsoally  occupied  as  a  warehouse ; 
the  habitable  part,  though  not  laid  out 
in  a  manner  consistent  with  modern 
ideas  of  comfort,  was  richly  decorated 
-vnth  carving  and  stucco  ;  indeed,  an 
ancient  author  (^neas  Sylvius),  speak- 
ing of  the  splendour  of  Nuremberg, 
declares   that  a   simple    citizen  was 
better  lodged  than  the  king  of  Scot- 
]and«  and  the  city  acquired  the  name 
of  the  Grothic  Athens.    An  additional 
mterest  is  reflected  upon  this  venerable 
city  1^  the  &me  and  works  of  Diirer, 
Yischer,  Kra£Pt,  Stoss,  &c. ;   though 
stripped,  to  a  great  extent,  of  these 
treasures,  in  consequence  of  public 
and  private   poverty,  she  owes  her 
chiez  ornaments  to  the  still  remaining 
prodnctions  of  Uieir  skill. 

The  Peputz,  a  small  stream  run- 
ning flxnn  JB.  to  W.,  crossed  by  8  small 
bridgeSy  divides  the  town  into  two 
neanj  equal  parts,  named  after  the 
two  great  churches  situated  within 
thfflu ;  the  northern,  SL  SebaloTs  side, 
the  sonthem,  St  Lawrences  side. 

From  the  Bly,  Stat,  the  traveller 
enters  the  town  on  the  S.E.  side  by 
the  Franenthor,  and  thence  the 
Konigsstrasse  leads  straight  to  St. 
Lawrmiee,  and  over  the  Konigsbriicke 
to  the  Karket-place  and  the  Frauen- 
Mrefte,  passing  1.  the  ScMm  Brunmn, 
to  the  Bathhaus,  the  Church  of  St.  Se- 
bald,  the  statue  and  dwelling  of  Al- 
breoht  Durer,  and  the  Castle  or  Burg. 

*The  noble  Gothic  CHUBCK  OF  ST. 
LAinUBirOX,  the  largest  and  finest  in 
Nnremberg,  was  built  at  the  instiga- 
tion of  ihe  Emp.  Adolphus  of  Nassau 
(1S74-80).  The  towers  terminate 
with  an  elegant  octagonal  story  and 
igiire :  the  highest  stories  of  the  square 
aortioacojitajn' wide  openings,  divided 
jgr  -Maof  mullions,  to  represent   the 
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gridiron  on  which  the  Spanish  saint, 
to  whom  the  church  is  dedicated,  was 
broiled  by  Valentiuian.  The  portal 
at  the  W.  end,  24  ft.  broad,  and  40  ft. 
high,  between  the  towers,  is  not  to  be 
surpassed  by  any  Gothic  building^  in 
the  richness  of  its  decorations.  The 
actual  doors  are  on  each  side  of  a 
central  pillar,  bearing  a  statue  of  the 
Virgin  and  Child ;  in  the  small  arches 
above  these  are  represented — the  Birth 
of  Christ,  Adoration  of  the  Magi, 
Murder  of  the  Innocents,  and  Flight 
into  Egypt.  In  the  spandrils  are  4 
prophets.  In  the  tympanum,  the 
lower  row  of  sculpture  represents  the 
sufferings,  burial,  and  resurrection  of 
Christ ;  and  the  two  upper  rows,  the 
Last  Judgment.  The  Judge  is  sur- 
rounded by  angels  and  the  instruments 
of  his  passion ;  his  feet  rest  on  the 
sun  and  moon,  which  have  human 
countenances.  The  inner  curve  of 
the  arch  contains  the  12  Apostles ;  the 
outer,  the  12  Prophets;  below,  of  life- 
size,  are  statues  of  Adam  and  Eve. 
This  portal  is  surmounted  by  a  magni- 
ficent rose  window,  10  yds.  in  diameter. 
The  central  vault  is  70  ft,  above  the 
pavement.  The  aisles  are  of  hal  f  the 
heiglit  and  width  of  the  nave.  The 
choir,  built  1459-1477,  is  loftier  than 
the  nave,  and  contains  at  the  E.  end 
splendid  painted  glass  windows,  gifts 
of  the  patrician  families  of  Nuremberg, 
whose  richly  emblazoned  coats  of 
arms  they  bear.  The  finest  of  all  is 
the  Voikamer  vrindow,  celebrated  for 
the  depth  and  brightness  of  its  colours 
and  the  excellence  of  the  design ;  on 
it  is  represented  the  pedigree  of  Christ. 
In  the  next  window  are  the  Evan- 
gelists with  their  symbols.  One  of 
the  ornaments  of  the  interior  is  the 
Sacramentshaiislein,t  or  repository  for 
the  sacramental  wafer,  a  tapering 
stone  spire  of  florid  Gotluc  open  work, 
65  ft.  high,  executed  with  a  minute- 
ness not  commonly  bestowed  on  stone. 
The  elegance  of  tne  design,  and  beau- 
tiful sharpness  of  the  carved  orna- 
ments, are  wonderful ;  and  so  slender 
and  graceful  is  the  structure,  reaching 
nearly  to  the  roof  of  the  church,  that

Abo-re  the  ciborium 
(he  principal  events  of  the  Passion  are 
represented.  Here  are,  in  relief— 
Clirist  taking  leave  of  His  Mother; 
the  Last  Supper;  the  Agony  in  the 
Garden  ;  Cbnrt  before  Caiaphae  ;  the 
Crowning  with  Thorns,  and  the 
Scourging;  the  CruciUxion ;  and,  at 
the  top,  the  Eeaurrectian.  The  last 
is  in  round  sculpture.  These  compo- 
sitions show  the  inflnence  of  A.  DSrer's 
works.  The  whole  is  supported  on 
the  shoulders  of  three  kneeling 
figures — Adam  Krafll,  the  sculptor 
who  eiecuted  it,  and  his  apprentices. 
It  cost  him  five  years  of  labour,  and 
was  finished  in  1500,  He  received 
from  one  Imhof,  for  whom  this  work 
was  execaled,  770  gulden.  It  is  re- 
corded that  this  eminent  artist,  who 
has  left  behind  so  many  proofs  of  his 
skill  in  his  native  city,  died  in  1507, 
at  a  great  age,  in  the  deepest  distress, 
in  an  hospital  at  Schwabach. 

A  curious  carving  in  wood,  by  Veil 
Sto»   (1518),  representing  the  Salu- 
tation of  the  Virgin  by  the  Angel,  ia 
suspended  from  the  roof  of  this  church, 
before  the  altar.    The  group 
rounded  by  a  chaplet  of  roses,  m  which 
are  introduced  reliefs  depicting  the  7 
Joys  of  the  Virgin,    Above  is  God 
the  Father,  below  haiiga  the  Serp< 
This  work  fell  down  in  1817,  ani- 
mnch  broken,  but  has  been  most  s 
ftillj^  restored.    On  the  high  altar 
crucifii  in  wood  gilt,   by   the  ee 
artist,  of  even  finer  workmanship, 
the  choir  is  some  tapestry,  on  which 
are  figures  of  Saints,  in  the  style  of 
the  end  of  the  13th  centy.     In  the  N. 
usle  is  an  early  picture  of  great  merit, 
representing  the  Virgin  and  Child  and 
i  cherobim ;  the  head  of  the  Virgin 
is  very  graoefui ;  below  is  Ibe  portrait 
of  the  tbuuder,  with  the  arms  of  the 
Imhof  fkmily.      The  Stone  Pnlpit,  of 
good  workmanship,   is    modern,   de 
signed  by  Heiddof.      The  iron  gateS; 
dated  1649,  of  the  S.  porch  are  among 
the  best  pieces  of  ironwork  in  Nureni- 
6erg;  and  there  are  haadsome  bronze 
inackers  on  almost  all  the  doors.

present, on  the  lower  tier,  7  electors, 
and  9  heroes — 3  Christian,  Charle- 
■ngne^  Godfrey  of  Boaillon,  and 
dims;  8  Jewish,  Judas  MaccabsBus, 
Joshnay  and  David;  3  Pagan,  Julius 
CSmbTp  Alexander  the  Great,  and 
Heetor.  These  are  placed  against  the 
8_  pillars  in  pairs.  Above  these  are 
and  7  Prophets. 


the  FrauenkircLe  is  the 
6oos8  Market,  provided  with  an  appro- 
priate Ibantain,  the  bronze  figure  of 
a  psasant  with  two  geese  spouting 
water  trcau  their  mouths,  called  the 
niaaaiaimKiTisH.  It  is  by  Pancraz 
Labenwolf  (1557),  who  executed 
another  fionntain  in  the  court  of  the 
Ksthhsns. 

Not  many  yards  distant  is  the 
dwidling  of  Eians  Sachs,  the  cobbler 
and  poet  (1494-1576),  a  native  of 
l!fniember&  in  a  street  named  after 
him,  which  runs  eastward  from  the 
SJB.  corner  of  the  Hauptmarkt.  It 
hssy  however,  been  nearly  rebuilt 
tmoe  his  time ;  and  there  is  a  bronze 
ttattte  to  him  by  Krause  on  the  Spital- 
pbts  erected  in  1874.  His  poems  of 
vsrioos -kinds  exceed  6000  in  number. 
His  satirical  songs,  directed  against 
Ihe  Boman  Catholics,  were  much  in 
Togoe  at  the  beginning  of  the  Refor- 
nraoo*  ■ 
22re  Aonse  of  Jerome  Paumgartner, 
•*^  ^f  Tberesienstrasse,  is  now  the 


Cafi^  Liebel :  on  it  is  a  relief  by  Ad. 
Krafft,  representing  the  fight  with 
the  Dragon; — in  that  of  Krafft,  the 
courtyard  is  very  beautiful.  The 
house  of  Wilibald  Pirkheimer  is  No. 
35,  in  the  Aegidienplatz ; — Hirschel- 
gasse,  No.  1304,  now  Fleiscbmann's 
Papier  Mache  Manufactory,  a  house 
built  in  a  mixture  of  Gothic,  By- 
zantine, and  Oriental  styles,  by  a 
cloth-merchant,  on  his  return  from 
his  travels  in  the  East;  Bupprecht's 
house,  containing  a  good  Benaissance 
saloon;  the  Hertelshqf  (now  a  card 
manufactory),  in  the  Panierplatz,  and 
the  neighbouring  house,  Petersen's, 
with  its  projecting  balconies. 

The  house  of  the  bookseller  Palm, 
whom  Bonaparte  shot  in  180G,  at 
Braunau,  for  publishing  a  pamphlet 
against  him,  is  in  the  Winklerstrassc. 
King  Lewis  I.  placed  on  it  an  inscrip- 
tion in  red  letters  to  commemorate 
the  event. 

The  ScheuerVsche  Haus,  Burgstrasse, 
No.  G06,  contains  a  small  room  called 
the  Pfalzgrafenstube,  ornamented  with 
fine  panelling  of  lime-wood,  put  toge- 
ther without  nails.  The  £mp.  Maxi- 
milian I.,  the  Duke  of  Alba,  and 
Cardinal  Granville  lodged  in  it. 

The  Adlerstrasse  is  a  picturesque 
street.  Many  of  the  old  houses  have 
been  restored  of  late  years  with  a 
careful  adherence  to  their  original 
styles. 

The  City  Library,  founded  in  the 
15th  century,  was  in  1538  placed  in 
the  Dominican  monastery.  It  pos- 
sesses above  40,000  volumes,  among 
which  are  finely  illuminated  MSS. 
of  the  Gospels  of  the  10th,  12th,  and 
15th  centuries,  of  the  Psalms  of  the 
early  part  of  the  13th  century,  and 
specimens  of  early  printed  books.  The 
English  traveller  will  regard  with 
interest  a  beautifully  illuminated  Latin 
Breviary,  executed,  as  appears  from 
the  style,  between  1300  and  1360,  at 
the  end  of  which  is  this  inscription  : — 
"  La  Liver  du  Roy  du  France  Charles 
Done  a  Madame  la  Roigne  Dengle- 
terre."  This  queen  of  England  must 
have  been  eil\iw  l^aLXi^Wa^  W^  V^Sa  ^ 
Edward  U.,  ot  K^lWw^  ^i)^fe^* 
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Heurv  V.  The  library  also  contsdns 
drawings,  portraits,  and  curiosities; 
relics  of  Luther — his  silk  cap  and 
driuking-cup,  MSS.  in  his  huid;  a 
part  of  A.  Durer's  work  on  the  Pro- 
portions of  the  Human  Figure ;  Hans 
Sachs'-  Poems;  a  richly  illuminated 
Hebrew  book  of  devotion  on  yelluni 
(1351). 

Opposite  the  E.  end  of  St.  Sebald 
stands  the 

Sathhaus  or  Town-hall,  a  large 
building  with  a  &9ade  in  the  Italian 
style,  built  in  1619,  by  Holzschuher. 
including  within  it  an  older  town-hall 
of  1332.  Portions  of  the  older  build- 
iug  may  be  seen  in  the  interior  quad- 
rangle and  in  the  street  at  the  back. 
The  great  hall  on  the  1st  floor,  130  ft. 
long  and  40  ft.  wide,  belongs  to  the 
older  portion  of  the  building,  and  is 
remarkable  for  the  paintings  in  oil, 
by  Albert  Diirer,  with  which  its  walls 
are  decorated.  They  have  suffered 
much  from  time  and  injudicious  re- 
storation. Those  on  the  N.  wall,  re- 
presenting the  triumphal  car  of  the 
Emp.  Maximilian,  and  the  Unjust 
Jud^e,  together  with  the  Band  of 
Musicians  between  the  doors,  are  un- 
doubtedly his.  The  frescoes  on  the 
side  of  the  windows  are  by  G.  Weyer, 
1521 ;  among  them. is  a  representation 
of  the  guillotine^  which  is  thus  proved 
to  be  two  centuries  older  than  the 
French  Revolution.  On  the  2nd  floor 
is  the  smaller  hall,  or  Council  Cham- 
hei\  ornamented  with  9  portraits  of 
Worthies  of  Nuremberg,  who  have 
endowed  the  city  with  wealthy  insti- 
tutions, painted  in  1825.  Open  sit- 
tings of  the  city  court  and  of  the 
magistrates  are  held  here.  In  the 
Upper  Gallery  is  a  representation  in 
high  relief,  covering  the  ceiling,  of  a 
Tournament  held  here  in  1434.  The 
knights,  &c.,  represented  nearly  as 
large  as  life,  were  members  of  the 
patrician  families.  The  stoves  deserve 
notice. 

Beneath  the  Kathhaus  are  Dungeons 
and  Subterranean  Passages,  extending 
in  different  directions  under  the  streets 
ami  houses  to  the  town  ditch  outside 
the  walls.    They  are  partly  excavated 


iu  the  rock.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  these  outlets  were  oonstmcted  as 
means  of  privately  convejring  away 
criminals,  also  to  afibrd  the  magis- 
trates the  means  of  security  and  escape 
in  case  of  tumultuooa  risings  among 
their  fellow-citizens. 

*8T.  BXBAXB'B  OHUKOH  was  origin- 
ally built  in  the  Byzantine  style. 
The  oldest  part  is  the  LofiEelhdbi 
Kapelle,  finished  in  the  1 3th  centuiy. 
The  choir  (1361-1377)  exhibits  gi^ 
elegance,  and  is  in  the  purest  German 
Gotliic  style ;  the  nave  is  a  fine  speci- 
men of  transition  work.  Of  the 
towers,  one  dates  firom  1300,  the  other 
from  1345  ;  neither,  however,  attained 
their  present  height  of  264  feet  until 
1483.  The  carved  portals,  especially 
that  on  the  N.  side,  called  the  Bride's 
Door  (Brautthure),  deserve  attentive 
examination,  as  well  as  the  carvings 
in  high  relief  by  the  sculptor  Adam 
Krafft,  representing  the  several  events 
of  the  Passion  of  our  Lord.  On  the 
outside  of  the  choir,  above  the  door 
called  the  SchauthUre,  which  is  on  the 
S.  side,  near  the  guard-house,  is  a 
fine  work  of  Adam  Krafft  (1485),  re- 
presenting the  Last  Judgment.  The 
colossal  bronze  Christ,  outside  the  W. 
end,  is  one  of  the  oldest  works  of  art 
in  metal  cast  at  Nuremberg.  The  choir 
has  lofty  and  narrow  windows  50  ft 
high;  their  mullions  are  wonderful 
works  of  masonry.  The  stained  glass 
dates  from  the  beginning  of  the  16th 
century,  and  was  executed  by  Hirsdk- 
vogel  and  KimaJber^er ;  the  Markg^- 
enfenster  was  designed  by  Hans  v. 
Kuhhbaeh.  Among  the  sculptures 
are  the  Agony  in  the  Garden,  and  the 
Last  Supper,  a  relief  on  the  wall  of 
the  choir,  by  Adam  Krafft;  also 
St.  John  and  the  Virgin^  with  Christ 
on  the  Cross,  in  wood,  over  the  high 
altar,  by  Veit  Stoss,  The  Entomb- 
ment on  the  column  next  to  the  pulpit 
is  attributed  to  Albert  Diirer.  The 
Bomanesque  Loffelholz  Chapel  (called 
after  a  Nuremberg  family  of  that  name 
in  1453)  was  intended  no  doubt  ori* 
ginully  for  a  west  choir;  in  it  is  a 
bronze  font,  in  which  the  Bknp.  Wen- 
zel  of  Bohemia  was  baptized  (1361)} 
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iriitD  be  the  ddeit  existing  Norem- 
lag  vork  in  easting.    It  is  highly 
Ltedt  and  at  the  base   stand 
of  the  Erangelists.     In  the 
ibvmded  bj  the  HaUer  family 
■  ak  altar-piece  of  the  Crndfixion  by 
Cranaeh.     By  tar  the   most 
olpect  is  the  ^fiOizine  of  St. 
wlueh  still  stands  in  the

He  worked  at  it 
ftrlt  years  (1908>19),  assisted  by  his 
in  nna.     It  is  in  the  richest  style  of 
GotUearclutectare,  entirely  of  bronze, 
**"tft1'"g  of  a  rich  fretwork  canopy 
sanported  on  slender  pillars,  beneath 
^ranek  the  relics  of  the  Saint  repose  in 
SB  oaken  ehest  encased  with  silver 
alatci.     **  The  statues  of  the  12  Apos- 
flei»  wliieh  stand  on  brackets  at  the 
ddea  of  the  pillars,  are  admirable ; 
ftU  of  ^gnity  and  expression,  pecu- 
fiulT  cam  and  quiet,  the    drapery 
flowing  fike  the  Itsdian."    The  grace- 
fill  dnuraeter,  the  varied  action,  the 
fiiraa  of  expression  in  the  counten- 
anoeat  and  the  natural  fall  and  flow  of 
the    draperies,   deserve    the    highest 
manMi.    Above  them  are   12  smaller 
fisram  of  Fathers    of  the   Church, 
indie  about  70  fimciful  representa- 
tKMH  of  Cupids,  animals,  &c.,  are  dis- 
tfiboted  among  flowers  and  foliage. 
The  miracles  of  the  Saint  are  the 
soMect  of  the  relief^  under  the  coffin. 
"Tliose  on  the  N.  side  represent  the 
mindes  of  St.  Sebald  on  his  return 
fhan  Italy  to  Germany,  when,  perish- 
ing with  cold,  and  finding  no  fuel  in 
the  cottage  where  he  took  shelter,  he 
placed  an  icicle  on  the  fire,  which 
bmnt  like  coal,  and  afterwards  mended 
a  broken  kettle  by  blessing  it,  at  the 
request  of  his  host;  on  the  S.  his 
eonyersion  of  a  stone  into  bread,  and 
resene  of  a  man  whom  the  earth  was 
SfTallowing  alive,  on  account  of  his 
having  doubted  his  inspiration  as  a 
prophet:     these    are     admirable." — 
Mani  Zindeap.    In  a  niche,  at   the

end  &cing  the  altar,  is  an  admirable 
statue  of  Sie  artist,  Peter  Yischer,  in 
a  mason's  dress,  with  apron  on,  and 
chisel  in  hand  (1508) ;  and  at  the  op- 
posite end  a  figure,  equally  excellent, 
of  St.  Sebald :  the  whole  fabric  rests 
upon  12  snails,  having  4  dolphins  at 
its  corners.  According  to  tradition, 
Yischer  was  miserably  paid  for  tliis 
great  work  of  labour  and  art ;  and  he 
has  himself  recorded  in  an  inscription 
upon  the  monument  that  *'he  com- 
pleted it  for  the  praise  of  God  Al- 
mighty alone,  and  the  honour  of  St. 
Sebald,  Prince  of  Heaven,  by  the  aid 
of  pious  persons,  paid  by  their  volun- 
tary contributions." 

The  Parsonage  House  of  St.  Sebald's, 
at  the  N.W.  comer  of  the  square,  re- 
markable for  its  beautiful  oriel  window, 
was  the  residence  of  Melchior  Pfinzing, 
canon  of  the  church  and  author  of  the 
poem  of*  Theuerdank  ,*  au  early  effort  of 
poetry,  published  in  1517,  and  record- 
ing the  £mp.  Maximilian's  marriage 
with  Mary  of  Burgundy. 

Opposite  the  N.  side  of  St.  Sebald's 
is  the  Gothic  Chapel  of  St.  Maurice, 
(1354).  For  many  years  it  was  used 
as  a  magazine  for  wood,  but  in  1829 
was  restored  by  the  architect  Heideloff. 

To  the  N.  of  the  Moritz-Capelle,  in 
the  Albert  Durer*s  Platz,  is  a  bronze 
statue  of  Dtlrer,  by  Bauch  of  Berlin, 
erected  in  1840,  possessing  great  ex- 
cellence as  a  work  of  art,  and  paid  for 
by  subscription.  100  yds.  N.W.,  near 
the  Thiergartuer  Thor,  is  Albert 
Durer's  house,  marked  by  a  medallion. 

The  *Burg,  or  Castle,  occupies  the 
most  northern  and  elevated  position 
within  the  town.  It  is  a  very  pictu- 
resque edifice,  conspicuous  for  its 
massive  towers,  built  on  the  top  of  a 
rock,  and  commanding  an  extensive 
view.  Its  first  construction  cannot 
safely  be  placed  earlier  than  the  reign 
of  Conrad|II.,  the  SaUc  (1024-1039). 
It  was  a  favourite  residence  of  many 
of  the  German  emperors.  Nuremberg 
was  conveniently  situated  nearly  in 
the  centre  of  their  dominions,  and 
they  topk  pleasure  in  the  prosperity 
of  the  cUy,  kixovivwg  yntW  how  much 
their  own  IseasvttN  \ifeXififcXftdi  Vj  ^ 
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revenue  drawn  from  it,  and  how  msav 
Etnrdy  men-at-anue  it  could  fnmish 
them  at  a  pinch  to  combat  foreign  or 
domestic  ftiea.  They  even  confided  to 
the  custody  of  its  burghiiW  the  Im- 
perial Regalia,  which  were  deposited 
fbr  three  centuries  in  the  chapel  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  but  are  now  removed 
to  Vicima.  A  portion  of  the  building 
is  snppoaud  to  have  been  erected  by 
Frederick  Barbarossa  (1187) ;  bnl  an 
earlier  date  is  assigned  to  the  penta- 
gonal tower,  perhaps  the  oldest  coa- 
Btmction  in  Nnremberg;  and  the 
Reidentharm  (Heatlicn  Tower),  so 
called  from  some  carviujgs  once  looked 
npon  as  idols.  It  contains  a  'remark- 
able double  chapel,  in  two  stories,  in 
the  Ramanesqne  style:  the  lower,  or 
St.  Margant'i,  sopported  by  low  and 
thick  piers,  dates  probably  between 
1034  and  1039;  the  upper  pf  St. 
Ottmar,  or  Kaieerbapdle,  resting  on 
alight  marble  pillars  with  barbarous 
imitations  of  Corinthian  capitals,  pro- 
bably of  the  time  of  the  Emperor 
Henry  III.,  1039-1056, 

A  gateway  beyond  these  chapels 
leads  into  the  castle  yard,  in  the 
middle  of  which  stands  a  lime-tree, 
said  to  be  700  years  old  ;  a  marvel  of 
vegetation.  Its  trunk  rises  as  straight 
as  a  column  to  a  height  of  aboot  30  ft. ; 
it  measures  15  ft.  in  circumference  al 
4  ft.  from  the  ground.  The  greater 
part  of  the  castle,  which  sarrounds 
this  court,  dates  most  probably  from 
the  restoration  ofthe  building  in  1520. 
The  castle  was  repaired  in  modern 
Gothic  style  for  King  Max.  in  1858, 
and  a  few  apartments  are  fitted  up  for 
the  Koyal  Family ;  they  contain  seve- 
ral stoves  of  enamelled  German  pot- 
tery, which  bear  the  date  of  1657, 
Here  are  also  some  pictures  of  early 
German  masters :  by  AUdorfer,  Burgh- 
mair,  SdiSiiffeHn,  and  Martin  SchBu. 
Near  it  is  a  well  350  it  deep,  hewn  in 
the  rock  by  prisoners,  the  labour  of 
30  years.  From  the  edge  of  the 
water  three  eublerranean  ways  for- 
merly led,  one  of  which  (thai  to  the 
Jiaciiaus)  is  slUl  open.  In  the  adja- 
cent paitagonal  tower  may  be  seen  a 
ojllectJoB  of  Instruments  of  Torturt, 
^nicb  tornied  the  invariable  accom- 


paniment of  the  jurisprudence  of  the 
liddle  ages,  down  to  the   ITth 
3th  cents.    They  are  partly  derivi 
from  the  prisons  of  the  city,  and  * 
elude  Oie  radc  in  all  its  raaitifarii 
forms  of  horror.

The  dmicliyard  of  Bt.  Jolm,  about 
\  m.  beyond  the  liurgandThiergarten 
Gate,  to  the  N.W.  of  the  Castle,  is 
without  a  parallel  in  Germany  :  it  hat 
been  the  burial-plaee  of  the  borgher 
aristocracy  of  Nuremberg  for  many 
centuries.  Ainongthe35D0grave3toaes 
contained  in  it,  all  regularly  numbered 
andmostlydecoralednilh  bronze  plates 
bearing  coats-of-arins  and  devices  of 
deceased  patricians,  the  following  are 
remarkable  :— No.  649,  Albert  Durer't 
grave,  a  simple  bronze  plate,  with  Hia 
well-known  monogram  and  the  in- 
scription,  CtH'dguiff-ifterliUKrertmor- 
bile  fuil,  cub  hoc  conditw  fumulo.

Examination  has  proved  that  his  re- 
mains no  longer  occupy  it,  but  have 
been  replaced  by  those  of  others. 
Diirer  died  of  a  piteous  complaint — b 
termagant  wife,  a  perfect  Xantippe, 
who  plagued  his  gentle  spirit  out  of  his- 
body.

The  .-waj  from  he  Thiergarten  Gate 
of  Ae  toiwn,  through  the  Seilersgasse, 
to  the    ehnmhyara,    is    plant^   at 
v^gidar  distances  with  Stations,  each 
hearing  a  bas-relief,  representing  a 
seene  in  the  passion  of  our  Saviour, 
eaeeated  by  Adam  Krafft.   They  were 
set  up  by  a  citizen  of  Nuremberg, 
■twm  Martin  Ketsel,  as  a  representa- 
tioa  of  the  Dolorous  Way  in  Jerusalem, 
dongwhieh  our  Saviour  is  supposed 
to  have  passed  in  going  from  Pilate's 
hoase  to  CSalvary.    Ketzel  made  two 
,   pilariiDageB  to  the  Holy  Land,  in  1477 
and. -1488,  in  order  to  bring  back  the 
asaet  measurements.    He  placed  these 
BiUara  at  intervals  between  his  own 
iioase«whieh  is  still  standing  (opposite 
that  of  A.  Dftrer),  No.  493,  and  the 
gate  of  the  charehyard,  corresponding 
with  the  distance  between  the  real  sta- 
tions in  Jeruaedem.    Several  of  the 
rdieft  are  defaced  by  time,  and  some 
hare  been  restored  by  Burgschmiet, 

TIm  Asgidienkirehe  (St.  Giles)  is  a 
building  in  the  Italian  style,  which 
■Beeecdcd,  in  1718,  a  very  ancient 
ehi^y  burnt  in  1696,  originallv 
ftonded  in  1140,  for  some  Scotch 
Benedictine  monks,  by  the  Emperor 
Conrad  III.  It  contains  an  altar- 
^eee  by  Vandyck,  a  Dead  Christ  sur- 
loonded  by  the  two  Maries  and  St. 
John.  The  angels  above  were  added 
by  an  inferior  modem  artist  of  the 
tomi.  Behijid  the  altar  are  two 
tiuaeotal  relie&  in  bronze,  by 
of  Peter    Fischer.      The 
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side-chapels  are  ancient,  havine  es- 
caped the  flames.  The  first,  St.  Wolf- 
gang's, contains  a  rude  carving  of 
the  Entombment;  the  second,  St. 
Eucharius*s,  is  in  the  transition  style, 
having  slender  pillars,  with  broad  capi- 
tals, but  pointed  arches;  the  third, 
built  in  1345,  is  hung  round  with 
escutcheons  of  the  Tetzel  family,  from 
the  12th  to  the  18th  centunes.  A 
sculptured  relief  here,  representing 
the  Coronation  of  the  Virgin,  is  by 
Adam  Kraft 

On  the  S.  side  of  this  church  is  the 
Gymnasium,  or  high-school,  founded 
by  Melancthon,  whose  statue,  by 
jm«rgf8oAmie^,  erected  in  1826,  stands  in 
front  of  it.  The  present  building  was 
erected  in  1699,  after  the  Benedictine 
abbey,  which  formerly  stood  here,  had 
been  destroyed  by  the  fire  which  con- 
sumed the  adjoining  church. 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  Aegidienplatz 
is  the  house  of  Mr.  Fuchs,  called,  from 
the  family  who  built  it  in  1605,  the 
Peller*8che  HauSy  a  fine  specimen  of 
the  style  of  the  Renaissance,  adapted 
to  the  old  German  arrangement  of 
the  facade:  it  was  finished  in  1605. 
Within  is  a  picturesque  courtyard  and 
staircase,  and  upstairs  a  room  with 
fine  wood  panelling  covering  the  walls 
and  ceiling. 

At  the  E.  end  of  the  Ae^dienplatz  is 
the  Landauer  Kloster.  It  was  origin- 
ally an  almshouse,  now  occupied  by 
the  Kunstgewerbsehule,  or  School  of 
Design.  The  chapel  roof  has  the  pen- 
dants of  the  cotemporanr  English 
style,  and  is  supported  by  elegant 
spiral  columns.  Here  stood  originally 
Durer's  celebrated  painting  of  the 
Trinity,  now  at  Vienna. 

The  *0EBMANI80HE  XUSEVK 
(Adm.  1  mk.;  open  10—1  and  2—4, 
Sun.  and  Wed.  free)  is  placed  in  an 
old  convent  (Karthauser-Kloster).  It 
contains  a  very  interesting  collection 
of  national  antiquities  and  historic 
relics  of  the  whole  *' Fatherland." 
Here  are  paintings,  sculptures,  arms, 
coins,  furniture,  books,  MSS.,  &c, 
and  the  art  collection  formerly  in  the

A  handsome  Jewish  Synagogue  in 
the  Moorish  style,  by  Wolf,  was 
opened  1874,  in  the  Spitalplatz. 

An  easy  indk  fi'om  the  town — on 
the  road  to  Hnmmelstein — is  the 
CkuOe  of  Liehienkof,  once  the  resi- 
denea  of  Gnstavns  Adolphos  and  his 
daaghter  Ohristina.  Their  sitting- 
roosn  has  been  preserved  intact,  and  is 
ahown  to  viutors. 

Hiitorio  Notes  on  Nwremberg. — ^Dur- 
ingthe  1 5th  and  1 6th  centuries,  Nurem- 
berg attained  the  height  of  its  wealth 
and  prosperity.  It  possessed  an  in- 
dependent domain,  23  Germ.  m.  in 
extent;  it  was  able  to  furnish  a 
contingent  of  6000  fighting  men  to  the 
amy  of  the  Emp.  Maximilian;  and  it 
was  the  centre  of  trade  between  East 
and  West,  the  chief  mart  and  staple 
riaee  Ibr  the  produce  of  Italy  and  the 
Levant,  which  it  received  principally 
fWmi  Venice  and  Genoa,  and  distn- 
bated  over  the  north  and  west  of 
Europe,  retoming  in  exchange  what- 
ever the  North  had  to  offer.  It  was 
admirably  adapted  also  by  its  position 
fbr  an  entrepot  to  the  traffic  carried 
on  by  means  of  the  Danube  and  Rhine. 
Ikit  commerce  and  the  carrying  trade 
of  Enrope  were  by  no  means  the  only 
sooTces  of  its  w^th;  since,  in  the 
extent  and  celebrity  of  its  manufiic- 
tnres,  it  deserves  to  be  considered  as 
the  Birming^m  of  the  period.  Its 
artisans,  many  of  whom  may  more 
properly  be  styled  artists,  especially 
the  woricers  of  metals,  smiths,  ar- 
mourers, cutlers,  casters  in  bronze, 
and  gddsmiths,  were  esteemed  the 
most  ennmng  and  skilful  craftsmen 
in  Europe,  and  their  productions  were 
highly  prized ;  the  (uoth  weavers  and 
^ers  were  likewise  in  high  repute. 
To  this  period  belong  the  names  of 
the  Nuremberg  artists  —  Michael 
Woklgmnt^  {1434-1519),  and  his 
pnpaji0gf^I?£rer(l471'1528),painter, 
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and  engineer ;  Peter  Vischery  sculptor 
and  caster  in  bronze  (d.  1529) ;  Adam 
Krafft,  sculptor  (d.  1507),  whose 
works  served  as  models  to  improve 
the  taste  of  their  townsmen.  To 
these  may  be  added  Veit  Stossy  carver 
in  wood,  who,  bom  at  Cracow  in  1447, 
settled  at  Nuremberg,  and  died  there 
in  1542.  Many  discoveries,  both  use- 
ful and  pernicious  to  man,  but  which 
may  be  said  to  belong  to  the  arts  of 
Ufe,  were  made  here.  Thus  playing- 
cards,  if  not  invented,  were  manu- 
factured here  as  early  as  1380:  in 
1390  a  citizen  of  Nuremberg  built  a 
paper-mill,  without  doubt  the  first  in 
Germany.  Records  exist  of  cannon 
being  eaet  here  in  1356:  those  pre- 
viously in  use  are  believed  to  have 
been  constructed  of  iron  bars  held 
together  by  hoops.  The  first  watches 
(called  Nuremberg  eggs  from  their 
oval  shape)  were  made  here  in  1500, 
by  one  Peter  Hele  ;  the  first  gunlock 
in  1517.  In  1360  Rudolph  invented 
a  machine  for  drawing  wire :  in  1550 
Erasmus  Ehner  found  out  that  par- 
ticular alloy  of  metals  called  brass; 
the  brass  of  earlier  times  was  a  dif- 
ferent combination.  Hans  Lobsinger^ 
the  inventor  of  the  air-gun  (1560), 
and  Christopher  Denner,  of  the  clarinet 
(1690),  were  also  natives  of  this  city. 
Nuremberg  also  ^ve  birth  to  Veit 
Hirschvdgel  and  his  three  sons,  a  race 
of  potters  and  glass  painters.  Augustin 
Hirschvdgel  travelled  into  Italy,  and 
went  to  Urbino,  where  he  learnt  the 
art  of  enamelling  pottery.  He  re- 
turned in  1539,  and  established  a 
manufactory  of  that  ware  at  Nurem- 
berg. 

Various  causes  contributed  to  the 
decay  of  Nuremberg :  among  the  fore- 
most may  be  reckoned  the  discovenr  of 
the  passage  to  India  round  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  which  turned  the  com- 
merce of  the  East  away  from  Central 
Europe  into  an  entirely  new  channel. 
The  selfish  and  misguided  prejudices 
of  the  tnAes  and  guilds  contributed 
not  a  little  to  ^e  ruin  of  its  manufac- 
turers. In  1494  the  Jews  were  ex- 
Selled,  and  forbade  under  pain  of

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well  ai  their  neighbonra  of  Augsburg, 
adopted  early,  and  stedfaatly  adhered 
to,  Ihe  Eaformed  fulh.  For  several 
oentnries  no  Romanist  was  allowed  to 
hold  property  in  the  town,  and  in  1S4I 
it  contained  only  SG92  Bomau  Gatho- 
lirs,  who  have,  it  is  said,  increased 
since  then  in  a  greater  ratio  thsin 
the  ProtfiBlants,  at  least  among  the 
lower  classj  Nnremherg  consequently 
eagerly  espoused  the  cause  of  Gus- 
tavus  Adolphus,  who,  in  1633,  was 
ooDipelled  to  throw  himself  into  the 
town  with  an  army  of  15,000  men, 
to  protect  both  himself  and  it  from 
the  advancing  force  of  Wallenslein, 
which  was  treble  his  own.  He  had 
barel;  time  to  ensconce  himself  bc' 
hind  B  rampant,  which  his  troops, 
aided  by  the  townsfolk,  threw  up  round 
the  walls,  enclosing  the  city  within  a 
ditch  8  ft.  deep  and  1 2  broad,  slreugth- 
ened  with  bastions  and  half-moons  ut 
intervals,  and  defended  by  300  pieces 
of  cannon,  when  the  Imperial  army 
drew  near.  The  fortified  camp  of  the 
Swedes,  though  hastily  conslructod 
within  U  days,  appeared  so  formidable 
to  Walleustoin  that  he  declined  at- 
tacking it,  and  preferred  waiting 
quietly  un^l  famine  should  starve  his 
enemies  into  surrender.  With  this 
view,  he  also  entrenched  his  army 
within  a  strong  position  upon  the 
height  above  Fiirth,  to  the  south  of 
the  Keduitz,  (rusting  to  be  able  from 
thence  to  tntorcept  communicatiouH 
and  cut  off  supplies  from  his  adversary. 
For  nearly  3  months  did  these  two 
masters  of  the  art  of  war  sit  watching 
each  other  like  skilful  chess-players, 
each  fearful  lest  a  single  move  should 
give  advantage  to  his  opponent.  Wal- 
lenslein, in  thus  attempting  to  starve 
out  rie Ssvvdes,  was  bimselfredaceA  to 
the  utmost  straits;  (Jie  conn  try  around, 
la^arui^/jr  and  designedly  wasted  by 
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to  send  35  m.  for  forage,  and 
came  a  question  of  doubtful  resnl 
which  party  would  hold  out  th 
longest.  Gustavus  had  in  the  mean 
while  received  reinforcements,  wbiel 
raised  his  army  to  nearly  an  eqnali^ 
with  that  of  the  Imperialists,  and  k 
addition  he  was  backed  by  30,00 
citizens  of  Nuremberg  capable  o 
bearing  arms,  aud  devoted  to  U 
cause.  This  very  augmentation  q 
force  was  of  baneful  consequeoo^ 
in  exhausting  hjs  supplies,  whiok 
were  scanty  before.  Tlie  city,  though 
previously  well  slored  by  the  fore- 
thought of  the  magistralei,  could- 
barely  furnish  enough  for  its  owv 
wants ;  and  famine,  and  its  consM 
quence,  disease,  laid  thousands  low^t 
both  in  the  camp  and  city.  The  klii^ 
perceiving  the  Impossibility  of  rfr> 
taining  his  position  longer,  nsed  ereryt 
efibrttohringonagenenileuga  " 
and  draw  down  the  enemy  £ 
vantage-ground.  When  this  proved 
unsuccessful,  he  was  driven  to  that 
desperate  and  hopeless  determlnatioar 
of  storming  his  camp  near  Fiirth  (see; 
the  account  of  the  battle  there  givenV 
WallcuBtein,  secured  behind  bu  bulr! 
warks,  and  showering  death  upon  thoi 
Swedish  ranks,  laughed  to  scorn  the  raslfe 
enlerprise,  and  Gustavus,  unsucj^as'  * 
for  the  first  time  in  his  life,  i 
compelled  to  break  op  from  hii^ 
quarters  and  retreat  (Sept,  8,  1G3»V 
leavings  garrison  of  SOOU  men  iaNort 
remberg.  At  the  time  of  his  depactor*, 
aO.OOUSwedesand  10,000  of  Iheddieiw 
had  perished  of  disease  and  atarvatioot 
in  about  S  or  10  weeks ;  fire  and  9woi4; 
hod  laid  waste  the  surroundiugeountrjv, 
reducing  it  to  a  desert ;  the  □dghboui'i 
ing  villaffea  and  hamlets  were  beeps  ot, 
ashes  and  ruin.  Wallenatein  managed 
to  keep  his  ground  only  for  a  days. 
after  his  rival  hod  withdrawn,  ilt^ 
then  broke  up  his  camp  and  retreated,)' 
having  scarcely  suffered  less  than  Gus., 
tavus,  nor  did  he  venture  any  attemp|>' 
upon  Nuremberg.  The  extraordina^, 
eUbrts  made  by  the  city  to  meet  this

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bored  with  a  load  of  debt  whose  burden 
Rmained  oppressively  felt  for  more 
than  a  century. 

The  ancient  form  of  goyemment  of 
Nuernberg  yras  decidedly  aristocratic, 
and  bore  much  resemblaince  to  that  of 
Venice.  About  30  patrician  families 
ibr  a  long  time  monopolised  the  chief 
aathoritT,  and  from  among  them  was 
ehoeen  the  council  of  state,  consisting 
of  8  members,  who  formed  the  ezecu- 
'Are. 

Down  to  the  peace  of  Pressburg  (26 
Dec  1805)  the  city  possessed  a  consti- 
tution of  its  own,  enjoying  the  privi- 
l^gety  grants,  and  immnmties  which 
Ind  been  b^towed  upon  it  bj  the 
▼arions  German  emperors,  begmning 
as  fhr  back  as  1219,  such  as  free  elec- 
tioa  of  magistrates,  and  independent 
courts' of  justice. 

The  Emperor  appointed  a  Burg- 
graf^  or  Stadtiiolder,  who  was  generally 
a  member  of  some  noble  or  princely 
flunily :  he  lived  in  the  castle  within  the 
wallSy  and  was  intended  to  be  a  pro- 
teetor  of  the  city,thoagh  he  was  usually 
regarded  by  the  burghers  as  a  thorn  in 
Its  side.  The  ancestors  of  the  present 
Bojral  Family  of  Prussia  make  their 
fliit  appearance  in  history  as  Burgraves 
of  Nuremberg.  The^  were  constantly 
engaged  in  feuds  with  the  citizens, 
until  at  last,  in  1417,  Frederic  lY., 
Borgrave  of  Nuremberg,  anxious  to 
ruse  money  to  purchase  the  Mark  of 
Brandenburg,  sold  the  castle  and  a 
portion  of  ms  rights  to  the  citizens 
Ibr  ISOtOOO  gold  ^dens. 

In  1806,  by  a  decree  of  Napoleon, 
Nuremberg  ceased  to  be  a  free  city, 
and  was'  given  over  to  the  King  of 
BaTaria, 


Leaving  Nuremberg,  the  line  is 
bordered  by  woods  as  far  as

Oehenbmok,  whence  a  road  leads 
W.  into  the  pretty  Schwarzach  Thai. 
The  Ladwigs-Canal  is  crossed  to 
Meuauurkt'OU'der-^fttlM  (6000),  fre- 


quented for  its  sulphur  springs.  Here 
is  a  Gothic  church,  and  a  1 5th-cent. 
town  hall.  3  m.  £.  are  the  imposing 
ruins  of  Wolfstein, 

The  line  traverses  the  Sulzthal,  and 
enters  a  wooded  hilly  district,  crossing 
the  Xa5er.  stream  to  Parsberg,  in  a 
picturesque  situation,  with  an  old 
ch&teau  and  ch.  worth  visiting.  Soon 
afterwards  the  rly.  descends  the  very 
attractive  Laberthal. 

Ettershausen,  a  favourite  excursion 
from  Begensburg.  Here  is  a  large 
cavern  in  the  rock,  called  the  Robber' a 
Den,  The  rt  bank  of  the  Nab  is  now 
followed,  and  the  Danube  crossed  near 
Prufening. 

BEOENSBUBG  (1010  ft.),  called  by 
the  English  Batisbon,  is  a  city  of 
40,000  Inhab.  (8000  Protestants,  and 
600  Jews)  on  the  rt.  bank  of  the 
Danube.  A  narrow  stone  Bridge 
(1135-46),  380  yds.  long,  connects  the 
city  with  its  suburb  Stadt-am-Hof. 
The  name  is  derived  from  the  small 
river  Begen,  which  runs  into  the 
Danube  nearly  opposite.  It  was  called 
by  the  Bomans  Castra  Begina^  and  by 
the  Celts  Batisbona. 

For  many  centuries  this  was  one 
of  the  wealthiest  and  most  important 
of  the  free  Imperial  cities.  A  large 
portion  of  the  commerce  of  Europe 
passed  through  it :  it  had  factories  in 
distant  countries,  and  merchants  of 
Kiev  in  Kussia  drew  bills  upon  its 
bankers.  As  early  as  the  Crusades 
the  boatmen  of  Batisbon  were  famous ; 
they  conveyed  pious  pilgrims  and  war- 
riors down  the  Danube  on  their  way 
to  the  Holy  Land.  In  later  times 
(from  1663  to  1806)  it  became  the  seat 
of  the  Imperial  Diets,  62  of  which 
were  held  within  its  walls.  The  Street 
of  Ambassadors  reminds  the  spectator 
of  the  days  when  the  vast  straggling 
mansions  composing  it  were  occupied 
by  the  ministers  of  the  ruling  states 
of  Europe.  The  same  causes  which 
affected  the  prosperity  of  Augsburg 
and  Nuremberg  were  equally  pre- 
judicial to  the  good  fortune  of  Batis- 
bon ;  and  in  the  middle  of  the  I7th 
century  \t  laa^  i\x«^^  i^<^i{i  V^^*^ 
decay.    The  «3iXi«\&  ol  ^  Xfiri^i^ 
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>f  moDEy.  The  last  of  them,  ia  1809, 
when  the  town  was  stormed  by  Napo- 
leon, and  obstinatelj  defended  by  the 
AuBlrianB,  inflicted  the  eeverest  injury; 
nearly  SOO  houses  and  the  vhole 
suburb  were  then  burnt  to  the  ground.

of  architecture, 
Nuremberg.  Among  its  ordinary 
dwelling-hooses  may  be  observed  here 
and  tbere  tall  batllemented  tmnern, 
with  loopholes  in  the  walls ;  the  habi- 
tations  and  fortreEBes,  in  uncieDt  times, 
of  a  tyrannical  and  timid  aristocracy, 
who  were  obliged  to  be  ever  on  the 
defeosive,  even  against  their  fellon- 
<»tizens.  The  loftiest  of  these  is  the 
Galdea  Tower  in  the  Wallerstiasse ; 
anolher  beats  the  figures  of  Golialh 
and  David  painted  on  the  outside.  A 
third  is  attached  to  the  ion  of  the 
Golden  Cross. 

The  'CATBEDEAt  of  St.  Peter, 

of  ibe  finest  Gothic  churches  in  I 

many,  was  founded   by  Bishop   Leo 

Tundorfer  in  the  year  1273.   Its  coo- 

l   ■tructioD  was    continued    under    the 

■nperintendence  of  the  architects  Lnd- 


»wig  (1306),  Heiurich  der  Zehenture 
{13S0),  Liebhart  der  Mynner  (U40), 
and  Andreas  Egl  <I418).  The  N. 
tower  was  commenced  in  1410,  and 
the  W,  fanade  completed  in  1486,  by 
Matthew  Koritzer.  The  ch.  was  then 
carried  on  under  Wolfgang  Roritzer 
(1514)  and  succeeding  architects  until 
the  beginning  of  the  17th  century, 
when  it  was  left  in  an  unfinished 
state.  The  completion  of  the  two 
beantifut  west  towers  was  began  in 
IS63,  under  the  direction  of  the  archi- 
tect Denzinger,  and  finished  in  1870. 
The  S.  part  of  the  W.  front  is  in  the 
Oecoraled  sljle  of  the  14th  century, 
*4e  JV.  part  being  a  century  later. 
TMe  general  character  of  the  building

which  the  modem  art  of  Munich  has 
produced.  The  higli  altar  front  is 
of  solid  sil-rer,  moat  beautiftilly 
chased.  Above  il  rises  a  crucifix, 
finely  sculptured.  N.  of  the  allar 
rises  an  elaborate  Sacramentsbans  at 
1493,  50  ft.  high,  a.domed  with  nnme^ 
rons  statuettes.  The  other  altan  aro 
placed  under  elegant  Gothic  cnnopiM 
carved  in  stone.  In  the  N.  aisle,  in 
the  5tii  bay  from  the  W.  end.  againct 
the  wall,  is  a  statne  of  the  Vir^,  of 
singular  beauty,  highly  worthy  of 
attention  as  a  work  of  art,  probably 
of  the  14th  century.

200  little  holes.  Opposite  to  it  is  a 
low  gallery,  supported  on  round  arches 
by  stunted  pilUrs.  This  chapel  is 
lighted  by  small  round-headed  win- 
dows, placed  high  up  in  the  recesses 
on  each  side. 

S.E.  of  the  cathedral,  in  the  N.W. 
corner  of  the  Corn  Market,  stands  a 
square  massive  tower  of  rough  masonry, 
called  the  Soman  Tower,  probably  the 
oldest  structure  in  Batisbon,  and  a 
relic  of  the  Boman  castle.  Close  by 
is  "^St.  UMeh,  a  fine  and  curiously 
constructed  early  pointed  building, 
with  massive  piers  and  deep  galleries. 
It  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  Kuseum, 
^>en  daily  from  8  to  6,  50  pf.;  on 
Sun.  8  to  12,  20  pf.;  catalogue  SO  pf. 
On  the  ground  floor  are  sculptured 
Boman  fragments,  tombs,  sarcophagi, 
and  objects  in  stone.  Above,  in  the 
galleries,  pre-historic  remains,  trinkets, 
bronze  implements,  pottery,  glass, 
coins,  human  skulls  and  skeletons,  and 
various  smaller  antiquities.  E.  of  the 
Cathedral  is  the  church  of  the 

Kieder-Xiinster,  attached  to  a  nun- 
nery long  since  dissolved,  whose 
abbesses  held  the  rank  of  princesses 
of  the  empire,  and  occupied  seats  in 
the  Diet.  It  has  a  Bomanesque  door, 
and  some  old  tomb-slabs  in  its  portico. 
S.E.  is  the  Chnroh  of  the  Xinorites, 
wiA  a  graceful  I4th  cent,  choir. 

The  Benedictine  Church  of  St.  James 
(Schottenkirche),  at  the  W.  end  of 
the  city,  close  to  the  Jacob's  Gate, 
was  attached  to  a  monastery  founded, 
like  many  others,  on  the  Danube,  at 
Wfiraburg,  Vienna,  Erfbrt,  &c.,  in 
the  10th  and  11th  cents.,  by  Scotch 
Bene^ctines,  exiles  from  their  country, 
who,  being  pious  men  and  good  teach- 
erSf  were  encouraged  by  the  princes 
of  Germany.  On  the  N.  side  is  a 
singular  projecting  '*'porch  of  the 
13th  cent--a  circular  arch,  sup- 
ported at  the  sides  hj  pillars,  near  the 
bases  of  which  are  lions.  It  is  orna- 
mented with  curious  carvings,  sup- 
posed to  represent  the  triumph  of 
Christianity  over  various  forms  of 
heathenism.  T\ie  OhwmAv^  Y^5S^«i^^

The  Oh.  of  St. 
Batisbon,  is  an  interesting 
one  of  the  most  antuent  in  Germany. 
It  was  fonnded  in  663,  and  restored  by 
the  Eioperor  Charlemacne  iti  or  about 
the  year  iOti,  It  has  an  isolated  tower, 
ornameated  with  etataes,  and  a  fore- 
court, in  the  round  style.  Over  the 
entrance  is  a  restored  fresco  of  Saints 
and  founders,  and  □□  a  wall  to  the  rt. 
is  a  Romaoesque  arcade.  It  contains 
monnmeats  of  St.  Emmeran,  St  Wolf- 
sang  (both  bishops  here),  of  St.  Denis 
the  Areopagite,  of  King  Childeric, 
who  was  driven  hither  out  of  France, 
of  the  Emp.  Amulph  and  his  eon,  &c. 
In  the  sacrialy  are  preserved  the  ela- 
borately orniuDBnted  silver  shrines  of 
Kshops  Emmeran  and  Wolfing,  wjtfa 
their  crosiers  of  ivory,  mitres,  and 
robes.  Below  the  W.  choir  is  the 
crypt  of  St.  Wolfgang  (llth  cent.) 

The  abbot  of  St.  Emmeran  enjoyed 
princely  rank,  and  sat  at  the  Diets  on 
the  bench  of  Khenish  prelates.  The 
vast  abbey  was  converted  in  1809 
into  the  Palace  of  Fringe  Ilinin  nnd 
Tazil.  The  S/aUes  are  handsome 
and  large.  The  ridiu^-scliool,  built 
in  1830,  is  decorated  wirh  bas-reliefs 
by  SehieantlmUr,  representing  horse- 
racing  at  the  Olympian  Games.  The 
eloistu!!,  which  have  been  restored, 
are  a  Gne  specimen  of  the  Gothic 
arcbilecture  of  the  14th  cent.  The 
gateways  at  each  end  of  the  eastern 
cloister  are  remarkable.  The  Oothic 
Chapel,  within  the  area  of  these 
cloisters,  is  an  eJegaut  modem  struo-

Excursion  to  Walhalla. 

A  small  steamer  runs  4  times  a  day 
between  Regensburg  and  Donanstaut*, 
I  hr.  up,  i  hr.  down.  On  holidays  it 
is  inconveniently  crowded. 
^  The  river  llegen  flows  into  the 
Danube  close  to  the  houses  of  Stadt-ani- 
Hof,  below  -which  the  railway  bridge 
crosses  the  Danube.  The  1.  bank  is 
picturesque  from  the  outset.  It  con- 
sists of  wooded  hills,  in  whose  re- 
cesses are  one  or  two  country-houses 
and  taverns,  or  places  of  summer 
resort  for  the  citizens.  The  chief  of 
these  is  the  beer-cellar  of  Tegemheim. 

Here  the  limestone  hills,  which 
have  followed  the  course  of  the 
Danube  from  the  Swabian  Alps,  give 
place  to  porphyry,  and  become  more 
picturesque.  Their  slopes  are  planted 
with  vines. 

The  village  of  Donaustauf,  with  the 
villa  of  Prince  Thurn  und  Taxis,  was 
almost  entirely  destroyed  by  fire  in 
the  spring  of  1880. 

The  castle  of  Stauf,  originally  the 
property  of  the  Bishops  of  Regens- 
burg, was  blown  up  and  reduced  to  its 
present  condition  by  Duke  Bernhard 
of  Weimar,  in  the  Thirty  Years'  War 
(1634),  after  a  siege  which  its  small 
garrison  withstood  for  more  than  2 
months.  Both  town  and  castle  now 
belong  to  the  Prince  of  Thurn  und 
Taxis,  who  has  taken  pains  to  preserve 
the  ruins,  has  rendered  them  accessible 
by  footpaths  carried  up  the  height, 
and  has  improved  the  picturesque 
beauty  of  the  spot  by  garden  and 
plantations. 

Walhalla  is  best  reached  from 
Regensburg  by  carriage.  Two  horses, 
there  and  back,  for  two  persons,  10 
marks;  four  persons,  13  marks.  Ex- 
cept by  special  agreement  to  the  con- 
trary, the  driver  stops  at  Donaustauf, 
and  expects  visitors  to  walk  through 
the  shrubbery  up  the  hill.  Entrance 
to  the  Temple  daily  from  8  to  12  and 
3  to  7,  free.  The  traveller  is  required 
to  put  on  list  slippers  at  the  door

In  a  wood  at  the 
foot  of  the  Reschenstein  a  subterranean 
canal  opens  out,  which  has  been  bored 
quite  through  the  isthmus  to  convey 
the  floatinjBf  wood  from  the  weir  on  the 
opposite  side,  by  which  it  is  collected. 
The  view  into  this  valley  from  the 
heights  behind  Fort  Oberhaus  (it  is 
not  fisible  from  the  fort  itself),  near 
thepowder  magazine,  is  very  singular.

The  Sehafberg,  a  hill,  2  hrs.  distant, 
afibrds  a  fine  panoramic  view. 

The  Bomans  perceived  at  an  early 
period  the  military  importance  of  the 
pontion  of  Passau.  They  erected  a 
strong  camp  on  the  tongue  of  land 
between  the  Inn  and  Danube,  and 
garrisoned  it  with  veteran  Batavian 
troops,  whence  its  ancient  name.

The  Michelsberg  (1445  ft)  may 
be  ascended  hence  in  20  min.,but  a 
finer  Tiew  is  obtained  from  the  *Han8- 
JSrgUNirg  (1}  hr.,  descent  to]  Reichen- 
ichwand  in  {  hr.). 

The  rly.  soon  turns  N.,  and  ascends 
through  the  winding  *Obere  Pe^itz- 
fhal;  at  the  month  of  the  Hirsch 
bachthal,  on  the  rt.,  lies  Eschen- 
hadtj  irith  its  Cnrhaos  and  ch&teau. 
"Senr  ArteUh>fen,  reached  by  a  narrow 
Talley  openiiuf  W.,  is  a  natural  Pillar 
or  *neeale  of  Dolomitic  rock,  called 
the  "  l^ger  of  God,"  rising  above  a 
plateaa  of  Jurassic  formation.  Be- 
Tond  Yorra,  where  the  rly.  bridge  is 
boilt  of  shell  breccia,  the  scenery 
beoOToes  very  attractive,  and  at  Bnp- 
'  prtehtstegen  is  reached  the  central 
point  of  the  so-called  Nuremberg 
Switserland.  Pleasant  walk  through 
the  Ankathal  to  the  (6  m.)  ruins  of 
Hohenstein  (2080  ft.)  ;  or  along  the  1. 
bank  of  the  Pegnitz  to  (3  m.)  Schloss 
Hartenstein, 

The  rly.  now  crosses  several  bridges 
and  psssei  through  five  tunnels,  each 
of  which  is  inscribed  with  some  fanci- 
ftil  name.    The  valley  opens  at 

Venhanfy  above  which  are  the 
ruins  of  Schloss  Veldeustein,  with 
tnrreted  walls.  [2  m.  £.,  near 
Krottensee,  is  the  *kaximilianshdlile, 
a  large  grotto  with  fine  stalactites. 
Adm,  75  of.]  Dil.  to  (8  m.)  Potten- 
stein  and  (14  m.)  Gossweinstein. 
Hence  the  rly.  ascends  to  Schnabel- 
Wlddy  beyond  which  it  turns  E.,  still

tonnel  Under  me  Hard  leads  to  Kirch-

N. — At  Kreussen,  a  small  town 
noted  for  its  earthenware,  the  cele- 
brated **  Apostle  Mugs  "  were  made. 

BAYSETJTH  (24,000)  on  the  Eed 
Mun,  capital  of  Upper  Franconia 
(1180  ft.),  was  a  possession  of  the 
ancestors  of  the  reigning  royal  family 
of  Prussia  (Hohenzolleru),  when  they 
were  merely  Burgraves  of  Nuremberg. 
In  1 791,  the  last  Margrave  dying  with- 
out children,  it  became  a  dependency 
of  the  crown  of  Prussia;  but  was 
ceded  at  the  peace  of  Tilsit  to  the 
French,  who  added  it  to  the  Bavarian 
dominions.  Although  several  monu- 
mental edifices  tell  of  more  prosperous 
days  in  bygone  times,  when  the  Mar- 
graves of  Brandenberg  spent  much 
upon  beautifying  and  adorning  their 
residence  (especially  from  1650  to 
1750),  it  has  a  cheerless  and  deserted 
character.  It  is  now  chiefly  remark- 
able as  the  spot  selected  by  the  late 
Biehard  Wagner  for  the  performance 
of  his  operas. 

By  an  almost  national  subscription, 
funds  were   rused   to  build  a  vast

In 
firont  is  a  brouze  st&tas  of  King 
Mai.

Behind 
it  is  a  Public  Garden,  and  in  the 
square  in  front  stands  ,an  equestrian 
status  of  the  Uargrave  Ciiristian 
Ernst  (d.

In  the  SchlosBplutz  is  a  bronse 
atatna  of  Jean  Paul  F,  Jtickter,  by 
SiAinanthaUr,  erected  in  1341,  the 
gift  of  the  King  of  Bavaria.  The 
hrmee,  in  the  Friedrichstrasse,  where 
he  lived  and  died  (1S26},  is  marked 
by  an  inscription  in  gold  letters.  His 
arave  will  be  found  in  the  Kirehhuf 
W.  of  the  town,  distinguished  by  a 
block  of  granite. 

The  Btadtkiiohe,  dedicated  to  SI. 
Mary  Magdalen,  is  a  Gothic  building 
(1439-1446),  badly  restored  in  1811.

Qeorgen,  reached  by  a  handso 
avenue.  The  road  to  the  I.,  beyt 
the  rly.,  passes  an  the  I.'a  large  cott 
factory,  and  on  the  rt.  a  prison, 
the  Peniisnliarj  to  the  1.  ore  marblei 
works,  in  which  31  varieties  of  marbla 
from  the  Fichtelgebirge  are  cut  and 
polished.

3  m.  to  the  E.  is  the  Palace  of  the

George  William  in  17IS  ;  a  fanciful 
building  with  gardt 
fountains,  terraces,  statues,  flic 
a  very  l)eautifol  park  attached 
Within  the  building  are  shovr 
apartments  and  bed  occupied  by 
Frederick  the  Great;  and  the  room 
in  which  his  sister,  the  Margravine  of 
Bayreuth,  wrote  her  Memoirs;  also 
a  portrait  of  the  White  Lady.  She 
was  a  widowed  Countess  of  Orla-. 
miinde,  who,  being  in  love  with  Prince" 
Albert  the  Handsome  of  Brandenburg, 
murdered  her  two  children  in  the 
hope  of  gaining  his  aOections ;  but,, 
being  spurned,  died  of  grief  in  the 
nunnery  of  Himmclskroo,  near  Bay- 
reuth, and  is  said  still  to  haunt  ^he 
palaces  of  the  Prussian  family. 
Eremitage  is  said  to  have  cost 
2,000,000  fl.,  and  the  Temple  of  the 
Sun  alone  100,000  fl.  _  This  building 
is  a  imitation  in  miniature  of  St, 
Peter's  church  at  Rome,  having  a 
semicircular  portico  on  each  side.  Oo 
Sundays  the  gardens  are  much  fre- 
quented by  the  Bayreuthers ;  thB'

HflilsbfODn.  The  fine  *charch  of 
the  sequestrated  Cistercian  Abbey  is 
rich  in  caryed  work,  and  contains 
aome  curious  monuments  of  knights 
and  margraves  (1512-1603);  also 
puntings  by  Wohlgemuth  and  Knlm- 
bach.  The  choir  is  of  13th  cent. 
Gkythic ;  the  aisles  late  pointed.  The 
Refectory,  now  degraded  into  a  brew- 
house,  deserves  attention  for  the  rich- 
ness of  its  portid,  and  fine  vaulting. 
The  spring  from  which  the  abbey 
tMkeg  its  name  risea  withia  the  ch. 
.^osssfaU  has  an  fLndent  church. 


Stein.  Here  is  Faber*s  lead-pencil 
factory.  The  rly.  crosses  the  Kednitz 
to  Nuremberg,  and  thence  ascends  the 
1.  bank  of  the  Pegnitz,  running 
parallel  with  Rte.  51,  to  Kogeldor^ 
10  min.  walk  from  which  are  the 
Schmauasenhach  gardens,  a  favourite 
excursion  from  Nuremberg. 

Bdthenbach.  1^  hr.  S.  rises  the 
Moritzberg.

Hersbmck.  Here  also  are  two 
stations,  a  mile  apart. 

Fommelsbmnn,  prettily  placed  at 
the  foot  of  the  Houbirch.  A  short 
line  connects  this  village  with  Hers- 
bruck  on  the  rt.  bank.  Here  the 
Pegnitz  is  quitted,  and  the  rly.  turns 
S.E.  to  Etzelwang.  N.E.  stand  the 
ruins  of  Kupprechtstein  and  Schloss 
Niedstein. 

Sulzbach  (3000),  with  a  large  castle, 
the  ancient  residence  of  the  Dukes  of 
Sulzbach.  Here,  in  the  Hussite* s  Tower, 
Jerome  of  Prague  was  confined  in 
1415,  before  being  sent  back  to  Con- 
stance to  suffer  at  the  stake. 

The  Canal  constructed  to  unite  the 
Danube  with  the  Main  and  Rhine 
reaches  its  summit- level  near  Feucht, 
being  raised  by  20  locks,  and  carried 
through  deep  rock-cuttings,  originally 
meant  to  be  tunnelled.  It  traverses 
a  ravine  by  means  of  a  trough- 
aqueduct 

Some  furnaces  and  iron-mines  are 
passed  on  the  way  to 

Amberg  (1 5,000)  on  the  Vils,  once 
capital  of  the  Upper  Palatinate,  sur- 
rounded by  walls  and  a  moat.  St. 
Martinis  Ch,  has  a  tower  320  ft.  high, 
and  contains  a  monument  to  Pfalzgraf 
Rupert  (1397).  The  ch.  with  3  towers 
is  that  of  St,  George,  Fine  ♦view  from 
the  Mariahilfberg,  a  place  of  pil- 
grimage. At  Irrenlohe  the  line  joins 
Rte.  60,  and  follows  it  as  far  as 
Schwandorft  where  it  turns  E.  to 
Boding,  Qn  the  I.  bank  of  the  Regen.

BoiUe  55. — Lichtenfeh, — Schwahach, 
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towers  and  spire,  surmounted  by  the 
fiDCtress  of  Plas^enbwrg  (now  a  prison), 
is  striking.  The  surrounding  country 
is  very  picturesque. 

The  Bed  Main  unites  with  the 
White  Main  near  Schloss  Steinhausen, 
where  the  railway  cuts  through  a  spur 
of  the  hillsi  before  reaching  Burg- 
Vmirtaflt  with  an  old  Schloss  and 
Bathhans.  The  Main  is  crossed  near 
Hoohitadt  Ifarktienlp. 

liohtenfelB  (865  ft.).  1  hr.  distant 
is  the  sanctuaiy  of  Yienehnheiligen, 
rebuilt  in  1772,  to  which  50,000  pil- 
grims annuiJly  repair.  1  hr.  further, 
on  a  similar  height  (1380  ft.),  stands 
the  sequestrated  convent  of  Bans, 
now  chftteau  and  seat  of  Duke  Max 
of  Bararia,  seated  on  a  wooded  height, 
eontiining  a  fine  collection  of  fossils 
of  the  neighbourhood,  Ichthyosaurus, 
&e.y  and  some  works  of  art.  Magnifi- 
oeot  *Tiew.    Descent  in  40  min.  to 

flteflUstela,  near  which  the  Staff el- 
'bwq  (1771^  ft.)  rises  abruptly,  crowned 
with  its  chapel.  Opposite,  260  ft 
lower,  stands  the  Veitt^yerg,  with  a 
ehapel  and  ruined  castle.  At  Bamberg 
our  line  turns  S.E.,  following  the 
coarse  of  the  river  Rednitz  and  the 
liodwifls-Canal. 

^nolBheim,  some  distance  beyond 
wUw  rises  the  Jagersburg,  once  a 
hantiiig-lodge  of  the  Prince  Bishops 
ofBum>erg. 

Vaorahhaim  (4400),  at  the  junction 
of  the  Wiesent  with  the  Regnitz.  It 
was  a  frontier  stronghold  of  the 
Bishops  of  Bambere,  and  withstood 
sieges  both  in  the  Thirty  and  Seven 
Tears'  Wars.  The  church  contains 
12  scenes  from  our  Lord's  Passion 
hy  M.  Wohlgemuth.  Charlemagne 
rended  here ;  and  several  Diets  and 
Oonndls  of  the  Church  were  held 
hare  in  the  middle  ages.  The  old 
ehapel  of  the  castle  has  some  wall- 
paintines  of  the  13th  cent.  Dil.  to 
.(14  m.  N.£.)  Muggendorff  where  the 
pedestrian,  approaching  the  district 
mm  this  side,  may  best  commence 
his  tour  in  the  Fnncoman  Switzer- 
JMBd  (61), 

The  sbeU  of  the  CkuOe  of  Scharfe- 


neck,  burned  by  the  Swedes  in  1634, 
is  seen  a  short  distance  to  the  W.  of 
the  railroad  before  arriving  at  Baiers- 
dorf.  A  tunnel  follows,  and  the 
Regnitz-thal  is  seen  on  the  1. 

Erlangen  (15,900)  chiefly  remark- 
able as  the  seat  of  a  University,  num- 
bering about  500  students,  founded  in 
1743  by  Margrave  Fredk.  of  Branden- 
burg, whose  statue  by  Schwanthaler 
stands  in  front  of  the  building.  It  is 
known  at  present  as  a  school  of  Pro- 
testant theology.  It  occupies  the 
Palace  of  the  Margraves  of  Bayreuth, 
in  the  centre  of  the  town.  Its  library 
contains  some  miniatures,  and  a 
valuable  collection  of  drawings  by 
Diirer  and  others.  The  town  (1060 
ft.)  owes  its  regalar  plan  and  straight 
streets  to  a  conflagration  which  con- 
sumed the  greater  part  of  it  in  170C, 
and  its  prosperity  to  the  French  Pro- 
testant emigrants  driven  out  of  their 
own  country  by  the  revocation  of  the 
Edict  of  Nantes,  who  transferred 
hither  their  skill  in  various  manufac- 
tures, and  their  industrious  habits. 
Good  heer  here. 

The  loch  of  the  Ludwip;s-Canal  at 
this  place  is  ornamented  with  an  alle- 
gorical group  sculptured  by  Schwan- 
thaler.

Schwabaoh  (7800),  an  active  town, 
situate  about  |  m.W.of  the  station,  with 
flourishing  manufactures;  the  chief 
being  that  of  pins.  The  Grothic  Town 
Church,  BJi  interesting  building  (1495), 
contains  a  remarkable  altar-piece 
carved  by  Veit  Stoss,  and  ]^amted 
by  Wohlgemuth,  besides  a  Yirein  and 
dhild  by  Martin  8ch6n  and  other 
valuable  pictures.

.  ingg  of  no  great  importance  (open 
10-l)t  and  on  the  first  floor  some 
Datcli  pictures  (2-5).  The  gardens 
are  very  enjoyable. 

IMMiaer  (9000),  the  seat  of  a  prince 
bhhop  moe    the    8th    cent.,   now 


merged  in  the  see  of  Munich.  The 
cathedral  (1161-1205)  has  been  sad  I  v 
modernized,  but  its  *crypt,  with 
double  aisles  and  curious  columns, 
is  highly  interesting.  It  contains  a 
statuette  of  Fred.  Barbarossa.  The 
cloisters  have  some  tombstones  worth 
notice,  and  communicate  with  the 
ch.  of  S.  Benedict,  which  has  a  good 
window.  In  the  Seminary  is  an  old 
painting  of  the  Virgin,  attributed  to 
S.  Luke.  To  the  W.  of  the  town,  on 
a  hill,  is  the  ancient  abbey  of  Weihen- 
sleplianj  now  an  agricultural  school. 

Beyond  Freising,  to  the  1.  of  the 
line,  is  the  battle-field  of  Gammels- 
dorf,  where  (1313)  Ludwig  of  Bavaria, 
afterwards  Emperor  of  Germany, 
completely  routed  Frederic  of  Austria. 

Koosburg  (2000)  an  ancient  town 
on  the  Isar,  with  a  completely 
modernized  early  ch.,  containing  some 
richly  carved  late  Gothic  wood-work. 
The  Anmer  is  crossed.  On  the  1. 
Schlo88  Isareck. 

Oiindlkofen;  to  the  rt.,  Schloss  Kron- 
winkel. 

LANDSHT7T(18,000)  is  situated  on  the 
Isar,  here  crossed  by  two  bridges.  The 
town  has  a  very  picturesque  character, 
from  the  antique  architecture  of  its 
buildings  and  the  number  of  its  towers ; 
the  most  conspicuous  of  them  being 
that  of  St.  lCartin'8  Ch.,  460  ft.  high, 
built  between  1432  and  1580.  This 
church,  St.  Jodocus  (begun  in  1338), 
and  the  Spital  Ch.  (begun  in  1407)  are 
good  examples  of  brick-work,  and  of 
a  class  called  by  the  Germans  Hallen- 
kirchen  —  that  is,  churches  having 
aisles  and  nave  of  equal  height.  St. 
Martin's  has  modern  painted  windows 
70  ft.  high,  and  a  richly  carved  high 
altar  and  pulpit. 

In  the  Postgebaude  (originally 
Chamber  of  the  Estates)  are  old 
frescoes,  which  have  been  retouched. 

The  Hew  Palace  (1536-43)  has  a 
fine  Court  and  halls  of  admirable 
Renaissance  work,  with  a  museum  of 
architectural  and  industrial  models. 
The  Eathhaos  (1446)  has  a  good  front 
of  186\,     Itv  ^^  T:fe?Xat^S.  ^Q\asss\ 
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tracing  the  eolmnce  slanda  a  bronze 
latueof  Mai  II.  The  staCne  in  front 
_t  the  GaTemment  buildiags  is  tliat 
WLudwig  the  Kich  (1479),  founder 
t  the  University,  Iraasferred  hither 
tlonilDgolstadtiD  1603,  and  to  Munich 
ji 1826. 

The  old  cBStle  of  Traiuniti  (Trau 
«■  nicht,  Tmet  it  not),  overlooking 
'Bie  town  from  the  height  on  which  it 
slimds,  waethe  birthplace  of  Coaradio, 
the  last  Hoheustaufen ;  the  prison 
of  Frederic  of  Anstria  for  3  years, 
duriagwhichhe  was  eonfined  by  Lewis 
the  J^tarian  ;  and  the  residence,  in 
the  13th  centy.,  of  the  dukes  of 
Lower  Bavaria.  The  'chapel  (1304- 
31)  of  very  singuJar  construction, 
surrounded  with  a  gallery,  has  been 
restored,  and  contains  some  good 
reliefs,  and  a  ciborium  of  1471.  The 
ceilings  and  panelling  of  some  of  the 
rooms  are  excellent,  and  the  mural 

Saintings  on  the  FooVs  Statrcase 
eserre  attention.  In  the  Court  is 
a  curious  well,  with  wrought -iron 
work,  and  bronze  pails  of  15A8. 
Beyond  the  Trausniiz  is  the  Tillage 
of  Berg,  whence  Landehut  may  be 
regained  by  a  path  through  the  large 
public  gardens.  Fine  Tiew  from  the 
Slaiuenherg,  J  hr.  above  the  town. 

Sinfahm  slands  oo  the  Kleine 
Laher ;  Eggm^hl,  on  the  6rii!«e  I^Ikt. 
Here  the  French  gained,  in  1HD9,  a 
decisive  victory  over  the  Austriaas, 
and  DavoQSt,  their  leader,  was  created 
Duke  of  Eokiniihl,  by  Napoleon.

WkmOeda  0755  ft.)  a  small  town 


of  3500  Inhab.,  on  the  Rossla,  rebuilt 
since  a  fire  in  1834;  the  birthplace 
(1763)  of  Jean  Paul  Priedrich  Richter. 
His  house  still  stands  in  the  market- 
place, with  bronze  bust  by  Schwan- 
thaler.  Near  this  town  coal-mines 
are  worked. 

About  2  m.  S.  of  Wunsiedel,  at  the 
end  of  an  avenue  of  trees,  lies 

Alezandersbad  (1915  ft.),  a  retired 
watering-place,  named  after  the  last 
Margrave  of  Ansbach  -  Bayreuth  in 
1782.  It  consists  of  the  8chlo88  or 
KurhauSj  and  a  few  cottages  near  it. 
The  Kurhaus  is  a  large  building, 
with  wings,  including  ball,  dining, 
and  billiard  rooms,  and  80  chambers, 
belon^ng  to  a  company.  The  water 
contains  a  small  portion  of  saline 
substance,  and  is  richly  impregnated 
with  carbonic  acid  gas ;  and  on  ac- 
count of  its  strengthening  qualities,  it 
is  often  used  as  an  after-cure  (Nach- 
kur),  following  a  course  of  the  waters 
of  Carlsbad. 

Less  than  2  m.  W.  is  the  *Laisen- 
berg  (1960  ft),  named  after  the  late 
Queen  of  Prussia.  It  exhibits  the 
singular  phenomenon  of  a  mountain 
in  ruins.  It  takes  more  than  two 
hours  to  explore  it  thoroughly.  The 
road  lies  through  a  wood  and  along 
the  slopes  of  a  hill,  copiously  strewn 
with  loose  masses  of  granite  rock, 
increasing  in  size  and  in  quantity, 
until  at  length  the  hill  itself  seems  to 
consist  of  nothing  else  but  disjointed 
fragments,  piled  in  heaps  over  one 
another.  The  result  of  this  sin- 
gular caprice  of  nature  is  a  sort  of 
)abyrinth,  which  has  been  rendered 
perfectly  accessible  by  paths,  wooden 
ladders,  and  steps  cut  in  the  rock,  con- 
structed by  the  managers  of  the  baths. 
It  is  so  intricate  in  parts  that  the  assist- 
ance of  a  guide,  though  not  indispen- 
sable, is  at  least  convenient.  One  may 
wander  for  hours  among  this  colos- 
sal heap  of  stones,  creeping  for  many 
yards  together  through  the  interstices 
of  the  huge  superincumbent  masses 
which  form  their  roofs;  or  scrambling 
over  projeclmg  ina&i&^%,  \.<5i  ^"t  ^omaaa^ 
of  the  h\\\,  wVuOcL  V&  '\\»Oii  «.  ^'jSwSm 
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I  Uodc,  marked  by  a  cmciflx.  It  com- 
mands an  exteneive  view  over  the 
chieb  of  tbeFichte]gebirge<^IiaiD,  and 
townrds  the  SaJton  Erzgebirge,  and 
Bithmerwald  monDtAiDs, 

The  moEt  GtrikiDg  spots  are  the 
Orosse  Grotte,  Muusters  Detikmal,aDd 
the  view  from  the  'Bnigsteiu  (2860 
ft.),  20  min.  beyood  the  Cross.  But 
the  vonder  of  the  place  is  the  beauti- 
ful phosphorescence  which  it  seen  iti 
the  craunieB  of  the  rocks,  and  which 
appears  and  disappears  according  to 
theposilion  of  the  spectator. 

The  number  of  trees,  spronline  up 
iu  all  direcUona  through  the  crevices, 
gives  the  Lucheberg,  at  a  distance, 
the  appearance  of  a  wood  \  and  the 
peculiar  laiuriauce  of  the  dark  green 
moss,  impart  an  air  of  eoft  beauty  to 
tbis  uDgnlar  scene.  The  ezplanatiou 
of  the  phenomenon  may  be,  either 
tliat  the  maaotaiii  has  beeu  shattered 
to  pieces  by  an  earthquake,  or,  which 
is  more  probable,  that  it  consisted  of 
of  softer  and  harder  kinds  of  granite 
intermixed;  that  the  softer  parts,  in 
process  of  time,  disiutegroled  by 
juoislare  and  frost,  have  been  washed 
oat  by  rain,  so  that,  as  soon  as  the 
supports  were  removed,  the  skeleton 
of  the  mountiun  fell  to  pieces.  The 
rock  in  many  places  in  so  rotten,  from 
the  action  of  the  atmosphere,  that  it 
may  be  rubbed  to  pieces  by  the  fingers. 
The  soil  everywhere  about  the  spot 
consists  of  decomposed  granite. 

15  min.  further  is  the  +ZSeBBio

The  Distriot  of  Mn^ondorf,  c 

monly  called  the  Fraruxatan  SwiUef 
land,  may  be  included  within  a  triangls 
drawn  between  the  towns  of  Bam- 
berg, Ba^reuth,  and  Nuremberg,  ft 
abounds  in  picturesque  and  beautiful 
sceoery,  and  singular  caves  replete 
with  fossil  boues.  It  is  a  high  table- 
land, intersected  by  numerous  valleys 
200  or  300  ft  deep,  in  which  th« 
charms  of  the  district  are  concentrated. 
They  are  usually  traversed  by  full, 
clear,  winding  streams,  wbose  baoki 
are  carpeted  with  verdant  meadowy 
and  bounded  by  high  cXiih  or  wooded 
slopes,  out  of  which  fantasticallT 
shaped  crags  of  limestone  bnrst  forth 
in  the  forms  of  turrets,  arches,  and 
pinnacles  :  while  every  now  and  then 
a  real  castle  is  seen  perched  a 
summit  of  a  projectiog  cliff  appareaS]^ 
blocking  up  the  passage. 

The  geologist  will  find  abondaot 
occupation  an<l  instruction  in  ths 
Caterns  in  which  this  country  abound^ 
and  in  their  fossil  contents,  coDsistiDg 
of  bones  and  teeth  of  gigantic  beai% 
hyienas,  and  other  wild  beasts,  now 
nearly  all  eihausled. 
Gailenreuth  and  Kuhloch  have  sup- 
plied most  of  the  cabinets  of  Europe 
with  specimens,  and  have  been  admW' 
able  described  tiy  Dr.  Buckland.  Tfw 
caverns,  of  which  more  than  40  ■ 
enumerated,  occur  in  a  limefltoM^ 
locally  called  Hohlenkalk,  probably 
allied  to  the  calcareoos  portions  of  IM 
English  greensand  formation.

The  picturesque  vegetation  of  the 
deli,  the  clumps  of  trees,  and  tufts  of 
ferns  and  grass  shooting  from  every 
crevice  and  niche,  favoured  by  the 
moisture  and  shade,  the  singular 
saddle-shaped  masses  of  turf  which 
hang  over  the  natural  arches,  contri- 
bute to  the  beauty  of  the  spot." 

Eeturning  to  Toos,  ascend  the  rt. 
bank  of  the  Wiesent  for  about  2  m. 
till  you  come  in  sight  of 

Babeneck.  Walk  up  to  the  Castle, 
the  carriage  following  by  a  more  cir- 
cuitous road. 

[3  m.  higher  up  the  valley,  near 
Weischenfeld,  a  picturesque  old  walled 
and  turreted  town,  is  the  cave  called 
Fb'rstershblile,  described  by  Dr.  Buck- 
land  in  the  *  Reliquise  Diluvianse.'j 

The  usual  course  is  to  drive  from 
Rabeneck  across  the  table-land,  3  m., 
to  the  Castle  of  Babenstein,  one  of  the 
most  picturesque  feudal  remains  in 
the  district,  on  the  edge  of  a  precipice 
nearly  150  ft.  high,  overlooking  the 
Ahornthal  (Maple  Vallej),  which  is 
watered  by  the  Essbach.  It  is  now 
the  property  of  the  Count  Schonborn, 
who  has  restored  and  fitted  up  part 
of  it  as  a  summer  residence,  and  has 
deposited  in  it  a  curious  collection  of 
fossils,  derived  from  the  neighbouring 
cave  called  *8ophienhohle,  situated 
immediately  below  the  chapel  of  St. 
Nicholas  (klauskapelle).  The  keys 
of  the  entrance  are  kept  at  the  farm 
near  the  castle,  where  lights  and  a 
guide  may  be  procured,  for  which  a 
party  pays  2  or  more  marks,  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  lights  required. 
The  rich  beauty  of  fossils,  before 
alluded  to,  is  derived  from  an  inner 
cave  discovered  accidentally  by  some 
workmen  employed  in  constructing 
paths  along  the  side  of  the  valley.  It 
is  the  most  interesting  in  the  district, 
abounding  in  stalactites,  and  is  ren- 
dered easily  accessible  by  steps  and 
boards.

The  8ciMo88,  or  Besidenz,  a  large 
building  S.W.  of  the  cathedral,  for- 
meriy  me  Bishop's  Palace,  is  histo- 
rieaUj  remarkable,  because  in  it  the 
fiimoas  declaration  of  the  Protestants, 
odled  the  Confession  of  Augsburg,  was 
presented  to  Uie  Emperor  Charles  V. 
in  1530.  At  first  he  commandedlthat 
it  should  be  read  in  Latin  ;  to  wnich 
Bayer,  the  chancellor  of  Saxony, 
btddly  replied,  "Sire,  we  are  on 
German  ground,  and  I  trust  that  your 
Vt^esty  will  not  order  the  apology  of 
pur  lidth,  which  ought  to  be  made  as 
poUio  as  possible,  to  be  read  in  a 
biigiiage^^ot  understood  by  the  Ger- 
mans. He  then  proceeded  to  read  it 
in  a  T<nce  so  loud  and  distinct  that  it 
was  lieard  in  the  adjoining  rooms, 
and  even  b^  the  crowds  assembled 
under  the  window  in  the  courtyard  of 
tiie  palace.  This  important  event  is 
noted  to  have  taken  place  at  3  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  25th  June, 
1530,  in  the  large  room  at  the  comer 
of  the  quadrangle  near  the  tower. 
Between  the  Palace  and  the  Cathedral 
stands  the  handsome  Siegesdenkmal, 
a  War  Monument  by  Zmnbusch  (1871), 
oonsisting  of  a  bronze  Victory  with  four 
pntti,  on  a  pedestal  of  black  granite. 

The  B.  C.  Church  of  8S.  uLric  and 
Afra»  at  the  S.  end  of  the  Maximilians- 
strasse,  is  a  fine  example  of  the  latest 
Gothic  (nave  1476,  choir  1500).  It  is 
818  ft.  long,  and  100  ft.  high.  It  con- 
tains three  handsome  altars  of  1604, 
Mow  one  of  which,  on  the  rt.,  is  a 
Vanlt  with  the  marble  tomb  of  bishop 
Ulrich  (10th  cent.\  Opposite,  on  the 
L,  is  the  tomb  of  S.  Afra.  On  the 
sune  side,  enclosed  by  a  beautiful 
iroo  Bcreeo,  is  the  Fagger  chsipeJ,  with 
&e  "tomb  otHaMB  I^gex  (1589)  in 


Carrara  marble,  and  some  fine  14th 
cent  carvings.  The  Confessionals, 
and  a  bronze  Crucifix,  all  of  the  17th 
cent.,  deserve  notice.  In  the  sacristy 
are  preserved  numerous  relics  and 
curiosities. 

The  Protestant  Church  of  8.  Anna 
(keys  at  No.  D.  227)  has  over  the 
altar,  at  the  E.  end,  a  work  of  L. 
Cranach,  Christ  blessing  the  Little 
Children.     On  the  1.  and  rt.   haug 

food  portraits  of  Luther,  and  John 
rederick,  Elector  of  Saxony,  also  by 
Cranach;  and  below  on  the  1.  is  a 
beautiful  stone  relief  of  the  Raising 
of  Lazarus  (16th  cent.).  On  the  wall 
of  the  choir  is  a  work  of  Amberger — 
the  Wise  and  Foolish  Virgins.  Be- 
yond this  is  Christ's  Descent  into 
Hell,  by  Burckmair,  On  the  large 
organ  wings  are  an  Ascension  and 
Assumption  by  Burckmair ;  the  smaller 
ones  were  painted  by  Holbein  the 
younger.  Over  the  Sacristy  door  is  a 
Vir^  and  Children  by  Cranach.  On 
the  S.  side  of  the  church  is  a  cloister 
full  of  tombs. 

The  Barfdsserkirche,  founded  in 
1300,  but  altered  in  the  17th  cent., 
has  a  fine  organ  by  /.  A.  Stein  (^1792), 
and  some  curious  epitaphs  (in  the 
transept).  The  Jacdberstrasse^  a  cha- 
racteristic mediaeval  street,  leads 
hence  to  the 

Fuggerei,  a  distinct  quarter,  named 
after  its  founder,  Hans  Fugger  the 
Rich,  in  1519.  It  forms  a  pictur- 
esque and  interesting  group  of  build- 
ings, much  resembling  a  mediaeval 
college.  It  is  entered  by  4  gates  of 
its  own,  and  consists  of  about  100 
small  houses,  let  out  at  a  low  rent  to 
poor  Roman  Catholics. 

The  ^OALLEBY  OF  PAINTINGS,  in  the 
suppressed  Nunnery  of  St.  Catherine, 
is  open  daily  from  9  to  1  (fee).  It  con- 
tains some  most  interesting  specimens  of 
masters  of  the  early  German  (Swabian) 
school,  especially  of  the  Holbeins, 
Burckmair,  andZeitblom.  Catalogue, 
badly  printed  in  small  German  type, 
1  mark  50  pf.  The  Italian  paiutin|is 
are  unimportant,  but  the  cabinets 
contain  some  2i(\m\T«^Afe\\\\\^\\^Vax^'^ 
of  the  Dutch.  scVocJV.

Roman  bronze  head  of  a  horgc,  lift 
size,  was  found  in  the  bed  of  tU 
Wertach.  Here  is  a  euriona  pictun 
representing  the  members  of  the  priit 
cipal  families  of  Augsburg  in  the  16th 
century,  in  thncy  dresses  of  the  CDloan 
of  their  armorial  bearings,  at  an  enter- 
tainment giTen  to  the  Emp.  Maxi- 
milian. Interesting  pen  and  ink 
sketches;  portrait  group  of  celebritici 
with  the  younger  Holbein,  at  Ihs 
fountain  opposite  the  Rathbans,  in 
black  crayon;  numerous  letters  of 
Luther,  &c. ;  two  fine  Holbein  poiNu 
traits  ;  portraits  ^  an  nnkuoin^ 
master  (1543)  of  Conrad  Pentlngt^ 
and  his  wife  Margaret ;  coins,  medal^' 
iron  work,  and  pre-historic  relics^ 
enriaus  table  of  Solnhofen  stone,  en- 
graved with  the  Zodiac  and  a  calendar! 
alabaster  reliefs  of  Italian  work,  and 
various  architectaral  fragments.  On  , 
the  second  floor,  extensive  NatnllI 
History  collections. 

In  tbe  same  street  is  the  bronn 
statue  of  Hans  Jakob  Taggia  the  Ricfa^. 
erected  in  1B57,  and  opposite  to  it  ii. 
tba  house  where  Philippina  Welsa 
was  bom  in  1530. 

The  Three  Hoors  Inn  has  existed  u 
an  hotel  frota  the  year  1361  at  leasts 
since   it   is  mentioned   in    the    town; 
records  of  that  year.     The  house  mw 
formerly  part  of  the  JIfannan  of  tbe 
eldest  branch  of  the  Fugger  familf.   i 
Here  were  entertained  the  BmperOM    1 
Maximilian  I.   and  Charles  V.,   the    I 
latter  of  whom  resided  Tiere  a  year 
during  the  Diet  of  Augsburg  in  1530. 
The  house  has  been  almost  entirely 
rebuilt,    and    nothing    ancient    now 
remains  but  the  chimney-piece  of  tbo  ■ 
banqueting-room  in  which  Charles  V>  J 
was  entertained  by  the  wealthy  mep-" 
chant  Count  Anthony  Fugger,  on  hi^ 
return  fromthecampaign  against  Tunitfl 
in  1532.    "IfcelmjEeu,"  said  the  hosl^^ 
"  so  tttnpVf  ■ce:5B\4  \i5  &c  \ioos«a 
I  this  vkit  that.  ft«a  \«m4  \iiffl  ^hcb 
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useless ; "  and  immediately  he  burned 
in  a  fire  of  cinnamon  the  document 
whieh  he  held  as  a  security  from  the 
Emperor  fi>r  a  heavy  loan  in  aid  of 
that  campaign. 

The  newspapers  of  the  principal 
states  of  Europe  are  taken  in  at  the 
dub  establishecL  in  the  Bourse,  called 
Mumum,  opposite  the  Rathhaus. 

Angsborg  is  the  birthplace  of  Hans 
Holbein  the  elder,  father  of  the  painter 
go  irdl  known  by  his  works  in  Eng- 
land, where  he  died.  His  grand&ther, 
alio  of  Augsburg,  was  a  respectable 
artist.  The  Theatre,  at  the  end  of 
FncKentrasse,  is  a  very  handsome  large 
edmoe  (1878) ;  Fellner  and  Helner,  of 
TiennBy  ardiitects. 

The  principal  Cannon  Foundry  in 
Bavaria  is  situated  at  Augsburg; 
sercml  richly-ornamented  brass  pieces 
may  be  seen  in  front  of  the  Arsenal 
(Zeogbaus),  bearing  dates  between 
1500  and  1544.  On  the  faQade  of  the 
anenal  is  a  large  and  rather  spirited 
brraxe  group  representing  the  Arch- 
angel Buchael  triimiphing  over  Satan 
(1607). 

There  are  two  annual  fairs  at  Augs- 
bnrffy  each  lasting  a  fortnight:  one 
bM^ining  on  St.  George's  Day,  the 
other  on  Michaelmas. 

Ckmtinuing  S.,  the  rly.  traverses  the 
Leehfeld,  where  the  Hungarians  de- 
feated the  Germans  under  Lewis  the 
Child  in  910,  and  in  955  were  in  their 
torn  beaten,  and  finally  driven  out  of 
Germany,  by  King  Otho  I. 

Inaingen,  with  the  Wellenburg,  a 
chftteau  of  Prince  Fugger,  on  the  rt. 
Thence  the  line  runs  a  little  W.  of  S. 
to  Bndhloe.

The  rly.  runs  N.W.,  passing  Waller- 
stein, witn  its  picturesque  castle,  and 
Marktoffingen,  ^  m.  E.  of  which  lies 
the  ch&teau  of  Mathingen,  with  some 
armour  and  a  library.  Dinkelsbiihl 
(5285),  an  old  town  on  the  Wdrnitz, 
with  walls  and  towers,  has  a  late 
Gothic  church  with  some  good  car- 
vings. In  the  market  place  is  a  statue 
to  Chr.  V.  Schmidf  a  writer  of  chil- 
dren's books,  who  was  bom  here 
(d.  1854).  Feuchtvjangen  has  a  Gothic 
church.

ChmdeUngsn,  a  Email  town  on  the 
Brenz,  with  a  ruined  castle.  Lanmgen 
(4O00  inhab.)  boaats  of  baviog  produced 
the  most  learned  man  (AlberCns 
Magnus,  the  magician  and  Bishop  of 
BaUsbon),  the  most  beautiful  vom&a  (a 
Countess  of  Dil!iugon),and  the  largest 
horse  in  the  country ;  and  the  por- 
traits of  all  three  may  still  be  seen  on 
the  valls  of  the  Hottburm,  a  tower 
180  ft.  high.  The  GoDdc  Fanih  Gh., 
(inTG),  containing  the  mausoleum  of 
the  Dukes  of  tha  New  Palatinate, 
deserves  notice.

During  the  Thirty 
Years'  War  it  was  removed  for  safety 
to  Salzburg.  The  hearts  of  many 
princes  of  Bavaria  are  depo«ted  in 
this  sanctuary,  and  the  names  of  the 
UKiEt  distinguished  pilgrims,  from 
Charlemagne  and  Otto  of  Wittelsbach 
down  to  Pope  Piua  VI,,  are  recorded 
on  tablets  cif  brass.

Franzensbad  is  less 
fteqaented  and  lively  than  Carlsbad

The  Wieten^puHe  contains  much 
faH"*"***  of  iron,  and  is  largely 
duHfgBd  with  carbonic  acid  gas.  It  is 
aHeaoioiis  in  curing  female  complaints. 

An  inegolar  Temple  is  erected  over

Jfial-Mfts.— Franzensbad  lies  in 
the  midat  of  a  drained  peat-bog  nearly 
9  m.  long,  and  in  some  places  10  ft 
tUek ;  eonmosed  of  decayed  vegetable 
matter,  inclnding  trunks  of  trees,  in- 
termixed with  black  earth,  teemiug 
with  gas.  The  black  peat-earth  is 
careftuly  sifted,  and  dissolved  in  tubs, 
hj  the  admixture  of  water  from  the 
mineral  springs,  to  the  consistence  of 
mod.  The  mixture,  black  as  ink,  is 
Ideated,  by  causing  steam  to  pass 
throcudti  i^  to  a  temperature  of  about 
80^  Fahroihdt,  in  which  state  the 
patient  ia  immersed  in  it.  These  mud- 
Datha  are  a  powerful  remedy  in  certain 
of  pandysiB,  &c.

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whence  a  boat  (5  marks)  may  be  taken 
down  the  river  to  (5  m.)  Kelheim 
(see  below).  Below  Hienheim  begins 
the  celebrated  rampart  called  the 
DeviVs  Wall  (Teufelsmauer,  or  Pfahl- 
graben),  constructed  by  the  Emperor 
Probus,  A.D.  277.  "Instead  of  re- 
ducing the  warlike  natives  of  Germany 
to  the  condition  of  subject?,  Probus 
contented  himself  with  the  humble 
expedient  of  raising  a  bulwark  against 
their  inroads.  The  country  which  now 
forms  the  circle  of  Swabia  had  been 
left  desert  in  the  age  of  Augustus  by 
the  emigration  of  its  ancient  inhabit- 
ants. The  fertility  of  the  soil  soon  at- 
tracted a  new  colony  from  the  adjacent 
provinces  of  Gaul.  To  protect  these 
new  subjects  a  line  of  frontier  garri- 
sons was  gradually  extended  from 
the  Bhine  to  the  Danube.  About  the 
reign  of  Hadrian,  when  that  mode  of 
defence  began  to  be  practised,  these 
garrisons  were  connected  and  covered 
by  a  strong  entrenchment  of  trees  and 
I»lisades.  In  the  place  of  so  rude  a 
bulwark  the  Emperor  Probus  con- 
structed a  stone  wall  of  considerable 
height,  and  strengthened  it  by  towers 
at  convenient  distances.  From  the 
neighbourhood  of  Neustadt  and  Ba- 
tisbon  on  the  Danube,  it  stretched 
across  hills,  valleys,  rivers,  and 
morasses,  as  far  as  Wimpfen  on  the 
Neckar,  and  at  length  terminated  on 
the  banks  of  the  Bhine,  after  a 
winding  course  of  near  200  miles." — 
Gtftfton,  *Dec.  and  Fall,'  Ch.  XII.  N. 
of  Hienheim,  the  Hienheimer  Wald 
occupies  the  delta  of  the  Altmiihl 
and  Danube.  A  pleasant  walk  leads 
through  it  to  (3  hrs.)  Biedenburg,  on 
the  Altmiihl. 

Thaldorf.    3  m.  W.  lies  Weltenhurg 
(see  below). 

Saal.  Branch  rly.  (3  m.  W.)  to 
Kelheim  (3000).  (Oeleusum  of  the 
Bomans),  with  well-preserved  walls 
and.  gates  at  the  E.  extremity  of  a 
defile,  on  the  spot  where  the  Altmiihl 
joins  the  Danube.  The  Altmiihl  has 
been  rendered  navigable  as  far  as 
I>iet£urtb,  where  the  Xndwigs-Canal 
begins,  and   is    continued  as  far  as 


Bamberg  on  the  Main,  a  distance  of 
about  107  m.  The  summit  level  is 
near  Neumarkt  on  the  Sulz,  where  the 
canal  is  300  ft.  above  the  level  of  the 
Danube  at  Kelheim,  and  360  ft.  above 
that  of  the  Begnitz  at  Bamberg.  It 
has  100  locks.  The  dimensions  of 
the  canal  are  54  ft.  in  width  at  top, 
and  34  ft.  at  bottom;  the  estimated 
cost,  81 7,500L  A  barge  may  be  tracked 
through  it  in  6  or  7  days.  It  was 
begun  in  1837  at  the  instigation  of 
King  Lewis  of  Bavaria,  who  thus 
realised,  after  the  lapse  of  1 000  years, 
the  favourite  scheme  of  Charlemagne, 
of  connecting  the  Black  Sea  with  the 
German  Ocean.  As  a  commercial 
speculation  it  has  proved  a  failure. 
The  Gothic  church  of  Kelheim  (1468) 
has  been  restored,  and  decorated  bv 
modern  artists.

The  Michaelsherg,  between  the 
Danube  and  the  AltmUhl,  commands 
a  noble  view  up  the  gorge  of  the 
Danube.  Its  summit  has  been  made 
accessible  by  a  carriage-road,  partly 
cut  in  the  rock,  leading  up  to  the 
"'Befreiimgshalle,  or  Hall  of  Libera- 
tion, a  rotunda  temple  begun  (1842)  by 
Lewis  King  of  Bavaria  from  Gartner's 
design,  to  commemorate  the  war 
against  Napoleon  I.  It  was  inaugu- 
rated in  1863,  and  is  204  ft.  high.  It 
includes  a  circular,  domed  hall,  round 
which  are  ranged  statues  in  Carrara 
marble  after  Schwanthaler,  with 
bronze  shields  made  out  of  French 
cannon,  and  bearing  names  of  different 
victories  gained  by  the  Germans,  with 
the  names  of  their  leaders.  The 
walls  inside  are  lined  with  marble, 
the  roof  supported  on  pillars  of  granite. 
The  echo  is  remarkable.  Adm.  daily 
8-12  and  2-6  ;  small  fee.

Austrian  Frontier  and  Custom-houses. 

A  black  and  yellow  stripe,  the  colours  of  Austria,  on  the  toll-bar  and  custom- 
house door,  and  the  double-headed  black  eagle  with  outspread  wings  bearing 
two  crowns  and  sceptres,  mark  the  frontier  of  the  Imi>erial  and  Royal  (Kai- 
serlich-Koniglich)  dominions.  The  traveller,  on  arriving  at  an  Austrian 
custom-hou^,  is  addressed  with  great  civility,  and  requested  to  declare  if  he 
has  any  contraband  articles.  Those  expressly  forbidden,  and  not  admitted 
even  on  payment  of  duty,  are  playing-cards,  almanacs,  tobacco,  snuffs,  cigars, 
and  sealed  letters.  If  the  stranger  answers  in  the  negative,  the  examination  of 
baggage  is  very  slight,  and  he  will  be  subject  to  no  farther  trouble,  unless 
there  be  reasonable  cause  for  suspicion  of  smuggling.  Travellers  in  private 
carriages  are  (with  few  exceptions)  dismissed  exempt  from  any  search ;  in  all 
cases  the  custom-house  proceedings  are  conducted  with  courtesy  and  politeness.

The  traveller  is  advised  to  exchange  his  gold  into  banknotes  of  the 
Austrian  Waknaig,  taking  care  previously  to  note  the  actual  rate  of  acehanga 


The  traveller  will  receive  in  paper  from  120  to  125  Soring  jbr 
Circular  Note,  according  to  the  rate  of  exchange.

The  extension  of  the  system  of  late  years  has  been  very  rapid,  and  the 
traveller  may  now  penetrate  into  the  most  attractive  portious  of  the  country 
without  difficolty.  The  lines  over  the  Brenner  and  the  Semmering  are 
remarkable  alike  for  the  engineering  skill  in  their  construction,  and  the  beanty 
of  the  scenery  traversed ;  and  the  connecting  links  between  these  tiro  lines 
open  up  some  of  the  finest  scenery  in  Earope.  The  last  carriage  of  express 
trains  on  the  mountain  lines  is  fitted  with  glaaed  sides  and  movable  seats  like 
an  American  car,  for  the  convenience  of  first-olass  passengers  who  wish  " 
enjoy  an  uninterrupted  view  of  the  country. 

Separate   compartments   are   reserved    for  ladies,   and    smokers   and   nc 
smokers  are  placed  in  separate  carriages.     On  the  Government  lines  S6  lbs.  of 
luggage  is  allowed  free.    Refreshments  are  to   he  had  at  every  station  of 
importance. 

EiLWAOEN,  OB  Mail  Coaches.— Sep  a[iat-Eil  wag  en. 

In  Austria,  as  in  the  German  Empire,  the  Coach-offlce  and  Ptist-uffice 
managed  by  the  Government,  and  are  generally  under  the  same  roof. 

The  public  conveyances  are,  as  a  rule,  unsoited  to  ladies,  owing  to 
crowding,  the  incessant  smoking,  and  the  often  dirty  company. 

Upon  all  the  principal  post-roads  on  whieh  an  Bilwagen  travels,  a  par^ 
amounting  to  i  persons,  on  agreeing  to  pay  the  full  fiire,  may  engage  an 
Eilwagen  to  themselves,  even  on  days  when  the  regular  Eilwagen  doci 
not  go  at  all :  this  is  called  a  tferiarut-Wagen.  The  expense  is  about  4  kr. 
^1-  m.,  which  is  more  tliao  the  fare  by  the  ordinary  Ei\*B.^cii,  hut  much 
^m  for  4  persons  than  posting,  while  it  possesses  moel  at  Vte  aiiraXaBa  (ft- 
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that  mode  of  travelling.  In  order  to  obtain  snch  a  conveyance,  it  is  necessary 
to  apply  at  the  office  the  day  before  it  is  wanted,  and  to  pay  the  whole  fare 
beforehand. 

Posting.— Laufzettel,  &c. 

JBinspanner. — ^In  Salzburg  and  Tyrol  the  postmasters  will  readily  famish  a 
one-horse  chaise  to  1  or  2  persons,  having  a  small  quantity  of  baggage,  at  the 
rate  per  post  of  1  fi.  the  horse,  15  kr.  the  open  carriage,  or  31  kr.  a  covered 
carriage,  and  15  kr.  the  postillion.  It  may  be  calculated  as  costing  about  4d. 
per  Einglish  mile. 

The  Austrian  post  contains  2  Austrian  m.  (=  15172*9  metres  or  8000  Klaf- 
tem)  or  4  Stunden  or  hrs. ;  it  is  equal  to  nearly  9^  (9*42)  Eng.  m.  The 
average  rate  of  travelling  is  a  post  in  1  hr.  30  min.  The  roads  are  better  and 
the  speed  greater  than  in  Bavaria. 

Laufxe^BtL—  In  some  towns  of  Austria,  and  indeed  throughout  the  States 
of  Grermany,  N.  and  S.,  a  traveller  may  bespeak  horses  in  all  the  large  towns, 
to  be  in  readiness  for  him  at  every  stage  along  his  whole  route,  as  far  as  the 
frontier.  To  make  such  an  arrangement,  it  is  only  necessary  for  him  to  apply 
to  the  Bxtrapost  Office  from  12  to  24  hrs.  before  the  time  of  starting,  to  state 
in  writing  when  he  intends  to  set  out,  and  what  route  he  proposes  to  follow. 
This  order  is  called  a  Lau£settel  (literally,  current  ticket").  The  previous  notice 
is  reqmred  in  order  to  prepare  the  postmasters  along  the  line.  The  traveller 
who  avails  himself  of  the  Laufzettel  may  stop  to  sleep  or  dine,  or  for  any  other 
purpose,  and  may  order  beds  and  dinner  for  a  certain  number  of  persons ;  but 
must  specify  what  delays  he  intends  to  make,  and  at  what  hour  he  purposes  to 
arrive  at,  and  to  set  out  from,  each  station,  when  he  applies  for  it.  If  the 
traveller  be  not  punctual,  the  horses  are  not  kept  in  readiness  longer  than 
6  hrs.  at  any  station. 

A  Lau&ettel  can  be  obtained  at  most  post-offices.  It  will  abridge  the  time 
lost  in  changing  from  20  to  25  min.  Its  utility  is  especially  felt  on  roads  of 
secondary  importance,  where  no  more  than  6  horses  are  usually  kept  at  a 
post-house.  It  is  an  inestimable  comfort,  for,  by  specifying  in  it  the  places  at 
which  you  mean  to  sleep,  and  the  accommodation  which  you  require,  you 
find  the  good  people  on  the  watch  for  you,  and  thus  half  the  fatigue  of 
travelling  is  avoided. 

The  Austrian  Police. 

To  the  English  traveller  the  police  regulations  are  not  more  oppressive  than 
in  other  continental  countries,  and  the  officers  by  whom  they  are  administered 
are  usually  distinguished  for  the  civility  and  politeness  with  which  they  treat 
strangers. 

The  carefhl  watch  which  is  kept  over  the  public  health  is  deserving  of  notice. 
The  large  towns  are  divided  into  districts,  each  of  which  is  placed  under  the 
care  of  able  medical  men,  who  are  paid  for  attending  upon  the  poor,  and  are 
bound  to  administer  to  their  wants ;  notice  must  be  sent  to  them  of  every  death 
which  takes  place,  and  no  interment  can  be  performed  until  they  have  examined 
the  body.  Carefbl  superintendence  is  exercised  over  the  markets,  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  unwholesome  food.  Vendors  of  drugs  are  prohibited  by  the  severest 
penalties  from  dispensing  any  of  a  poisonous  nature  without  a  written  order  of 
a  known  physician. 

Austria,  its  Inhabitants,  and  Beauties  of  its  Scenery. 

Education  is  more  widely  extended  in  Au&tna  ^.moik^  \3ckS^  ^i^^&ssvcs^^*^^^^ 
than  in  any  other  country  of  Europe  except  Ptu^cas^  \  wA  ^yb>  ^u^^v-^  V^  "^^ 
S.  Germ,  v 
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GioTernment  iteelf,  for  the  Austrian  rulers  turned  their  attention  to  this  sttb^' 
ject  earlier  than  those  of  moat  other  countries,  and  have  been  ceaseleKllj' 
employed  for  the  last  century  in  eElablishing  schools  throughout  tbrif' 
domiuionB.  The  namber  of  persocB  vho  cud  read,  write,  and  undersland  (he 
elementB  of  arithmetic,  is  beyond  comparison  greater  in  the  hereditarj  si 
of  Austria  than  in  England  or  in  France. 

lu  Anatria  proper  orery  child  must  go  to  school  for  a  certain  nnmber  of 
;ears;  even  poverty  is  no  excuse,  since  schools  are  provided  in  every  parish' 
with  such  endowments  as  to  enable  those  who  cannot  pay  the  very  smvil  mm 
required,  to  obtun  gratuitous  instruction.  No  person  can  marry,  or  set  up  inl 
auy  trade,  without  producing  a.  written  certificate  of  attendance  at  sohool. 
Numerous  normal  or  pattern  schools,  in  diSerent  parts  of  the  ooantry,  flimish 
a  supply  of  teachers;  that  of  Vienna  alone  sends  nut  between  1600  and  17001 
annually.  The  schools  are  so  arranged  that  a  child  can  pursue  that  course  oE 
training  which  will  best  6t  him  for  his  future  career,  and  fVoui  the  primary 
schools  he  goes  either  to  the  GymuBsium  and  Uiiivwsity,  or  to  the  practieU' 
schools  BDil  the  Polytechnic,  according  to  his  bent. 

Among  the  highland  peasantry  of  Austria,  Tyrol,  Snria,  &c.,  the  stranger, 
provided  he  understand  tlie  language,  and  will  mix  with  them  on  friendly  and' 
familiar  terms,  meets  with  a  kiudnusa  and  simplicity  of  maouerE  which  leaves 
moat  iaTourabie  impression  behind.  Their  loyalty  and  devotion  to  their  sove- 
reign, their  strong  religious  feeling,  and  their  lolol  freedom  from  discontent 
andmnrmuring.  their  dances  and  merrymakings,  their  substantial  houses,  their  , 
well-supplied  boards,  their  good  clothes,  and  happy  ^es,  eoatrast  most  agrees 
ably  with  the  condition  of  the  peasantry  in  tnaoy  other  parts  of  Europe.  Ths 
old-fashioned  politeness  which  prevail^  among  this  simple  but  kindhearledi 
people  is  particularly  agreeable. 

Nearly  one-fourth  of  the  surface  of  the  Austrian  domimons  is  occupied  fay 
the  Alps,  and  their  wide-spreading  ramificatious,  commencing  on  the  W.  at 
the  frontier  of  Switzerland  willi  the  Bhu\tian  range,  and  extending  through' 
the  Noric,  Salzburg.  Cai'nic,  Styrian,  and  Julian  chains,  E.  into  Hungary  aw 
Slavonia,  and  S.  into  Dalmatia  and  the  Littorale.  Sir  Humphry  Davf 
declared  that  he  knew  no  country  to  lie  compared  in  beauty  of  scenery  vith 
these  Austrian  Highlands.  "  The  variety  of  the  ecenery,  the  verdurB  of  the 
meadows  and  trees,  the  depths  of  the  valleys  and  the  altitudes  of  the  neanA 
tains,  the  clearness  and  grandeur  of  the  rivers  and  lakes,  give  il,  I  think,  B. 
decided  superiority  over  Switzerland."  It  is  hardly  possible  to  speak  withont. 
enthusiasm  of  the  enchanting  scenery  of  Sahbarg  and  its  uei^bourhood;  of 
tho  lake  of  Ktlnigssee,  the  pass  of  Lueg,  the  secluded  bathe  of  Gastein,  and  th« 
glaciers  and  pyramidal  pedc  of  the  Grossglockner.  The  vale  of  the  iJnnubft, 
from  the  point  where  it  enters  Austria,  below  Passau,  to  Vienna,  is  little 
inferior  to  the  finest  parts  of  the  Rhine.  A  little  to  the  E.  of  Saliburg, 
between  it  and  Vienna,  is  the  Bakliamiaiii-ijul.  one  of  the  most  euchanting 
districts  of  lake  and  mountain  in  Europe,  aud  hardly  surpassed  by  anything  la 
Switzerland.

Vienna,  the 
Imperial  capital,  is  one  of  the  most  gay  but  at  the  same  time  most  agreeable 
plftM  of  rmdence  on  the  Continent ;  whether  the  sojourner  devote  himself 
to  jpleatmiB,  science,  Hterature^  or  art.  It  yields  to  fbw  cities  in  architectural 
^pUttd(M6r  and  in  the  charms  of  its  environs.  Btyria  and  Carinikia  are  but  a 
dflmtingitfito  of  the  romantic  sceneiy  of  Anuria  and  Tyrol ;  .2aA  their  moun- 
tAftendose,. besides, 'in^xhattstibl^  mineral  treasures  oflead  and  iron.  The 
taD^'oftite'^Mtir^ihe  Bhnsythe  Drave,  and  dave,'especiidly  the  Save,  have 
MK  tkexr  own  pectd&r  attractions.

SALT-HlKEa. 


These  deposits  are  worked  by  n 
Austria;  at  UelII  and  Reicbeuhall,  in  Tyrol;  at  Maroa-tJjv£r,  Parayd,  and 
elsewhere  iu  Transylvania  (where  the  ^alt  occurs  In  beds  of  pure  rock-salt, 
which  are  quarried  like  marble)  ;  and  at  Berchtesgadeu,  in  Bavaria. 

The  salt  rarely  occurs  in  the  pure  condition  of  rock-salt.  Or  in  large  m 
capable  of  being  quarried  like  stone,  as  is  the  case  in  the  Oheshire  rallies,  but 
is  dispersed  in  veins  and  threads,  interuungled  with  bituminous  d&y,  marl^ 
and  gypsum,  which  are  soft  and  crumbling,  and  easily  dissolred  in  water.  In 
order  to  obtain  it.  pits  and  galleries  are  cut  through  the  solid  limestone  roek^ 
as  far  as  the  softer  beds  containing  the  sail.  Here  a  small  chamber  is  exca- , 
Tulod,  wooden  pipes  are  laid  down  to  it  from  above,  and  out  of  it ;  but  those 
forming  the  outlet  below  are  stopped  up  with  valves,  capable  of  being  opened , 
and  shut  at  pleasure.  This  being  done,  a  mountain  stream  of  fresh  water  iii 
introduced  from  above  and  is  conducted  in  the  pipes  throngh  the  passages  of 
the  mine  into  the  excavated  chamber,  until  it  is  qaite  fulT  up  to  the  ceiling. 
The  water  immediately  begins  to  attack  the  sides  and  roof,  dissolving  tbe  swf^ 
which  it  imbibes,  and  disintegrating  the  day  and  other  matter  to  the  depth  of - 
leveral  inches,  so  that  they  fall  to  tile  bottom  of  tbe  pool. 

Tbe  void  thus  oecadoned  in  the  chamber  is  Glled  np  with  more  fcetbl 
water,  more  salt  is  washed  out,  and  this  process  is  repeated  nntil  the  water  ia- 
quite  saturated  with  salt,  and  converted  into  strong  brine.  The  length  al. 
time  required  to  saturate  it  varies ;  thus,  at  Uallciu  and  Berchtesgaden  S 
weeks  suffice,  in  Aussee  and  Hallstadt  G  weeks,  at  Ischl  12,  and  at  Ball  K 
whole  year  is  necessary  to  convert  the  water  to  brine.  The  pipe  in  thtt 
bottom  of  the  chamber  is  now  opened,  tbe  mountain  is  as  it  were  tapped,  ths 
■alt  water  is  drawn  off,  and  is  conveyed  in  wooden  pipes  to  the  boilings 
houses.  The  chamber,  when  drained,  is  found  to  have  extended  opwords  ar^ 
sideways  between  1  and  2  ft. ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  its  tloor  has  been  co 
■iderably  raised  by  the  fallen  matenals  detached  from  the  roof  and  sides,  ai 
deposited  at  the  kittom.  Prevlouslj  to  filling  it  anew  with  water,  the  ston^ 
and  rubbish  are  extracted,  the  mud  and  earth  are  beaten  down  firmly,  and,  Nii|

which  he  happens  to  be.  When  two  chambers  approach  so  near  that  the 
division  between  them  threatens  to  give  way,  it  is  necessary  to  check  their 
farther  horizontal  extension  by  puddling  the  sides  with  clay,  or  even  by 
bailding  vast  partition-walls  or  dykes.  It  sometimes,  indeed,  happens  that 
the  mountain  is  traversed  by  land-springs,  which,  secretly  penetrating  the 
strata,  loosen  it  by  degrees,  and  at  last  produce  serious  accidents.  Very  in- 
jurious inundations  sometimes  take  place  when  a  chamber  unexpectedly 
reaches  dangerous  ground,  where  the  water  cannot  be  held  within  bounds. 
The  roof  then  gives  way,  bringing  destruction  upon  works  and  workmen. 

The  strata  of  the  ceiling  of  one  of  these  chambers  are  contorted  and  curled 
not  unlike  marble  paper  in  appearance.  In  those  mines  which  are  shown  to 
strangers,  one  of  the  largest  chambers  is  purposely  kept  half  filled.  On  enter- 
ing it  the  visitor  finds  hmiself  on  a  sudden  upon  the  margin  of  a  subterranean 
lake  of  inky  blackness,  agreeing  with  the  descriptions  of  that  of  the  fabled 
Styx.  The  walls  of  the  cavern  are  illuminated,  and  each  flickering  taper  is 
reflected  back  in  the  unruffled  surface  of  the  water.  He  is  ferried  across  in  a 
flat  boat  by  one  who  would  serve  as  no  bad  representative  of  Charon,  and 
safely  landed  on  the  opposite  side  to  thread  other  passages  and  trace  his  way 
out  to  daylight.  The  roofs  of  these  passages  are  entirely  unsupported  by 
props  or  pillars,  and  are  not  arched,  but  quite  flat ;  when,  therefore,  it  is  con- 
sidened  tnat  the  rock  composing  them  is  often  so  soft  as  to  crumble  at  the 
touch,  how  vast  a  superincumbent  weight  of  the  mountain  presses  upon  them, 
and  tiiat  they  are  sometimes  from  500  to  600  yards  in  circumference,  it  is 
wonderful  that  accidents  are  not  more  frequent. 

These  mines  are  open  to  visitors,  and  they  are  provided  with  guides  and 
dresses.  English  travellers  should  on  no  account  omit  to  visit  them.  In 
some  the  mode  of  descent  is  novel,  viz.  by  sliding  down  inclined  planes 
somewhat  in  the  manner  of  the  montagnes  russes.  The  visitor,  protected 
by  a  leather  apron,  seats  himself  on  two  sloping  bars  of  wood,  and,  as  he 
descends,  holds  in  his  right  hand,  to  regulate  his  course,  a  stout  rope,  which, 
in  slipping  rapidly  through  his  fingers,  feels,  in  coitsequence  of  the  friction, 
like  a  bar  of  hot  iron,  in  spite  of  the  coarse  gauntlet  which  is  worn  as  a  pro- 
tection. It  has  a  singular  appearance  to  the  uninitiated  to  see  the  guide,  who 
precedes  them  to  show  the  way,  suddenly  sinking  into  the  earth  as  it  were 
beneath  his  feet,  and  to  watch  the  taper  which  he  carries  gradually  diminish- 
ing and  disappearing.  If  the  visitor  feel  alarmed,  he  may  place  himself  on 
pick-a-back,  as  it  were,  to  descend,  resting  his  arms  on  the  attendant  before 
him;  but  as  the  descent  is  neither  difficult  nor  dangerous,  this  is  rarely 
resorted  to.  A  succession  of  3  or  4  of  these  descents  (called  RoUen)  carries 
the  visitor  deeper  and  deeper  into  the  mountain,  until  he  arrives  at  the  bottom, 
or  at  one  of  the  excavated  chambers  mentioned  above. 

As  the  salt-mines  are  almost  invariably  situated  high  up  on  the  mountains, 
and  the  salt-pans  or  evaporating  houses  in  the  valley  at  some  distance  below 
them,  the  brine  is  conveyed  in  wooden  pipes  to  the  place  where  it  is  to  be 
boiled.  If  the  forests  are  exhausted,  and  there  is  no  supply  of  fuel  to  be  pro- 
cured near  the  mines,  aqueducts  and  systems  of  pipes  are  constructed  many 
miles  in  length,  with  reservoirs  at  intervals  to  carry  the  brine  to  some  spot 
where  wood  may  be  procured  in  plentj,  as  it  is  less  difficult  and  more  econo- 
mical to  transport  the  water  than  the  lueL  These  conduits  sometimes  extend 
30  m.,  and  in  one  instance,  in  Bavaria,  nearly  60  m.  They  are  carried  along 
the  sides  of  precipices,  through  tunnels  or  canals  cut  in  the  rocks,  and  over 
deep  ravines,  supported  upon  piles  or  props.  Near  Keichenhall  (see  Rtes.  185 
and  229)  the  water  is  actually  transported  over  two  ranges  of  mountains,  sur- 
mounting a- height  of  more  than  1500  ft.  by  the  aid  of  very  powerful  and 
ingeniously  contrived  hydraulic  pumps. 
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The  salt-paua  and  method  of  evaporating  the  brine  osfd  in  Austria  are 
very  old-fashioned  compared  with  the  improved  sjEtem  adopted  in  England. 
The  word  pan  litiirally  describes  the  species  of  tray  which  is  employed  ;  it  ii 
composed  of  small  plulea  of  iron  stoutly  riveted  together ;  it  is  about  3  fL 
deep,  40  ft.  long,  and  15  ft.  wide,  and  is  lud  upon  a  number  of  pillan  of 
fireproof  brick  about  3  ft.  high,  like  those  of  a  Roman  h^jpocaust,  which  form 
the  furnace,  the  space  between  the  pillars  being  filled  with  fuel.  The  billell 
of  wood  are  ekilfiilly  thrown  in  at  one  end,  and  the  current  of  air  carries  iha 
Same  in  a  few  minutes  to  the  opposite  extremity,  causing  it  to  spread  oat 
like  a  &n  among  the  pillars,  distributing  the  heat  equally  to  all  parts.  The 
iocrease  of  temperalnre  causes  the  thin  iron  pan  to  heave  and  twist,  and  it 
would  even  curl  up  like  a  leaf  in  a  candle,  were  it  not  kept  down  by  nnmeroui 
wooden  props  wedged  in  between  it  and  the  massive  roof  of  the  boiling- 
house.  Sometinies  a  hole  is  burned  in  the  bottom,  or  a  crack  is  prodneed; 
and  as  it  is  not  possible  to  put  oat  the  fire  merely  on  acconnt  of  it,  a  man  la 
sent  inlo  the  pan  to  seek  out  the  leak.  This  is  a  hazardous  enterprise,  as  ha 
Tuns  the  risk  of  being  nearly  sCified  by  the  vapour,  and  of  being  boiled  alive 
if  he  lose  hisfooting.  For  this  purpose  he  is  shod  with  a  pair  of  high  paWeng, 
not  unlike  two  stools,  upon  which  be  wades  through  the  boiling  brine.  The 
fire  is  continued  for  a  week  or  a  fbrtnight  toother,  dajr  and  night,  without 


interruption,  the  salt  being  removed  as  fast  as  it  crystallizes,  and  fresh  brine 
introduced  to  supply  the  vacnity.  At  the  end  of  that  time  the  fire  il 
extinguished,  and  the  pan  is  taken  out  and  subjected  to  a  comptele  procesl 
of  tinkering  ;  the  thick  crust  of  gypsam  or  calcareous  matter  which  adhere* 
to  its  bottom  and  sides  is  broken  off,  and  the  faulty  plates  are  replaced  by 
new.  It  is  calculaled  that  100  lbs,  of  saturated  water  or  brine  produce 
26  lbs.  of  salt. 

CABIKTHIAf   AND  CABMOLA,! 

Travelling  is  rough  in  both  these  conntriea,  except  iu  the  frequented  Alpine 
districts,  and  in  the  larger  towns.    The  population  of  the  latter  is  Slavonic. 

The  chain  of  the  Julian  Alps,  extending  in  a  direction  from  N.W.  to  S.E., 
through  Camiola  and  Islria,  is  remarkable  for  the  immense  number  of  caverns 
which  occur  in  it.  There  are,  it  Is  said,  more  than  1000  between  the  leonto 
and  the  frontier  of  Bosnia.  It  is  one  of  the  peculiarities  of  the  limestoDe  of 
which  these  mountains  consist,  to  disintegrate  in  places  and  to  be  cleft  by 
fissures,  so  that  iu  parts  they  may  be  said  to  be  hollow.  Large  lakes  are 
formed  within  them,  and  streams  fiow  through  them,  following  a  mole-like 
course,  eogul&ng  themselves  in  gaping  caverns,  and  reappearing  above  groimd 
at  intervals,  before  they  finally  terminate  in  the  sea  or  in  some  great  river. 
The  want  of  moisture  on  the  surfece,  occasioned  by  the  fandamenul  rock  not  ' 
being  water-light,  and  the  rain  passing  off  through  cracks,  gives  to  the  greater 
portion  of  this  district  a  character  of  the  most  repulsive  barrenness,  except  in 
the  valleys.  It  is  in  all  respects  a  desolate  and  howling  wilderness.  The 
Jntian  Alps  cross  the  line  of  route  between  Laibach  and  Trieste,  and  the 
traveller  traverses  the  district  called  the  Kar»t  with  eyes  aching  from  the 
reflection  of  the  sua  on  the  white  rooks,  to  relieve  which  he  looks  "  — '"  '"" 
a  spot  of  verdure. 
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Thb  Forest — Riesen — ^Klausen— Reghen.. 

The  forests  of  Tjrol  and  Stjria,  by  their  magnitude  and  number,  form  one 
of  the  distinguishing  features  of  those  countries,  when  compared  with  Switzer- 
land. They  cover  the  middle  region  of  the  Alps,  and  encroach  more  upon  the 
verig^  of  the  cultivated  fields,  which  occupy  the  lower  part  of  the  valleys, 
than  in  Switzerland. 

It  might  at  first  be  supposed  that  these  vast  storehouses  of  timber,  from 
their  extreme  remoteness  and  the  difficulty  of  access,  would  hardly  be  of  any 
value  to  man,  and  that  the  trees  would  be  allowed  to  flourish  and  rot,  un- 
^storbed  by  the  axe,  on  the  spot  where  nature  sowed  them.  This  is  by  no 
means  the  case :  there  are  many  remote  districts  of  the  Austrian  Alps  where 
timber  is  the  sole  produce,  where  the  people  draw  their  subsistence  entirely 
from  the  forest ;  and  human  ingenuity  has  contrived  means  by  which  the 
stately  stein  of  the  Tyrcdese  larch,  whi<^  has  grown  to  matunt^r  close  to 
the  criers  of  the  Ortlerspitze,  is  transported  to  Sie  arsenal  of  Venice,  or  the 
port  of  Trieste ;  while  that  which  hasfiourii^ed  near  the  fountain-head  of  the 
Salitaoli  may  be  found  in  the  course  of  a  few  months  from  the  time  when  it 
has  ^tted  its  naUve  forests  serving  as  a  mast  to  some  vessel  of  war  or  mer- 
dnmobe  on  the  Black  Sea. 

There  can  be  no  difficnolty  in  the  trans^rt  of  the  timber  growing  on  the 
borders  of  a  navigable  river ;  but  it  is  a  different  thin^  when  it  grows  at  the 
distance  of  many  miles  from  any  stream  capable  of  floating  a  log,  or  where  the 
streams  flow  in  a  direction  opposite  to  that  in  which  the  wood  is  to  be  carried. 

The  first  of  these  obstacles  is  overcome  by  means  of  slides  (called  Riesen)  ; 
8emii(»rcular  troughs  formed  of  six  or  eight  fir-trees  placed  side  by  side,  and 
smoothed  by  stripping  off  the  bark,  and  extending  sometimes  a  length  of  many 
miles.  They  are  constructed  so  as  to  preserve  a  gradual  descent,  are  not 
always  straight,  but  are  made  to  curve  round  the  shoulders  of  the  mountains, 
being  at  times  carried  in  tunnek  through  projecting  rocks,  and  at  others  con- 
ducted over  ravines  and  depressions  on  the  tops  of  tall  stems,  like  the  piers  of 
a  bridge,  until  they  terminate  on  the  borders  of  some  stream  capable  of 
carrying  them  onwurds.  The  Austrian  forests  are  everywhere  traversed  by 
these  contrivances,  which  form,  in  fact,  a  rude  railroad  for  the  timber.  The 
woodcutter  waits  for  an  opportunity  when  the  ground  is  slippery,  and  the 
liyera  are  high,  to  launch  rorth  the  timber,  which  has  been  cut  many  weeks 
before.  The  logs  descend  with  the  rapidity  of  an  arrow,  so  great  is  the  force 
they  acquire,  that  if  by  chance  a  log  strilses  agsunst  any  impediment  in  the 
sides  of  theidide^  it  is  tossed  out  by  we  shock,  and  either  snapped  in  two  like 
wax,  or  shivered  to  splinters. 

The  streamy  which  traverse  a  forest  district  are  often  so  shallow  and  so 
much  impeded  by  rocks,  .that  even  after  rain  they  would  be  insufficient  to 
carry  forward  the  wood.  In  such  cases  a  strong  dam  or  lock  (Klanse)  is 
built  across  the  stream,  at  a  point  where  its  banks  are  narrowest,  usually  at 
the  mouth  of  a  goree,  and  the  waters  are  pent  up  by  sluice-gates  until  Uiey 
have  risen  so  as  to  form  an  artificial  lake.  In  this  sheet  of  water  the  logs 
from  the.  surrounding  fbrests  are  collecteid.  At  a  given  signal  the  sluice-gates 
are  opened,  and  the  pent-up  waters  force  their  way  down  the  valley,  bearing 
along  the  wood  with  which  they  are  freighted,  until  they  reach  a  larger  stream 
capable  of  fioating  them  on  its  sur&ce  without  artificial  aid. 

A  few  only  of  uie  finest  trunks  are  formed  into  rafts,  and  transported  down 
the  Danube  into  the  Black  Sea,  or  into  the  Adriatic,  for  shipbuilding.      The 
ffreater  nart  of  the  wood  is  consumed  in  the  country  where  it  nrows^  for  fuel^ 
mrsuppfyinM  the  salt'psaaa  and  mines,  or  ift  ocyn^^t^fti^  \ii\<d  Oj^VL^ix^  ^^^  '^^ 
fmeltu^  And  faring  of  iron.    But  it  constwatVf  \iVg^T&  ^^X.  ^iA^^  ^^\sm^

that  the  timber  grows  near  to  streams  flowing  in  a  contrary  direction  to  the 
— 'It  where  it  is  wanted.  Under  eucIi  circumslanccs  the  Wees,  instead  gf 
'it,  must  be  carried  up  the  ascen 
e  tranEport  is  then  effected  hy 
vast  inclined  piano  (callud  Holzaufzug,  wood  elevator),  extending  from  the 
bottom  of  the  valley  to  the  sammit  of  the  nearest  cliff  or  height  oierhangins 
it.  A  number  of  waggons  are  coustrncted  to  run  up  and  down  it  in  a  sort  of 
railroad;  wbeu  loaded,  they  are  attached  by  ropes  to  a  species  of  windlass, 
communicating  with  a  water-wheel,  which  is  put  in  motion  by  taming  on  it 
the  stream  of  a  mountain  torrent.  By  this  means  they  are  raised  to  5ie  lop 
of  a  precipice  many  hundred  ffeet  high,  and  are  then  transported  down  the 
opposite  side  in  the  usual  manuer. 

The  business  of  the  woodman  (Holzkneclit)  afTords  occupation  for  a  great 
number  of  persons.  ThL-j'  set  out  early  in  spring  in  gangs,  and  repairing  lo 
the  spot  where  the  wood  is  most  abundant  and  of  the  ^est  growth,  they  build. 
themselves  rnde  huts  or  logs  and  branches,  and  begiu  lustily  to  ply  the  axe. 
The  trees  are  then  sorted  into  sterna  suited  for  masta  or  shipbuilding,  whidl 
are  merely  lopped,  and  into  wood  fit  for  fuel,  which  i9  cut  into  logp,  split,  and 
dried ;  the  whole  is  then  heaped  up  in  stacks.  As  soon  as  the  wiuter  haa 
fairly  set  in,  and  the  snow  has  fallen  deep  so  as  to  fill  up  the  hollows  in  the 
moontains,  the  woodcutter  puts  the  cramp-irons  upon  his  feet,  and  either  by 
the  aid  of  oxen  or  upon  a,  hand-sledge,  conveys  the  wood  to  the  borders  of 
some  neighbouring  precipice,  or  to  the  side  of  one  of  the  slides  above  men- 
tiooed.  The  snow  is  partially  removed  from  the  trough  of  the  slides,  aod  a 
few  logs  are  thrown  down  to  smooth  it  and  make  the  paaeogc  clear.  Water 
is  also  poured  down  it,  which,  speedily  freezing,  covers  it  with  a  sheet  of  ice, 
and  serves  to  diminish  greatly  the  friction,  and  to  assist  the  rapidity  of  the 
descent.  The  logs  are  then  discharged,  and  descend  with  the  quickness  of 
lightning  ioto  the  depth  below,  passing  in  a  few  minales  over  a  distance  of 
several  miles.  The  eifect  of  such  a  discharge  is  much  heightened  vrhcn  the 
Rieae,  or  slide,  termiuales  on  the  brow  of  a  precipice  overlooking  a  lake. 
The  mountains  aronnd  re-echo  with  a  report  like  that  of  thunder:  vast  treei, 
hurled  forth  with  the  ease  of  a  bundle  of  sticks,  clear  half  the  width  of  the 
lake  in  their  leap,  and  descending  with  a  splash  into  its  waters,  ruffle  the 
surface  far  and  wide,  and  strew  it,  as  it  were,  with  the  fragments  of  a  wreck. 
The  duties  of  the  woodmao  do  not  end  when  he  has  thus  discharged  the 
wood  ;  many  logs  and  stems  are  arrested  in  tlieir  progress  by  proiectiug 
masses  of  rock,  or  tufts  of  bashes,  and  may  be  seen  adhering  lo  the  sides  M 
the  ravine  or  precipice,  looking  at  a  distance  like  straws  scattered  over  the 
hillside.  The  woodman  must  disengage  these,  and  see  them  birly  and 
nrosperously  on  tbeir  way ;  at  times,  where  the  limber  falls  from  a  great 
height,  the  hardy  woodman  is  let  down  by  a  cord,  aie  in  hand,  in  the  face  of 
a  precipice  or  cataract,  to  clear  away  all  obslractions.    In  like  manner  ha' 

^  must  push  off  and  set  afloat  the  timber  which  runs  aground,  or  is  stranded  in 

■  the  bed  of  the  river. 

^K-  For  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  swimming  wood  (Schwimmholz)  a  speciw 
of  barrier  or  grating  of  wood  (Rechen)  is  erected  across  the  rivers  at  Ih* 
entrance  of  the  great  valleys,  or  ia  the  neighbourhood  of  the  salt-pans  and 
charcoal  famaces.  It  is  here  arrested  and  sorted  according  to  its  qualiW, 
by  the  persons  to  whom  it  belongs.  Difiercnt  proprietors  distiugnish  th» 
wood  belonging  to  each  of  them  by  cutting  the  logs  a  particular  lengtbt 
so  that  even  when  several  owners  discharge  thdr  tmiber  into  the  river  at 
cAe  same  (/me,  it  is  easily  sorted  and  upptopriatei.  A.\aso^  e.  cKt^iun  aaA 
ajtoii  every  stuck  of  wood  is  paid  for  the  ose  oE  tive  vwerftiiilSw  wstv'kw*^ 
tie  iroodmen.  ^  •' 
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Styria  has  advantages  in  maintaining  the  laxuriance  of  her  forests  which 
the  other  States  of  the  Austrian  Alps  do  not  possess,  especially  her  neighbour, 
Garinthia.  In  olden  times  that  country  rivalled  her  sister  State  in  the  pro- 
duction of  timber,  which  has  latterly  reached  its  minimum.  This  arises 
greatly  from  the  difference  of  tenure  in  which  the  forest  lauds  are  held.  In 
Styria  they  are  almost  exclusively  in  the  hands  of  large  proprietors,  such  as 
wealthy  noblemen,  town  corporations,  religious  societies,  or  the  Crown,  all  of 
whom  take  care  that  the  tenants  or  woodmen  do  not  denude  them  indiscrimi- 
nately, but  plant  saplings  where  trees  have  been  cut  down.  In  Garinthia  the 
owners  of  the  forests  are  the  small  farmers,  who  are  an  improvident  class,  and 
recklessly  cut  down  old  trees  without  planting  new  ones,  regardless  of  the 
interests  of  posterity,  until  they  ai*e  now  but  scanty  woods,  scarcely  yielding 
sufficient  fuel  for  household  purposes.  This  devastation  of  the  Carinthian 
forests  has  greatly  increased  the  bleakness  of  the  country,  owing  to  the 
exposure  of  its  valleys  to  the  cold  winds  from  the  north  and  east. 

In  some  of  the  remote  forests,  trees  of  huge  dimensions  may  be  met  with, 
giants  of  the  vegetable  creation ;  a  larch  which  stood  near  Matsch,  in  the 
Vintschsau,  was  called  the  King  of  the  Larches,  and  seven  men  could  scarcely 
surround  its  trunk  with  outstretched  arms.  A  fir  {Pinua  picea),  growing  on 
the  Martinsberg,  in  the  forest  district  of  Zirl,  measured  5  ft.  in  diameter  at 
9  ft.  from  the  ground,  and  at  a  height  of  between  90  and  95  ft.  from  the 
ground  still  retained  a  diameter  of  between  8  and  9  inches.  The  Siberian 
pine,  called  by  naturalists  Piniis  cembra  (Zirbelnusskiefer),  which  grows  only 
on  the  limits  of  vegetation,  on  the  borders  of  glaciers  and  everlasting  snow,  is 
much  prized  in  Tyrol,  as  well  as  in  Switzerland,  for  the  facility  with  which  it 
is  oat  into  figures,  bowls,  spoons,  and  other  utensils  and  toys  ;  it  is  out  of  this 
wood  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  Grodenthal  carve  the  crucifixes,  &c.,  which 
are  so  abundantly  dispersed  through  Tyrol ;  and  the  pretty  toys  of  Berchtes- 
gaden  are  of  the  same  material. 

Austrian  Inns  and  Cookery. 

Austria  is  imiversally  allowed  to  be  the  land  of  good  living,  and  dinner  is  a 
portion  of  the  business  of  the  day  regarded  with  more  importance  here  than 
elsewhere.  The  taMe  d^lidte  system  is  as  foreign  to  this  country  as  to  England, 
and  no  Austrian  will  dine  otherwise  than  a  la  carte.  Unfortunately  for  the 
English  traveller,  the  time  at  which  everybody  is  expected  to  dine,  and  at 
which  therefore  the  best  food  is  prepared,  is  the  impossible  hour  of  one 
o'clock. 

The  restaurateurs  of  Vienna,  Prague,  and  Pest,  are  not  less  skilful  than 
those  of  Paris.  Styrian  capons,  Danube  carp,  and  Fogasch,  a  species  of  perch 
procured  only  from  the  Plattensee  in  Hungary,  are  among  the  peculiar 
delicacies  to  which  the  epicure  will  direct  his  attention.  All  the  principal 
cities  are  well  supplied  with  game,  and  throughout  Austria  the  puddings 
(M ehlspeisen)  have  attained  the  summit  of  perfection.  Our  business  is  chiefly 
with  the  "  cuisine  sauvage,"  and  the  prospects  of  the  traveller  in  remote 
districts,  far  away  from  cities,  and  in  the  midst  of  the  mountains.  Dinner  is 
always  commenced  with  soup,  usually  bread  or  egg  souj),  very  tasteless.  ^  To 
this  succeeds  boiled  beef,  and  then  the  national  dish,  chicken,  cut  into  pieces 
and  fried  in  lard,  called  gebaokenea  Huhn,  or,  vulgarly,  Bockhdhnl ;  it  is  on 
the  whole  not  a  bad  dish,  and  is,  beyond  doubt,  the  best  mode  of  dressing  a 
fresh-slaughtered  fowl,  as  it  rarely  happens  that  the  animal  is  killed  until  the 
dinner  or  supper  of  which  it  is  to  K>rm  a  part  is  already  ordered.  The  traveller 
may  safely  ask  for  this  dish  when  in  a  hurry.

It  was  in  tbe  country  round  Lini 
that  the  formidable  insurrection  of  the 
Protestant  peasants  of  Upper  Austria 
broke  out  in  the  htglnning  of  the  17lh 
eenlnrj.  EtoWdened  by  Tilly's  vic- 
lories  and  instigated  by  the  JeEuils. 
Ferdinand  II.  had  adopted  the  most 
energetic  measures  for  the  "  extirpa- 
tion of  heresy  "  from  bis  dominion*. ' 
Protestants  who  refused  to  embia^J 
Catholicism  were  enjoined  to  dispAB  1 
of  their  properly  and  quit  the  coun- 
try :  and  the  close  of  the  year  16Z6 
was  fixed  as  the  term  beyond  which 
"heresy"  would  be  no  longer  tole- 
rated within  the  hereditary  dominions. 
Upper  Austria,  at  this  period,  was 
occupied  b^  the  troops  of  Ferdinand's^ 
ally,  Maximiliau  of  Bavaria.  Ite' 
conunonder  of  the  Bavarian  troajKj 
stationed  at  Linz  was  Count  HertwT- 
Etein,  a  man  of  a  stem,  unrelenting 
disposition,  and  a  sworn  enemy  to 
Protestantism.  No  sooner  bad  the 
priests  taken  possession  of  a  church  in 
which  the  Lutheran  service  bad  been 
celebrated  than  they  proceeded  to 
reconsecrate  it,  and  thoroughly  purify 
it  from  the  staius  of  heresy  by  a  due 
sprinkling  of  holy  water.  In  the  spring 


driven  out  of  the  church  of 
Zwlespallen,  near  Frankcnburg,  by 
tbe  enraged  peasants  of  the  neighbour- 
ing villages.  Herberstein  punished 
tiie  peasants  by  hanging  17  of  them 
on  tbe  eaves  of  the  church  from 
which  the  priests  had  been  expelled.

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wealthiest  peasants  of  the  province, 
plaaed  himself  at  the  head  of  a  con- 
rideiable  bodj  of  insurgents.     Fa- 
dinger  displayed  great  skiU  in  organiz- 
ing lu8  peasant  army,  with  which,  in 
the  rammer  of  1626,  he  invested  Linz, 
irliere  he  was  killed  by  a  cannon-ball 
as  he  was  reconnoitring  the  fortifica- 
tions.   Afterwards  a  person  called  the 
l^mcLmif  whose  real  name  is  unknown, 
bat  who  is  supposed  to  have  been  of 
noUe  birth,  was  chosen  by  the  pea- 
sants for  their  leader.     Under   his 
waidMBoe  they  fearlessly  encountered 
uieJinmerous  bodies  of  Austrian  and 
Bavarian   troops,    until    Pappenheim 
was  sent  with  a  force  sufficient  for 
the  efifectnal  suppression  of  the  rebel- 
lioD.     He   defeated  the   Student   at 
Eflferdinff,  after  a  sanguinary  combat 
in  which  aooo  peasants  were  slun, 
and  again  at  Gmunden :  the  peasants 
offeied  tilie  most  deq[>erate  resistance ; 
but  at   Wol&egg    the    Student    was 
killed,  and  his  small  band  of  followers 
completelj  routed. 


the  existing  palatial  edifice  was  erec* 
ted   in    the   reign  of  the    Emperor 
Charles  VI.    Breath  the  handsome 
church  is  a   13th-cent.  crypt.      The 
Kaisersaal  is  a  sumptuous  apartment 
adorned  with  frescoes.    The  Library 
is  still  very  rich,  though  it  has  suffered 
serious  spoliations :  it  contains  40,000 
vols.;    and   the   Picture    Gallery  is 
rather   remarkable  for   extent   than 
excellence,  the    greater  part  of   its 
contents  being  copies.    There  is  an 
extensive  and  remarkably  fine  collec- 
tion of  coins  and  medals  most  judici- 
ously arranged.    The  ecclesiastics  of 
St.  Florian  are  remarkable  not  only 
for  their  learning,  but  for  their  skill 
in  agriculture,  whidi  has  conferred 
benefits  on  the  surrounding  district. 
2  m.  E.  is  the  ch&teau  of  ^Kllysburg, 
a  square  building  with  towers  at  the 
corners.     It  was  built,  in  1636,  by 
Count  Werner  von  Tilly,  who  pulled 
down  the  castle  of  Yolkersdorf,  which 
stood  nearly  on  the  same  site,  and 
which  had  been  g^ven  by  the  Emperor 
Ferdinand  II.  to  the  Count's  uncle, 
the  renowned  General  TUly,  who,  it 
is  said,  beheld  his  mansion  and  estate 
from  a  distance  one  day,  but  never 
took  the  trouble  to  visit  it    It  now 
belongs  to  the  Abbey  of  St.  Florian. 


Quitting  Linz,  the  rly.  turns  S.  to 
Gro8B  the  Tnum  at  Xlein-Mtinohen. 
On  the  rt.  bank  lies  MbeUberg,  the 
scene  of  a  severe  engagement  between 
the  French  under  Massena  and  the 
Anstrians  under  Hiller,  in  1809.  The 
passage  of  the  bridge  was  contested 
with  great  slaughter;  a  des^rate 
combat  was  kept  up  in  the  village 
from  house  to  house;  and  marks  of 
shot  and  balls  may  still  be  seen  on 
the  walls  and  signs  of  the  inns.  Nearly 
12,000  men  fell  in  the  confiiet. 

Asten.  8  m.  S.W.  stands  the  Au- 
gostinian  Convent  of  St.  Tloziaa,  the 
towers  of  which  may  be  seen  rising 
above  the  trees.  This  saint,  emment 
both  in  Austria  and  Bavaria  for  the 
aid  which  he  is  beHeved  to  give  in 
extinguishing;  fires,  was  bom  at  Enns.

PsBsan  to  Molk  tMedcliche)  and 
Vienna,  Weiteneck  appears  on  the 
opposite  bank  aa  the  train  approaches 
Kelk  or  Malk  C1000),lying  at  the  fool 
of  the  rook  on  -which,  180  ft.  above 
the  river,  sUinds  the  celebrated  •JBeiie- 
dirfiniBAronaBtery,  rebuilt  bet  ween  1707 
and  173G,  by  an  architect  from  St. 
Pollen,  named  Jacob  Prandaner.  It 
bears  the  appearance  of  a  palace 
rather  than  that  of  the  seclnded  re- 
treat of  cloistered  monks.  In  the 
latter  part  of  the  lOlh  centnry  Molk 
was  a  frontier  stronghold  of  the

Margrave  of  Aos 
tria.  Leopold,  on  gaining  possesaidj 
of  Molk,  built  a  caalle  and  a  ■-  -"'■ 
on  the  site  occupied  by  the 
monBBterj.

TrnVA  <4d9'ft.),  capital  of  the 
Am^hm  damhldonBr  the  i^sidence  of 
'/o/Afiistrui  and  the  seat  of 


the  government,  has,  including  the 
outskirts,  1,200,000  Inhab.  (15,500 
Protestants,  80,000  Jews,  and  2500 
Greeks),  exclusive  of  the  garrison 
of  24,000.  Within  the  10  districts 
of  the  city  itself  the  population 
is  about  800,000.  It  receives  its 
name  from  tibie  Wien,  an  insigni- 
ficant stream,  crossed  by  15  bridges, 
which  unites  itself  with  the  Douau- 
Canal,  a  small  branch  of  the  Danube, 
dividmg  the  city  from  the  suburb 
called  Leopoldstadt,  and  crossed  by  8 
bridges. 

34  Subwrha  (Vorstadte)  encompass 
the  city  on  all  sides,  and  greatly  sur- 
pass in  extient  the  city  itself,  though 
not  folder  than  1684;  those  which 
existed  previously  having  been  de- 
stroyed by,  or  on  the  approach  of,  the 
Turks  at  the  time  of  their  last  siege. 
They  are  now  merged  with  the 
city  in  10  districts  (Bezirke).  After 
passing  through  the  suburbs,  the  tra- 
veller enters  upon  a  belt  of  Boyile- 
vards,  laid  out  upon  the  ground  which 
formed  the  G^ocwdownto  1858,  when 
the  bastions  which  surrounded  the 
city  were  blown  up  and  levelled,  and 
Vienna  ceased  to  be  a  fortress.  These 
Boulevards,  called  Binge,  encircle  the 
city,  and  are  lined  with  private  and 
public  buildings  of  most  sumptuous 
architecture.  Beginning  at  the  Aspem 
Bridge,  they  take  the  names  of  Stuben, 
Paiik,  Kolowrat,  K&mthner,  Opem, 
Bni^,  Franzens  and  Schotten-Ring. 
Within  this  eirele  lies  the  old  city  of 
Vienna :  it  is  so  limited  in  extent  that 
you  can  walk  through  it  in  }  hour. 

Vienna  and  its  suburbs  may  be  com- 
pared to  a  spider's  web  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  streets,  as  they  all  tend  to 
meet  together  in  one  point  in  the 
centre,  near  the  caUiedral  of  St.  Ste- 
phen's, and  radiate  thence  through 
the  suburbs  as  £eu*  as  the  outer  lines. 
Within  the  older  quarter  lie  the  palaces 
of  the  Emperor  and  some  of  the  princi* 
pal  nobility,  the  public  offices,  the 
finest  churches,  and  the  most  splendid 
^ops. 

In  the  .  Herrengasse,  Schenken^- 
fitraiae,  en^  N!I^Ty^sn^xla^^  \\^  "^^ 
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new  Boulevards,  and  in  the  neigh- 
Iwurliood  of  the  Imperial  Palace,  are 
congregated  the  princely  abodes  of 
Austrian,  Bohemian,  and  Hungariaii 
nobility.  Among  these  the  P&lace  of 
TiinDB  liecliteiiBtein,  in  the  Bank- 
gssEe,  is  moEt  conspicuous,  from  the 
extent,  splendour,  and  reSued  taste 
dumiajed  in  its  archiit'ctural  design 
and  internal  arrangementa.  It  occu- 
pies nearly  one  side  of  the  street,  and 
contains  a  valuable  libraTy,  a  theatre, 
and  extensive  stables,  ll  has  'been 
almost  entirely  rebuilt,  and  its  prin- 
cipal apartments  decorated  in  a  style 
of  ibe  greatest  magnificence,  at  a  cost 
of  60,0(K>2,  It  is  shown  lo  strangers 
at  times,  and  ia  well  worthy  of  a  visit. 
The  palace  of  Cmint  BebSnbom  {Kenn- 

Ce)  was  built  by  Fisoher  of  Erlacli ; 
of  Fnnee  Etierhdm  {WallDer- 
Btrasse)  occupies  the  site  ofthe  hunting- 
lodge  of  St.  Leopold. 

Starting  from  the  Aepem  Bridge, 
adotned  with  allegorical  statues  by 
Melnitzky,  alone  the  Sluhearing,  we 
pass  between  theFranz  Josef  Gate  and 
barrack  on  the  rt.,  with  paiaife  ground 
in  front ;  on  the  1.  the  L'uatom-house, 
and  a  little  further  on  the  Industrial 
Muaeuni.  In  the  Fatkriny  (rt.)  is  the 
'Palace  of  Aichdnke  William,  a  Re- 
naissance edificL'  by  Hansen  (1865-67), 
on  the  1.  the  Sladtpark,  a  prettily  lajd- 
out  garden  with  the  Kursalon  at  the 
further  end;  and  on  the  rt.  again  the 
building  of  tbe  Horticultural  Society 
(Garten bau-Geiellschaft),  at  the  back 
of  which  is  the  Stadttheater. 

On  the  EolmnralTing  slanda  the 
palace  of  the  Archduke  Lud  wig  Victor 
and  the  Nobles'  Caiino,  in  RcnaJBsanee 
■tyle,  from  Ferslel's  design.  Here 
Schwarzenberg  Street  and  Sqnare 
cross  the  Ring,  From  this  Ibc  Heu- 
Etrosse  leads  past  the  Schwarzenberg 
Palace  to  the  Museum  of  the  l^elve- 
dere.

Leaving  the  Rudolf  Barracks  on  the  1., 
we  come  out  upon  the  Danube  Canal 
again,  nearly  opposite  to  the  Augarten 
Bridge.  If  we  turn  to  the  rt.  along 
the  Franz-Josefs-Quai,  on  the  bank  of 
the  Donau>Canal,  as  far  as  the  Aspem 
Bridge,  we  shall  have  made  the 
complete  circle  of  the  old  city  forti- 
fications. 

In  the  city  the  thoroughfares  are 
narrow,  the  houses  lofty  and  crowded 
together ;  whilst  the  suburbs  are  laid 
out  in  wide  and  well-paved  handsome 
streets. 

The  dwelling-houses  in  Vienna  are 
mostly  of  very  large  dimensions,  and 
it  rarely  happens  that  they  are  en- 
tirely occupied  by  one  family. 

There  are  many  single  edifices 
which  are  let  out  m  stories,  or  flats, 
and  approached  by  a  common  stair,  one 
floor  often  containing  2  or  3  domi- 
ciles. One  of  the  largest  buildings  in 
the  city  is  the  SchoUenhof,  attached 
to  the  church  of  the  Irish  Benedict- 
ines, who  were  invited  to  settle  here 
by  Henry  II.  of  Austria,  in  1158  ; 
though  they  were  replaced  afterwards 
by  German  monks,  the  convent  is  still 
named  after  them.  Opposite  thb  build- 
ing is  another  nearly  as  large,  called 
the  MdVeerhof,  belonging  to  the 
Monastery  of  Molk.  The  TraUnerhof, 
in  the  Graben,  produces  60,000  gulden 
of  rent  yearly,  and  is  inhabited  by 
400  persons.  The  Biirger-Spital, 
formerly  an  hospital,  now  converted 
into  dwelling-houses  and  lodgings, 
produces  annually  170,000  gulden. 
It  has  10  courts,  212  dwellings,  and 
1200  Inhab.  The  Starh&mbergische 
FMhaus,  however,  in  the  suburb  of 
Wieden,  is  still  larger ;  it  is  an  estate 
in  itself,  with  300  dwellings,  6  courts, 
31  staircases,  and  2000  Inhab. 

There  are  in  Vienna  a  great  many 
thoroughfares  or  passages  (Durch- 
ginge)  leading  through  archways, 
under  private  houses,  and  across  court- 
yardb  firom  one  street  to  another, 
serying  as  short  cuts.

In  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Burg- 
thor  the  new  Natural  History  Museum 
and  the  other  grand  buildings  men- 
tioned above  have  been  erected. 

In  the  Hofgarten  (apply  to  the 
gardener  for  admission),  on  the  outer 
Burgplatz,  is  an  equestrian  bronze 
statue  of  the  Emperor  Francis  I., 
husband  of  Maria  Theresa,  by  Moll. 

In  the  Kolowrat  Riog  is  a  *Monu- 
ment  to  Beethoven  by  Zwmbusch, 
erected  in  1880.  The  marble  statue 
of  Haydn,  in  front  of  the  Mariahilf 
church,  is  by  Natter  (1887). 

The  ^Schiller  Monument  near  the 
Opera  House,  by  Schilling,  was  un- 
veiled in  1876  ;  and  that  of  Schubert, 
in  the  Stadt  Park,  was  erected  in 
1872  by  Kundmann, 

In  the  Schwarzeubergplatz,  near  the 
Imperial  Hotel,  is  the  equestrian 
&tatue,  by  Hahnel,  1867,  of  Prince 
Carl  Sehwanenberg,  the  leader  of  the 
Allies  in  1813-14. 

A  colossal  ^statue  of  the  Empress 
Karia  Theresa  has  been  erected  be- 
tween the  two  new  Museums,  sup- 
ported by  figures  of  Justice,  Religion, 
Wisdom,  and  Strength.  The  monu- 
ment, by  Zrnnbusch,  is  of  gilt  bronze 
on  a  granite  pedestal,  surrounded  by 
four  equestrian  statues  of  famous 
generals,  and  four  standing  figures  of 
statesmen.  The  four  reliefs  are  also 
of  gilt  bronze. 


naked  figures,  by  Raphael  Donner 
(1 736),  in  lead,  representing  the  princi- 
pal rivers  of  the  archduchy  of  Austria 
— the  Enns,  Ips,  Traun,  and  March — 
pouring  their  waters  into  the  Danube. 
In  the  Freyung  there  is  a  beautiful 
fountain,  with  5  bronze  figures  by 
Schwanthaler,  They  represent  Austria 
and  her  principal  rivers — the  Danube, 
Vistula,  Elbe,  and  Po — of  the  Austrian 
dominions,  forming  an  admirable 
group. 


The  Albrechts-Brunnen,  on  the  site 
of  the  old  Karntner  Thor,  erected  by 
the  Emp.  Francis  Joseph,  in  1869,  is 
adorned  with  marble  statues  repre- 
senting the  chief  Austrian  rivers. 

In  the  centre  of  the  Oraben  stands 
a  ^^celess  column  in  honour  of  the 
Trinity.  It  is  apparently  a  duplicate 
of  that  in  the  market-place  of  Linz. 
and  was  erected  by  Fischer  for  the 
Emp.  Leopold  I.  on  the  cessation  of 
the  plague  in  1693.  The  Graben 
(ditch)  was  the  moat  of  the  old  12th 
cent,  fortifications. 

In  the  centre  of  the  oldest  part  of 
the  town,  the  Hoher  Markt,  is  a 
monument  erected  in  1732,  from 
Fischer's  designs,  representinff  the 
Marriage  of  the  Virgin,  under  a 
canopy  supported  by  4  Corinthian 
columns,  with  a  fountain  on  either 
side. 

In  the  Hof  is  a  bronze  Marien- 
Sanle,  by  Herold,  erected  in  1668  by 
Leopold  I.,  in  honour  of  the  Imma- 
culate Conception.  The  detached 
fountains  on  each  side  were  erected 
in  1872. 

The  court  of  the  Montenuovo  Palace 
(No.  1,  Strauchgasse)  has  a  fountain 
group  of  St.  George  and  the  Dragon, 
by  Fernkorn.

The  fountain  facing  the  N.  corner 
of  the  Opera  House  is  a  colossal 
undertaking  (1869)  of  doubtful  suc- 
cess. The  marble  groups  of  Nepune 
and  the  Danube,  together  with  other 
Austrian  rivers,  are  by  Meizner.

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The  •OKTIKOS  of  BT.  8TEPHKK. 
Length  345  Eag.  ft.,  breadth  230  ft. 
The  existing  cruciform  eandslone 
building  was  baUC  between  1350  and 
HRO  ;  but  the  two  small  lowers 
(Heidenthlirme)  flaiiliiug  the  grand 
W.  doorway,  and  the  part  of  the 
edifice  contiguous  to  them,  are  Ihe 
remuius  of  an  earlier  Itomaaesque 
udificc,  built  (1147)  by  Master  Oc- 
taviau  Falekner  of  Cracmw.  The 
roof  is  covered  with  coloured  tiles, 
forming  a  colossal  mosaic  of  the 
Austrian  earfe  {1831).  The  general 
effect  of  ihe  W.  front  is  flat  aud  poor, 
but  on  the  outside  of  the  buildiug 
there  is  mach  rich  tracery,  and

Many  judicious  and  costly  restora- 
tions and  repairs  of  the  exterior  have 
been  made.  The  doorways,  espe- 
cially the  aiani  Portal  (Riescnthor), 
only  opened  on  great  occasions,  are 
beautiful  spedmens  of  Kouionesilue 
ornament.  From  the  pulpit  of  stone, 
on  the  outside  of  the  church,  erected 
against  a  buttress  on  the  N.B.  angle 
of  the  N.  chancel  aisle,  St.  Johu 
Capiatran  preached  a  crusade  against 
the  Tarks  in  1451.  The  effect  of  the 
interior  is  marred  by  the  while  colour 
of  the  walls  of  the  cboir  above  the 
dark  finely  carved  wooden  ISth'Cen- 
tury  stalls,  and  hy  the  lower  level  of 
its  vaulting,  but  the  nave  is  very  fine, 
and  its  height,  the  size  of  the  pillars, 
the  abundance  of  rich  sculpture,  the 
tints  of  paintM  glass,  combine  to  pro- 
duce a  very  imposing  eflect.  The 
pillars  arc,  however,  spoilt  by  incon- 
gruous and  often  trumpery  altars 
inserted  at  their  base.  In  the  cboir 
are  some  handsome  lapcslries.  Be- 
tween the  N.  aisle  and  transept, 
forming  the  termination  of  a  former 
organ-loft,  is  carved  the  *Etone  figure 
of  the  architect,  JOrg  Oechsel,  looking 
through  a  small  window.  The  Pulpit 
is  of  elegant  and  elaborate  carved 
stone,  by  Pilgram  (151S),  aud  his 
portrmt  appears  under  the  stair,

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their  camp.  The  largest  bell  was 
made  (1711)  of  the  180  pieces  of 
cannon  taken  from  the  Turks  after 
their  repulse  from  the  walls.  It  weighs 
17  tons.  The  view  is  much  inter- 
rupted, but  extends  not  only  over  the 
city  and  suburbs,  but  across  the 
Danube  to  the  Marchfeld,  and  over 
Napoleon's  famous  battle-fields  of 
Lobau,  Wagram,  Aspern,  and  Essl- 
ing. 

Halfway  up  the  tower  is  the  station 
of  the  Eire-Watch  for  the  city.  The 
clock  strikes  the  hour  only ;  the  quar- 
ters are  struck  by  the  watchmen,  who 
are  posted  day  and  night  aloft  to  give 
warning  of  fires,  by  ringing  a  bell  and 
display  mg  a  fiag,  and  at  night  by 
holding  out  a  light  in  the  direction 
where  the  fire  has  broken  out,  the  posi- 
tion of  which  is  ascertained  by  means 
of  a  telescope  moving  over  graduated 
dials,  the  lines  of  which  pointing  to 
the  different  parts  of  the  city  are 
numbered  and  entered  in  a  register. 

The  N.  tower,  begun  in  1450,  by  the 
architect  Hans  Buchsbaum,  was  left 
unfinished  at  its  present  height,  212  ft. 

There  was  formerly  a  narrow  church- 
yard round  St.  Stephen's,  which  will 
account  for  the  numerous  monuments, 
some  of  them  possessing  considerable 
interest,  that  literally  cover  the  outside 
of  the  edifice,  to  the  height  of  several 
yards  above  the  pavements.  This 
churchyard  was  thrown  open  and 
paved  by  order  of  Joseph  II.  ;  the 
Crypt,  now  closed,  served  as  a  burial- 
place  of  the  Imperial  family  from  the 
14th  to  the  17th  centuries;  their, 
bodies  are  now  deposited  in  a  vault  of 
the  church  of  the  Capuchins. 

At  the  comer  of  the  Graben  and 
Kamtnerstrasse,  is  the  Stock -im- 
Sisen,  said  to  be  the  trunk  of  a  tree, 
the  only  one  remaining  of  the  Wiener- 
wald,  a  vast  forest  which  in  ancient 
days  extended  to  this  spot,  now  the 
heart  of  the  city.  It  has  been  so  com- 
pletely bound  round  by  hoops  of  iron 
to  preserve  it,  and  so  many  nails  have 
been  driven  into  it  by  the  wandering 
apprentices  of  Vienna,  when  setting 
out  on  their  travels,  that  there  is  now 
jjo  longer  aii^  woo4  visible — wUejice

The  Church  of  St.  Peter,  in  a  Platz 
leading  out  of  the  Graben,  was  founded 
in  the  12th  cent.,  but  rebuilt,  with  its 
handsome  dome,  in  1702. 

The  Capuchin  Church,  in  the  Neu- 
markt,  is  only  remarkable  for  contain- 
ing the  burial  *Vault  of  the  Imperial 
family. 

It  is  shown  by  torchlight  (daily, 
9  to  12  and  1  to  4,  small  fee  expected) 
under  the  guidance  of  a  Capuchin 
brother.  There  are  105  metal  coffins. 
The  oldest  is  that  of  the  Emp. 
Matthias,  1619  ;  the  most  splendid 
are  those  of  Margaret  of  Spain, 
first  wife  of  Leopold  I.,  that  of 
Joseph  I.,  which  is  of  pure  silver,  and 
those  of  Maria  Theresa,  her  hus- 
band Francis,  and  her  son  Joseph  II. 
In  a  corner,  among  the  regal  and 
imperial  dead,  is  the  simple  coffin  of 
a  Countess  Fuchs,  the  governess  and 
instructress  of  Maria  Theresa,  who 
showed  her  gratitude  in  admitting 
her  friend  to  the  empty  honours  of 
sharing  a  tomb  with  emperors.  Every 
Friday,  for  13  years  after  the  death 
of  her  husband,  did  Maria  Theresa 
descend  into  this  vault,  to  pray  and 
weep  by  the  side  of  his  remains.  Not 
far  off  the  tomb  of  Marie  Louise,  Em- 
press of  the  French,  is  that  of  her 
son,  Napoleon,  the  Duke  of  Reich- 
stadt.  A  simple  copper  coffin,  with  a 
raised  cross  upon  it,  and  the  words 
"  Napoleonis  Galliae  Imperatoris  Fi- 
lius,"  &c.,  encloses  his  body.  Here 
are  also  the  coffins  of  the  ill-starred 
Emperor  Maximilian  of  Mexico,  and 
the  yet  more  unhappy  Crown-Prince 
Rudolph. 

The  Maltese  Church  in  the  Kamt- 
nerstrasse is  freq^uented  by  Hunga- 
rians. Close  to  it  is  the  Church  of 
St.  Anna,  used  by  a  French  con- 
gregation. 

St.  Augustine's  (Augustiner-Kirche) 
near  the  JosefspIatz,a  Gothic  building, 
of  plain  exterior,  was  erected  in 
1339.  The  tower  was  rebuilt  after  its 
destruction  by  fire  in  the  t\ot&  q^  LQ^^a, 
Here  \s  iVi^  *moTvaTwef«.\.  oj  ^<i  ^^^

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Canova.  It  waserccted  in  1S05  by  her 
liuEbauil,Duki>  Albert  □fSftxe-TcEcheii, 
and  cooEists  of  a  pyramid  of  greyish 
marble,  about  30  ft.  high,  placed 
against  the  wall  of  the  churcb.

Behind  them, 
BeneTOlence  ascends  the  steps,  sup- 
porting an  old  man,  OntheoineraiJe 
couches  a  melancholy  lion,  and  beside 
him  reclines  a  desponding  genius. 
0»erthe  door  of  the  vault  isamedallion 
of  the  Archduchess,  held  up  br  Happi- 
oesE.  In  the  Todten-Eapelle  (built 
1341 ),  on  one  side  of  the  aisle,  is  the 
marble  monvmBnt  to  the  Emperor 
Leopold  II.  (1732)  by  Zauner,  and 
that  of  the  £unona  Austrian  Gejieral 
Daun  (1766),  erected  to  his 
by  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa;  and 
of  Fan  Swieten,  her  physician,  to 
whom  Anstna  is  indebted  for  a  M'stem 
of  universal  education.  In  theLoreto 
Chapel,  which  was  founded  (1627)  bj 
the  Empress  Eleanor,  are  preserved 
the  hearts  of  the  members  of  the  Im- 
perial family,  in  silver  urns.  That 
of  Maria  Theresa  is  distinguished  by 
ite  size,  and  contains  the  heart  of  her 
husband  also.  The  altar  in  this  chapel 
was  formerly  of  silver,  but  was  re- 
idaced  by  the  present  one  of  wood 
silvered  over,  hy  Josef  11.,  in  1790,

The  cliurcb  oF  Xuia-BtieKen,  with 
the  exception  of  the  W.  froDt,  which 
dates  from  the  Idthcentj.,  was  erected 
between  the  vean  L395  and  1412. 
It  was  repaired  in  1820.  The  narrow 
nave,  withoDt  aiileB,  joins  the  wider 
choir  in  an  ohiique  direction.  Some 
of  the  stained  glass  is  good.  The 
heptangnlar  tower  is  130  ft.  high. 

The  lohottanldraha,  near  the  Frey< 
ung,  ha*  a  handsome  high  altar,  and 
tomba  of  Oonnt  Starhemberg  (1701) 
andI>nkeHeiDrichJaBomirgott(117T). 

The  KlBOrlten-Iirah*,  belonging  to 
the  Itttlians,  built  in  the  1 4th  cent., 
contains  a  good  copy  in  mosaic  of 
Leonardo  da  Tinci's  LASt  Sapper,  bj 
Bafaiii,  executed  for  Napoleon  in 
1806-14,  at  a  coat  of  £30,000. 

The  XarUUnlis,  near  the  Rennwi^, 
is  flanked  bf  two  lofty  columns,  wound 
roDud  with  relief  represeDtlng  events 
in  the  life  of  San  Carlo  Borromeo. 
It  was  built  by  the  Emp.  Charles  VI., 
Id  fblfilment  of  a  tow  made  in  the 
jetr  1713,  at  a  time  when  the  plague 
was  ravaging  Vienna,  from  designs  of 
Piacber  of  Kriach,  and  completed  in 
1737.  N.  of  the  AugarUn  is  a  haod- 
*ome  Oothio  ChnrUi  (by  Schmidt, 
18)17-73),  with  painted  walls,  frescoes, 
and  Tarious  other  decorations.

The   Imperial  Bc^ol  Palace  (die 

k.  k.  Burg),  an  ancient  building,  of 
us  dales  and  irregular  structure, 
:  imposing  from  its  architecture, 
onsiderabreinexlcDt.  It  conusU 
of  three  conns :  that  in  the  centre  is 
called  Franzeusplatz ;  that  on  the  L 
Schweizerhof,  from  the  old  Swiss 
guards  of  tbe  Palace,  now  r^laced 
by  Austrians;  that  on  the  K,  the 
Amalienhof. 

The  Schweizerhof  is  the  oldest  part, 
imd  dates  from  the  year  1210.  The 
handsome  portals  towards  the  Franzens- 
platz  was  restored  in   1854,  and  this 

Sart  of  the  buiitUng  contains  the 
inner  apanments  of  the  Emperor 
Franz  I.,  the  Hofburgkapelle,  the 
""-ate  library,  and  the  Treasury, 
the  S.  side  of  the  Franzeusplatz 
is  the  Leopold  inische  Burg,  con- 
taining j^  Miaha^t  chapel,  and  the 
so-called  Control organg,  where  the 
Emoeror  Josef  II.  used  to  receive 
— 'itions  from  all  comers.  Here  are 
apartments  of  the  Imperial  family. 
They  are  shown  during  fixed  hours 
daily  when  the  court  is  out  of  town. 

Fronting  S.  from  Ibis  is  the  Bitter- 
saal,  erected  forthe  Emperor  Francis L, 
b^  Montoyer,  in  1805.  On  the  oppo- 
.U3  side  of  the  Franzensplatz  is  the 
nest  pordon  of  the  Burg,  built  by 
Fischer,  for  Charles  VI.,  in  1728.  At 
tbe  entrance  are  colossal  groups,  by

and  Botany,  the  liedoulenssiil,  and  the 
Burg-Theater.

It 
ttas  commenced  in  1539  for  the  Car- 
dinal of  Ferrare,  but,  nith  the  design 
somewhat  modified,  was  completed  for 
Francis  I.  of  France  in  1513,  and  was 
girt u  with  No.  l"l,  an  onyi  tankard 
of  French  workmanship,  by  Charles 
IX.  to  the  Archduke  Ferdinand  of 
Tyrol,  in  1570.  XXII.  The  private 
j  ewclB  of  the  Austrian  Imperial  family, 
including  the  crown  and  globe  of 
lludolf  II.,  enriched  with  many  un- 
cut precious  gems,  and  the  sceptre  of 
Matthias  (1612),  formerly  carried  by 
the  Raman  Emperors  elect  on  their 
entrance  into  Frankfurt.  The  pre- 
cious Blones  contained  in  the  orders  of 
the  Golden  Fleece,  Maria  Theresa, 
and  other  decorations  here  exhibited, 
are  of  enormoas  Talue,  and  include 
the  "Frankfurt"  diamond  of  421 
carats,  purchased,  by  the  Fmperor 
Francis  I.  in  1761,  for  28,000  louis- 
d'ors.

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German  emperor,  such  as  the  holy 
spear  and  nails  of  the  cross ;  a  tooth  of 
John  the  Baptist ;  a  piece  of  the  coat 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist ;  3  links  of 
the  chains  of  Saints  Peter,  Paul,  and 
John;  the  arm-hone  of  St.  Anne;  a 
piece  of  the  true  cross ;  a  portion  of 
the  tahle-cloth  used  at  the  Last  Sup- 
per. 

The  Imperial  Stahles,  Hofstallge- 
baude,  facing  the  palace  outside  the 
Burgthor,  contain  the  state  car- 
riages :  that  used  at  the  coronations 
at  Milan,  Prague,  &c.,  is  beautifully 
painted  on  the  panels;  it  was  made 
for  Maria  Theresa,  whose  state  sledge, 
in  which  she  used  to  drive  upon  the 
Danube,  as  well  as  her  sedan-chair, 
are  shown  here.  In  the  '^'stables  are 
400  finely-bred  horses,  many  Arabians, 
besides  16  white  Spanish  "  Corona- 
tions," 17  hands  high,  with  silky  coats 
and  long  waving  tails.  Here  is  a 
curious  collection  of  horse  trappings, 
saddles,  harness,  and  some  old  armour. 
Admission  by  tickets,  given  by  the 
Master  of  the  Horse  in  the  Franzens- 
platz,  under  the  Clock. 

Between  the  Burg  and  the  palace 
of  the  Archduke  Albert  runs  a  long 
corridor,  called  Augtistiner  -  gang, 
communicating  with  the  bastion  and 
the  Augustine  Church ;  in  it  are  situ- 
ated the  two  following  collections  : — 

The  *Cal)inet  of  Coixui  and  Antiqui- 
tiei.  Open  Mon.  and  Thurs.  10  to  2. 
It  includes  bronzes,  terracottas,  mo- 
saics, ancient  and  modem  gems,  coins, 
and  medals.  It  contains  several  verv 
celebrated  cameos  and  intaglios,  which 
have  been  described  by  the  Abb^ 
Eckhel.  Among  them  the  ♦Apo- 
theosis of  Augustus,  an  onyx,  8}  in. 
in  diameter,  is  perhaps  the  finest 
cameo  in  the  world,  remarkable  alike 
for  beautiful  workmanship,  historical 
interest  (as  the  heads  are  portraits  of 
the  Emperor  and  his  family),  and  for 
its  large  size;  only  two  larger  are 
known  to  exist.  It  was  found  in 
Jerusalem  during  the  Crusades,  and 
cost  the  Emperor  Budolph  II.  12,000 


also  very  fine;  and  a  Byzantine 
cameo,  bearing  on  one  side  the  Crea- 
tion, on  the  other  the  Crucifixion,  is 
curious.  Here  is  likewise  a  unique 
*tazza  of  Oriental  agate,  28j  in.  in 
diameter,  which  formed  part  of  the 
dowry  of  Mary  of  Burgundy,  wife  of 
the  Emp.  Maximilian ;  a  collection  of 
Baphomets,  or  talismans  of  the  Tem- 
plars ;  a  tablet  of  bronze,  on  which  is 
engraved  a  senatus  consultum  (Roman 
Act  of  Parliament),  prohibiting  Bac- 
chanalian ceremonies,  dated  in  the 
year  of  Rome  567,  or  b.c.  186  (Livy, 
xxxix.  8-18) ;  bronze  arms,  imple- 
ments, and  ornaments,  found  in  the 
graves  of  the  Celtic  miners  at  Hall- 
statt.  Objects  from  the  pile-dwellings 
in  the  lake  of  Garda. 

In  another  cabinet  is  a  collection  of 
modern  gems,  cameos,  &c.  ♦Leda 
and  the  Swan,  by  BenvemUo  Celliniy  in 
gold,  jewelled  and  enamelled,  is  the 
most  distinguished  of  these.  There  is 
also  a  female  head,  in  which  the 
artist  has  taken  advantage  of  appro- 
priate colours  in  the  stone  to  represent 
the  various  tints  of  the  cheeks  and 
hair,  and  a  necklace,  composed  of  49 
cameos,  exquisitely  carved,  with  por- 
traits of  the  sovereigns  of  Austria, 
from  Rudolph  of  Hapsburg  to  Ferdi- 
nand III.,  &c. 

There  is  a  good  collection  of  Greek 
vases,  1200  in  number,  nearly  half  of 
which  belonged  to  Count  Lamberg. 
Amon^  them  are  some  remarkable 
Hellenistic  ♦reliefs  of  animals  and 
landscapes. 

The  coins  and  medals  amount  to 
140,000.  Among  them  are  25,000 
Greek,  31,000  Roman,  30,000  false 
medals,  36,000  modem  medals  and 
coins  of  various  European  states. 
Some  of  the  modem  medals  are  of 
very  large  size.  A  gold  medal  of  360 
ducats  (Christian  V.  of  Denmark, 
1699);  one  of  315  ducats  (Sigismund 
III.  of  Poland,  1632)  ;  a  silver  ducat 
of  the  Emperor  Charles  VT.,  weighing 
6  lbs. ;  and  an  immense  gold  medal- 
lion of  2055  ducats,  two-thirds  gold, 
the  rest  silver,  presented  m  1677  by

Oahinet  of  Hlnerftls.  —  Entrance 
also  in  the  Augiistiner-gang.  Avery 
fine  collection,  far  surpassing,  in  mauy 
departments,  every  other  cabinet  in 
Europe,  and  ivell  arranged.  Amongst 
the  objeclB  to  be  particularised  are  the 
specimens  of  fossil  wood  from  Tran- 
sylTauia,  particularly  one  which  has 
the  appearance  of  a  bundle  of  vbite 
fibres.  The  stoay  matter  (qnartz)  has 
occupied  the  pores  of  the  wood,  which 
itaelE  bas  entirely  disappeared,  leaving 
an  exact  cast  of  the  sap-vessels,  not 
thicket  than  hairs,  and  knotted  in  ap- 
pearance. A  precious  opal,  the  largest 
known,  from  Czerwemtia,  near  lia- 
schau,  weighs  17  oz.  Very  choice 
specimens  uf  chrysolite,  from  Qreen- 
laad;  wavellite,  from  Brazil ;  Styrian 
arragonite,  and  other  rare  minerals. 
TourmaUne,  including  a  crystal  having 
perfect  terminations  at  both  ends. 
Tin  ore  from  Schlackenwald,  Bohemia. 
Cubic  crystals  of  raagnetlc  iron-ore, 
from  Gulsen,  in  Styria.  Tellurium 
and  gold  from  NagybSaya,  the  richest 
goldmine  in  the  Anstnan  slates.  A 
Que  collection  of  diamoDd  crystals, 
some  splendid  specimens  of  emerald, 
and  the  most  extensive  and  complete 
assemblage  existing  of  aerolitKS,  or 
stones  which  have  fallen  from  the  sky 
in  all  parts  of  the  globe.  An  enormous 
one  fell  in  Hungary,  June,  1S66, 
weighing  560  lbs.  Another,  a  mass 
71  lbs.  in  weight,  fell  in  1751,  near 
Agram  :  the  descent  of  it  was  actually 
seen.  Another  felt  at  Tabor  in  1753. 
A  portion  of  the  great  mass  still  pre- 
served at  Elnbogen,  near  Carlsbad- 
There  are  several  specimens  of  a 
shower  which  fell  at  Stannen,  in 
Moravia  in  1808,  and  was  witnessed 
by  hundreds  of  persons  as  they  were 
going  to  church.  The  full  of  others 
I  more  ancieut  is  salisfitctorjly 
'led  by  legal  iJoeuments  and  the 
TOD_f  of  witnesses  taken  imme- 
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diately  after  the  event,  preserved  in 
this  cabinet.  A  geological  collection 
of  considerable  extent,  and  a  series  of 
fossil  remains,  illustrate  in  an  inte- 

ig  way  the  geology  of  Auslrii. 
A  bouquet  of  flowers,  made  of  pre- 
Etones,  for  Maria  Theresa,  may 

lentioned  as  another  costly  cari- 
osity. Tliese  last  objects  are  m  th« 
lecture-room. 

Knieum  of  ETatnrat  Hiitory.— Thit 

is  a  choice  collection,  well  arranged, 
according  to  the  Liunecan  system,  au^ 
founded  by  the  Erap.  Francis  1.,  at 
his  private  expense. 

The  colour  of  the  lines  round  the 
tickets  marks  the  countries  from  which 
the  specimens  come,  viz.  yellow,  Aija; 
bine,  Africa;  green,  AmericBij  red, 
Australia  and  the  South  Sea.  The 
European  specimens  are  plain,  except 
those  of  Austrian  origin,  marked  with 
a  black  line.  The  valuable  BnuiHn* 
iUiiseum,  also  formed  by  the  late  Elm- 
peror,  who  sent  out  men  of  science  ' 
the  purpose  of  making  collections 
all  branches  of  natural  history,  is  n 
incorporated  with   the  Imperial  Mn- 

Among  the  mammalia  (which 
ill-stufied)  may  be  remarked  the 
Anerochs,  or  wUd  bnll,  once  common 
in  Europe,  and  still  existing  in  Polish 
and  Lithuanian  forests ;  a  horse,  which 
died  in  the  Emperor's  stables,  40 
jears  old;  another  horse,  covered  with 
woolly  hair  like  a  poodle ;  a  walrus, 
&c. 

The  ornithological  department  is 
very  complete,  In  some  cases  speci- 
mens are  preserved  of  the  same  bird, 
in  order  to  show  the  changes  of 
plumage  from  youth  to  age,  the  dif- 
ference between  male  and  female 
feathers,  and  the  transition  which 
takes  place  from  the  one  ini 
other.  Here  are  eagles  from  v 
parts  of  the  Austrian  dominioni  _ 
white  eagle  (Faleo  uUnte),  shot  near 
the  fields  of  Aspern  and  Essling, 
where  these  birds  are  numerous;  the 
Inmmcrgeicr,  from  the  Alps;  ViiUvr 
fuhaa,  from  Hungary ;  hooded  fhlconi, 
used  In  \va«V\nB  \n  iJit  "iraie  (A  i"^ 
Emp.    JoBe^.t   U„   viW^i  V>vtit  '^i 
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and  bells ;  the  horned  owl,  from  the 
Wiener  Wald ;  a  monstrous  goose  and 
a  pigeon,  each  with  four  legs;  an 
interesting  series  of  nests  and  eggs. 
The  other  departments  of  natural 
history  —  amphibia,  fishes,  corals, 
moUusca,  and  shells — are  equally  rich. 
Among  the  fish,  the  tribe  of  salmon 
and  sturgeon  from  the  Danube  and 
other  rivers  of  Europe  is  very  com- 
plete ;  the  entozoa  (intestinal  worms) 
are  unrivalled.  The  collection  of 
comparative  anatomy  is  also  very 
good.  The  insects  are  not  inferior; 
they  are  shut  up  in  cabinets,  but  are 
shown  readily  to  students  or  amateurs 
of  this  branch  of  science. 

The  well-filled  Herbarium  is  on  the 
4th  floor  of  the  same  building  as  the 
rest  of  the  collections.  ^Men  of  science 
and  students  of  natural  history  will 
find  ready  access  to  the  collection, 
and  most  willing  assistance,  on  apply- 
ing to  the  directors  of  the  several 
cabinets. 

The  Albertina,  open  Mon.  and 
Thurs.,  9  to  2,  formerly  the  Archduke 
Charle8*8  splendid  Palace,  on  the 
bastion,  adjoining  the  Emp.'s  Palace, 
contains  a  library  and  one  of  the 
finest  collections  in  Europe  of  '*'En- 
gravings  and  Drawings,  formed  by 
the  late  Duke  of  Saxe-Teschen,  and 
much  au^ented  by  the  Archduke 
Charles,  his  heir  and  son-in-law.  The 
engravings  exceed  220,000,  and  are 
preserved  in  900  portfolios.  Among 
them  is  a  unique  and  undoubted  Fini- 
guerra  of  the  Virgin  Mary  on  the 
Throne.  Among  the  drawings  by  old 
masters  (more  than  15,000  in  number), 
the  most  interesting  is  Raphael's  own 
sketch  of  the  Transfiguration.  It  was 
probably  a  study  for  the  anatomy ; 
since  the  figures,  which  occupy  the 
same  situation  as  in  the  painting,  are 
all  drawn  naked.  A  portrait  of  the 
£mp.  Maximilian,  taken  from  the 
life  by  A.  Durer,  with  an  autograph 
memorandum  of  the  artist  in  the 
comer  to  that  effect ;  and  the  original 
sketch,  by  A.  Durer,  of  the  Triumph 
of  MaziiDiJiaii,  which  he  painted  in 
jfivsco  in  the  town-hall  at  Nuremberg, 
sre  also  worth  notice.    There  are  in

specimens,  including  many 
studies  of  figures  for  the  Last  Judg- 
ment, by  Michael  Angelo ;  20  by  And. 
del  Sarto  ;  122  by  Raphael ;  132  by 
Alb.  Diirer. 

On  the  first  floor  of  the  New  Ex- 
change is  the  Oriental  Hnseum,  open 
daily  from  10  to  4  (30  kr.),  Sun.  9  to  1. 
(10  kr.).  It  contains  an  interesting  col- 
lection of  Eastern  objects,  and  a  good 
Library, 

The  '^'Imperial  Arsenal  (k.  k.  Ar- 
tillerie  -  Arsenal),  close  to  the  Sud- 
bahn  Rly.  Stat.,  was  erected  in  1855. 
Tues.,  Thurs.,  and  Sat,  9  to  3.  It  is 
the  most  striking  as  well  as  the  most 
extensive  modern  building  in  Vienna, 
of  brick,  measuring  230  yds.  in  front 
by  700  in  depth— a  massive  range  of 
buildings.  At  the  corners  are  great 
casemated  barracks,  and  between  them 
storehouses,  forming  a  quadrangle, 
within  which  stands  the  residence  for 
the  commandant,  and  the  church  and 
hospital.  Here  are  manufactories  of 
every  sort  of  weapons,  fire-arms, 
swords,  bayonets ;  workshops,  engine- 
house,  laboratory,  cannon  •  foundry, 
and  boring  works  employing  2000 
men.  The  most  splendid  edifice  is  the 
♦Armoury  (VVaffen-Museum)  designed 
by  Hansen,  and  containing  one  of  the 
largest  and  finest  collections  of  arms 
and  ancient  armour  in  Europe. 

The  enormous  chain  of  8000  links, 
which  the  Turks  threw  across  the 
Danube,  near  Buda,  for  the  purpose  of 
interrupting  the  navigation  of  the 
river  in  1 529,  is  festooned  round  the 
cannon  in  the  court-yard. 

The  Vestibtde  is  adorned  with  52 
marble  statues  of  great  Austrian  gene- 
rals, and  the  Staircase  with  frescoes 
by  Rahl.  In  the  vestibule  are  two 
remarkable  pieces  of  ordnance — a 
breechloader  of  the  16th  cent.,  and  a 
leather  cannon  surrounded  by  an 
envelope  of  brass,  a  trophy  of  the 
Swedish  war.  The  centre  of  the  first 
floor  is  occupied  by  the  ^Snlmieshalle 
(Hall  of  Fame),  with  frescoes  by  Blaas 
and  Rahl  of  striking  military  episodes.

Three  glass  eases  contaiu  the  trophy 
presented  to  A  dm.  Tegetlhoff  by 
Trieste,  the  b&ton  of  Marshal  Ea- 
detzky,  and  the  cup  given  by  the 
Austnan  army  to  the  poet  Grillimrzer, 
In  the  large  roams  opening  out  on 
either  side  of  the  central  hall  are 
150,000  stand  of  arms,  tastefully 
arranged  and  disposed  in  figures  with 
much  ingenuity,  so  as  to  form  decora- 
tions for  the  interior,  but  at  the  same 
ready  for  immediate  use. 


There 
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DUE  dates,  aud,  above 
all,  a  large  collection  of  suits  of 
armour  actually  worn  by  illustrious 
persons.  The  fuUowing  objects  will 
be  regarded  with  peculiar  interest : — 
The  baff-coat,  of  elk-skin,  worn  by 
Gnslavus  AdolphuE  at  ihe  battle  of 
Lillzeu,  penetrated  by  the  bullet  which 
caused  his  death  (1632);  armonr  of 
the  Emperor  Maximilian  I. ;  sword  of 
llie  Emperor  Charles  V. ;  armour  of 
Ludwig  11.,  King  of  Hungary,  who,  a. 
mere  boy,  sank  into  a  morass  in  the 
liattle  of  Mohacz  (tS26);  sabre  sud 
the  tnp  of  Ihe  tent  of  the  Grand  Vizier, 
Kara  Mustapha  (1683);  gala  suit  of 
Ihe  Emperor  Rudolf  ll„  and  of  the 
Emperor  Matbias;  coat,  sabre,  &c.,  of 
Slephan  Fadinger  (i62G) ;  black 
armour  of  General  Count  Sporck ; 
flae  of  Franz  Kikoczy  ;  baton,  &c,,  of 
Prmce  Eugene  of  Savoy  (173G) ; 
balloon  used  by  the  French  Marslial 
Jaurdan  to  reconnoitre  the  Austrian 
array  previously  to  Ihe  battle  of 
Fleurus ;  the  keys  of  the  city  of 
Lyons ;  the  crescent  which  sur- 
monnled  the  spire  of  St.  Stephen's 
from  the  siege  of  1529  down  to  the 
relief  of  Vienna  by  John  Sobieski.  A 
great  number  of  standards  taken  by 
the  Auslrlans  during  the  war:  lOOare 
French,  of  the  days  of  Ihe  Revolution; 
man;  Poliah  and  Prussian  ;  a  flag 
earned  by  the  Italian  Carbooftri,  with 
ihe  words,  "  Independenza  o  morte  "  ; 
am}  several  Freacb  eagles ;  also  a  tree 
n/"  Ci'bem;  iritb  the  red  cap,  and  the 
IW  of  Ihe  33rd  reg-iraeu  t  of  French 


infantry,  taken  ot  Culm.  In  the 
Chapel  is  the  statue  of  the  Virgin, 
rescued  from  the  old  arsenal.  The 
view  Itom  the  Flag  Tomer  is  fine. 

The  Old  SathJisns,  S  WippUngt 
Btrasse,  contains  a  hajl  worth  seeuig, 
and  in  the  courtyard  a  faimlain  ivith 
group  in  lead  of  Andromeda  and 
Perseus,  by  Donncr.  Adjoining  it 
are  two  chapels  united  by  an  arch- 
way, one  of  which  dales  from  1360, 
while  the  other  has  a  fine  Kcnaissonce 
portal.  Opposite  are  the  offlceR  of 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior.  The 
■SfeT  Bathhaui  is  situated  in  the 
RtngEtrasEC,  opposite  the  new  Burg 
Theatre,  and  near  the  new  Parlia- 
ment Houses  of  Austria,  forroingwith 
them  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
groups  of  modem  structures  to  he 
found  in  Europe.  The  RalhhauB  is 
certainly  one  of  the  most  magnificent 
Gothic  edifices  on  I' 
has  one  principal  ti 
four  subordinate  on 
large  square  court 
colonnade,  and  eight  other  subordi- 
nate courts.  The  edifice  contains  500 
rooms,  including  two  targe  fettival 
halls.  The  principal  fa9Bde,  in  solid 
masonry,  has  a  fine  terrace  with  out- 
look on  the  Park  and  King  Strasse. 
The  cost  of  the  entire  huudins  has 
been  12,000,000  florins,  or  a  million 
sterling.  The  great  tower  is  snr- 
monnted  by  a  figure,  9  ft.  high,  hold- 
ing a  flagstaO'  of  16  ft.,  and  a  sword 
B  ft.  6  ill.  in  length.  The  architect 
is  the  Chevalier  von  Schmidt,  by 
whom  the  work  was  begun  in  1873, 
and  finished  in  ten  years.

The  *ColIsGtIon  of  Aim 
Armour,  on  the  first  floor,  is 
daily  from  9  to  3.  It  was  commenced 
in  1S84,  and  completed  in  1673;  it 
contained  arms  for  34,000  civic 
guards,  which  were  stolen  and  dis- 
tributed to  the  mob  at  the  Vienna 
revolution,  hnt  have  since  been  r 
stored.  There  are  suits  of  armoi 
of  various  periods.  The  armonr  i__ 
Louis  II.,  King  of  Hungary,  killed  at 
the  batrte  oJ  M-oWni-,  o^  CVviAetN  .\ 
I  of  Sohieaki,  •«eDViiWi.\ie\)pii'U.\e^«.^™ 
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Vienna.  Here  are  also  preserved  an 
immense  blood-red  standard,  taken 
from  the  Turks,  in  1683,  by  the  Doke 
of  Lorraine ;  the  head  of  the  Vizir 
Kara  Mustapha,  with  the  red  silken 
cord  by  which  he  was  strangled  on 
his  return  from  his  disastrous  expe- 
dition to  Vienna;  and  his  shirt,  or 
shroud  (Todtenhemd),  covered  with 
Arabic  Inscriptions,  derived  princi- 
pally from  the  Koran.  At  the  taking 
of  Belgrade,  his  body  was  disinterred, 
his  head  separated  from  it,  and  trans- 
ferred to  Vienna.  From  the  ceiling 
hangs  the  fine  standard  of  Count 
Herberstein,  with  a  representation  of 
St.  John  Baptist  kneeling  before  the 
Virgin  and  Child.  The  colours  taken 
by  the  Archduke  Charles,  at  Caldiero, 
in  1805.  The  bust  and  uniform  of 
Marshal  Loudon,  and  Hofer's  alpen- 
stock, are  among  the  minor  curiosities. 
Another  part  of  the  first  floor  is  de- 
voted to  tne  Mnnicipal  Library,  open 
daily,  except  Sun.,  from  9  to  1. 

The  BSLYSDEBE  FALAOS  was  com- 
pleted in  1^24  by  Hildebrand  for 
Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy,  who  resided 
in  it  daring  the  latter  years  of  his 
life,  after  which  it  fell  into  the  hands 
of  Uie  Grovemment,  and  was  fitted  for 
its  present  purpose  in  1776.  It  con- 
sists of  two  buildings,  the  Upper  and 
Lower  Belvedere,  situated  at  the  foot 
and  at  the  summit  of  a  gentle  emi- 
nence, the  inteirvening  slope  being 
occupied  by  a  fine  public  garden. 

(N.B.  To  the  Belvedere  is  a  long 
walk  of  nearly  2  m.  from  St  Stephans- 
platz.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  take  the 
Siidbahn  omnibus,  fare  12  kr.,  which 
set  you  down  at  the  Upper  Belvedere. 
The  Arsenal  is  in  the  same  direction, 
not  much  further.  There  is  a  good 
restaurant  in  the  Sudbahnhof.) 

The  Lower  Belvedere  contains  the 
Amibnui  Collection  of  ancient  armour, 
paintings,  jewels,  &c. ;  so  named  from 
the  castle  of  Ambras,  in  Tyrol  where 
it  was  originally  placed,  and  from 
which  it  was  removed  in  1796,  and 
placed  here  in  1086.  Open  daily, 
except  Monday,  10  to  4 ;  Sundays  and 
festivals  10  to  1,  Closed,  in  winter. 
Cstalogue,  35  kr^ 


The  Hall  is  occupied  by  a  Collec- 
tion of  antique  scnlptures  (catalogue, 
10  kr.),  removed  from  the  Imperial 
Palace.  The  best  things  among  them 
are — the  Sarcophagus  of  the  Fugger 
Familyy  with  bas-reliefs  of  the  Battle 
of  the  Amazons ;  and  a  bronze  statue 
of  Hermes,  found  in  Carinthia,  near 
Maria-Saal,  in  the  ZoUfeld:  both  of 
the  best  period  of  Grecian  art.  Eu- 
terpe ;  the  drapery  is  well  executed. 
A  torso  of  Cupid.  Several  Roman 
helmets  of  bronze,  in  fine  preservation, 
which  were  dug  up  at  Marburg,  in 
Styria.  Among  the  terra-cottas  a 
statue  of  Pallas,  half  the  size  of  life, 
in  the  stiff  early  style  of  art,  found  in 
Sicily. 

The  Eg^tian  Museum  is  grounded 
mainly  on  the  collection  of  Dr.  Burg- 
hardt,  purchased  in  1823  (catalogue, 
10  kr.).  It  contains,  besides  papyri, 
mummies,  tablets,  &c.,  a  curious 
figure  of  a  sphinx  with  3  heads,  of 
white  marble,  probably  of  the  time  of 
the  Ptolemies.  The  four  colossal 
syenite  columns  outside  the  door  of 
the  Ambras  Collection  were  found 
near  Alexandria,  and  brought  over 
in  1869. 

The  *Ambras  Museum  was  formed 
by  Archduke  Ferdinand  (1529-95), 
son  of  the  Emp.  Ferdinand  I.,  who, 
during  his  residence  at  the  Schloss 
Ambras,  obtained  from  his  friends  and 
contemporary  European  monarchs 
suits  of  armour,  original  portraits, 
and  other  curiosities  belonging  to 
them,  or  to  the  persons  of  renown 
attached  to  their  courts  and  persons, 
including  most  of  the  celebrated  men 
of  the  14th,  I5th,  and  16th  centuries. 
To  many  of  them  he  wrote  autograph 
letters ;  which,  together  with  the 
replies,  have  been  carefully  preserved. 
The  Museum  occupies  7  apartments ; 
3  of  these  are  filled  with  ancient 
armour.  The  plan  of  the  arrange- 
ment is  as  follows  : — The  1st  room 
contains  almost  wholly  suits  of  armour 
belonging  to  the  members  and  con- 
nexions of  the  Im^edal  F^sxdl^  \  \.bk&

Siigeth  against  the  Tarks  in  1 565 ;  Ste- 
phan  Balhory,  King  of  Poland  (1586.) 

II.— Arms  of  Christian  Count  Fag- 
gcr  (Itil5);  on  the  walla  to  the  1., 
between  the  windows.  Tnrkish  spoils : 
the  horee-tail  standard  and  quiver 
which  belonged  to  the  Grand  Vizir, 
Kara  Mustapha,  vho  was  strangled  at 
Belgrade  iu  1633,  for  raising  the 
siege  of  Vienna ;  steel  armour  of 
Maurice,  Elector  of  Saxony  ■,  suit  of 
the  Stadtholder,  Maurice  Prince  of 
Oracae  ;  a  steel  suit  fluted  with  gold, 
of  Matthias  Lang,  Arehbishop  of 
Salzburg  ;  the  armour  of  Scanderbeg, 
(1466) ;  battle-axe  of  Montezuma, 
Emp.  of  Mexico  ;  standard  and  wea- 
pons of  Stephen  Fadinger,  leader 
of  the  rebellioua  peasantry  (1626), 
brought  from  linz ;  Bleel  suit  of 
Albrecht  the  Bear,  Elector  of  Branden- 
burg, plaited  like  a  petticoat. 

The  GfTHehrhamin^  contains  battle- 
axes,  swords,  gnns,  &c,  of  curious 
workmanship.

The  most  superb  suit  is  that 
of  Alexander  Famesc,  Duke  of  Parma

The  ••Imperial  Fictnre  Gallery  is 
in  the  Upper  BeUeda-e.  Tlie  terrace 
in  front  commands  one  of  the  most 
pleasing  views  of  Vioana.

This  gallery  ranks  fourth  among 
those  in  Germany,  being  surpasBcd 
only  by  the  collections  at  Dresden, 
Mtmich,  and  Berlin.  It  was  opened 
to  the  public  in  1728,  and  its  nucleus 
consists  of  the  collections  formed  by 
the  Emperor  Hudolph  II.  at  Prague, 
and   by  Tenicrs,   for  the   Archduke 
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Leopold  William,  Governor  of  the 
Netherlands  in  1 656. 

The  MarOe  Hull  at  the  top  of  the 
staircase  is  adorned  with  frescoes  bj 
Carloue,  and  with  portruta,  by  Maron, 
of  two  benefactors  to  the  collCElion — 
Maria  Tlieresa  and  Joseph  II. 

The  pictures,  about  IBOO  in  number, 
are  arranged  according  to  schools. 
Ou  reaching  the  first  Boor  from  the 
staircase,  the  Italian  are  in  the  rooms 
on  the  rt,  the  Flemish  and  Dutch  on 
the  I.  A  few  of  the  most  striking" 
works  are  here  enumerated.

■domed  with  plastic  decorations.  The 
entablature  of  the  central  portico  is 
supported  by  columns  and  adorned  by 
statues.  Thisacademy,  founded  under 
Joseph  I.,  iu  1703,  and  reorganised  in 
1865,  as  a  school  of  instruction  in  all 
departments  of  arc,  contains  a  good 
collection  of  pictures,  including  the 
cabinet  of  Count  lamberg,  presented 
by  him  in  1821.  The  rich  cabinet  of 
engravinga  and  drawings  by  old 
masters  includes  the  works  of  Kodi, 
The  number  of  students  varies  be- 
tween 1000  and  1200,  who  are  in- 
structed gratuitously  in  all  the 
branches  of  art.  At  the  entrance  to 
the  Museum  of  Casts  are  two  good

The  Public  Institutions  of  all  kini 
for  the  benefit  of  the  people  in  ViennK 
are  endowed  and  supported  on  a  vaij 
enlarged  and  liberal  scale.  Few  coB; 
tiuental  capitals  can  vie  with  it  in  tW 
number  and  extent  of  its  hospila^ 
Ecbools,  &c.  The  prisons  also  are  wdl 
managed. 

The    Fotytsduiia    Institute  (adm, 
before    12  o'clock    every   week-da^T 
on  ap5\\ca^irai),aW™!iwi'aie**.^wiv™5] 
\  facing  ftie  K».in«w«.WiB5«  mA  ■«» 
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Elisabeth  Bridge,   in  the  suburb  of 
Wieden,  was  established  by  the  Emp. 
Francis  I.  in  1816,  to  afford  instruc- 
tion in  the  arts  and  practical  sciences, 
as   well  as  in  trade,  commerce,  and 
manufactures,  to  500  pupils.    In  front 
is  placed  a  bronze  statue,  erected  in 
1863,  of  Ressel,  an  Austrian  by  birth, 
who  invented  the  screw-propeller  in 
1827.   It  has  interesting  collections : — 
1 .  Of  the  best  specimens  of  Austrian 
arts  and  manufactures.    2.  A  labora- 
tory and  collection  of  philosophical 
instruments.    3.  Models  of  buildings 
and  machinery.    4.  A  library,  &c.  &c. 
In  the  same  building  is  the  Techno- 
logische  Knsenm,  consisting' of  speci- 
mens of  the  productions  of  various 
manufactures   in   the  various  stages 
which    the    different     objects    pass 
through;   also  of  machinery,  steam- 
en^nesy  and  various  mechanical  in- 
ventions.   Adjoining  this,  and  facing 
the  fruit  market,  is  the  Benaissance 
Protettant  Sehool,  built  in  1861. 

The  Imperial  Printing  Office  (Hof- 
und  Staats-Druckerei),  913  Singer- 
strasse  (open  Tues.  and  Fri.,  9  to  12), 
is  an  extensive  and  well-managed 
establishment,  employing  800  men,  not 
only  in  the  ordinary  processes  of 
printing,  but  in  those  of  stereotyping, 
type-casting,  nature  and  colour-print- 
ing ;  and  all  the  most  improved  photo- 
graphic processes  of  the  day. 

The  Normal  School  of  St.  Anne,  3 
Annagasse,  was  established  by  Maria 
Theresa  as  a  pattern  for  all  others  in 
her  dominions.  Persons  interested  in 
the  subject  of  national  education  may 
here  obtain  an  insight  into  the  system 
followed  in  Austria  and  her  dependent 
states. 

The  Imperial  Gymnasium,  or  public 
secondary  school,  where  a  classical 
education  is  given  similar  to  our  colle- 
giate or  grammar  schools,  is  a  hand- 
some quadrangular  building,  erected 
in  1866.  The  Aula,  or  examination 
hall^  is  worth  inspecting. 

TTie    Uaivenity  was   founded 
iSSZ,   but   was 


in  the  reign  of  Maria  Theresa 
(1752-1756),  under  the  direction  of 
her  physician.  Van  Swieten.  The  old 
buildings  near  St.  Stephen's  are  now 
used  for  the  Academy  of  Sciences, 
and  a  new  University  building  in  the 
Renaissance  style,  hj  Ferstelj  has  been 
erected  in  the  Universitatsplatz.  It 
is  attended  by  about  6000  students,  a 
larger  number  than  are  found  at  any 
other  University  in  Germany.  The 
professors,  350  in  number,  all  receive 
fixed  stipends  from  the  state.  The 
Theological,  Surgical,  and  Veterinary 
courses  are  delivered  gratuitously ;  but 
the  student  has  to  pay  a  fee  of  18  fl. 
for  attendance  on  the  lectures  in 
Philosophy,  and  30  fl.  for  those  of 
Medicine  and  Jurisprudence.  The 
University  of  Vienna  is  celebrated 
over  the  Continent  as  a  School  of 
Medicine. 

There  is  another  medical  institution 
here,  for  the  instruction  of  army 
surgeons,  named  after  its  founder,  the 
Emp.  Joseph  II.,  the  Josephinum,  in 
the  Alsergrund  suburb,  17  Wahringer- 
gasse.  It  is  richly  furnished  with 
library  and  museums.  The  most  re- 
markable collection  is  an  extensive 
series  of  anatomical  preparations  in 
wax,  exhibiting  the  diseases  and  con- 
formations of  the  human  frame,  made 
by  the  Chevalier  Fontana  of  Florence, 
occupying  7  or  8  rooms.  It  is  shown 
(not  to  females)  on  Saturdays,  from 
11  to  1,  and  admittance  is  granted  at 
other  times  by  ticket  obtained  of  the 
managers. 

At  No.  59  in  the  same  street  is  the 
Technical  Industrial  Kusenm,  with 
electrical  machines  and  other  scientific 
exhibitions* 

The  Oeneral  Hospital  (Allgemeines 
Krankenhaus),  in  the  Alser  Vorstadt, 
is  an  enormous  building,  founded  by 
the  Emp.  Joseph  II.,  containing  19 
quadrangles,  131  sick  chambers,  and 
is  capable  of  holding  3000  patients. 
It  receives  annually  30,500. 

The  Asylum  for  the  Insane  (Ir- 
renheil-Institut),   a  handsome  struc-

—  The  Stadtpark,  on  the  E.  side  of 
the  Stadt,  and  ioierEected  b;  the 
Doaan-Canal,  has  been  prettily  laid 
out  since  ISG3.  Tlierc  is  a  fine  view 
front  tlie  terrace  of  the  Enrsalan,  an 
elegant  Renaissance  building  of  1867. 
Nearer  the  RingstraBBe  is  the  monu- 
ment to  Scfttiter(  (see  above). 

—  The  Lieohtenitein  Oardaiu,  ad- 
joining the  Picture  Gallery,  are 
thrown  open  to  the  public,  and  form 
aa  agreeable  promenade.  The  Beliwai!- 
wnbarg  Garflena,  near  the  Belvedere, 
are  also  a  favaurite  resort. 

—  The  Prater  became  the  property 
of  the  Imperial  faiaily  in  157.0, 
and  was  opened  to  the  public  bj 
the  Emperor  Josef  II.  in  1 766.  ThU 
Hyde  Park  of  Vienna  is  situated  at 
the  N.E.  extremity  of  the  capital, 
beyond  the  Caual.  Here  there  is_an, 
open  circular  space,  from  which 
branch  out  six  avenues.  Qose  to  ths 
first  alley  is  tbe  Terminiu  of  the 
NorlJiera  and  bittern  Bailroadt. 
The  second  on  the  right  (^optallSe) 
is  tbe  most  frequented,  and  leads  to 
the  Panorama,  the  Circus,  and  the 
coffee-houses.  This  alley  ends  in  a 
circle  called  the  Bondeau ;  carriage!  11 
□suall;  turn  at  this  point.    The  best    || 

1  Bocietj  is 5 .attto B t .m.  . ^ 
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700  patients.  The  Lying-in-Hospital 
(Celiaranstatt)  to  which  womtn  are 
admitted  in  tbe  must  secret  manner, 
and,  unseen  by  any  individual,  will 
receive  every  medical  assistance  and 
every  care,  and,  having  recovered,  may 
quit  the  house  unrecognized.  The 
child  is  either  taken  by  the  mother, 
or  left  to  be  placed  in  tbe  Foundling 
Hospital.  Here  it  is  aot  left  at  the 
door,  as  in  France,  hut  is  taken  into  tbe 
office  and  registered,  and  the  mother 
receives  a  ticket,  bj  presenting  which 
she  may  at  any  time  rccljum  her  off- 
spring; which  IS  Otherwise,  at  a  proper 
age,  put  to  some  nsefol  trade  or  made 
a  aoldier.  Nearly  1 7,  OUO  children  are 
supported  in  the  Foondling  Hospital 
at  one  time,  at  a  cost  of  more  than 
iO,wol.  per  annum,  and  about  8000 
enter  in  a  year.  The  mortality  among 
the  children  is  great. 

There  is  a  public  examination  of  the 
pupils  of  the  Blind  Asylum  {Blindert~ 
Inslilat),  Josephstadt.  Kaiserstrasse, 
1B8,  every  Thursday  from  10  to  12. 

The  Deaf  and  Dumb  are  instmcted 
and  tended  in  an  institution  founded  by 
Joseph  (I,  in  l7"9(Wieden,  Favoriten- 
strasse);  the  poor  gratuitously.  They 
are  not  abandoned  when  their  educa- 
tion is  finished,  but  are  provided  for 
in  a  suitable  manner.  Those  who 
have  talents  are  placed  in  public 
offices,  and  are  generally  eutmstud  by 
the  government  with  affairs  of  state 
in  which  secrecy  is  required.  The 
public  examination,  which  takes  place 
every  Saturday  from  10  to  12,  is 
worth  attending. 

The  Eotpital  of  the  Charitable 
Brothers  (Spital  der  barm  he  rzi  gen 
Hriider),  I  e,  Taborstrasse,  is  an  institu- 
tion deserving  high  commendation, 
both  on  account  of  the  order,  cleanli- 
ness, and  good  management  observed 
iu  it,  and  for  tbe  liberality  of  its  plan, 
which  throws  it  open  to  the  sick  of 
nil  nations  and  religions. 

The  InTftlidenhaiu,  the  Chelsea 
Hospital  of  Vienna,  outside  of  the 

E "'-'•■  nthor,  was  established  on  its 
at  footing  by  Joseph  11.  for  800 
i/dJera,     la  the  great  hall  ore 
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The  great  daje  for  visiting  the 
Prater  are  Koster  Monday,  the  1st  ul 
Mb7,  and  the  Emperor's  birthda.; 
(Aug.  18th),  On  May  Day  thewhok 
city  pours  forlh  to  the  Fraterfdhrt,  so 
that  the  carriages  form  an  iinbroken 
line  from  the  Koblmarkt  in  the  city 
to  the  Rondeau.  It  is  then  that  new 
equipages  and  fine  liveries  are  seen  for 
[he  first  lime.  It  is  like  the  Ring  in 
Hyde  Park,  with  this  difference,  that 
the  humble  fiacre  is  admitted  by  the 
sidi!  of  the  princely  four-in-hand. 
Thus,  amidst  all  the  display  of  coals 
of  arms,  with  quarterings  innumer- 
able, of  crowns  and  coronets,  scarlet 
and  gold -laced  livericB,  Hungariao 
lacqueys  in  dolmans  (the  hussar 
dress),  belled  Bohemian  JSgers,  with 
swords  at  their  sides  and  streanniog 
feathers  in  their  cocked  hats,  there  is 
far  less  aristocratic  cxclusiveness 
than  in  England. 

A  few  steps  behind  the  coffee-houses, 
the  Prater  of  the  great  world  ends, 
and  that  of  the  common  people  begins- 
Un  Sondays  and  holidays  it  has  all 
the  appearance  of  a  great  fair.  As  far 
as  the  eye  can  reach,  under  the  treis 
and  over  the  greensward,  appears  one 
great  eacampment  of  suttlets'  booths 
and  huts. 

The  aspect  of  the  Prater  has  been 
somewhat  changed  siace  the  erection, 
on  the  1.  or  N.E.  side  of  the  maiu 
driye,  of  the  Great  Exkibiiion  Build- 
ing in  1873,  but  the  principal  portion 
of  the  galleries  has  been  removed, 
leaving,  however,  the  grand  Botunda, 
constructed  entirely  of  iron,  from  the 
idea  of  Mr.  Scott  Kussell,  a  laagni- 
ficent  triumph  of  modern  engiueenug. 
The  span  of  this  dome,  or  lantern,  is 
more  than  double  that  of  the  greatest 
domes  io  the  world,  that  of  St.  Paul's 
being  115  ft.  and  of  St.  PeHii-'s 
160  Tl,  and  of  thU  one  354  ft.  in 
diameter.  The  view  from  the  gallery 
at  the  top  presents  a  fine  panorama  of 
Vienoa  and  the  old  and  new  Danubes. 
The  'Botunda  has  been  fitted  up  as 
a  Permanent  Exhibition  of  works 
relating  to  the  Industrial  Arts,  and 
is  well  worth  a  visit  in  the  evening. 
The  varioQs  halls  are  brilliantly  illu- 
mJDBfed   with   electric    light,   and   a

Belween  the  main  building  and  tlie 
new  Donnbe  channel  rises  llie  treble 
gallery  for  Machinery,  now  used  as 
permanent  warehouses,  in  connection 
with  the  wharves  of  the  new  river. 

The  Exhibition  baildings  border 
upon  another  vast  and  important 
undertaking,  viz. :  the  great  works  of 
the  Eegalation  of  the  Danube.  These 
were  undertaken  in  1870  by  the 
Government,  the  Province^  of  Lower 
Aastria,  and  the  Muncipality  of 
Vienna,  after  a  succession  of  frightful 
inuudalions,  which  had  brought  about 
the  destruction  of  life  aud  property  to 
an  alarming  extent.  The  manage- 
ment of  the  Danube  has  always  been 
a,  source  of  difficulty,  owing  to  its 
being  compressed  above  Vienna,  be- 
tween the  Kahtcnberg  and  the  Bisam- 
berg,  and  then  spreading  out  and 
occupying  niaoy  channels,  which  it 
ollen  changes.  The  inundations  were 
caused  by  the  gradual  choking  up 
with  sand  of  Ibe  old  bed,  which  fiows 
some  3  m.  to  the  E.  of  the  city.  To 
prevent  this  a  new  uniform  artificial 
bed,  lOOll  feet  in  width,  has  heen  ex- 
cavated, and  a  branch  from  the  river 
equal  to  the  volume  of  the  Thames  at 
London  Bridge  has  been  brought  a 
distance  of  9  m.  to  Vienna  itself. 

On  the  rt.  bank  of  the  IXnubc  Is 
the  fine  *Btiidti«ohe  BftdeanstRlt,  con- 
taining a  large  swimming  bath,  re- 
served for  ladies  between  9  and  I, 
besides  a  supply  of  private  baths, 
capable  of  accommodating  12O0 
persons.  From  the  restaurant  attached 
to  this  establishment  the  above-men- 
tioned Canal  may  he  well  inspected.

in  this  garden  at  a  cost  of  10,000Z., 
was  unveiled  in  1889. 

Dancing  Saloons  (Tanzsale). — ^These 
places  of  amusement,  though  not 
racked  among  fashionable  places  of 
entertainment,  deserve  attention,  he- 
cause  they  exhibit  to  a  stranger  the 
peculiarities  of  life  in  Vienna,  among 
certain  classes  of  its  inhabitants. 
Thev  are  more  particularly  frequented 
on  tne  Sunday  evenings  by  persons  of 
both  sexes,  commonly  by  citizens  and 
tradesmen  and  their  wives  and  families 
seeking  amusement. 

A  small  admission  fee  is  paid  at  the 
doors.  A  band  of  music,  of  first-rate 
performers,  is  provided  for  the  evening, 
and  forms  the  principal  attraction, 
since  the  largest  company  will  almost 
invariably  be  found  in  those  places 
where  the  orchestra  of  the  most  cele- 
brated of  the  players  of  the  time  at 
Vienna  are  engaged.  Adjoining  the 
ball-room  is  an  extensive  suite  of 
apartments  filled  with  supper-tables, 
where  refreshments  of  all  sorts  may 
be  procured.  Dancing  usually  begins 
about  10  o'clock,  and  is  carried  on 
with  the  most  indefatigable  steadiness 
for  the  whole  night,  and  far  into  the 
morning.  The  most  splendid  of  these 
saloons  are  Schwender's  Colosseum,  in 
Rudolfsheim,  outside  the  Mariahilf 
lines.  Admission  1  fl.,  Schwender's 
own  omnibuses  run  frequently  to  and 
from  the  Stephansplatz,  fare  15  kr. 
2.  The  Sophiensaal,  in  the  Land- 
strasse.  3.  The  Dianasaal,  on  the 
Donau -Canal,  in  the  Leopoldstadt. 
These  two  in  winter  only,  when  the 
swimming  bath  is  boarded  over.  In 
carnival  time,  balls,  concerts,  and 
masked  balls  are  given  in  the  above 
saloons,  and  also  in  the  Imperial 
BecUmten-Sadl  in  the  Burg  (attended 
by  the  higher  classes),  in  Hommayer's 
Casino  at  Hietzing,  and  at  Drier's 
on  the  Landstrasse.

Some  of  the  large  Beer-halls  also 
deserve  a  passing  visit :  Dre^tsf^s  Bier- 
/l^eUer,  near  the  new  Opera-house,  is 


capable  of  seating  more  than  1000 
people ;  Liesinger  BierhaUe,  in  the 
Scbottengasse ;  Tahakspfeife,  9  Gold- 
schmiedgasse ;  Leidinger,  61  K'arnt- 
nerstrasse.  In  the  suburbs  with 
gardens  are  Dreher's  in  the  Land- 
strasse, 97  Hauptstrasse ;  2kim  Gdnse- 
madchen,  outside  the  Mariahilf  lines. 

The  best  beer  in  Vienna  is  brewed 
by  Dreher  in  the  village  of  Klein 
Schwechat,  6  m.  S.E.  It  resembles 
our  Indian  pale  ale  in  quality,  and 
is  vastly  superior  to  the  small  beer 
of  Bavaria  and  Southern  Germany. 
Dreher*s  Brewery  turns  out  1270 
barrels  (36  gal.)  of  beer  per  diem 
during  the  5  winter  months ;  during 
the  other  months  of  the  year  no  beer 
is  brewed.  The  German  system  of 
brewing  (known  as  the  "  Unterseyk  ") 
is  entirely  different  from  our  own. 
Strangers  are  admitted  and  shown 
round  (Rte.  95). 

Cafes. — The  first  coffee-house  at 
Vienna  was  established  in  1683,  by 
Kulczizki,  a  Pole,  who,  being  the  in- 
terpreter of  a  Levant  trading  com- 
pany, and  perfectly  conversant  with 
the  Turkish  language,  was  employed 
by  the  Duke  of  Lorraine  during  the 
siege  of  Vienna  in  1863,  as  a  spy,  or 
rather  as  a  messenger,  in  which  ca- 
pacity he  frequently  traversed  the 
Turkish  lines,  and  managed  to  enter 
the  town  and  convey  important  in- 
formation to  Count  Starhemberg,  its 
heroic  defender.  When  the  siege  was 
raised,  a  vast  quantity  of  coffee  having 
been  found  in  the  Turkish  camp,  Kul- 
czizki solicited  and  obained  permission 
from  the  Emperor  Leopold  I.  to  open 
a  coffee-house,  as  a  reward  for  his 
hazardous  services. 

Cemeteries. — That  on  the  Maria- 
hilf line  contains  a  colossal  granite 
obelisk  to  those  who  fell  in  1848. 
That  of  Wahring  (reached  by  omnibus 
from  theFreyung)  contained  SchuberVs 
tomb  (1822),  and  also  that  of  Beet- 
hoven  (1827) ;  the  family  name  of  the 
latter  is  simply  inscribed  in  letters  of 
gold  on  an  obelisk  ornamented  with  a 
lyre,  wA  sattoxsiiA^^  \s^  ^<!s»s»as».  "Va. 
that  oi  ^t.'^Mi^(j«^^'^'«^  ^"^^^ 
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U  the  monninent  of  Monart  (IT91),  by 
GBBser ;  hie  body  was  interred  with- 
out even  a  cross  to  mark  the  spot, 
and  all  traces  of  the  grave  itself  are 
lost.  GIkoVi  (1780)  monument  is  in 
that   of    Matzleindorf;    and    in    the 


fresco  by  llahl. 

The  Osntral  Oemetery  at  Kaiser 
Ebersdorf,  reauhed  by  tramway  from 
the  SchwaraenbergplBti  (20  kr.)  ia 
the  only  oue  now  used  for  burials, 
and  to  this  spot  the  monuments  of 
Schubert,  Beethoven,  and  other  wor- 
thies have  been  removed. 

UlBTOBt. — Vienna  is  generally  be- 
lieved to  occupy  the  site  of  the  Roman 
station  Vindobona,  remarkable  as  the 
spot  where  the  Emperor  Marcus  Aure- 
hus  died  of  the  plague,  a.d.  180. 

The  foundation  both  of  the  present 
archduchy  and  empire  of  Austria  was 
laid  in  983.  when  the  Emp.  Otho  U. 
created  Leopold  of  Babeoberg  Mar- 
grave of  the  Oaimarh,  which  at  that 
Sariod  did  not  extend  funher  than 
lolt,  Leopold  took  Miilb  from  the 
Magyars,  and  previous  fo  hi«  death 
hod  exteuded  bis  margravate  to  the 
Kahlenberg.  Towards  the  middle  of 
the  11th  centy.  his  Eiiccessors  had 
driven  the  Magyars  beyond  the  Marcb 
and  Leitha,  which  have  ever  since 
formed  the  boundary  betwten  Augtria 
and  Hungary.  Henry  II.  Jasomirgott, 
the  8th  Babenbergmargrave  (1141-77), 
was  raised  to  the  dignity  of  dnke  of 
Upper  and  Lower  Austria.  He  made 
Vienna  his  habitual  place  of  resideoce, 
greatly  enlarged  the  town,  built  Si. 
Stephen's  (the  old  church),  aud  in 
fact,  may  be  regarded  as  the  real 
founder  of  the  Austrian  capital,  which 
before  bis  time  does  uot  appear  to  have 
ever  been  a  place  of  much  importance. 
His  son,  Leopold  V.>  Eurnamed  the 
Virtuous  (der  TDgendhafte),  inherited 
the  duchy  of  Styria.    Duke  Leopold 
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of  Hichard  Cosur-de-Liou. 

1  1S73  Rudolph  of  Hapsburg  was 

*t  Emperor  of  Germany  in  spite 


of  the  intrigues  of  Ottokar,  King  rf 
Bohemia,  who  was  himself  a  omdidlle 
for  the  Imperial  dignity.  Ottok»r, 
after  a  short  and  ineSectual  resisljuice, 
was  obliged  to  cede  the  four  duchies 
as  fiefs  that  bad  escheated  to  (he 
empire,  and  to  do  homage  to  Rudolph,  . 
as  emperor,  for  Moravia  and  Bohemia- 
Three  years  afterwards  Ottotoir  w- 
lered  Austria  with  40.000  well-disni- 
plioed  troops,  fully  resolved  to  regain 
possession  of  the  duchiea  or  to  perid 
on  the  field  of  battle.  On  the  Sfith 
Aug.  1278,  Rudolph  attacked  and  de- 
feated Ollokar  on  the  Marchfeld.aftw 
a  sanguinary  engagement,  in  which 
the  latter  perished.  Ottokar,  the  o{qio- 
nent.  and  Ladislaiis.  the  ally  of  Hod- 
olph  in  this  battle,  were  almost  Uie 
last  sovereigns  of  their  respect 
dynasties.  Philip,  Archbishop  of  3i 
burg,  the  sole  claimant  for  the  inve 
ture  of  the  dochiea  of  CarinthiB  aad 
Carniola.  died  in  1279.  With  the  con- 
sent of  the  IMet  held  at  Angsburg  in 
1S82,  Rudolph  conferred  theaeducbies, 
together  with  the  duchies  of  Austria 
and  Styria,  on  his  two  sons,  Albert  and 
Rudolph.  In  the  neit  centy.  Tyrol 
was  acr^uired  by  marriage  ;  and  in  the 
beginning  of  the  17th  centy.  all  the 
hereditary  states  of  the  House  of  Haps- 
burg  developed  on  the  Emp.  Ferdi- 
'   ""  which  they  have  re- 


lied. 


In  1462  the  citizens  of  Vienna  re- 
volted, aud  for  the  space  of  two  nonlha 
besieged  or  rather  blockaded  the.Bt(rg 
in  which  the  Emp,  Frederic  III.  had 
taken  refuge,  in  hopes  of  starving 
him  into  a  compliance  with  their 
demands.  He  was,  however,  oppor- 
tunely relieved  by  George  Podiebrad, 
King  of  Bohemia. 

In  1484.  Vienna,  after  being  in- 
vested fbr  four  months,  surrradered  to 
Matthias  Corvinus,  who  made  it  his 
place  of  residence,  and  died  liere 
in  14S0.  After  his  death  the  Emperoi' 
Maximilliau  1.  regained  possession  of 
the  dty,  and  was  received  with  accla- 
mations by  the  inhabitants  oveijoyed  at 
getting  rid  of  the  Hungariaua.  Since 
this  Vienna  has  been  the  habitual  rt 


Austria. 
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Vieima  was  besieged  by  Sultan 
Soliman  II.,  with  a  large  army,  from 
Sept  26  to  Oct.  14,  1529,  and  ably  de- 
fended by  Ck)ant  Nicholas  Salm  and  a 
garrison  of  14,000  men.  The  destruc- 
tion of  a  flotilla  conveying  the  Turkish 
heavy  artillery,  by  the  garrison  of 
Presburg,  and  the  approach  of  winter, 
compelled  the  sultan  to  raise  the 
siege.  Vienna  was  again  besieged  by 
a  Turkish  army  of  200,000  men  under 
the  command  of  the  Grand  Vizier, 
Kara  Mustapha,  in  1683,  and  most 
heroically  ddTended  by  Count  Riidiger 
Starhemberg  with  20,000  men,  only 
8000  of  whom  were  regular  troops. 
The  siege  lasted  from  July  14th  to 
Sept.  12wi,  when  the  city  was  relieved 
and  the  Turks  completely  routed  by 
the  Duke  of  Lorraine  an4  John 
Sobieski. 

The  Church  of  Maria  Trost,  in  the 
Mariahilf-Vorstadt,  was  built  in  1721, 
on  the  spot  where  the  Grand  Vizier's 
tent  was  pitched  during  the  siege  in 
1683.  The  TSrhenschanze,  a  rampart 
thrown  up  by  the  Turks,  still  remains 
near  the  village  of  Wahring,  between 
Vienna  and  the  Kahlenberg. 

In  1619  Count  Thurn,  at  the  head  of 
the  Protestant  Bohemians,  blockaded 
the  city.  The  Emp.  Ferdinand  II., 
who  was  within  it  at  the  time,  main- 
tained a  stout  resistance,  persisting  in 
his  intention  to  perish  under  the  ruins 
of  his  palace,  which  was  already  bat- 
tered by  the  Bohemian  cannon,  rather 
than  surrender.  The  inhabitants  of 
Vienna,  a  large  portion  of  whom  were 
at  that  time  of  the  reformed  faith,  were 
planning  to  deliver  up  the  city,  to  de- 
throne him,  and  to  educate  his  children 
as  Protestants ;  and  a  deputation  had 
actually  forced  its  way  into  the  palace 
to  propose  these  conditions,  when  the 
sound  of  trumpets  announced  the  ar- 
rival of  succour.  It  was  a  corps  of 
500  horse,  commanded  by  Dampierre, 
wluch,  entering  the  city  by  the  only 
gate  not  watched  by  the  enemy,  raised 
the  spirits  of  the  people ;  the  students 
of  the  university  flew  to  arms,  fresh 
succours  arrived,  and  Ferdinand  was 
relieved  when  on  the  verge  of  losing 
»t  tmoe  Ms  capital  and  crown. 
In  1704  the  external  line  of  works 


for  the  protection  of  the  city  and 
suburbs  were  erected. 

Vienna  was  twice  occupied  by  the 
French  under  Napoleon — in  1805,  after 
the  battle  of  Austerlitz,  and  in  1809, 
after  that  of  Wagram.  The  Congress 
of  Vienna  met  here  from  Nov.  3, 1814, 
to  June  9,  1815. 

In  1848  the  revolutionary  movement, 
begun  in  Paris,  extended  to  Vienna, 
and  the  Chambers  being  attacked  by 
the  mob,  consisting  principally  of 
students.  Prince  Metternich  resigned 
and  fled  to  England.  The  arsenal 
was  attacked  and  surrendered,  when 
the  Emperor  left  the  city  in  the  hands 
of  the  insurgents.  In  the  mean  time, 
Prince  Windischgratz,  marching  from 
Prague  with  the  Bohemian  army,  and 
joined  by  Jellachich  with  the  Croats, 
the  city  was  invested,  bombarded,  and 
finally  taken  by  assault.  Being 
threatened  by  the  Hungarians,  the 
troops  marched  out,  and  after  some 
hours'  engagement  put  them  to  flight. 
Their  return  being  obstructed  by  the 
insurgents,  the  city  was  given  up  to 
plunder  for  tluree  days.  Blum,  a  red 
Republican  deputy,  was  shot,  and 
Ferdinand  abdicated  in  favour  of  his 
nephew  Franz  Josef.  In  1858  the 
internal  fortifications  were  ordered  to 
be  removed,  and  Vienna  ceased  to  be 
a  fortress.  In  1866  the  Prussians 
advanced  within  sight  of  the  city. 
Since  then  the  libersd  measures  intro- 
duced have  given  a  stimulus  to  the 
industry  and  commerce  of  Vienna,  and 
the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  city 
is  manifested  by  the  splendour  with 
which  improvements  have  been  made 
in  public  and  private  buildings  and 
undertakings.

S. — ^Bodweifl,  on  the  river  Moldau, 
has  24,000  Inhab.,  and  some  flourish- 
ing cloth  manufactories.  The  Dom 
was  built  in  1500 ;  it  has  a  detached 
tower.  The  BaOihaus  is  a  handsome 
huUding,  and  in  the  centre  of  its 
Jai^e  square  is  a  0ne  foantaia»      The 


district  around  Budweis,  including 
the  head-water  of  the  Moldau,  for  the 
most  part  composes  the  vast  domain 
of  Prince  Schwarzenberg.  Schloss 
Fraueriburg  is  one  of  his  seats ;  it  is 
an  ancient  feudal  fortress,  by  the  side 
of  which  he  has  built  a  magnificent 
modem  Gothic  castle  commanding  a 
fine  view.  Attached  to  it  is  a  Park 
containing  800  head  of  wild  swine. 
This  part  of  Bohemia  abounds  in  fish' 
ponds  (Fischteiche),  well  stocked  with 
carp,  tench,  jack,  and  barbel,  which 
supply  the  market  of  Vienna. 

A  Tramway,  the  first  work  of  the 
kind  in  Germany,  completed  in  1832 
by  a  joint-stock  company,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  1,654,322  fl.,  was  carried 
from  Budweis  to  Linz  (80  m.),  and 
served  to    connect  the  Moldau  and 

I  Elbe  with  the  Danube,  being  used 
^  chiefly  for  the  transport  of  salt  from 
the  Salzkammergut  in  Upper  Austria. 
The  rly.  now  takes  its  place. 

Welleschin-Krwrnau,    6  m.  W.  of  the 
line,  on  the  Moldau,  is  Schloss  Erumau, 
another  castle  of  Prince  Schwarzen- 
berg, remarkable  for  its  vast  extent, 
composed  of  buildings  of  various  ages, 
inclosing    six    quadrangles;    one    of 
them  is  a  Tilt-yard  still  unaltered, 
surrounded  by  galleries  for  spectators. 
The  castle  is  approached  by  a  draw- 
bridge, and  includes  in  its  labyrinth  of 
halls  and  chambers  a  galleir  of  family 
portraits,  an  arsenal  filled  with  old 
arms^  barracks,  a  theatre  and  riding- 
school,  and  cha]^el ;   a  collection  of 
archives,  occupymg  10  rooms  filled 
with  muniments,  title-deeds,  &c. ;  and 
a  deep  subterranean  dungeon  (Ver- 
liess),    hewn  in  the   rock.    It    was 
originally  the  residence  of  the  Rosen- 
berg family,  which  became  extinct  in 
1611 ;  one  of  whom,  in  1402,  held  the 
Emp.   Wenceslaus  a  prisoner.      The 
situation  of  the   Castle,  on  a  high 
precipitous  rock,  whose  base  is  washed 
by  a  sweeping  bend  of  the  Moldau, 
is  very  strikmg.    The  gardens  and 
terraces  afford  a  pleasing  view.

Adjoining  Hietzing  on  the  E,,  also 
reached  by  tramway  or  omnibus  from 

BchXn'brunn,  the  eummcr  palac, 

the  Emperor,  begun  as  a  hunting- 

for  the  Katv-  Matthias,  by  Fischer  of 
Erlach,  and  finished  by  Marin  Theresa 
in  1T50.  It  contains  a  number  of 
portraits  of  the  ancestors  of  the  Im- 
perial family,  few  of  which  are  litely 
to  arrest  attention,  except  those  of 
Maria  Theresa,  Joseph  II.,  and  Marie 
kntoinette.  The  building,  howerer, 
lossesses  some  historical  intere~'  ~~ 
laving  been  inhabited  by  Napoli 
.809,  when  (he  treaty  of  Sehonbrunn 
was  signed,  and  by  his  son,  the  Doke 
<jf  Reichstadt,  wbo  died  here  at  the 
Lge  of  21,  in  1832,  in  the  same  apart- 
nent  in  the  1.  wing  overlooking  the 
garden,  and  on  the  same  lied,  il  is  said, 
which  his  father  had  occupied. 

The  gardens  behind  the  palace  are 
laid  out  in  straight  walks,  long  ave- 
nues, trimmed  and  clipped  like  hedges, 
to  a  height  of  50  or  6U  feet,  in  the 
French  style,  and  ornamented  with 
statues  and  fouii tains.  On  a  Gne 
Sunday  afternoon  they  are  thronged 
with  citizens  from  Vienna.  StappE,the 
enthusiastic  German  student  who  at- 
tempted the  life  of  Napoleon  in  these 
gardens,  was  shot  here  a  few  hour* 
afterwards,  and  buried  on  the  spot 
He  disdained  to  beg  his  life,  or  it 
would   probably  have   been    spared. 


At  the  end  of  one  of  the  allcys'is  th* 
Beautiful  Fountain,  SoJWtw  Brunnei*, 
which  gives  its  name  to  the  palaco, 
omameniedwilhthestatneofanymph. 
The  Glorietle,  a  mere  colonnade  of 
pillars,  on  the  high  bank  immediatetf 
behind  the  palace,  commands  a  fii* 
view  of  Vienna.     (.Small  fee.)  '

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the  palace,  leads  to  the  flower-garden. 
The  Palm-house  is  very  rich.  The 
confleryatories  and  forcing-houses  (14 
in  number)  are  extensive;  and  the 
oollection  of  equinoctial  plants,  espe- 
cially Brazilian,  is  very  fine.  There 
is  also  a  rich  and  interesting  collection 
ot  Alpine  Plants,  Facing  the  palm- 
house  and  near  it  is  the  Emperor's 
Zoological  CMleetiont  or  Menagerie. 
The  specimens  of  Austrian  animals 
and  birds  are  interesting. 

Beyond  Penzing  rises  to  the  1.  Ober 
St.  y«it,  a  summer  retreat  of  the  Abp. 
of  Vienna.  From  Hiitteldorf  a  path 
leads  in  2  hrs.  to  the  ""Sophien  Alp 
(1595  ft).  The  descent  may  be  made 
in  1}  hr.  to  Dornbach,  Beyond 
Hadersdorf  (85),  a  road  up  the  Mauer- 
bach  Thai  may  be  followed  to  (3  m.) 
Vorder  HaAoAaoh,  and  thence  to  the  I 
(2  m.)  Carthusian  monastery  of  Maner-  { 
baeh,  tbunded  in  1320. 

From  Pwhendorf  may  be  ascended 
(2  hrs.  N.W.)  the  Troppberg  (1770  ft.\ 
or  the  (1  hr.  S.)  Bndolfiihohe  (1550 
ft.),  both  of  which  command  extensive 
views. 

Near  IVeM^tim,  to  the  S.W.,*are  the 
sooreet  of  the  Wien.  The  rly.  ascends 
throng  romantic  scenery  to  Bekap 
winkl  (1155  it.),  at  the  highest  point 
of  the  line.  Above  Neulen^xuik  is  a 
chftteaa  of  Prince  Liechtenstein.  3  m . 
N.  is  the  Baehbmrg  (1520  ft),  with 
a  fine  view.  Beyond  PotU/nhrunn  the 
scenery  is  tamer,  and  the  trains  run 
less  fSreqvenUy.

Traismauer,  an  ancient  village,  stand- 
ing back  at  some  little  distance  from 
the  river,  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Tnusen. 

Tnlln.  The  C!omagena  of  the  Ro- 
mans and  the  station  of  one  of  their 
Danubian  flotillas,  mentioned  in  the 
Nibelungen-Lied  as  Tulme.  The 
Drei-K&nigskapellef  now  converted 
into  a  warehouse,  is  a  very  remark- 
able example  of  Romanesque  archi- 
tecture. It  was  built  in  1011,  by  the 
Emp.  Henry  II.;  it  is  circular  in 
shape,  and  is  the  most  beautiful  monu- 
ment of  that  style  in  Austria.  In  the 
plain  around  this  small  town,  John 
Sobieski,  at  the  head  of  12,000  brave 
Poles,  formed  a  junction  with  the  Duke 
of  Lorraine,  and  set  out  hence,  with  an 
army  70,000  strong,  to  rescue  Vienna 
and  the  Emp.  Leopold  from  the  Turks, 
in  1683.

G  min.  walk  from  the  rly.  atat.  is 
the  Stat,  of  the  Toothed  Rly.  <Zahn- 
radbahn),  which  is  .^i  m.  long,  aud 
ascends  in  i  hr.  to  the  summit  of  the 
Kahlenberg  (I  hr.  on  foot.)  Ketiirn 
tickets  arc  issued  at  Vienna,  but  they 
do  not  iocluda  the  transit  between  the 
two  stations,  and  a  carriage  is  not 
easily  obtained. 

Kahlenbei^  (1405  ft.),  ou  the  slopes 
of  which  John  Sobi^i  encamped 
■with  the  army  of  bravo  Poles,  whom 
he  led  to  saaconr  Vienna  from  the 
Turks,  affords  one  of  the  finest  views 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  city. 

The  building  on  the  summit  was 
originally  a  convenl,  fonnded  by  Fer- 
dinand II.,  suppressed  by  Joseph  II., 
afterwards  a  summer  residence  of  the 
Princede  Ligne,  whodied  and  is  buried 
here.  Mozart  composed  a  part  of  the 
Za^Aerfipte  in  the  Jnii,  which  is  con- 
Terted  into  a  modern  hotel  with  all 
the  usaal  appliances.  Band  on  Son. 
and  Thnrs.  afternoon.  The  Leopolds- 
berg  and  Kahlenberg  now  belong  to 
Prince  Liechtenstein.  A  footpath 
leads  'along  the  shoulder  of  the  hill 
and  among  the  vineyards  down  to 
Klostemeuburg. 

The  pedestrian  may  return  to  Vienna 
by  the  ridge  of  the  Kobenzelberg, 
through  the  shady  wood  called  Krapf- 
eowaldel  to  the  village  of  Qrinttng-, 
a  Stat,  on  the  Toothed  Rly.  20  min. 
above  Grinzing  is  the  *Ydla  Bellnvue, 
and  (10  min.  further)  the  "Himmel 
(Heaven),  a  height  laid  out  in  beauti- 
ful gardens  and  pleasure -grounds, 
which   commands  one   of  the  finest 

A  pleasant  path  leads  N.W.  from 
the  Kahlenberg,  descending  at  first 
through  woods,  to  the  (S  hr.) 

leDpoldBbarg  (8S5  ft.),  the  last 
eminence  of  the  chain  of  the  Wiener 
Wald  (Mons  Cetius),  which,  branching 
off  from  the  Alps  of  Stjria,  and  em- 
bracing one  side  of  the  plain  on  which 
Vienna  standi  stretches  out  like  a 
w  ar  promoDtoTj,  and  descends 
tpcly   towards    the    Danabe.      It 
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SloEteraeubtire  (3900)  is  celebrated;. 
for  its  Augustine  Mona^ery,  one  t£_ 
the  richest  and  oldest  in  Austria  ;  the 
existing  edifice  was  commenced  upon 
a  scale  of  great  magnificence  in  1730, 
by  the  Emp.  Charles  VI. .who  intended 
to  occupy  a  part  of  it  as  his  own 
residence,  but  it  includes  porlions  ti€^ 
an  earlier  date.  The  Kaisersaal  nndef 
the   cupola    has  a   very  remarkable 

Before  the  church  is  a  beantifU 
OoOiie  cross,  richly  decorated  in  the 
best  taste,  called  the  Everlasting  Light, 
because  a  lamp  was  burned  before  it 
for  many  ages:  itwaserectcd  in  1381, 
in  remembrance  of  a  great  plague. 
The  convent  was  founded  by  Leopold, 
sixth  Ba\rertoeig'tt\atKra.-(ao^  KaWiaii 
,  (.\096-l\36'),  ca.iioaiiei  >J 
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YIIT.  in  1485.  He  was  buried  at 
Molk,  bat  his  body  was  removed  from 
thence  and  placed  here  in  1506. 
Among  the  relics  shown  are  the  stump 
of  a  tree  and  the  veil  of  Leopold's  wife, 
the  Margravine  Agnes,  which  was  car- 
ried away  by  the  wind  one  day  as  she 
stood  with  her  husband  on  the  top  of 
the  Leopoldsberg,  meditating  on  the 
site  of  a  monastery  which  she  was  bent 
on  founding.  The  veil  long  defied  all 
fearch;  until,  nine  years  afterwards, 
.  it  was  discovered  by  Leopold  hanging, 
uninjured  by  wind  and  weather,  on  an 
elder-tree,  on  the  spot  where  Kloster- 
neuburg  now  stands,  which  was  re- 
garded as  being  thus  miraculously 
pointed  out  for  the  erection  of  the 
monastery.  In  1616,  Maximilian, 
Grand-master  of  the  Teutonic  Order 
and  son  of  the  Emp.  Maximilian  II., 
placed  the  archducal  coronet  of  Austria 
on  the  shrine  of  St.  Leopold  and  im- 
plored the  sunt  to  keep  it  in  his  holy 
custody.  Since  this  the  coronet  has 
been  kept  in  the  convent.  On  the 
summit  of  one  of  the  towers  is  a  copy 
of  it,  in  copper. 

The  Ohvroh  was  rebuilt  after  a  fire 
in  1318,  '  but  has  been  hopelessly 
modernised.  The  towers  date  from 
1584  and  1637.  The  cloisters,  of 
1285,  contain  a  finely-sculptured 
wooden  crucifix.  In  the  Treasury, 
bendea  the  above-mentioned  crown 
and  Teilf  are  preserved  various  relics 
of  Su  Leopold,  and  a  highly  interesting 
^altar-front  (aniepenaium)  of  nielM 
plates,  executed  by  Nicholas  of  Verdun 
fbr  Prior  Werner,  between  1168  and 
1186,  and  remarkable  as  being  among 
the  ^iriiest  ^ecimens  of  the  art  of  en- 
graving known.  Maso  Finiguerra, 
who  Is  nsutdly  considered  as  the  in- 
ventor of  the  art,  flourished  in  1450. 
The  metal  plates,  51  in  number,  are 
etehed  with  Bible  subjects. 

Contiguous  to  the  cloisters  lie  the 
polygonal  chapel  of  St.  Agnes  and  the 
ancient  chapterhouse,  containing  some 
good  stained  glass  of  the  14th  centy. 

The  convent  Xibrazy  is  very  con- 
Memble,  containing  25,000  vols,  and 
400  M88.,  together  mth  »  cabinet  of 


old  German  paintings,  medals,  natural 
history  and  armour. 

In  the  "'Stiftskeller  belonging  to 
the  convent  (No.  3,  Albrecbtsberger- 
gasse)  is  kept  and  sold  the  Prtllaten- 
wein,  the  produce  of  vineyards  be- 
longing to  the  monastery,  which  con- 
stitute its  chief  wealth  and  source  of 
revenue.  In  consequence  of  the  num- 
ber of  its  wine-houses,  the  place  ac- 
quired some  years  ago  the  nickname 
**  zum  rinnenden  Zapfen  "  (the  running 
tap).  Klostemeuburg  is  the  station 
of  the  corps  of  pontonniers,  whose 
flotilla  for  the  service  of  the  Danube 
is  kept  here. 

On  the  heights  S.  and  S.W.  ot 
Klosteroeuburg  are  numerous  points 
of  view,  reached  by  delightful  paths, 
and  indicated  by  finger-posts  set  up 
under  the  auspices  of  the  local 
Tourist  Club.  Several  days  may  be 
devoted  by  the  pedestrian  to  this 
charming  district.  2  m.  S.S.W.  of 
Klostemeuburg  is  the  pleasant  village 
of  Weidli2i||,  from  which  a  footpath 
leads  N.N.W.  in  }  hr.  to  Xierling. 

[Another  interesting  point  is  Dom- 
bach,  about  3  m.  W.  of  Vienna. 
Tramway  (Pferdebahn)  from  the 
Schottenring ;  fare  18  kr. :  the  road 
passes  the  valley  of  Hemals.  The 
beautiful  park  of  Dornbach  contains 
the  villa  of  Ftince  Schwarzenberg, 
originally  the  property  of  the  Austrian 
General  Lacy.  The  park,  6  miles  in 
circuit,  occupies  a  nook  or  recess  in 
the  midst  of  the  Wiener  Wald  hills, 
whose  slopes  are  clad  with  beech- 
wood,  traversed  in  all  directions  by 
shady  paths.  In  one  of  the  groves 
are  the  tombs  of  Lacy  (1801)  and  his 
friend  General  Brown  (1794).

On  the  promenade  is  a  monu- 
ment to  General  Schmidt,  On  a  hill 
to  the  N.  of  Krems  is  a  convent,  the 
church  of  which  has  an  ancieot  altar  in 
the  crjpi.  The  valley  of  the  Krems 
is  eiceedinglj  picturesque ;  and  the 
ruins  of  Rehberg,  Senftenberg,  and 
Ksrtenatein  add  to  the  romantic 
beauties  of  the  neighbourhood.

(1252).  Attached  to  it  is  a  remark- 
able Baptistery. 

W.  of  the  town  opens  out  the 
*Briflil,  a  charming  ravine,  the  pro- 
perty of  Prince  Liechtenstein,  adorned 
with  pleasure-grounds,  and  disfigured, 
here  and  there,  with  artificial  ruins. 
For  3  m.  it  is  traversed  by  electric 
rly.  Fare  fhim  Modling  to  Hinteiv 
brtihl,  20  kr.  At  the  entrance  to 
the  yalley  is  the  aqueduct  which  sup- 
plies the  city  with  water  fh>m  the 
Schneeberg.  Behind  the  church  of 
Modling  run  fbot-paths,  leading  up  to 
(10  min.)  a  ruined  tower,  achwarze 
Thurm.  Its  castle  was  the  family 
residence  (Siammhaus)  of  the  Baben- 
ber^  Margrayes  of  Austria.  Further 
on  18  (i  hr.)  Schloss  Liechtenstein,  a 
modem  ch&teau.  Close  to  it  is  the 
AUe  8eMa88,  one  of  the  most  ancient 
baronial  strongholds  in  Austria,  and 
tiie  cradle  of  ue  ilunily  of  Liechten- 
stein, destroyed  by  the  Turks  in  one 
of  their  invasions  of  this  country.  On 
the  summit  of  one  of  the  hills  stands 
a  Doric  building,  called  the  Husaren- 
tempelf  erected  in  181*3  by  Prince  John 
Liechtenstein  to  the  memory  of  seven 
hussars  of  his  regiment,  who  fell  at 
the  battle  of  Aspem,  and  are  buried 
in  the  vault  below.  Fine  view  towards 
the  Schneeberg,  S.,  and  Schonbrunn,  N. 
It  is  best  reached  by  a  path  (sign-post) 
which  tarns  1.  from  the  road,  2  m.  W. 
of  the  Stat.,  at  the  Zwei  Baiben  Inn. 

The  *gochannlBger  (2215  ft.)  may 
be  ascended  in  2  hrs.  to  the  S.  from 
MMling  (posts  marked  with  red),  to 
the  N.  fW>m  Baden  (red),  to  the  W. 
ftom.  GumpolddLirchen  (red),  to  the  E.

To  the  eccleaolo^pst,  by  fax  the 
most  interesting  spot  in  tiie  neighbour- 
hood of  Vienna  is  the  Cistercian  Abbey 
of  ^IMi^B^eiLkreux,  10  m.  S.W.  of 
Mddling,  Dil.  as  far  as  (7  m.)  Oad&n ; 
food  ro^  Quwards.  DiL  from  Heilig* 


enkreuz  through  the  ^Helenenthal 
to  (9  m.)  Baden,  which  should  in  any 
case  be  chosen  for  the  return  route. 

The  church  of  Heiligenkreuz  con- 
sists of  a  plain  narrow  Romanesque 
nave  with  square  piers,  no  columns, 
and  no  triforium,  but  four  tiny  clere- 
story windows  on  each  side.  Beyond 
the  short  transepts  opens  E.  a  13th 
cent,  square  lofty  hall  as  at  Trier,  sup- 
ported by  six  large  clustered  piers,  its 
walls  almost  entirely  glazed  with  tall 
lancet  windows.  The  early  pointed 
Cloisters  are  extremely  beautifol.  To 
the  E.  is  a  large  vaulted  Chamber  with 
massive  round  piers  and  pointed 
arches;  and  on  the  same  side  a 
Chapter-house,  having  four  octagonal 
piers  and  gilded  lobed  capitals.  The 
cloister  has  numerous  shafts  of  reddish 
marble,  resembling  Verona,  and  a  rose 
over  each  bay. 

Heiligenkreuz,  the  oldest  Cistercian 
abbey  in  Austria,  was  founded  by  St. 
Leopold  in  1134.  The  FUrstengruft 
contains  tombs  of  the  old  Babenberg 
princes,  and  amon^  them  that  of 
Frederick  the  Warlike,  sadly  muti- 
lated bv  the  Turks. 

In  the  Treasttry  is  preserved  the 
Kreuz-Partikel,  or  fragment  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  brought  from  Palestine 
(1 182)  by  Leopold  V.  of  Austria,  the 
foe  of  Richard  Cceur-de-Lion. 

A  picturesque  road  leads  S.W.  by 
(3  m.)  AUand  to  the  (9  m.)  Bly.  Stat  at 

Altenmarkt  on   the  Triestingbach 

The  carriage  road  to  Baden  descends 
the  Sattelbachthal  for  nearly  3  ra.  S.E. 
to  the  junction  of  that  stream  with  the 
Schwechat,  and  follows  the  winding 
*Helenentlial  E.  to  the  (5  m.)  Krainer- 
hiitte,  beyond  which  the  valley  turns 
due  S.,  skirting  the  base  of  the 
Kleespitz  (1415  ft.).

From  Modling,  the  train  proceeds 
S.  to  Gmnpold^kirchcn,  celebrated  for 

Baden  (69S  ft.),  a  town  of  7000 
Inhab.,  on  the  Schweohat.  It  -was 
known  to  the  Homanfi  by  the  name  of 
Aquie  Panivmicie,  and  remains  of  a 
Uoman  bath  bave  been  discovered 
near  the  soarce  of  the  principal  aprin^. 

Daring  tbe  life  of  the  Emp.  Francis 
I.  tbe  Court  constantly  resorted 
hither  in  summer,  and  many  wealthy 
Viennese  have  Tillas  in  the  outskirts 
of  the  town. 

The  waters  of  Baden  (80°  to  95° 
Fabr.)  are  most  effii^cious  in  certain 
diseases  of  the  skin,  and  cases  of 
anemia,  gunt,  aJid  rheumatism.  The 
springs  are  thirteen  in  number,  and 
are  almost  exclusively  used  for 
bathing.  The  UrEprnug,  or  principal 
spring,  iesuea  out  of  dolomitic  time- 
stone  at  the  foot  of  the  Catvarieuberg. 
A  passage  40  yds.  long  leads  to  the 
soarce  (fee  2S  kr.).  There  are  sixteen 
well-appointed  tath-houses,  one  of 
which,  the  Carolinen-Bad,  Is  set  apart 
for  ladies,  who,  however,  generally 
prefer  batJuog  in  common  with  the 
gentleraeo,  which  is  here  tbe  custom. 
Both  sexes  are  clothed  iu  long  gowns, 
and  immersed  up  to  their  cbius  in 
water.  E^ch  bath  is  emptied  out,  and 
the  water  changed,  every  Friday.  The 
Beriogahad  is  large  enough  to  accom- 
modate 150  persons ;  and  in  the  Park 
is  a  large  Swimming-bath  (75°  Fahr. ; 
adm,  30  kr.). 

The  principal  ingredients  of  the 
water  are  Hulphar  and  salt,  and  the 
predominant  gas  is  sulphuretted  hy- 
drogen, 1o  the  questionable  effects  of 
which  the  presence  of  salt  is  con- 
sidered Bu  UDlidote.

In  1834  a  conflagration,  rendered  more 
tremendous  by  a  wind  and  a  previous 
drought  which  had  dried  up  the 
springs  and  rendered  the  wooden  roofs 
of  the  houses  as  inflammable  as  tinder, 
reduced  to  ashes  570  houses,  leav|{ig 
only  14  standing. 

The  Military  Academy,  founded  (in 
1752)  by  Maria  Theresa,  is  for  the 
preparatory  instruction  of  officers  of 
the  line.  The  pupils,  468  in  numbef, 
are  lodged  and  educated  gratuitously ; 
i  of  them  are  appointed  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Estates,  the  rest  by  the  Em- 
peror. The  academy  is  situated  E.  of 
the  towiXf  in  the  old  Castle  of  the 
Babenberg  dukes,  which  contains  a 
beautiful  CroGiic  Chapel  of  St.  George, 
built  in  1460,  with  painted  windows 
of  1479.  The  Emp.  Maximilian,  for 
whom  the  splendid  mausoleum  at 
Innsbruck  was  designed,  is  buried 
under  the  altar,  and  at  his  feet  his 
faithful  friend  and  counsellor  Diet- 
richstein. 

In  the  Keuklosterkirche,  founded 
by  the  Emp.  Frederick  III.  in  1453,  is 
the  admirably  carved  marble  monu- 
ment of  his  wife  Eleonoraof  Portugal, 
by  Nic,  Lerchy  and  a  finely  carved 
altar  of  1457. 

The  Parish  Chnroh  has  a  13th-cent. 
nave,  with  choir  and  transepts  of 
1455.  It  contains  a  fine  statue  of  St. 
Sebastian,  and  other  sculptures. 

Outside  Uie  S.  wall  of  the  tower  the 
Hungarian  conspirators  Zriny  and 
Frangipani  were  buried,  after  being 
executed  as  traitors,  in  1671.  The 
inscription  over  their  grave  is  remark- 
able. 

The  letters  A.  E.  I.  O.  U.,  con- 
stantly occurring  in  the  town,  are 
variously  interpreted  as  the  initials  of 
"Austria  erit  in  orbe  ultima,"  or 
"  Austrijeest  imperare  orbi  universo.** 
It  was  the  favourite  motto  of  the  Emp. 
Frederick  III.  In  the  Bathhans  is 
preserved  a  silver  tankard,  which 
commemorates  the  reconciliation  of 
that  prince  with  Matt.  Corvinus  in 
1462.

the  rt.,  while  od  the  I.  rise  (he  Leita 
mounliunB.  At  NentiJcirchen  (1200  ft.) 
the  Bcenery  becomes  very  intereBting.

A  char-road,  passing  Ihe  (2  hrs.)

Baumgartner-HauG  (see 
below,  Excursions  from  Fayerbaeht. 
The  rl}r.a£ceuds  to  Qlo^niU  (U2A  tt.), 
at  the  foot  of  the  Seramering. 

On  a  hill  near  is  a  stately  Schloss, 
DQCil  1803  a  Benedictine  Abbe;,  nan 
used  for  variDus  offices.  The  ch.  has 
Eome  good  pictures  and  a  crypt.  To 
Ihe  S.  rises  the  SontmniiieiuUfein,  dis- 
tinguished by  its  three  peaks. 

Thv  'Senunering  Bailwny,  one  of 
Ihe  moBt  remarktible  engineering  works 
in  Europe,  vaa  begun  in  1818,  and 
opened  on  the  17th  of  July,  1854.  It 
was  executed  for  the  GoTcmment  by 
the  engineer  E.  von  Gbegs,  at  a  cost 
of  neariy  60,000/.  an  Eng.  mile.  The 
severest  gradient  is  I  :  10.  In  the 
course  of  35  m.,  18  viaducts  are  passed, 
and  15  tunnels,  the  latter  extending 
to  an  aggregate  length  of  4000  yds. 
The  engines  were  made  at  Scraing  and 
Esslingcn. 

Quilting  Gloggnitz,  the  Rly.  asceuds 
the  1.  bank  of  the  river  Schwari^au, 
passing  seven!  pretty  villas  and  a 
large  government  paper-mill,  and  de- 
scribes a  wide  circuit  to  reach 

Payertach  (ISIO  ft.;  see  below.  1

XdmUflohlag  (2200  ft.),  an  old 
town  with  iron-works,  is  prettily  situ- 
ated On  the  Miirz,  at  the  S.  base  of 
the  Semmering. 

From  Payerbach  the  pedestrian  will 
of  course  explore  the  *H(>llenthal. 
The  name  of  the  valley  is  somewhat 
misleading,  as  the  scenery,  though 
fine^  18  not  specially  weird  or  savage, 
and  the  rocks  never  rise  vertically  on 
both  sides  at  once.  DiL  to  (15  m.) 
8<^wanau,  or  (5  m.)  Prein,  Less 
than  2  m.  fh>m  the  stat  is  Beichenan 
(1600  ft^,  a  fiiToarite  summer  resort 
of  the  Viennese.  Here  guides  may  be 
engaged  at  a  published  tariff  by  pedes- 
trians wishing  to  economize  their  time, 
the  paths  in  tlM  neighbourhood  being 
extremely  numerous,  and  not  unfre- 
qnently  leading  to  a  point  where  the 
traek  has  been  abandoned,  or  comes  to 
an  end  at  a  bridgeless  gulf,  or  has 
giyen  way.  From  (4  m.)  Hirschtoang 
(1670  ft.),  where  there  are  extensive 
iron-wodcs,  a  road  diverges  1.  to 
Prein  fsee  below).  Above  this  point 
the  roeks  dose  in,  at  a  spot  called  the 
Kohibauerf  which  forms  the  entrance 
to  the  Hollenthal.  Crossing  and  re- 
crossing  the  Schwarzau,  we  reach 
(6  m.)  Kaiserbnuin  (1760  ft.),  close 
to  wmch  are  the  springs  which  supply 
Vienna  with  excellent  drinking-water. 
2  m.  fbriher  a  sign-post  in(]Ucates  the 
way  to  the  (15  mm.)  ^Chrosse  HSllen- 
thfu,  an  imperial  preserve  for  chamois, 
which  may  frequently  be  seen  on  the 
rocky  ledges  above  the  basin.  The 
nuun  road  proceeds  to  (15  m.) 
Sohwai*zaa,  whence  a  dil.  runs  to  (15 
m.  N.W.)  OutenOein  (300). 

The  Behneeberg  (6810  ft.)  may  be 
asoended  from  Payerbach  in  5  nrs. 
Guide  4  fl. ;  or  5  fl.,  if  the  night  be 
spent  on  the  mountain.  The  pathway 
iir  marked  with  coloured  signs,  and 
leads  by  Laokebbodbm  (4040  ft.)  and 
SADMOAiKrNEB  Hav8  (4560  ft.),  to  the 
Mtbge-'hut  on  the  Kaiserstein  (6760 


I  ft.),   and  thence  to  the  Aljpengipfel 
(6810  ft.),  the  highest  point. 

From  Prein  (2260  ft.)  the  Raxalpe, 
a  good  hunting-ground  for  botanists, 
may  be  reached  in  Sj  hrs.  A  road 
ascends  as  far  as  (3  m.)  Preiner 
Gacheid  (3510  ft.),  whence  a  by-road 
leads  rt.  in  1^  hrs.  to  the  Karl-Lud- 
wiosHAUS  (5915  ft.),  on  the  plateau. 
From  this  point  a  pathway  mounts  to 
the  summit  of  the  Heuknppe  (6590  ft.) 
in  i  hr.

Laxenbnrg,  an  imperial  ch&teau,  was 
the  favourite  summer  retreat  of  Maria 
Theresa,  Joseph  II.,  and  the  late  Emp. 
Francis.  The  ♦pleasure-grounds  are 
beautifully  planted  with  shrubberies 
and  fine  trees,  and  interspersed  with 
sheets  of  water,  fed  by  the  Schwechat 
and  the  Vienna  and  Neustadt  Canal ; 
but  they  have,  perhaps,  more  than 
enough  of  rustic  bridges,  Grecian 
temples,  Chinese  pavilions,  and  Swiss 
cottages. 

Guide  (optional)  1  fl.  In  the 
Knights'  Crypt  (Rittergruft)  is  a  copy 
of  the  tomb  of  Kudolpn  of  Hapsburg, 
formerly  at  Spires  (Jaandbook  for  N. 
Qermany\  the  Dairy  Farm  (Meierei), 
and  the  Franzem^rg,  erected  in  1801 , 
on  an  island  in  the  lake  (ferry  10  kr.). 
This  toy-castle  is  built  in  the  fashion 
of  a  feudal  fortress  of  the  middle  ages. 
It  contains  a  rich  collection  of  antique 
Gol\iic  iirnmtatt^,  tyOcl  <5»x<vw^  v«^ 
wood  aad  sXaiift,  \fM»\R^  ^^s»\  '•si^ 
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_  .._.  sapprcsscd.  The  OfMt  Chapel 
tns  built  bj  Duiie  Lcupold  tlie  Glor- 
ious, about  122(1,  at  Klosterneohurg, 
and  reniovei)  hither  in  1T39.  Here  is 
preBerved  the  moDBtrance  vhich  hcM 
the  Holy  Soorament  displayed  to 
Maximilian  I.  when  in  his  iMt  mo- 
laeutB,  ns  it  was  gnppoacd,  on  the  cliff 
of  the  MartmBwnnd  (Rte.  Hfi). 

The  aittiog-room  of  the  ladies  of 
the  court  is  hung  round  with  thi? 
mantles  of  the  Knights  of  the  Golden 
Fleecf ,  vum  at  the  inat&lliLtions  of  the 
Order ;  another  extremely  elegant  room 
il  larronDded  by  marble  statues  of  the 
most  celebrated  emperors  of  Germany.

precipitoofl  rocks,  throngh  which  the 
riyer  has  forced  a  passage.  One  of 
these  rocks,  called  the  Badelwand,  on 
the  1.  hank,  has  been  blasted  and  cut 
down  so  as  to  form  a  perpendicular 
wall  of  considerable  elcTation  and 
leave  a  ledge  sufficiently  broad  for  the 
railway.  On  this  ledge  a  curvilinear 
Yiaduct  or  vaulted  gallery  has  been 
constructed,  supported  on  one  side  by 
the  rock  and  on  the  other  by  massive 
stone  piers  with  open  arches.  The 
railway  passes  throngh  the  viaduct, 
and  the  poet-road  over  it. 
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Fa^gan.  Here  are  mines  of  lead 
and  silver ;  the  ores  are  smelted  and 
separated  on  the  spot.  Ascent  of  the 
(2  hrs.)  SMehlberg  (4713  ft.),  remark- 
able fbr  its  crateriform  hollows  called 
Wetterlocher.  Beyond  this  the  rly. 
crosses  to  the  rt.  bank  of  the  Mnr, 
and  some  way  further  on  passes 

Ontireiii.  About  2  m.  N.W.  lies 
the  ancient  Cistercian  Abbey  of  Bein, 
founded  in  11 28.  On  a  wooded  hill 
to  the  rt.,  near  Jndendorfj  is  seen  the 
pilgrimage  church  of  Strassengel,  a 
Gothic  building  with  perforated  tower ; 
said  to  have  been  constructed  bv  the 
architect  of  the  steeple  of  St.  Stepnen's 
at  "Vienna  (1355). 

The  castle  of  CKtoting,  to  the  rt.,  bade 
defiance  to  the  Turks,  who  laid  siege 
to  it  when  they  invaded  this  country : 
it  is  a  fkTOurite  place  of  resort  with 
the  people  of  Oratz.  The  view  from 
it  is  very  fine,  and  it  is  surrounded  by 
woods  affording  shady  walks. 

Here  the  defile  ends,  and  the  hills 
which  bound  the  valley  of  the  Mur, 
^verging  fh>m  the  river,  ffive  place 
to  a  beautiful  and  fertile  plain,  about 
5  m.  broad,  and  18  or  20  long,  in  the 
centre  of  which  rise  the  town  and 
casfle-hill  of 

9RKTZ  (1170  ft.),  the  capital  of 
St]rria,  the  seat  of  a  University,  the 
rendenee  of  the  Bishop  of  Seckau, 
and  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Styr- 
ian  Estates:  it  has  a  population  of 
ItO^OOOy  and  is  sitnated  on  the  river 
Mar,  croBsed  h^  Ave  bridges.  A  great 
snunber  of  dvil  and  miiitary  officers, 


who  have  retired  upon  pensions,  reside 
here.  The  beauty  of  its  situation  is 
much  and  justly  vaunted  by  its  inhabi- 
tants, and  its  ^Stadtpark,  a  Public 
Garden  beautifully  laid  out,  and  em- 
bellished with  fountains  and  statues,  is 
exceptionally  attractive.  A  monument 
to  Anastasius  Griin  (d.  1876),  by  Kund' 
mann,  was  erected  here  in  1887.  The 
finest  of  the  fountains  is  the  bronze 
♦Franz- Josefs-Brunnen,  on  the  N.  side, 
by  Durewne.  The  prominent  natural 
feature  of  the  town  is,  however,  the 
'*'Schlo6sberg,  a  hill  rising  400  ft. 
above  the  river,  formerly  occupied  by 
the  citadel,  which  was  destroyed  by 
the  French  in  1809,  after  a  siege  of 
7  days,  so  that  a  few  walls  and  towers 
alone  remain.  The  hill  is  now  con- 
verted into  a  place  of  public  recrea- 
tion, by  the  construction  of  pleasant 
walks  up  to  the  top,  from  whence, 
and  especially  from  the  station  of  the 
Firewatch,  an  agreeable  panorama  is 
presented  of  the  town  and  surround- 
ing country.  Here  is  a  statue  of 
General  Baron  v.  Welden  (d.  1853). 

The  Cathedral,  a  late  Gothic  build- 
ing (1449-62),  has  a  curious  old  wall 
painting  near  the  S.  door,  restored  in 
1480,  representing  the  visitation  of 
Styria  by  plagues.  At  the  entrance 
to  the  choir  are  two  very  tasteful 
♦reliquaries  in  ebony  and  ivory, 
wrought  for  the  Gonzaga  family  of 
Mantua  in  the  16th  cent.  The  reliefs 
are  from  Petrarch's  Trionfi.  Adjoin- 
ing the  cathedral  is  the  HauBoleum  of 
the  Emp,  Ferdinand  11,,  Duke  of 
Styria  (d.  1637),  a  neglected  chapel  in 
the  Italian  style ;  a  slab  at  the  side  of 
the  chapel  marks  his  grave.  In  a- 
vault  beneath  it,  which  contains  the 
monument  of  his  mother,  surmounted 
by  her  marble  effigy,  lie  the  remains 
of  this  relentless  persecutor  of  the 
Ihrotestants,  who  hunted  them  like 
wild  beasts  through  the  mountains  of 
Styria,  and  burned  more  than  10,000 
Protestant  books  within  the  town. 

Near  this  is  the  Landliches  or  Pro- 
vincial Theatre,  and  in  front  of  it  a 
■tatue  of  the  Em^.  FTaiwtsU  I.  \\!lnSq&

TTUig  is  an  Ansnal,  Elled  from  to[ 
bottom  with  many  thousand  suits 
old   rusty  armour,   with    which, 
ancient  times,   the    quota  of   troops 
maintained  by  the  city  was  equipped. 

On  the  first  floor  of  the  Laudhaus 
is  preaened  a,  veiy  beautiful  cup,  the 
*Landschadenbuiid  Becher,  by  a  Nur- 
emberg or  Augsburg  goldsmith  of  the 
16th  cent.  The  han^Jsome  courtyard 
has  a  bronze  founCaio  nud  a.  memorial 
tablet  to  Kepler.  On  iha  rt.  of  the 
entrance  is  a  quaint  inscription  of 
1588,  threatening  with  punishment 
any  person  who  should  draw  his  sword 
or  dagger  within  the  precincts. 

The  'Johannenia  was  founded  ia 
181 1  by  the  late  patriotic  and  en- 
lightened Archdulie  John.  ItB  object 
is  the  encoaragement  of  the  arts,  sci- 
enees,  and  maDu&ctnres  of  Styria,  by 
the  formation  of  collectioDs  of  its 
various  uatural  and  artificial  produc- 
tions, by  a  LWrary  (93,000  Tolumea), 
and  by  gratuitous  lectures  delivered 
by  pruessors  attached  to  the  establish- 
ment. The  lUtuaaa  of  Natural  Sia- 
Ivrj/  ii  already  very  rich.  The  sped- 
tDcns  of  mineraU  especially  deserve 
notice  for  their  beauty  and  excellent 
arrangement.  Here  may  be  seen  in 
perfection  the  iron  ores  uf  Eiseuerz 
which  furnish  the  staple  article  of 
Styria,  from  the  time  of  the  Homans, 
by  whom  the  "Noric  swords"  were 
^Jaghfy  prized,  down  to  tie  present 
Wf^fr'  beaatifal  arragoaite,  peculiar  to 


Eiseneris;  lead-ores  &om  Bleiberg— 
the  molybdatea  are  onrivaUed  speci- 
uiens  I  gypsum  and  salt  from  thi 
mines  of  Aussee!  virgin  gold  from 
the  Mur,  near  Radkersburg ;  lazntilt 
from  the  Fiechbach-Alp  j  ftssil  bonet 
of  liears  from  tlie  cave  of  Mixuiui 
and  fossils  from  the  eoal-ihrmatiou  of 
Schiiiiegg,  near  Eibeawald.

The  rly.  now  quits  the  Mur,  which 
flows  OD  S.E.  to  join  the  Drave,  and 
range  of  steep  bills— the 
Windiech-  Bu^eln  —  aaparatiDg  the 
Mur  from  the  Drave.  The  watershed 
is  pierced  by  the  Eridi  Tunnel,  200 
yards  long.  At  PossnitK  it  passes 
over  a  viaduct  of  64  arehes,  700  yds. 
long,  and  soon  after  enters  a  tunnel  of 
Eimilar  lenglli  and  descends  to 

Marbtu^  (880  ft.),  the  second  Uiwd 
in  Styria;  it  has  18,000  Inhab.,  and 
lies  on  the  1.  bank  of  the  Drave 
(German  Draa,  Latin  Dramu),  uader 
tbe  Bachergebirge,  at  the  end  of 
B  plaia  called  tbe  Pettaner  Feld. 
The  inhabitanta  of  the  lower  orders 
are  chiefly  Wends,  a  Slavonic  tribe 
distinct  from  tbe  Qermaos.

Marburg  is  the  centre  of 
tie  Styrianwineand  fruit  district,  and 
fhe  dep5t  of  tbe  Siidbahn  rly.  system, 
whose  works  are  on  the  rt.  bank,  in 
the  suburb  of  St,  M.  XagdaUna. 

Prom  the  Stadtpark  a  pleasant  walk 
may  be  taken  to  the  (i  br.)  Fyrn- 
wideiiierg,  or  (20  min,)  Catvarietierg, 
both  of  which  aSbrd  a  good  view  of 
the  viueyards  aud  orchards  in  the 
neighhourbood.

Beyond  Store,  where  there  are  ■»■ 
veral  foundries,  a  Sudden  and  strikiDf 
view  is  gained  of  the  broad  and  popu- 
lous SamUKal,  bounded  on  the  W.  ttj 
the  Sulzbach  Alps. 

CilU  (790  ft.),  a  very  andent  town 
on  (he  Sann,  with  S5<)0  Inhab.,  wu 
founded  by  the  Emp.  Clandhu,  and 
named  Claudia  Celqa.  Many  Bomu 
remains  have  been  found  here,  wd 
arc  preserved  in  the  Muieiun.  A  Bide 
cka^l  attached  to  the  nave  of  th« 
l^Wmdisch)  parish  church  deservel 
notice  for  its  rich  Gothic — an  ejAi 
scopal  throne  and  ciborium  of  carved' 
stone.  The  German  church  has  a 
fine  fragment  of  mosaic  floor  in  froot 
of  its  high  altar. 

Above  the  town  rise  the  ruins  ( 
the  hill-fort  Ober-CiBi  (1350  ft.),  tl 
residence  of  the  Counts  of  Cilli,  a 
ancient  and  powerfol  baronial  &mjlv, 
to  whom  all  Carintbia  once  belonged^ 
The  Emp.  Frederick  III.  look  refi^ 
here  in  1450.  The  wine-growerB  oC 
Rann  and  other  places  on  tbe  Lowe^ 
Save,  near  Hungary,  bring  Mthei 
their  produce  for  sale.  Having  dlW

N.W.)  the  Baths  of 
Henhaiu    (1160  ft.),  frequented   by 
ladies.    OhannlDg  walks  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood.  Fine  view  from  the  (f  hr.) 
SMancenburg,  whence  the  heights  of 
8t,  Jodok  (2880  ft.)  may  be  ascended 
in  3  hrs.    A  pleasant  Excursion  may 
be  made  up  the  Sann  Thai,  along  a 
good  level  road  for  15  miles,  by  the 
small  river  Sann.    The  valley  is  almost 
completely  surrounded  by  mountains 
rising  abruptly  above  the  plain,  from 
1000  to  1500  ft.,  while  the  snowy  peaks 
of  the  Austrian  alps  are  visible  in  the 
&r  distance.     In  the  middle  of  the 
valley  is  the  village  of  Sachsenfeld. 
The  mode  of  conveyance  is  by  the 
8teirw<igela,  a  rude  kmd  of  light  cart 
without  springs,  in  which  the    pas- 
sencers  sit  upon  beds  of  straw  covered 
with  canvas  to  break  the  jolting.    The 
journey  to  Hdlensteiii,  at  the  head  of 
the  valley,  is  accomplished  in  3  hrs. 
From  tids  village  the  excursion  may 
be  extended  to  SchSnatein,  about  10 
miles  further  up  among  the  mountains, 
the  road  winding  through  a  picturesque 
valley,  down  which  a  brawling  stream 
called  the  Paak  flows  along.   Through 
this  a  return  route  to  Cilly  may  be 
made  by  way  of  WoUan,  where  is  a 
grand  old  castle.  But  the  most  striking 
edifices  are    the  numerous  churches 
with  bright  cop^r-clad  spires,  mostly 
perched  on  precipitous  heights,  which 
the  devotees  ascend  by  steep  paths  or 
steps  cut  in  the  cliffs. 

[The  ^Sannthal  Alps  (Sulzbacher 
or  Steiner  Alpen)  may  be  conveniently 
explored  from  CillL  Dil.

Laufen  (1385  ft.), 
whence  a  rough  cart  road  leads  to

From  Sulzbach  a  path  leads  N.E.

N.W.  a  ridge  may  be  crossed 
by  the  little  church  of  Heiligengeist 
to  (4  hrs.)  Eism  Kappd  (1830  ft.), 
13  m.

Laibach  is  the  (Emoaa  at  the 
Romans,  destroyed  462  i.D.  by  Attila, 
and  in  560  re-established  by  the 
Slovenes  (who  then  made  their  first 
tppearance  in  Camiola)  under  the 
name  of  Lulia.  In  the  9th.  cen^.  the 
Franks  changed  the  Dame  to  Laibach, 
and  in  1275  Carniola  came  lo  the 
HoQSe  of  Hapsburg.  There  are  re- 
tnains  of  a  Brnnan  vmtl  in  the  Cra- 
cow suburb.  To  protect  the  city  and 
oastle  from  the  incursions  of  Venet- 
iJans  and  Turks  they  were  in  the  15th 
c«Dty.  fortified,  hut  the  works  were 
removed  in  the  ISth  and  19th  cents.

The  ore  occurs  in  a  black, 
fossiliferous,  slaty,  Jura  limestone,  in 
the  form  both  of  cinnabar  (sulphuret), 
sometimes  containing  70  per  cent,  of 
metal,  and  of  native  quickmver. 

The  processes  of  washing,  breaking 
up,  ana  smelting  the  ore  are  also 
shown  to  strangers. 

The  Fumacee  are  a  mile  below  the 
town,  and  chiefly  used  in  winter,  when 
the  deposits  from  the  noxious  siUphur- 
eous  vapours  fall  on  the  snow  and  get 
washed  away  in  spring. 

A  Boa>8ting'hoiMe  (Srennofen)  con- 
sists of  13  compartments  with  the 
furnace  in  the  centre,  which  is  pro- 
vided with  stages  of  gridirons,  on 
which  the  ore  is  laid.  Heat  being 
applied,  the  vapour  laden  with  par- 
ticles of  metal  can  only  make  its 
escape  through  holes  into  the  com- 
partments on  each  side,  and  as  it 
cools,  by  passing  into  the  remoter 
chambers,  falls  to  the  floor  in  small 
globules,  which  are  afterwards  separ- 
ated fh)m  the  soot  and  stored  iu 
reservoirs.  There  are  two  kinds  of 
roasting  houses ;  in  the  one  sort  both 
coarse  and  flne,  in  the  other  only  flne 
ore  can  be  roasted.  The  metal  is 
either  packed  in  cast-iron  bottles,  or 
in  bags  of  sheepskin  steeped  in  alum. 
Cinnabar  is  also  manufactured. 
About  2500  centners  of  quicksilver 
are  manuflictured  yearly,  besides  1 100 
centners  of  cinnabar.

The  retaru  of  the  water) 
sudden  anil  unexpected,  and  its  basin 
is  refilled  sometimes  in  34  hrs.  The 
esplanatioa  of  thepbe 
though  the  lake  has  no  outlet  above 
ground,  yet  the  limestone  which  forms 
Its  bed  is  perforated  with  a  vast  number 
of  caves  and  fissures,  many  of  which 
arc  visible.  They  are  natarat  funuel- 
shaped  holes,  some  of  them  50  ft.  deep, 
known  to  the  peasantry  by  particular 
names,  as  "  The  Kettle,"  "  The  Cask," 
"  The  Sieve,''  &c.  These  communi- 
cate with  cayema  and  subterranean 
reservoirs,  penetrating  the  interior  of 


which  the  waters  are  repleuislied 
drawn  off.  The  clefts  and  fissures 
through  which  the  water  drains  froi 
the  inlerior  of  the  mountain  inl 
these  two  main  channels  are  yisibl 
in  their  sides  and  roof.  When  the 
TTBters  have  reached  the  caves  of 
Velka  Karlanza  and  Malka  Kar- 
lanza,  they  generally  cease  ia  rise, 
as  these  are  sufficient,  except  in 
very  wet  seasons,  to  discharge  them, 
and  to  preserve  the  surface  of  the  lake 
at  B  fixed  level.  The  streams  i" 
charged  throngh  them  reappear 
the  valley  of  St.  Canzian,  and,  after 
sinking  oac<:  more,  finally  join  the 
TIqz  above  Plauina. 

Owing  10  the  scarcity  of  water  in 
the  earroimding  districts,  the  borders 
of  this  lake  become  the  resort  of  im- 
mense flocks  of  water-fowl  at  certain 
seasons,  when  they  afford  much 
amusement  to  the  sportsman.

Cheap  excnrsinn-trains 
bring  thonsauds  of  holiday  seekers 
from  Vienna,  Trieste,  and  the  Lom- 
bardo  -  Venctiao  cities,  and  several 
military  bauds  assemble  together  in 
the  great  hall,  which  serves  as  the  ball- 
About  3  m.  from  Adelsberg  is 
another  cave,  called  the  Kagdalenen- 
Orotts  (Slav.  Cerna  Jumu),  "entered 
through  a  Dolina.  It  is  one  con- 
tinued descent  at  anangle  of  40°;  and 
is  supported  bj  a  great  Dumber  of 
massive  slalactitic  columns.  At  the 
bottom  runs  a  slow  and  slu^ish  river, 
in  which  that  siugalar  animal  Ihe 
Proteu»  AnguittUa  exists."  In  ap- 
pearance it  is  between  a  fish  and  a 
lixard;  it  is  of  a  flesh-colour,  and  its 
respiralory  organs  combine  both  inter- 
nal lungs  and  gUli,  so  as  <o  enable  it 
to  breathe  above  or  below  the  water. 
The  gills,  placed  on  eacli  sideof  the 
head,  as  in  a  flah,  are  of  a  bright  red 
colour,  resembling  small  branches  of 
coral.  It  has  no  eyes,  but  small 
points  in  the  place  of  them.  It  has 
been  rarely  found  at  Sttich,aboiit  30 
m.  off,  near  Laibach;  and  it  is  re- 
ported to  exist  in  Sicily ;  hut  it  is 
known  in  no  Other  part  of  Europe. 
Specimens  of  the  Proteus  may  gene- 
rally be  seen  at  Adelsberg.  1^  m, 
further  N.  is  the 

Folk  Cavern  (Slav.  Pialia  Jama), 
which  is  also  entered  through  a 
Dolina.  Paths  with  railings  have 
been  eonstructed  by  the  Austrian 
Tourist  Club.

Sooth  of  Adelsberg  c( 
desolate  tract  called  ue  Kant  (Carso). 
It  is  a  table-land  of  bare  Itmcitonfr 
rock,  corresponding  in  age  with  the 
chalk,  separating  Camlola  from  Ibe 
coast-land  of  LiClorale.  It  forms  part 
of  a  wide  region  of  compact,  hard 
secondary  limestoue  of  agrej  or  white 
colour,  known  aC  Venice  as  Istrian 
marble,  which,  commencing  at  this  S.S.

coast  of  Dalmatia,  and  Albania  into 
Greece.

2  m.  S.E.  (carriage  from  the  stat. 
there  and  back,  3  fl.)  are  the  "'Orottoes 
of  M.  Oaasian,  well  worth  a  visit. 
The  Reka,  flowing  in  the  depths  of  a 
tortaons  ravine,  forces  its  way  through 
narrow  clefts  in  the  rock,  forming 
mysterions  pools  and  lively  cascades. 
Piths  and  bridges  render  the  explora- 
tion quite  safe  and  easy,  but  the  visit 
reonires  nearly  3  hrs.

TbiestE  (Tergeste  of  the  Romans), 
the  chief  town  of  the  Austrian  Litto- 
rale,  or  coast-land  of  Illyria,  and  the 
most  flourishing  and  important  seaport 
of  the  Austrian  dominions,  is  situated 
at  the  N.£.  extremity  of  the  Adriatic, 
at  the  bottom  of  a  gulf  named  after 
the  town.  It  owes  its  prosperity  to 
the  Emp.  Charles  VI.,  who  in  1719 
made  it  a  free  port,^  and  to  Maria 
Theresa,  who  fostered  it  with  her 
patronage.  Its  population  at  tiiat 
time  was  about  4000 ;  it  has  gradually 
increased  to  72,000,  not  including  its 
suburbs  and  garrison.  It  may  be  said 
to  engross  the  entire  trade  of  the 
Adriatic.  It  forms  the  great  entrepot 
for  the  imports  and  exports  of  the  S. 
provinces  of  Austria,  and  is  daily 
advancing  in  trade,  wealth  and  popu- 
lation. The  value  of  imports  is  esti- 
mated at  about  14  millions  sterling, 
and  that  of  exports  at  nearly  the  same 
amount.  The  harbour  is  formed  by  a 
Fi&r  (Molo)  of  solid  masonry,  60  ft. 
wide,  stretching  from  the  extremity 
of  the  town  along  a  reef  of  half-sunken 
rocks  about  700  yds.  into  the  sea.  At  its 
extremity  is  a  fort  and  a  lighthouse. 
The  New  Harbour,  protected  by  an 
immense  breakwater  and  three  moles, 
with  a  separate  petroleum  dock, 
occupied  sixteen  years  in  construction, 
and  cost  nearly  1^  millions  sterling. 
The  Mole  is  a  pleasant  walk. 

The  Altstadt,  or  old  town,  occupies 
the  slope  of  Uie  hill,  which  is  sur- 
mounted by  the  castle.  It  forms 
about  one-fourth  of  the  whole,  and  is 
distinguished  by  its  narrow  streets, 
few  of  which  are  accessible  to  car- 
riages of  any  kind,  and  by  its  black 
walls. 

The  Dnomo,  or  Cathedral  of  San 
GiustOt  on  the  hill  near  the  castle,  is 
remarkable  for  its  antiquity  and  con- 
struction. It  consists  of  two  churches 
— a  small  basilica  on  the  N.,  probably 
of  the  9tli  cent.,  and  a  chapel  on  the 
S.,  added  about  a  cent,  later  to  receive 
the  relics  of  SS.  Justus  and  Servulus. 
The  two  biuldings  appear  to  have

The  W.  front,  marked  by  a  wheel- 
window,  is  flanked  by  a  heavy  tower 
with  a  defaced  Corinthian  column 
boilt  into  the  angle,  and  other  frag- 
ments of  late  Roman  architectare,  re- 
mains of  a  temple  of  Jupiter  which 
stood  on  the  site.  In  the  S.  aisle  is  the 
grave  of  tlon  Carlos  of  Spain  (died 
hert  !□  lSSA),marked  by  a  brass-plate 
In  the  terrace  opposite  the  principal 
door  is  interred  Fouckf,  Duke  of 
Otranio,  police  minister  of  Napoleon  I., 
who  died  here  in  ISSO.  Just  below  tbe 
cathedral,  in  an  old  burying -ground, 
is  the  Huh  Lapidario,  containing  a 
a  number  of  antiquities  from  Tergesle 
and  Aquileia.  InareceM  at  the  upper 
end  is  the  tomb  of  Wiukelmanu,  the 
antiquary.  He  was  murdered  (1768) 
at  an  inn  here  by  nn  Italian,  whose 
cupidity  he  had  excited  by  showing 
the  gold  medal  he  had  received  at 
Vienna  as  a  reward  for  his  learned 
researches.

The  TergGatenm,  a  splendid  roodera 
edifice  erected  in  \S4-i,  comprint  t 
bazaar,  a  fine  concert  and  ball  TDom, 
the  merchants'  hall,  now  used  a«  tbt 
Eschauge,  the  offices  of  the  AwiriM 
LloyWa,  and  the  Casina  Tedetco,  wift 
an  excellent  reading-room,  where  the 
English  and  French  papers  may  be 
seen.  The  keeper  of  tbe  hotel  wilt 
introduce  travellers. 

The  old  Eiohnugc  stands  in 
Piazza  della  Borsa,  in  the  centre  of 
which  is  a  fountain  and  statue  uf  the 
Emperor  Leopold  I. 

In  the  Piazza  Lipsia  is  the  NautiedJ' 
Academy,  containing,  on 
floor,  the  MQseo  Oiviao  di  StoriBi 
Batnrale,  open  on  Wed.  aud  Sat. 
from  10  to  I  ;  Sun.  11  to  I.  On  th« 
same  floor  in  tbe  back  part  of  the 
building  is  the  Museum  of  Antigni* 
ties,  open  daily  from  from  11  to  1 
Ismail  fee).  Near  it  to  the  S.W.  i> 
the  FalaiEO  KevolteUa,  with  picturei 
and  sculptures,  chiefly  modern,  be- 
queathed to  flie  town  by  their  col- 
lector. In  the  PiaxzB  Ginsep^na  ia 
a  bronze  •statue  of  the  imfortunate 
Emp.  Maximilian  of  Mexico  (1867), 
erected  in  1875. 

The  FossegKia  di  S.  Andraft,  a

The  Bosohetto,  a  pleasant 
Vttod  on  the  heiehts  E.  of  the  town, 
aay  l>e  reached  by  tramway.  A 
iriodhuf  carriage-road  ascends  hence 
to  the  villa  Bevoltella,  a  public  park, 
eommanding  delightful  views. 

The  ^boina  (1135  ft.),  a  survey- 
ing itadon  4  m.  N.,  affords  a  yet 
niore  extensile  view.  The  Gothic 
castle  and  grounds  of  ♦Miramar  (seat 
of  ^  late  Emp.  of  Mexico)  are 
beantifblly  situated  on  a  point  of  land 
jotting  out  into  the  sea,  and  well 
desennp  a  visit  They  may  be  reached 
by.  boat  (3  fl.),  carriage  (2  fl.),  or  by 
train  to  Grignano.  Half-way  along 
the  share  (3  m.)  is  Baroola  (tramway 
or  steamer),  with  two  large  sea-bath- 
ing establishments. 

An  Aqnednet  formed  on  the  side  of 
Monte  Croce,  about  6  m.  off,  conveys 
irater  tD  the  town,  after  it  is  pumped 
np  firom  the  spring  400  ft.  by  a  steam- 
engine. 

The  market  of  Trieste  is  well  sup- 
plied with  the  various  fish  of  the 
Adriatie;  among  them  the  tunny 
(at  oertain  seasons)  is  pre-eminent, 
also  oysters  f]x>m  Sorvola ;  and  a  par- 
tioolar  species  of  shell-fish  (Phola- 
damia),  called  Dattoli  di  mare,  is 
conridined  a  delicacy.  The  wine 
Promdm,  grown  cm  the  Karst,  has 
some  ti^te;  Cypms  wine  is  im- 
ported lai^y,  and  Hungarian  and 
Styriaa  wmes  are  good  and  cheap. 
Bo&ogU^  of  the  best  quality  is  manu- 
fkctiued  along  this  part  of  the  coast  of 
the  Adriatic;  Marcuchino  di  Zara  is 
eztraeted  exclusively  from  the  cherry 
ealled  Marasca,  and  the  genuine 
muJ&ty  is  scarcely  to  be  had,  except  at 
2anL  The  real  Albanian  Capotes  are 
to  be  purchased  here.  The  best  cost 
flnom  23  to  28  fl.  each. 

The  climate  is  very  variable,  subject 
to  the  most  abmpt  alternations,  ffom 
intense  heat  to  piercing  cold,  owing  to 
the  pievalence  of  two  winds  equally 
intolerable — the  hot  and  oppressive 
Sa^wtso  (Greco  •  Levnnte),  nom  the 
&&,  and  the  eold  and  catting  Bora 


(Greco),  or  N.E.  The  former  is  said 
to  have  the  effect  of  driving  the  fish 
into  the  harbour.  Trieste  is  very  cos- 
mopolitan, and  almost  all  nationalities 
are  represented  here.  Among  the 
townspeople  may  be  found  Germans, 
Araencans,  Italians,  Greeks,  Jews, 
Armenians,  and  English ;  the  sailors 
and  fishermen  near  the  quays  are 
chiefly  Dalmatians.  The  original  in- 
habitants are  Italians;  the  country 
people,  who  frequent  the  markets, 
Slavs,  of  Illyrian  origin.  The  Italian 
is  the  prevailing  language,  and  is 
used  in  the  courts  of  justice.  In  the 
public  offices  German  is  used ;  by  the 
peasantiT  a  Slavonic  dialect. 

The  Greeks  are  very  numerous 
here,  and  some  of  the  wealthiest  mer- 
chants are  of  this  nation.  They  have 
two  churches,  in  which  their  service 
is  performed  with  great  splendour. 
The  *Greek  Church,  surmounted  by 
green  cupolas,  on  the  quay,  is  the 
handsomest  religious  edifice  in  the 
lower  town. 

The  English  residents  have  a  Chapel 
in  the  Via  S.  Michele,  which  is  attended 
by  about  140  persons,  including  cap- 
tains and  engineers  of  the  mercantile 
marine.    Service  at  11  and  6. 

There  is  a  pretty  English  Cemetery 
at  S.  Anna  (opened  in  1837),  in 
which  numerous  gravestones  tell  how 
fiital  the  climate  of  Trieste  has  been 
to  English  constitutions.

Quitting  Vienna  by  the  Rennwcg 
Stat,  on  the  canal,  the  r\j,  piiEses  the 
Cemetery,  and  the  pilgrimage  church 
of  Maria-LanzeadoTf,  crosses  Rte.  96, 
and  rung  to  Biedermannadorf,  from 
which  Laxenburg  is  less  thou  a  mile 
dietant.  An  industrious  district 
abounding  in  spinniag  factories  and 
paper  milU  is  traversed  theuce  to 
floileaail.  About  ^  hr.  an  foot  from 
fflein-ffblfersiior/ is  Schloaa  Frolw- 
darf. 

CroEdng  the  Schwarza.  the  train 
reaches  Erlaeh  in  Ihe  Ptttenthal,  with 
several  factories  and  brick-kilns,  and 
theu  Pitten,  a  very  prosperous  and 
busy  little  market  town.  The  rly. 
then  passes  under  Ibe  rock  and  castle 
of  Seebeostelu,  an  old  fortress,  once 
of  importance  aeaiust  the  Turks,  now 
the  properly  of  Prince  Licehleiisleiu. 
It  contains  a  curious  assemblage  of 
ancient  furniture,  beds,  hangings,  fans, 
singular  epooue  and  caskets,  and  is 
surrounded  by  a  beaiilifnl  Park.  The

It  is  believed  that  these  sources  are 
the  outlet  of  the  river  Becca,  which 
buries  itself  in  the  Earst  Cave  at  St. 
Canzian,  and  emerges  here,  after  a 
subterranean  course  of  18  m. 

Half-way  between  Duino  and  Mon- 
fidcone,  and  about  20  min.  drive  from 
either,  are  the  Baths  (Bagni  Termdli 
di  Monfaleone),  enclosed  within  a  well- 
arranged  establishment,  and  much 
frequented.  The  waters  (100°  Fahr.) 
contain  principally  chlorures  and 
sulphates,  and  mud  baths  are  also 
taken. 

IbniUeoiie  is  a  town  of  1250  Inhab., 
on  a  hiU  overlooking  the  Adriatic,  with 
a  remarkable  old  Hill-Fort 

[U  m.  W.  lies  AQTTILEIA  (900), 
reaciifld  in  2  hrs'.  drive,  crossing  the 
IsoBBd  iby  ft  ferry.  It  was  founded  by 
the  l^MWMMitt  in  b.c.  182  as  a  frontier 
foftras  against  Istria.  The  sea  has 
retiwted  Mxmt  4  m.,  and  the  marshes 
whieh  sorroimd  it  render  its  climate 
pestilentiaL  Augustus  often  resided 
hett,  and  ill  population  at  one  time 
exceeded  ludf  a  million.  It  was  taken 
and  ledneed  to  ashes  by  AttUa,  iuD. 
452^  "^kiBte.lbcoeity  was  excited  by 
the  jtUOahom  renstance  it  made  to 
his  aarme*  and  who  caused  it,  in  conse- 
qiienoe»  to  beeecked,  burned,  and  razed. 
The  paferiaroh  of  Aquileia  was  a  prince- 
prelate  of  the  kingdom  of  Lombardy ; 
in  IISS  he  had  sixteen  sufEragan 
bishoprici,  but  in  1238  the  patriarcl^ite 
wee  transftrred  to  Udine.  The  great 
cnieiibrm  *]>Bono  is  preceded  b^.  a 
fine  open  porch  with  Lombard  capitals 
of  the  10th  or  11th  cent.  W.  of  it  is 
the  (Meaa  dei  Pcigani,  with  three 
bajs,  opening  upon  a  roofless  oct- 
agonal fiaptistery  with  a  small  apse. 
'Hie  nave  has  capitals  of  the  11th 
cent,  bat  pointed  arches  of  136&-81. 
The  tnuuepta  appear  to  belong  to  the 
origimU  buildiig,  and    beneath    the 


Choir  is  a  10th  or  11th  cent,  crypt. 
The  roof  of  the  nave  is  disposed  in 
cinquefoil  grooves  or  tubes  panelled  in 
small  squares.  In  the  centre  of  the 
apse  is  a  good  picture  by  Martina  da 
Udine  in  its  original  carved  and  gil^jed 
frame.  The  patriarch's  Throne  is 
made  up  of  old  Byzantine  fragments 
in  white  marble,  inlaid  with  serpentine. 
The  Choir  is  ascended  magnificently 
by  flights  of  steps,  rt.  and  1.  of  a  central 
rostrum,  which  has  balustrades  of  rich 
and  splendid  Benaissance  work.  In 
the  N.  aisle  near  the  W.  end  is  a 
curious  round  building  with  pyramidal 
roof.  The  henitien  are  hoUowed  out 
of  Roman  and  Byzantine  capitals.  A 
Gothic  chapel  in  the  S.  aisle  nas  several 
tombs  of  the  Delia  Torre  family: 
fiaimondo  (1298);  Pagano  (1333),  the 
friend  of  Dante;  Bainaldo  (1319), 
brother  of  patriarch  Gastone,  whose 
beautiful  tomb  adorns  the  cloister  of 
S.  Croce  at  Florence ;  Ludovico 
(1365).  The  crypt,  divided  into  four 
bays  with  aisles,  contains  the  shrine 
of  St.  Hermacora.  The  campanile^  a 
tall  plain  mass  of  masonry,  dated  1548, 
stands  a  little  N.  of  the  church,  and  a 
good  view  of  the  surrounding  flat 
country,  and  of  the  Adriatic,  includ- 
ing the  island  of  Grado,  is  obtained 
from  it.  The  Roman  remains  in  this 
neighbourhood  are  abundant;  exca- 
vations are  constantly  carried  on,  and 
the  apothecary  of  the  place  has  a  large 
collection. 

It  is  a  short  drive  from  Aquileia  S.  to 
Belvedere,  whence  a  boat  may  be  taken 
to  G&ADO,  now  much  frequented  for  its 
8eap>bathu^.  This  place  also  was 
the  seat  of  a  patriarch,  subject  not 
to  Lombardy  but  to  the  Byzantine 
emperors,  and  transferred  to  Venice 
in  14.50.  The  ^Cathedral,  founded 
between  571  and  586,  is  preceded 
by  a  narthex,  beside  which  rises  a 
campanile.  The  nave  has  twelve 
columns  on  each  side,  seven  of  which 
are  of  bianoo  e  nero  marble,  and  a 
beauUful  mosaic  floor.  There  is  a 
strange  Oriental  pulpit  on  lofty  piers,

The  Calhedral  a  i 
gaudy  Renaissajice  building  with  large 
galleries,  and  a  !aie- Gothic  choir. 
The  -Barracft  in  the  great  square,  at 
the  foot  of  tiie  castle  roch,  was  origin- 
allj  a  Jesuits'  College. 

Charles  X.,  the  ex -king  of  France, 
died  here  (1S36),  in  the  Castle  of 
Gmfenburg,  and  is  bnried  in  the 
Ohapel  of  the  Convent  of  Caaiagna- 
vitza,  on  a  height  above  the  town. 
Here  also  is  the  tomb  of  the  Ciomte 
deChambord(1883). 

[5  ID.  above  Gi>rz,  overlookitig  the 
narrow  entrance  into  the  Isunzothal, 
is  Monte  Santo,  crowned  by  a  cele- 
brated pilgrimage  church  erected  in 
1S44.

The  Gothic  Pkbni 
Fcbblieo  has  been  well  restored,  ^Dra^- 
a  Ore  in  1ST6,  and  consists  of  m 
stages ;  the  lower  entirely  open,  wilk 
pointed  arches  restitig  oa  oolnmin 
the  upper  having  a  Tar^e  h«]ootned 
window  in  the  centre  of  its  piindpil 
front.  The  original  fresco  of  th« 
Madonna  by  Pordenone,  damaged  by 
fire,  ie  now  concealed  under  an  excel- 
lent copy  by  G^dina  of  Oortina. 

Here,  as  at  Venice,  are  two  cdanB^ 
the  Winged  Lion  of  St.  MBrk,BBdft 
Campanile  with  two  figures  to  Mrik* 
the  houn.  The  *DiiDmo,  in  the  By- 
zantine style,  mainly  of  brick,  ii 
modernised,  except  the  W.  &ont  *nd 
tower.  The  W.  doorway  is  of  the 
14th  ceol.,  with  a  steep  crocketed 
gable  between  pinnacles.  The  tower, 
52  ft.  in  diameter,  is  of  good  work  in  { 
The  picture  of  8.  i 
Joseph  with  the  Child  Jesus  and  the 
bo;  John,  much  repainted,  and  the 
wings  of  the  Oigan,  are  by  Martitui  da 
Kitne  (1519-21).  Behind  the  high  »ItM 
is  the  sculptured  sarcophagus  (^Bem- 
ardo  da  8.  Ginesio,  patriarch  of  Aqui- 
13,  murdered  in  1350  by  meau  of  ibe 
ord  which  lies  beside  him.  In  the 
erisiy  is  a  Virgin  and  Child  wiih 
S.  LuciH,  by  Bom,  da  Tolmesio.  In  the 
Biilhop's  Palace  is  a  ceiling  painted 
by  Giovanni  ila  Vilin«.  His  home. 
No,  I?  in  the  Via  Gemona,  is  adorned 
with  stucco  ornaments,  probably  cast 
by  himself. 

Tlie  Palovo  Betlolinl,  or  Civic 
Museum,  contains  a  "Coronation  of  the 
Virgin  by  Oirolamo  da  Udine,  and  two 
good  pictmiiS  h;  Falnta  Oioiiane  and 
Tiapalo.  There  is  also  a  bust  of  Fnt 
Paoiu  ^v^t,  aud  a.  t,iaa.\V  \iaN.  ^u\>neab. 
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ornaments  in  gold,  jewels,  Roman 
coins  from  Aqaileia,  and  bronze  im- 
plements fonnd  in  the  lower  plain  of 
Friuli. 

The  Church  of  the  Madonna  delle 
Chnude  has  a  Virgin  and  Child  en- 
throned, with  SS.  Gervasio,  Protasio, 
Sebastian,  and  Koch,  by  Luca  Mon- 
verde,  a  native  of  Udine  (1622)— a  fine 
picture,  hung  too  high.  In  San 
OiOTgio  is  an  altar-piece  by  Flori- 
gerio  of  Conegliano,  representiog  St. 
Georce  and  the  Dragon,  the  Virgin 
and  Child,  St.  Sebastian,  and  other 
saints.  The  modernised  church  retains 
an  early  square  brick  belfry,  arcaded 
below,  with  simple  pointed  windows 
of  two  lights  above. 

An*^  avenue  of  planes  and  poplars 
leads  to  Oampo  Formic,  a  small  village 
only  remariuible  for  the  treaty  between 
Napoleon  L  and  the  Emp.  Francis  I. 
of  Austria,  signed  here  in  1797 ;  a 
treaty  which  may  be  considered  as 
the  death-warrant  of  the  Republic  of 
Venice.  The  mean  house  in  which  the 
meeting  of  plenipotentiaries  was  held 
is  pointed  out. 

18  m.  N.W.  lies  San  Daniele,  where 
Martino  da  Udine,  better  known  as 
PeO^grtTM  da  8.  Daniele,  painted  the 
Choir  of  8,  Antonio,  partly  m  1498  and 
partly  in  1621,  the  chief  subjects 
being  the  Crucifixion,  Descent  into 
Hades,  etc. 

[10  m.  E.  of  Udine  is  ClVIDALE, 
the  ancient  Forum  Jtdih  described 
by  Pliny  already  as  "  deletum  oppi- 
dum,"  but  abounding  in  Roman  re- 
mains, a  number  of  which  are  pre- 
served in  the  Museum.  Afterwards 
it  was  for  centuries  the  seat  of  a  line 
of  Lombard  dukes.  From  their  era 
dates  the  curious  octagon  Baptistery  of 
CaJUxtus,  patriarch  of  Aquileia,  which, 
though  repaired  and  in  parts  inter- 
polated, is  a  work  of  the  8th  centy. 
A  Latin  inscription  rung  round  the 
cornice  of  its  S.  side.  It  was  removed 
in  1463,  after  an  earthquake,  to  its 
present  site^  just  within  the  Duomo 
(1457),  a  building  of  the  Een^ssance 
ityle.  On  the  £igii  aJtar  is  a  very 
jorwos  work   of  silver-gilt    (1180), 


representing  the  Virgin  and  Child 
surrounded  by  saints  and  angels.  In 
the  choir  is  the  marble  throne  of  the 
Patriarch  of  Aquileia.  The  Archives 
include  some  most  valuable  ancient 
MSS.,  and  the  Pax  of  St.  Ursus. 

Of  the  highest  possible  interest  is  a 
*  Lombard  Gospel-book,  of  which  S. 
Mark  is  missing,  having  been  stolen 
by  a  Venetian  for  the  patriarchal 
church.  On  the  margin  are  numerous 
signatures  of  princes  and  other  cele- 
brities, from  the  end  of  the  8th  to  the 
beginning  of  the  10th  cent. 

In  the  Honasterio  Hagg^ore,  now  a 
nunnery — (for  admission  apply  to  one 
of  the  priests  at  the  Duomo) — is  a 
chapel  called  the  *Tempietto  Longo- 
hardo,  opening  out  of  the  cloister.  It 
is  quite  a  gem,  and  unique  of  its  kind. 
It  has  a  tiny  choir  formed  of  old 
Roman  columns  and  materials  taken 
from  ancient  temples,  carved  wooden 
stalls  of  the  13th  or  14th  century,  and 
quaint  Lombard  stone-work  of  the 
8th  or  9th.  Looking  back,  the  W.  wall 
has  an  arch  with  curious  mouldings — 
very  puzzling  to  a  northern  antiquary, 
but  highly  interesting. 

The  small  church  of  Sta.  Maria  dei 
Battuti  (i,e,  beaten,  the  church  having 
belonged  to  an  order  of  Flagellant 
monks),  has  a  Virgin  and  Child  with 
the  four  Virgins  of  Aquileia,  St.  John 
B.,  and  the  patron  saint,  Donatus, 
bearing  the  city,  signed  and'  dated 
1529,  by  Martino  da  Udine;  at  the 
sides,  a  fine  Sebastian  and  Michael  by 
Giovanni  da  Udine, 

In  the  church  of  St.  Maitiii,  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  river  Natisone, 
the  high- altar  of  St.  Pemmo  is  another 
Lombard  monument.  It  is  covered 
with  reliefs  on  four  sides.  The  bridge 
over  the  Natisone  was  built  in  1446.] 

The  rly.,  on  leaving  Udine,  turns 
S.W.  to  Casarsa,  the  choir  of  whose 
parish  church  is  painted  by  Fordenone 
(1520-29),  with  the  history  of  the 
Cross,  and  figures  of  saints,  prophets, 
and  evangelists.

the  Passau  landing-place  is  an  interest- 
ing building,  adorned  with  modem 
wall-paintings. 

The  Danube  is  the  chief  river  of 
Germany,  and  is  second  to  none  in 
Europe,  save  the  Volga ;  yet  the  navi- 
gation of  it  has  hitherto  borne  no 
proportion  to  its  rank  and  size.  The 
first  steamer  on  the  river  was  launched 
at  Vienna  in  1830.  A  portion  of  its 
banks  discloses  scenery  as  striking  as 
any  on  the  Khine;  particularly  the 
defile  at  Weltenburg,  above  Ratisbon ; 
Passau,  and  the  defile  between  it  and 
Linz;  the  scene  around  the  Strudel 
and  Wirbel,  Molk,  and  Diirrenstein. 
These  beauties  are,  however,  set  further 
apart  than  those  of  the  Rhine,  and 
there  is  no  such  continuous  chain  of 
grand  views  as  is  afforded  by  the  defile 
between  Bingen  and  Coblenz  ;  but  the 
Danube  is  distinguished  from  the 
Rhine  by  its  vast  forests,  feathering 
down  to  the  water's  edge  from  the 
summit  of  high  mountains,  which  con- 
fine the  river  on  both  sides ;  and,  in 
addition  to  the  picturesque  ruins  of 
ancient  castles,  it  is  diversified  with 
numerous  monasteries,  palaces  in  ex- 
tent and  splendour,  and  mighty  monu- 
ments of  ecclesiastical  wealth  and 
power.  Such  are  the  convents  of 
Molk,  Gottweih,  and  Klosterneuburg. 
In  historical  associations  the  Danube 
does  not  yield  to  the  Rhine.  It  formed 
for  a  long  time  the  frontier  line  of  the 
Roman  dominions ;  its  valley  has  been 
the  high-road  of  the  barbarous  hordes 
of  Attilaand  of  the  armies  of  Charle- 
magne, Gustavus  Adolphus,  Solyman 
the  Magnificent,  Marlborough,  and 
Napoleon ;  its  shores  have  echoed,  at 
one  time,  with  the  hymns  of  the 
pilcrim  of  the  Gross,  and  at  another 
with  the  enthusiastic  shouts  of  the 
turbaned  follower  of  the  Prophet; 
and  its  waters  have  been  dyed,  in  turn, 
with  the  blood  of  Romans,  Huns, 
Germans,  Swedes,  Turks,  French,  and 
English. 

Rafts. — The  lowest  on  the  scale  of 
the  antiquated  craft  of  the  Danube

iBO.fi,in  length.  Thcjace  Eotiinfre- 
quentlj  dangerous,  eomotiines  rucniiig 
against  a  bridge,  and  causing  serious 
loss  of  life. 

BABGB9. — Of  these  there  are  several 
kinds,  differing  chiefly  in  alse:  na- 
■wieldy  fabrics  of  rougli  planks,  flat- 
bollomed,  without  keel;  the  centre  is 
covered  over  with  a  root  giving  them 
the  ajipi-arance  of  Noah's  ark  in  the 
pictures.  Sails  are  uever  seeo  on  the 
Upper  Danube.  The  boats  are  steered 
by  puddles  ft]  nued  of  the  Btem  of  a  fir- 
tree,  with  a  board  iiailed  to  oue  end, 
suspended  over  the  deck  by  Ihongs, 
■ybile  the  broad  end,  immersed  io 
tlie  water,  sei-ves  Io  keep  them  within 
like  inSuence  of  the  current.  Sonie- 
tlmesasmanyas  30  horses  are  attached 
fi)  the  towing-rope  to  draw  tbem,  with 
i  wiid-Iooking  peasant  driver  to  each 
jair. 

A  Sne  retrospect  of  Passau  and 
heights  above  it  is  gained  on  quittuig 
ihequay.  The  two  noble  vistas  formei* 
by  Uie  Inn  aud  Danube,  up  which  thi 
view  estends  to  a  considerable  dis 
tanca,  divide  the  town  itself  iuto  three 
clusters  of  buildings.  On  the  1.  rises 
the  double- towered  church  of  Maria- 
hilf,  and  on  the  rt.  the  feudal  towers 
Biid  straggling  battlements  of  thu 
ftirlress  Oberhaus  sweep  down  the 
nick  to  the  junotioii  of  the  Danube 
and  black  Ilz. 

Below  Passau  the  rt  bank  of  the 
Danube  is  Aostrian,  the  1.  Bavarian, 
as  far  as  Engelhartszell. 

rt.  The  castle  of  Erempelstein, 
peering  out  of  a  fir  forest  on  a  rock, 
^longed  to  the  Bishops  of  Passau, 
who  levied  lolls  from  it  on  all  vesflcls. 
1.  ObenuaU,  or  Hafnerzell,  near 
which,  at  Griesbarh,  black-lead 
{[graphite)  is  found.  This  mineral  is 
intermixed  with  clay  to  form  crucibles, 
'Which  are  largely  mauuiactured  here 
andsenttnaUparlEoftheworid.  The 
china  manufaclories  of  Vienna  and 
Munich  are  supplied  with  porcelaia 
day  from  this  neighbourhood.

Further  on,  a  reef  of  rocks  in  the 
bed  of  the  river  produces  a  rapid;  the 
loohenstein,  rising  to  the  I.,  is  im 
the  old  boundary  line.  The  eiut 
boundary  between  the  two  countrid 
is  marked  by  a  line  or  aveuDe  col 
through  the  forest,  and  running  up  a 
hill  on  the  I.  bank  just  below 

rt.  Engelhartiiell.  This  is  the 
station  of  the  Austrian  custom-houBe, 
bat  lugeage  is  examined  at  Passan  or 
Lini.  TheCisterciancooventattaclied 
to  the  church  (Angelorum  Culla)  is 
now  converted  iuto  a  chateau. 

The  valley  of  the  Danube  becoiaet 
rather  wider  immediately  below  Bngcl- 
iiartszell ;  its  banks  are  thickly  wooded 
and  picturesque. 

1.  Eanuisdl,  a  white  castle,  still 
inhabited,  at  the  entrance  of  a  pretty 
valley.  Below  it  is  the  village  of 
Sisderraima.  Beyond  the  tdd  town 
of  WeseiM/er, 

1.  Uarsbaoh,  aiiother  castle,  eot- 
slsting  of  a  lower,  with  a  modein 
house  near  it,  appears  in  view.  Hen 
are  the  district  courts  of  justice.  Tbe 
ruins  of  Waldkixohan  stand  on  a  roek 
to  the  rt. 

I.  The  square  tower  of  the  rn 
cutle  of  Haysnhaoli  rises  oppodW 
a  remarkable  promontory,  formed  bf 
a  bend  of  the  Danube  so  a1»iipt  thn. 
its  waters  flow  in  exactly  apposite  4t^ 
reclious  on  the  two  sides  of  it.  tte 
river  scours  round  the  baie  of  thjl 
point  of  rock  with  great  rapidity. 

rt.  Oppisile  is  the  Mill  of  &Aii.__, 
from  which  a  footpath  runs  to  Ascba^ 
avoiding  the  windings  of  the  river^ 
and  not  one  quarter  of  tlie  distance  hjf 
water.  On  turning  round  this  comor 
the  river,  contracted  to  nearly  half  | 
its  vrevvoiiB  -wviv^i,  MiWra  a.  lot^ed^ 
IdtflU,  uo\,  500  ^is.  wiAa,  €^a^  \\s  \«1  J 
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vooded  mountains  almost  precipitous, 
and  Tarying  between  600  and  1000  ft. 
m  lieight.  The  sinuosities  of  its 
(Bourse  are  so  complicated  that  within 
tke  roace  of  12  or  15  m.  it  flows 
towards  all  four  points  of  the  compass. 
Hie  current,  increased  in  force  by 
being  pent  up,  boils  and  rages  over 
the  rocks,  forming  rapids  and  whirl- 
pools. 

L  The  only  level  space  in  this  ra* 
vine  large  enough  to  allow  room  for  a 
Tillage  18  at  the  influx  of  the  streams 
of  the  Great  and  Little  Miihl  or  Michl, 
between  which  stands  OberHiihL  The 
Great  Miihl  i^  crossed  at  its  mouth 
by  «  Beohmy  or  grating  of  wood, 
to  collect  the  timber  floated  down  it 
from  the  vast  Bohemian  forests  situated 
around  its  head-quarters,  and  beloDg- 
ing  to  Prince  Schwarzenberg. 

1.  The  Castle  of  Neuhaus,  a  vast 
edifice,  high  up  on  the  hillside,  with 
an  advanced  tower  lower  down,  called 
the  Zollthurm,  was  the  seat  of  the 
Cknmts.of  Schaumburg,  robber-knights 
of  tlie  13th  and  14th  centuries,  who 
exacted  heavy-  dues  from  all  the 
vesa^  that  passed  their  stronghold, 
and  in  the  event  of  resistance  made 
no  Scrapie -to  sink  them.  During  the 
invaaon  of  the  Turks,  in  1529,  the 
castle  served  as  an  asylum  to  the 
women  and  children  of  the  surround- 
ingdistrict. 

The  deflJe  ceases  a  little  beyond 
^eahans,  and  the  banks  subside  into  a 
^aiiiydiselosing  to  view  a  distant  pro- 
n»eet  of  tlie  l^unstein  and  Alps  of 
mlsbiurg. 

rt  jlaehaeh  (ft7),  behind  which  rise 
the  rains  of  the  Ca%tU  of  SchatmAurg, 
cradle  of  the  ancient  family  of  that 
name. 

h  LanSskag,  with  a  castle.  Below 
tlua  commences  an  archipelago  of

hild  on  her  way  to  the  Huns.  It  was 
here  that  Pappenheim  defeated  the 
rebellious  peasants,  3000  of  whom  were 
slain.    (Rte.  85.) 

1.  Ottensheim,  a  village  nearly  op- 
posite, prettily  situated  on  a  pro- 
montory. 

rt.  The  Cistercian  Convent  of 
Wilhering  (1146),  rebuilt  since  a  fire 
in  17-33. 

The  Danube  now  appears  to  cut 
through  a  chain  of  mountains  which 
descend  to  the  water's  edge  in  nearly 
vertical  clifb.  The  approach  to  Linz 
is  announced,  even  before  the  town 
itself  appears  in  view,  by  the  round 
towers  of  the  fortification,  and  by  two 
stout  loopholed  walls  of  masonry  de- 
scending the  steep  bank  on  both  sides, 
and  serving  to  defend  this  approach 
to  the  town. 

Beyond  the  chateau  of  Buchenau, 
the  church  on  the  summit  of  the 
Postlingberg  is  conspicuous. 

Soon  after  the  bridge  appears  in 
sight,  the  Calvarienberg  and  Jager- 
mayr  overlooking  the  river  on  the  rt. 
To  the  1.,  opposite  Linz  (lite.  85)^  is 
the  suburb  of  Urfahr. 

Below  Linz  the  banks  of  the  river 
become  flat,  and  for  some  distance 
scarcely  ai\y  place  of  note  or  interest 
is  passed.  Fine  view  of  the  town, 
looking  back.  The  Danube  is  divided 
by  willow-clad  islands  and  beds  of 
bare  gravel  into  numerous  channels. 
The  steamer  passes  under  a  rly.  bridge 
(80). 

1.  Steyeregg,. nearly  opposite  the 
mouth  of  the  Traun,  lies  concealed 
behind  a  wooded  island;  its  castle, 
partly  in  ruins,  is  visible  from  the 
water. 

Zizelau,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Traun, 
is  the  port  for  the  salt-vessels  from 
Gmiinden,  Hallstatt,  &c.  3  m.  up  the 
stream,  on  the  rt.  bank,  is  EbeUherg 
(85). 

rt.  The  Monastery  of  St,  Florian 
and  the  square  ch&teau  of  TiUyshurg, 
with  its  comer  turrets,  may  be  dis- 
cerned above  the  trees  in  the  dis- 
tance. On  an  island  in  the  middle 
of  the  stream  is  planted  the  Castle  of

The  fall  of  the  Danube 
from  this  to  the  frontier  of  Hungary 
amonnts  to  348  ft,,  or  ID  ft.  in  a 
Germ.  m. 

I.  Kanthhansen,  a  village  and  salt 
depfit,  lies  opposite  the  month  of  the 
riyer  Enns,  which  pours  its  green 
waters  into  the  Dannbe,  and  flows 
onwards  for  a  considerable  dislflnce 
without  intermingling  with  the  mnddy 
flood  of  the  main  nver.  The  town 
was  bamed  by  the  Emp.  Barbarossa, 
because  its  inhabitants  enacted  toll 
(Motlift)  from  the  pilgrims  who  passed 
down  the  Danube  on  their  way  to  join 
the  third  Orusade. 

Tiie  extensive  (jnarries  furnished 
material  for  the  new  church  at  Linz, 
and  the  Maria  Theresa  monument  at 
Vieona.  They  also  yield  a  vast 
amount  of  granite  for  pavements. 

Another  rlv.  bridge  now  spans  the 
river  (90).

The  ancient  capital  of  Poland,  and. 
subsequently  the  capital  of  a  tmall. 
state  or  republic,  whose  independent ,

Austria  and  Fmssia.  The  town  and  iu 
territory  was  incorporated  in  18<G

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poyerty.  At  a  distance  it  shows  itself 
Vith  splendoar  unimpaired,  dostered 
Vith  medieeTal  watch-towers  and 
rpires,  and  overtopped,  like  Prague^ 
by  its  regal  palace.  Ftom  the  rising 
grounds  N.  of  Oracow  is  a  fine  view  of 
the  town,  with  its  towers,  the  vale  of 
flie  Yistnla,  and  a  i^ng®  of  the  Car- 
pathian mountains^  The  Eisthaler 
Thurm,  the  highest  of  the  Titra 
group,  is  usoally  covered  with  snow. 

The  Soyal  Castle,  called  2amek,  is 
ntaated  upon  a  rock  called  Wawel,  at 
▼hose  hase,  Krak,  the  Polish  Cadmus, 
dew  the  dragon  in  a  cave.  It  was 
founded  hy  C&imir  the  Great,  in  the 
Uth  centy.,  hut  a  very  small  portion 
of  his  huilding  alone  remains ;  the 
Test  is  of  the  time  of  Augustus  II.,  who 
rebuilt  it.  Sigismund  III.  transferred 
the  court  to  Warsaw  in  1610.  It  is 
now  converted  into  a  barrack,  and 
partly  into  a  hospital,  but  still  dis- 
plays much  decayed  splendoar  in  its 
mteiior  decorations,  and  bits  of  late 
Gothic  in  its  doors  and  windows. 

The  ^CATEEDKAL,  adjoining  the 
p!Jace  (1004-ll08>-4he  P<^sh  West- 
minster Abhev— rpossesses  externally 
neither  splendour  nor  regularity  of 
architecture ;  while  witMn  the  nu- 
merous chapels  destroy  all  harmony 
of  proportion.  The  great  bell  of  the 
cathedral  is  the  largest  in  Poland,  and 
was  cast  in  1520  hy  Hans  Behun  of 
Karemiberg.  The  Trearary  contains 
jewelled  ornaments,  embroideries,  and 
vessels  of  gold  and  silver,  dedicated  hy 
kings,  nobles,  and  wealthy  devotees 
to  its  numerous  shrines  (shown  before 
10  or  after  4)/  Within  this  church 
repose  the  ashes  of  the  most  illustrious 
men  that  Poland  has  produced. 

In  the  centre  of  the  nave  is  the 
gorgeous  Shrine  of  St.  Stanislaus, 
patron  saint  of  Poland,  who  was  slain 
before  the  altar  by  King  Boleslaw  in 
1079.  The  coffin,  supported  on  the 
shoulders  of  angek,  and  the  altar,  are 
of  silver,  as  wdl  as  the  oandlestickti 
^d  statues  surrounding  them.  The 
tomh  rests  under  a  gilded  djome,  sap- 
^orted  by  black  marble  ooltumiB. 
In  front  of  the  high  altar  tlie  coro- 


nation of  the  Polish  kings  took  place ; 
the  chair  in  which  they  were  enthroned 
is  still  preserved. 

Here  is  a  ""Flemish  hrass  (usually 
covered  with  a  carpet)  on  the  tomb  of 
the  Cardinal-Bishop  Frederic,  son  of 
Casimir  King  of  Poland,  who  died 
in  the  year  1503,  aged  35,  with  a 
relief  of  1510 — an  important  work  by 
Peter  Viseher,  by  whom  also  is  the 
brass  of  Peter  Kmity  (1505),  to  the  rt. 
of  the  entrance. 

The  16  chapels  contain  the  tombs 
of  many  Polish  kings,  &c.,  and  may 
be  examined  in  the  allowing  order — 
I.    W.    end.     Recumhent   effigy    of 
Casimir  Jagellon  (1492),  carved  by 
Veit  8to88,  of  King  Wladislaus  (1434J^ 
and  of  Bp.  Soltyk,  who  died  a  prisoner 
in  Russia  (1767).      II.    A    majestic 
figure  of  Christ,  with  busts  of  Count 
Arthur  Potocki  and  his  mother,  all  by 
Thonffdldsen,  III.  Recumbent  effigies 
in  red  marble  of  Kings   Sigismund 
(1548)  and  Si^smund  Augustus  Ja- 
gellon (1572),  heneath  a  roof  of  copper 
gilt :  opposite  is,  ThorwaMserCs  statue 
of  Count  Wladimir    Potocki,  killed 
at  Moseow  in  1812.     VIII.   Monu- 
ment of  Kings  John  Albert  (1501), 
and  Casimir  the  Great,   founder  of 
the  city  (1370),  in  red  marble,  under 
a  canopy,  b^  Veit  8to$8.     XI.,  once 
connected  with  the  castle,  for  the  pri- 
vate devotions  of  the  royal  ikmily: 
here  is  the  red  marble  throne  and  the 
monument  of  King  Stephen  Bathori

The  TTnlTeraity,  one  of  the  oldest  in 
Europe,  founded  by  secede  ra  from 
Prague,  cootains  a  statue  of  Coper- 
nicus, who  was  professor  here,  by 
Thwvialdaen,  The  nniyersity  library 
contains  the  original  wood-blocks  of 
ooe  of  the  first  editious  of  the  Bible, 
and  other  curiosities  (open  daily,  9 
to  1).  Also  a  series  of  frescoes  by 
the  Polish  artist  Slaahouiits.  On  the 
ground  floor  is  the  ArdueDlogioal 
KuBBum  (open  daily,  II  to  l)-  The 
bomsic  garden  and  (luilding  attached 
to  it  am  pretty  aud  well  kept. 


The  Great  Cloth-hall  (Tachh 
Sukiennica),  built  in  1340,  by  CuM 
tiie  Great,  bears  witness  to  the  tarn 
importance  of  the  trade  of  Crai . 
In  the  upper  part  of  the  restcia 
building  is  a  small  Ficture  OaUiqf 
worth  a  visit  (adm.  30  kr.).  The  kwi 
story  is  used  as  a  sort  of  bazaar,  ai ' 
occupied  by  shops. 

The  space  between  the  city  andthi 
suburbs  has   been  planted   and  eca-fl 
verted  into  a  beautiful  Public  GudUi  ■ 
on  the   site  of  the  old  fortificatiou.

The  *MiiiGnm  Ciartorjaki  contaiq 
some  good  portraits  by  Holban,  Titias

It 
was  taken  by  the  Swedes  in  the  Thirty 
Years'  War;  but  Frederick  the  Great 
besieged  it  in  Tain,  in  1758,  (br  seven 
weeks,  and  was  then  compelled  to 
reireai  hy  Loudon,  who  cut  off  Ms 
luppliea.

80,0(X>, 
including  3000  garrison),  is  built 
partly  in  a  pretty  vglley,  watered  by 
the  streams  of  the  Schwarzawa  and 
Zwidawa,  which  here  unite,  partly  on 
the  slope  of  twoliills,  [be  lust  of  a  range 
stretching  from  the  H.W,  comer  of 
Moravia,  and  here  sinking  down  into 
the  plain.  At  tbe  Eummit  of  the  most 
westerly  of  the  two  hills  is  the  Castla 
of  SpielbGig-,  formerly  the  citadel  of 
Briinn ;  bat  the  French  destroyed  its 
forlilications,  and  it  was  converted 
into  a  prison  for  political  offenders. 
It  was  the  prison  of  Silvio  Pellico 
(from  lH22to  1B30). 

Mack  Ihe  incapable,  who  surren- 
dered Ulm  to  the  French,  was  confioed 
here  for  soine  time  ;  and  Trenck,  the 
savage  leader  of  the  Faiidoiirs,  the 
wild  vanguard  of  the  Austrian  army 
in  the  War  of  Sucfiession,  died  here  a 
prisoner  in  1749. 

At  the  foot  of  the  second  hill  the 
city  and  Its  extensive  snhurbs  are 
spread  out,  while  its  top  is  crowned 
by  the  Cathedral  of  Bt.  Feter.  The

hood. To  the  E.  of  the  town  is  the 
convent  of  Bruck,  now  a  barrack ;  oat- 
side  the  E.  gate  are  monuments  to 
Colonel  KopaS  (1848),  and  the  novelist 
Karl  Postel  (1864).  15  m.  W.,  in  the 
winding  valley,  is  the  ruined  castle  of 
Hardegg;  5  m.  further  rises  *8ehlo88- 
Frain  (see  below). 

Iglan  (21,000)  is  an  ancient  town 
on  the  Iglawa,  with  a  flourishing  cloth 
and  plush  trade.  The  Gothic  Uhurch 
of  SL  James  ha^  ai|  altar-piece  worth 
notice. 

Just  outside  the  town  on  the  N., 
two  granite  obelisks  mark  the  bound- 
ary of  Bohemia  and  the  spot  where 
the  national  deputies  received  their 
king  Ferdinand  I.  in  1.527.  The 
river  Iglawa  divides  Bohemia  from 
Moravia. 

Dontsehbrod  (5500)  is  a  mannfac- 
tminff  town  on  the  Sctzawa.  Ziska  beat 
the  "Emp,  Sigismund  here  in  1422. 

CtaMdAU  (7000).  The  blind  Hussite 
General  Ziski^  was  buried  in  the 
char^  distinguished  by  its  high 
tower.  During  the  reign  of  Ferai- 
nand  II,  (1623),  his  body  was  torn 
from  the  grave,  and  his  tomb  de- 
stroyed. Frederick  of  Prassia'defeated 
the  Anstrians  at  CkUimtz,  near 
Csaslau,  In  1742. 

Bedleti  has  a  fine  old  abbey  chnrch 
(1280-1820)  with  doulde  aisles.  I|ence 
a  branch  rly.  runs  S.W.  to  (2  m.) 

KuttMiberg  (13,500)»  a  once  im- 
portant mining  town,  on  the  slope 
of  a  hill  which  prodaces  lead  and 
coDper.  Its  veins  of  silver  became 
•xlutusted  in  1600,  A  mint  was  esta- 
blished in  the  W^scher  Hof  by 
Weniel  IT.  The  ^Church  of  8ta. 
Barbara  (1380-1483)  is  a  noble  late- 
Gothic  fragment,  consisting  of  a 
grand  choir  w|th  8  radiating  chapels, 
and  part  of  a  nave  with  doable  ables. 
The  eboir  )ias  handsome  stalls. 

Kdia  (12.000)  hai  a  large  Ohvreh 
with  tfw  W4  towers  and  a  lof^  choir. 


Rt  on  a  height  is  seen  an  obelisk, 
erected  in  1842  by  the  Austrians  as  a 
monument  of  a  victory,  one  of  the 
most  decisive  of  the  Seven  Years' 
War.  Marshal  Daun,  at  tbe  head  .of 
the  allied  Austrian  and  Saxon  armies, 
here  defeated  Frederick  the  Great, 
on  June  18, 1757,  and  thereby  rescued 
Austria  from  the  hands  of  the  Prus- 
sians. Frederick  commanded  his  army 
from  the  windows  of  a  solitary  inn 
(the  Sun),  which  still  exists,  and 
serves  to  mark  the  centre  of  his 
position. 

At  Fodebrad,  where  is  a  Schloss 
and  a  chain  bridge,  George  Podiebrad 
King  of  Bohemia  was  bom(d.  1421). 
From  Nimborg  (5500),  an  old  town 
with  a  brick  and  stone  church  of 
1305,  and  extensive  engine-factories, 
a  line  runs  N.W.  to  Junghunzlau, 
Opposite  Xelnik,  a  town  belonging  to 
Prince  Lobkowits,  the  Moldau  flows 
into  the  Elhe. 

N.  of  Liboch  stretches  the  romantic 
Liboeher  Oriinde,  near  which  is  the 
Slawjn,  a  Bohemian  Valhalla  or  Pan- 
theon, erected  by  a  citizen  of  Prague, 
in  which  are  placed  bronze  statues 
of  Bohemian  worthies,  executed  in 
Schwanthaler's  studio  in  Munich. 

The  train  now  leaves  the  Elbe, 
which  sweej^s  to  the  S.,  and  rejoins 
the  river  again  at  Leitmeritz  (1 1,000) ; 
its  houses  are  seen  rising  one  over 
another  against  the  slope  of  the  hill. 
The  chief  buildings  are  the  Bishop's 
Palace  and  the  Jesuits'  College.  One 
of  the  churches  has  a  tower  shaped 
like  a  cup,  the  symbol  of  those  fierce 
religious  contests  respecting  the  use 
of  me  cup  in  the  Sacrament,  which 
desolated  Bohemia  in  the  15th  cent. 
Much  of  the  Bohemian  glass  is  polished 
here.  The  surrounding  district  is  one 
of  abundant  fertility,  and  is  laid  out 
in  corn-fields,  vin<^aids,  hop-grounds, 
and  orchards.

Route  139. — Bodenhach — Prague. 
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S.E. — ^Dresden  to  Vienna.  Lug- 
gage examined  at  Bodenbach. 

Bodenbach,  on  the  Anstrian  frontier, 
has  a  Bath-house  supplied  with  chaly- 
beate waters.  On  the  opposite  bank 
is  Tetscheih  connected  by  a  chain 
bridge  (187). 

On  the  1.  bank,  below  the  bridge, 
is  the  village  of  Obergnmd,  a  favourite 
summer  resort.  The  rly.  tocends  the 
1.  bank  to 

AuSBig  (1600  ft.),  a  town  of  17,000 
iuhab.,  at  the  junction  of  the  Biela 
and  the  Elbe.  It  has  an  important 
coaling-harbour,  where  river  barges 
take  in  their  cargo.  !RBiphaelMengswas 
bom  here  in  1728.  The  Ferdinands- 
hdhe  (i  hr.  8.)  and  the  Schreckenstein, 
on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river,  are 
worth  ascending  for  the  view. 

Lobosits  (3000),  a  manufacturing 
town  on  the  1.  bank  of  the  Elbe,  at 
the  foot  of  hills  covered  with  vine- 
yards. Here  the  Austrians,  under 
Marshal  Brown,  were  defeated  by 
Frederick  the  Great  in  1756.  This 
was  the  first  battle  of  the  Seven  Tears' 
War. 

Branch  line  S.  to  lAbochowitz  on 
thelSger. 

CfrosB-Cemosek,  on  the  rt.  bank,  is 
noted  for  its  wine.  The  Hradek 
(1180  ft)  may  be  ascended  for  the 
view.  3  hre.  N.W.  rises  the  MUe- 
if^uttier  (147).  l^  m.  from  its  rly. 
Stat.  lies. 

Theresieiuitftdt,  built  in  1780  by  the 
Emp.  Joiseph  II.,  in  the  midst  of 
morasses,  at  the  junction  of  the  Eger 
with  the  Elbe.  It  is  a  place  of  great 
strength,  constructed  on  the  most 
approved  principles  of  military  science, 
nerer  yet  captured  by  an  enemv ;  and 
the  country  around  can  be  laid  under 
water  b^  means  of  sluices.  A  remark- 
able *view  is  gained  from  the  stat. 

Baudniti  (6000),  on  the  Elbe,  has 
a  earile  of  Prince  Lobkowitz,  with  a 
library  of  '45,000  vols.,  an  armoury, 
and  a  collection  of  paintings  from  the 
time  of  Charles  iV.  to  the  Thirty 
Years'  War.  Here  Rienzi  the  Tri- 
bune, when  driven  from  Rome,  was 
eonSned  by  Ae  Emperor  fbr  a  year  in 
ja5a,  before  bisremofBLto  Avignon. 


The  Georgenberg  (1325  ft.)»  con- 
spicuous from  its  white  chapel,  rises 
3  m.  S.E. 

At  Berkowitz  the  rly.  leaves  the 
Elbe  3  m.  below  its  junction  with  the 
Moldan,  which  falls  into  it  at  Melnik, 
**  the  town  of  hops,"  and  renders  it 
navigable. 

Weltms.  Opposite,  on  the  rt.  bank 
of  the  Moldau,  is  the  village  of 
Weltms,  attached  to  which  are  the 
chateau  and  park  of  Count  Chotek, 
prettily  laid  out  in  an  island  of  the 
Moldan,  and  intersected  with  running 
streams. 

Hflhlhaiisen,  with  an  old  castle  of 
Prince  Lobkowitz. 

A  tunnel  leads  to  Kralnp,  near 
which,  on  the  rt.  bank  of  the  Moldau, 
is  the  ruined  castle  of  Cktoatierub. 

BoBtok  lies  in  a  picturesque  valley. 
On  an  eminence,  Lewy  HrcUiekf  said 
to  be  the  oldest  church  in  Bohemia. 

The  rly.  continues  along  the  narrow 
valley,  which  opens  at 

Bubenz,  near  the  Baumgartertf  a 
charming  public  garden,  much  re- 
sorted to  in  summer.  A  fine  viaduct 
of  88  arches,  1200  yds.  long,  spans 
the  Cardinenthdly  and  several  arms 
of  the  Moldau,  erected  at  a  cost  of 
300,000?. 

PBAOTEE  (615  ft),  in  Bohemian 
Prdha,  the  capital  of  Bohemia,  sur- 
passing in  its  grandeur  and  imposing 
character  the  appearance  of  almost  any 
other  cdty  in  Germany,  has  180,000 
inhab.,  or,  including  the  suburbs, 
260,000,  of  whom  4th  are  Germans, 
and  about  20,000  Jews.  The  city, 
which  measures  9^  m.  in  circumference, 
is  situated  in  a  basin-shaped  valley,* 
cut  in  two  by  the  Moldan,  surrounded 
on  all  sides  by  rocks  or  eminences, 
upon  whose  slopes  the  buildings  of  the 
town  rise  tier  above  tier  as  they  recede 
from  the  water's  edge.  Above  the 
numerous  domes,  turrets,  and  spires, 
whidi  rise  up  on  all  sides,  towers  the 
imposing  mass  of  the  Hradschin,  the 
palace  of  the  Bohemian  kings,  running 
along  the  crest  of  an  eminence,  ana- 
lacked  by  the  heights  of  the  Laurenzl«' 
berc,  wb.«»  t\i^  ^^gui  Bni\xQaA26s&  f 

flud  to  \i»W^   «&\<^TN\X^>  '-^^  «8^ 
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heathenish  assooUlions  connected  with 
tbe  spot,  iitbGtinited  in  their  pllice  the 
more  holj  fires  which  cooEumed  the 
martyr  St.  Lawrence,  whose  church  is 
built  there.  On  the  other  side  of  the 
river,  looking  up  the  stream,  are  the 
black  precipices  of  the  citadel  of 
Wyichehiad  (Acropolis).  Behind  the 
towers  of  the  Altstadt  rises  Ziaka's 
Hill,  wliich  was  fortified  b;  the  blind 
Hnssitu  chief  whose  name  it  bears, 
and  serves  to  recall  (he  recotleclion 
of  those  religious  troubles  in  which 
Pnigqe  snfiered  bo  grievously. 

The  Moldau  divides  the  quarters 
called  Altstadt,  NeosUidt,  and  Josef- 
Bladl,  on  its  rt.  bank,  from  the  Klein- 
seite  (small  side)  and  Hradechin  on 
its  1.  The  city  contidnB  6S  Catholic 
churches  and  chapels,  19  monasteries, 
4  nutineries,  3  Protestant  charcheE, 
■nd  0  Eysagogaes. 

The  restored  FnlTertLnnn  (E.  S), 
a  lofly  square  Gothic  tower  of  1484, 
formerly  surmounted  a  gateway  in  the 
walls  which  separated  the  Altstadt 
from  the  Neustadt.  Adjoining  it  on 
the  N.  is  the  Konigshof,  once  a  royal 
palace,  now  a  Cadets'  School- 
Hence  the  Zeltnergasse  leads  W.  to 
the  Grosse  liiog,  in  which  stands  the 
MarieiuaalB,  with  4  stataes  at  the 
angles,  erected  in  1650,  when  the 
Swedes  withdrew  from  the  city.    N,E. 

Teynkirche,  the  Gothic  church  of 
the  HnssilBs,  distinguished  by  its  two 
tall  towers  with  taper  roofs,  and  4 
small  turrets  at  the  angles,  built  in 
1407,  at  the  expense  of  three  German 
mcrchaols  residing  in  Pragne.  In 
14S7  the  Estates  of  Bohemia,  as- 
sembled in  this  ch.,  unanimously 
elected  George  Podiebrad  King  of 
Bohemia.  Here  the  doctrines  of  Hues 
were  long  preached  bj  the  prelate, 
John  of  Kokyzan,  whose  body,  buried

wS.E.pier  is  the  red  marble  effigy

The  Bathhani  (Town-hall),  ■ 
site  on  the  W.,  a  Gothic  edifice

S.  doorway,  and  chapel,  whose  t 
projecting  oriel  window  has  been.  p_ 
served.

tower.  ItwasconBIruetedby  Hanasclt 
ia  the  year  1490,  and  repaired  hi  1805. 
It  registers  the  time  from  sunwl  10 
sunset,  i.e.  from  I  to  34,  and  also  the 
boars  at  which  the  sun  and  moon  rise 
on  each  day  of  the  year.  As  each 
hour  strikes,  a  door  opens,  and  12 
figures,  representing  the  Apostles, 
appear,  and  pass  from  right  to  left 
along  a  little  platform,  re-entering  at 
another  door. 

The  BatliliBus,  and  the  irregolar 
square  in  which  it  stands,  are  histo- 
rically remarkable  for  the  deeds  of 
violence  and  blood  that  have  t  * 
place  in  them.

Twenty-BC 
Protestant  leaders  were  executed  ll 
after  the  battle  of  While  Hill  in  1631^ 
and  eleven  officers  of  high  rank,  l^W 
command  of  WaUtrntjiii.,  iw  1633,  {MM 
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The  University,  or  Carolinnm  (E.  3) 
remarkable  as  the  first  great  public 
ihool  established  in  Grermany.  It 
'as  founded  on  the  model  of  that  of 
'aris  in  1348:  the  existing  edifice 
ates  from  1718.  The  fame  of  the 
iBchers  of  the  university,  and  the 
riyileges  granted  to  scholars,  soon 
ttracted  hither  students  from  all 
arts  of  Europe.  A  measure  proposed 
I  1409  by  John  Huss,  for  abridging 
be  privileges  of  the  foreigners  and 
ransferring  the  preponderance  from 
hem  to  the  Bohemians,  occasioned 
he  secession  in  one  week  of  15,000 
tadents,  who  dispersed  themselves 
>ver  Europe,  and  became  the  founders 
if  the  universities  of  Leipzig,  Heidel- 
berg, and  Cracow.  From  henceforth 
ihe  Carolinnm  became  the  school  of 
Jiose  new  opinions  in  religion  pro- 
mulgated by  Huss  and  Jerome  of 
E^ragne,  which  gradually  separated  the 
Bohemians  from  the  Romish  Church. 
Boss  himself  was  rector  of  the  uni- 
Tersity,  and  here  first  taught  .those 
doctrines  which  he  derived  from  the 
English  reformer  Wickliffe.  After 
the  fiital  battle  of  White  Hill,  however, 
its  privileges  and  faculty  of  theology 
were  transferred  to  the  Jesuits'  College 
of  the  Clementinum,  and  the  Caro- 
lionm  converted  into  a  School  of 
Sledicine  and  Law.  It  now  numbers 
2000  Bohemian  students,  and  1600 
Grerman. 

The  massive  stone  ^Bridge  (Carls- 
briicke),  over  the  Moldau,  connecting 
the  Altstadt  with  the  Kleinseite  (1357- 
1503)  measures  540  yds.,  and  is  oma- 
oaented  with  28  statues  of  saints.  The 
sighth  on  the  rt.,  in  going  from  the 
Altstadt,  is  a  well-executed  bronze 
ttatae,  b^  Bauchmiiller  of  Nuremberg, 
srected  m  1 683,  of  8t  John  Nepomuk, 
who  according  to  the  Popish  legend, 
iras  thrown  from  the  bridge  into  the 
river  and  drowned  (1383),  by  order  of 
Cing  Wenceslaus  IV.,  because  he  re- 
fosea  to  betray  the  secrets  confided 
bo  him  by  the  queen  in  confession. 
rhe  spot  whence  he  was  cast  into  the 
*  river  is  still  marked  by  a 

cross  with  five  stars  on  the 
■*  parapet,  in  imitation  of  the 
miraculous  Barnes  which 


three  days  after  he  was  drowned  were 
said  to  be  seen  flickering  over  the  place 
where  his  body  lay  under  the  water. 
He  was  canonized  in  1728,  when  his 
body  was  encased  in  the  gorgeous 
silver  shrine  placed  in  the  cathedral. 
From  the  circumstances  of  his  death, 
this  saint  has  become  the  patron  of 
bridges,  and  his  statue  occupies  in 
many  Catholic  countries  the  same 
situation  as  at  Prague. 

The  Festival  of  St.  John  Nepomuh 
is  celebrated  every  year  from  the  1 6th 
to  the  24th  of  May.  On  this  occasion 
thousands  of  persons  assemble,  not 
only  from  Bohemia,  but  from  all  the 
surrounding  countries,  on  a  pilgrimage 
to  his  shrine.  Another  popular  holi- 
day is  the  Fea^t  of  8t,  Wenceslaus 
(Sept.  28),  when  a  solemn  high  mass 
is  celebrated  in  the  cathedral,  and 
festivities  of  various  kinds  are  held. 

The  old  Watch-tower,  at  the  end  of 
the  bridge  next  the  Altstadt,  orna- 
mented with  sculptures  and  arms  of 
the  countries  allied  with  Bohemia, 
alone  preserved  that  part  of  the  town 
from  Mling  into  the  hands  of  the 
Swedes  during  the  Thirty  Years*  War 
in  1648.  They  had  quickly  mastered 
the  Kleinseite,  and,  their  attack  being 
quite  unexpected,  the  bridge-gate  was 
so  ill-guarded  that  they  had  nearly 
surprised  it,  when  a  Jesuit,  rushing 
out  of  the  college  close  to  the  bridge, 
let  down  the  portcullis  in  haste,  and 
with  the  aid  of  only  three  soldiers 
defended  the  post  until  the  citizens 
and  students  of  the  university  came  up 
to  support  them.  The  Swedes  were 
thus  defeated  in  attempting  to  carry 
the  gate  by  a  cou/p-de-main,  and  no 
subsequent  assault  met  with  better 
success,  though  th^  besieged  and 
bombarded  the  gate  tor  14  weeks. 

At  the  E.  end  of  the  bridge  is  the 
^Karlsdenkmal,  a  monument  to  King 
Charles  IV.,  modelled  by  H'ahnel  of 
Dresden,  and  cast  in  bronze  by  Burg- 
schmiet  of  Nuremberg.  It  was  erected 
by  subscription  in  1848,  to  commemo- 
rate the  500th  anniversary  of  the 
foundation  of  the  university.  In  nicheiP

Close  to  the  Carlsbi^cke  ia  the  vast 

g?  of  the  ClemBntiniun,  or  Roman 
Iholic  College  I D.  3>.  Itwnsori- 
ginall;  built  by  Ferdinand  III,,  in 
1653,  as  u,  convent  and  seminary  for 
the  JesoitB.  It  now  contains  the 
Seminary  for  the  cducalioD  of  between 
200  and  SOO  pnpils,  nndcr  the  super- 
iDtendeoce  of  Qxe  Archbishop,  and  the 
fiicultiei  of  theolo^  and  philoGophj' 
belonging  to  thenuiversitT.  Its  mag- 
nificent halla,  in  the  rich  stjle  of 
Italian  architecture,  serve  as  lecture 
rooms.  It  also  includes  a  Libttaj  of 
100,000  TOlumes,  particularly  rich  in 
Bohemian  iiterature,  and  3700  maiiu- 
scripts;  among  them  antogiiph  theses 
and  sennons  of  John  Hues  ;  a  Hussite 
Litnrgy  (Canzionale)  most  richly 
fflnminated  ;  the  paiotings  are  illas- 
trations  partly  of  the  Bible,  partly  of 
the  life  of  Hues  ;  it  was  executed  " 
the  cost  of  the  ^ilds  of  Pragne. 
one  of  its  pages  occur  3  miniaturee 
of  Wickliffe  strikuig  the  light,  Hnsa 
blowing  the  flame,  and  Luther  holding 
the  blazing  torch;  here  are  Zisba's 
military  orainances,  Hues's  aalograph 
comments  on  the  Book  of  Wisdom, 
and  Tycho  Brahe's  on  the  Ccpemican 
system;  besides  various  other  collec- 
tions, and  an  observatory,  with  Tycho 
Brahe's  sextant.  Within  the  circoit 
of  the  Clementinnm  are  the  chnrches 
of  8t.  Clement  and  St.  Balvator,  two 
chapels,  the  residence  of  many  pro- 
feasors,  and  several  public  offices.  In 
the  courtyard  is  a  stone  statue  of  a 
Tolnnteer,  erected  [u  18C4,  in  memory 
of  the  aid  rendered  by  the  students  in 
the  defence  of  the  city  against  the 
Swedes  in  1648. 

The  Iron  Suspension  Bridge  (Kaiser

The  Carlsbrficke  leads  to  the  Klein- 
teUe  (small  side),  at  the  foot  of  the 
Hradschxn.  In  the  small  square  or 
Ring  is  a  *statue  of  Field  Marshal 
Bstetiky,  erected  in  1858  (the  year 
of  his  death) :  it  is  raised  on  a  shield 
by  eight  soloiets,  and  was  cast  by 
mu^ffsehmiet,  of  Nuremberg,  from 
100  broiixe  cannon  taken  firom  the 
PiedmonteBe ;  the  principal  figure 
was  den^(ied  by  Emanuel  Max^  the 
soldi)§n  mr  Joseph  Max. 

Th^  Kldnseite  is  the  seat  of  the 
Bf^miaa  magnates,  and  contains 
some  of  their  most  splendid  palaces. 
The  most  interesting  among  Uiem  is 
the 

Palftee  of  Wallenstein,  built  in 
1682  by  Albert  Duke  of  Friedland, 
the  generaUssimo  of  the  Thirty  Years' 
War,  at'  ike'  time  when  he  was  first 
disadned  the  Imperial  service.  It 
has  been  restored  by  his  collateral 
descendant  Count  Waldstein.  The 
<inly  TeHos  of  the  great  Wallenstein 
are  a  bad  portrait,  and  the  favourite 
charger  which  bore  him  at  Liitzen, 
•tiifM^  In  ordelr  to  make  room  for 
hk  reeidence,  100  houses  were  pur- 
oluwed  and  pulled  down.  Eye-wit- 
nesM  -hBTe  left  a  surprising  account 
<yf  its  6pl«idour,  and  of  the  regal  state 
maintained  by  Wallenstein  himself.'

The  Picture  Gallery 
(catalogue,  20  kr.)  numbers  291 
paintings.  The  best  are  a  portrait 
by  AnmonyMore  ;  portraits  by  Baven- 
stein ;  a  Kabbi  by  Rembrandt ;  a 
portrait  of  General  Spinola,  byiJwftetw; 
a  forest  scene  by  Buysdasl;  and  St, 
Bruno,  by  Vandych. 

The  ♦Hradschin  (brad,  in  Bohe- 
mian, means  a  castle),  the  palace  of 
Bohemian  kings  and  emperors  for  cen- 
turies, is  a  vast  and  prominent  pile, 
more  imposing  for  its  extent  and 
position  than  fh>m  the  beauty  of  its 
architecture.  The  present  building 
was  begun  by  Ferdinand  I.  in  1541. 
Mathias  I.  erected  the  western  portion, 
and  Maria  Theresa  completed  it  in 
1775.  The  greater  part  of  it,  how- 
ever, dates  from  the  reign  of  Ferdi- 
nand and  that  of  his  successor.  It 
contains  some  fiEimily  portraits,  in- 
cluding those  of  Maria  Theresa  and 
her  son.  The  rooms  contain  some 
modem  works  of  art  and  command 
fine  views  (open  11  to  1,  fee  1  fl.  each, 
less  in  proportion  for  a  party). 

The  Burg,  or  Imperial  Palace,  was 
originally  built  by  Charles  IV.  in 
1353.  Of  this  age  are  3  picturesque 
and  Gothic-looking  towers. 

The  Euldigungiwaal,  built  by  King 
Ladislaiis  in  1622,  is.  a  fine  Gothic 
hall,  unsupported  by  pillars.  This 
hall  was  used  for  tournaments,  and  in 
it  the  Bohemian  nobles  swear  allegi- 
ance to  their  sovereign  after  his 
coronation. 

On  the  narrow  terrace  immediately 
under  the  palace  walls  two  small  stone 
obelisks  mark  •  the  spot  where  the 
nobles  Slawata  and  Jaroslaw  von  Mar- 
tinitz,  tiie  tyto  unpopular  members 
of  the  Imperial  government,  with 
their  creature  and  secretary  Fabricius, 
were  thrown  out  of .  the  window  of 
the  Couhcil-ch^Unber  (Landtag-Stube) 
by  the  armed  nobles  and  deputies, 
23i'd  May,  1618.  They  fell  on  soft 
gronTidm«L9iVi\i,^^  i\..\si^'CRi\«A 
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■rmaof  the  Iwo  nobles.  "ThiafooUsli 
exploit  was  Ihe  first  act  of  violence  in 
the  great  struggle  of  Thirty  Years, 
and  the  war  which  ended  in  164S  with 
the  uasuccesEfal  siege  of  Prague  was 
begun  in  1618  on  the  spots  of  ground 
still  marked  out  bj  these  obelisks."—

The  *CATHBDBAL0f  Bt,  Talt  stands 
vithin  the  enclosure  of  the  Hradschin. 
It  was  commenced  in  1314,  in  the 
reign  of  John  of  Luxemberg,  by 
Matfhian  nf  Arras,  and  continned 
during  the  reign  of  Charles  IV.  by 
the  architect  Peter  Arler,  of  Gmiiiid 
in  Swabia.  The  only  pans  completed 
were  the  choir  and  one  of  the  towars. 
This  tower  was  B06  ft.  high,  but  was 
reduced  to  its  present  height,  314  ft., 
in  I5L4,  after  a  great  fire,  by  which 
the  cathedral  was  mucb  injured.  The 
view  from  the  lower  is  uncommonly 
fine.  The  cathedral,  though  rich  in 
Gothic  ornament,  ia  deformed  as  an 
edifice  by  having  been  left  incomplete, 
and  by  the  damage  which  it  suffered 
from  Hnsslte  ravages,  and  from  even 
more  Eerioas  injuries  inflicted  ia 
1757  during  the  Seven  Tears'  War, 
by  the  bombardment  of  Frederick  the 
Great,  when  2tfi  balls  passed  through 
the  roof  alone,  and  in  the  end  the 
church  received  more  than  1500.  It 
was  afterwards  partially  repaired  by 
order  of  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa, 
Notwithstanding  the  irreparable  da- 
mage which  it  sustained,  it  ia  a 
most  interesting  building— a  perltct 
museum  of  cariosities — and  is  nuder- 
going  alow  completion. 

The  lofty  nave  (118  ft.)  contains 
the  'Haiuolenni,  executed  in  white 
marble  by  CoUn  oj  Mechiin,  and 
erected  by  Itudolph  11.  in  1589,  as 
a  moDutuent  to  himself  and  other 
kings  of  Bohemia  and  princely  persons 
who  He  interred  in  the  vault  below  i* 
among  whom  are  Kings  WcucealaL_ 
IV.  (1+19)  and  George  Podiebrad 
.    (1458);  Emperors  Charles  IV,  '■"— 


Ladislaus  Posthumos  (1458),  Ferdi- 
■  I.  (15K4),  Maximilian  II,  (1577), 
Rudolph  II.  (1612);  Archduchesi 
Mana  Amelia  (1804),  The  effigiel 
upon  it,  and  the  carvings  around, 
merit  minute  inspection.

The  Hartlniti  Chapel,  adjoining  th« 
latter,  contains  the  (onib  of  Jaroslav 
voQ  Marlinitz(seeabove),aDd 
some  altar  of  white  marble  by  Ai 
mann  of  Rome  '  1 BS4),  In  the  cl 
of  SS.  Simon  and  Jude  hangs 
mhrkable  liead  of  ChrisI,  which 
Emp. Charles  IV.brought  from  ItalT^ 
it  was  copied  from  an  original  in  oM 
Vatican,   by  Thomas  of  Mutitw,  il , 
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1368.  On  the  frame  are  the  six  patron 
saints  of  Bohemia,  original  works  by 
the  same  hand. 

Over  the  S.  door  is  the  Boyal 
Oratory,  with  good  stone  vaulting  of 
1493.  Nearly  opposite  is  a  carious 
representation  in  wood  of  the  de- 
vastation of  the  church  by  Protestants. 
Beyond  in  the  choir  is  the  chapel  and 
duriiiie  of  St.  Xolin  Kepomulc,  one  of  the 
richest  in  the  world ;  a  costly  accumu- 
lation of  ornaments  in  solid  silver, 
executed  in  1 736,  and  utterly.valueless 
as  a  work  of  art.  The  entire  weight 
of  silver  expended  on  the  shrine  is 
said  to  amount  to  37  cwt. 

In  the  Sternberg  ehapel  is  the  tomb 
of  King  Ottokar,  who  was  killed  in 
battle,  fighting  against  Rudolph  of 
Hapsburg.  On  the  door  of  the  chapel 
raibng  is  hung  up  one  of  the  cannon- 
balls  which  fell  into  the  church  during 
the  bombardment  by  Frederick  the 
Great. 

The  Trinity  Chapel  contains  a  can- 
delabram»  the  foot  of  which  is  said 
to  have  oome  from  Solomon's  Temple, 
and  to  have  been  brou^  to  Prague 
firom  Milan  by  King  Wladislaw  in 
1162*  The  foot  was  probably  made 
in  the  11th  centy. ;  the  upper  part 
was  executed  for  Leopold,  bishop  of 
Breslau,  and  is  dated  1641. 

Opposite,  at  the  back  of  the  high 
altar,  is  the  tomb  of  St.  Titus,  patron 
Saint  of  the  church,  with  a  statue  by 
Jos,  Max. 

The  Chapel  of  St.  John  Baptist  has 
a  glazed  relief  of  the  MevatKm  upon 
ihe  Cross,  carved  in  wood,  on  the  1. 
wall. 

The  Ohapel  of  St.  Anna  has  frescoes 
by  BwerUt  and  statues  by  SMmek* 
Opponte,  on  the  walls  of  the  choir 
are  two  wooden  reliefr,  representing 
Prague  before  1620,  and  the  flight  of 
King  Frederick  after  his  defeat  at 
WhSeHiU. 

Over  the  N.W.  door  is  a  fresco  of 
the  Adcnntion  of  the  Cross,  intro- 
ducing portraits  of  Ferd.  II.  and  III., 


and  the  two  wives  of  the  latter.  It 
dates  from  1562,  but  was  entirely  re- 
punted  in  1631. 

The  Schatikanimer  of  the  Dom 
contains  the  ori^nal  plan  upon  which 
the  ch.  was  intended  to  have  been 
built,  a  quantity  of  church -plate, 
several  illuminated  service-books,  a 
collection  of  priests'  vestments,  and 
fine  examples  of  embroidery ;  one  of 
them  was  worked  by  Maria  Theresa, 
another  is  made  out  of  her  bridal 
dress,  a  third  out  of  the  bridal  dress 
of  a  Countess  Czemin.  The  most 
remarkable  is  a  linen  robe,  embroidered 
with  flowers  and  figures  by  tiie  hands 
of  the  Bohemian  Queen  Anne  in  the 
I4th  centy.,  the  last  scion  of  the  roysd 
line  of  Przemysl.  Here  are  also  a 
number  of  religious  relics  used  at  the 
coronation  of  the  Bohemian  kings. 
To  see  them,  a  special  request  must 
be  made  to  one  of  the  canons  of  the 
cathedral. 

The  crown,  sceptre,  and  globe, 
forming  the  Bohemian  regalia,  are 
kept  in  the  crown  room  above  St. 
Wenzel's  chapel,  but  can  only  be  seen 
by  special  permission. 

On  the  outside  wall  of  this  chape 
is  a  mosaic  representing  Christ  in 
glory,  surrounded  by  aneels,  with  the 
six  patron  saints  of  Bcmemia  below, 
and  the  Emp.  Charles  IV.  and  his 
wife,  who  caused  it  to  be  made  in 
1371  by  Greek  artists.  At  the  sides 
is  the  Last  Judgment ;  it  is  bleached 
by  the  weather,  and  was  restored  in 
1837.  It  is  only  curious  as  a  specimen 
of  early  art,  and  as  perhaps  tiie  only 
spedmen  of  mosaic  used  as  an  exterior 
decoration  to  be  found  N.  of  the 
Alps. 

To  the  E.  of  the  cathedral  is  the 
Church  of  St.  Oeorge,  with  brick 
towers,  the  oldest  building  in  the 
Hradschin,  having  been  founded  about 
920,  bv  Wradislaw  I.  The  abbess  of 
Uie  aajoining  convent  was  endowed 
by  Charles  IV.  with  the  right,  which 
existed  up  to  1782,  of  pUcing  the 
crown  on  the  head  of  the  Queen  at  the 
coronation.  A  balcony  to  the  rt., 
entered  from  the  circular  portico 
(20  kr.),  commands  «t  %tor^sA\^%*^vK^ » 
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Oppoeito  the  eitensive  Ciemin 
palace  (A.  2),  iiow  the  Frtrnz-Joiepk 
BatraiAB,  and  adjoining  the  Oapitchin 
nimuietery,  is  the  LoToto  Chapel,  an 
exact  copy,  within  and  without,  of 
the  famous  wsndecing  huuae  of  Lurelo. 
The  sculpture  and  msrljlti  work  of 
the  exterior  of  the  real  chapel  are 
carefully  modelled,  by  Agosto,  io 
plastec-df-Paris,  apparently  from  casts ; 
and  the  interior,  even  to  the  black 
deity  of  Ihij  extraocdinary  shrine,  is 
exacUy  imitated.  The  Ireaaanj  (6 
pursons  admitted  at  a  time,  20  kr.

The  'Bohemian  HuBenm  (B.  S)  ft^ 
open  free  on  Tues.  and  Frid.,  S  to'tfl 
It  contains  various  antiquities,  fuuns'^ 
principally  near  Prague.  Amoug  tbM 
is  a  bronze  idol,  a  specimen  of 
the  deities  oJ'  the  pagan  Slavt 
\  Bcul\ii^  a  loratAe  ^o\S\aft  cms 
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a  copper-plate,  with  a  similar  effigy ; 
baagles  or  bracelets,  and  sickles,  of 
fomze — ^a|l  dug  up  in  the  country. 
Alsq  ^pie  relics  of  the  middle  ages :  a 
omcifix,  in  the  style  of  Byzantine  art ; 
a  spoon,  such  as  was  used  to  administer 
ihe  Sacrament,  in  both  kinds,  to  the 
Utraqoists;  arms  of  the  Hussites, 
indpding  a  formidable  weapon  used 
by  Z^ka  8  troops,  in  the  shape  of  a 
flail,  bound  with  iroiji  and  bristling 
with  spikes;  a  sword  of  Gustavus 
Adolphus ;  sword  with  which  the  Pro- 
testant nobles  were  beheaded  after  th^ 
battle  Qf  the  White  Hill  in  1621. 

The  LUnary  is  well  provided  with 
works  on  natural  history,  and  is  also 
rich  in  collections  relating  to  Bohe- 
mian history,  and  in  books  in  the 
Bohemian  tongue.  The  earliest  book 
printed  in  Bohemia — a  History  of 
Troy,  Pilsen,  1468;  printed  Bible 
148Q;  Qthricent.  Slavonic  poem  on 
parohjnent ;  Missal  of  1360 ;  decorated 
with  exquisite  miniatures.  There  are 
many  editions  of  the  Bible  in  the 
Bohemian  language :  indeed,  the  Bohe- 
mians ppeseised  no  less  than  7  trans- 
lationfi  of  the  Scriptures  previous  to 
th?  ppblication  of  Luther's  German 
translation.  But  the  greatest  curio- 
sities ai;e  ihe  autograph  challenge 
affixed  tQ  the  gate  of  the  University 
of  Prague,  by  John  Hass,  offering  to 
di8put0.  Vifth  all  comers  on  the  articles 
of  his  belief;  an  autograph  letter  of 
Ziska;  andBfSS.  of  TychoBrahe,  15^9. 

T%6  Va^ural  History  collection  is 
almost  entirely  devoted  to  the  pro- 
ductions of  Bohemia,  which  makes  it 
the  more  interesting  to  travellers.  In 
the  zoology  of  the  country  it  is  very 
complete. 

The  fossils  are  very  numerous,  and 
include  the  coUections  jnade  b^  Count 
Caspw  Sternberg,  and  described  by 
hiu  in  the  *  Flora  der  Vorwelt.'  The 
gigantic  £eras,  impressions  of  plants, 
&c^  brought  from  Durovain,  the  circle 
<^  Pilsen,  and  from  the  great  Bohemian 
eoidfield  of  Swiua,  N.W.  of  Prague, 
are  extremely  beautiful  and  per&ct. 
The  remains  of  a  mastodon  .were  found 
fm  tke  Zaurenzibergs  the  skull  of  a 


hippopotamus  was  also  dug  up  near 
Prague.  There  is  an  extensive  series 
of  meteoric  stones  which  have  fallen 
in  Bohemia,  where  such  occurrences 
seem  frequent.  A  separate  building 
has  been  erected  at  the  back  of  the 
premises  to  contain  the  geological 
section,  which  is  rich  in  fossils. 

The  Wenzels-Platz,  at  right  angles 
to  the  Graben,  is  a  fine  wide  street 
ascending  slightly  to  the  S.E.,  and 
bounded  at  its  upper  end  by  the  large 
and  ,  handsome  Bohemian  ITatioiial 
Mnseiun.  Close  to  it  is  the  New  Ger- 
man Theatre.  Stretching  N.E.  from 
this  building, 'on  the  aite  of  the  old 
walls,  is  the  Stadt  Park,  a  delightful 
Public  Garden. 

At  the  E.  end  of  the  Ferdinand 
Strasse,  opposite  the  church  of  Maria 
Schnee  (E.  3),  is  a  monument  to  Joseph 
Jungmann  (1847).  At  the  W.  end  of 
the  same  street,  near  the  bridge,  is  the 
tasteful  Bohemian  Theatre,  a  Renais- 
sance building  by  Ziteh,  erected  by 
national  subscription. 

The  Bathhans,  in  the  Karlsplatz 
(E.  4),  was  the  scene  (30th  June,  1419) 
of  a  similar  act  of  violence  to  that 
which  took  place  in  the  old  town :  for 
when  the  insurgent  Hussites,  in  1419, 
under  Ziska,  on  their  first  rising,  were 
marching  through  the  city  in  armed 
array»  a  stone  was  thrown  at  them 
from  this  building,  which  so  enraged 
th^D}  thajt  they  burst  into  the  council 
chamber,  and,  seizing  13  German 
co^ndllors,  threw  them  out  of  the 
window.  The  building  was  so  com- 
pletely altered  by  repairs  made  in 
1806,  that  a  corner  tower  of  1370  is 
the  only  ancient  part  remaining. 

In  the  same  square  stands  the  Mili- 
tary Hospital,  a  magnificent  and  ex- 
tensive edifice,  with  a  facade  208  yds. 
long,  erected  by  the  Jesuits  as  a  col- 
lege, and  converted  to  its  present  use 
after  the  suppression  of  the  order.  On 
the  W.  side  is  the  new  Technical 
School,  and  on  the  S.  several  Hospi* 
and  Asylums.

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Tbe  Benedictine  Ctiiiiali  of  Emaiu 
(D,  5),  of  airailar  dale,  recently  ce- 
atored,  coataiDS  some  intercBting  fres- 
coes of  a  pilgrimage  in  tlie  time  of  its 
founder  Charles  IV.  In  thU  monas- 
tery wag  formerly  the  Book  of  Gospels 


The  KBrlshof,  outside  the  plan  (E.  5), 
■was  also  founded  by  Charles  IV.  in 
memory  of  Charlemagae.  The  church, 
almost  entirety  ruin^  by  the  Hussites 
and'  agiun  in  the  Thirty  Years'  War, 
retina  only  its  14th-cenl.  dome,  a 
marvel  of  boldness  and  ingenuity,  and 
a  small  quantity  of  painted  glass  in 
the  E.  windows. 

Tbe  ciiadel  of  (he  Wyaehehrad  at 
the  S.  extremity  of  the  town,  and  on 
the  It,  baolt  of  the  Moldau,  cammaods 
s  fine  view.  The  fbrtifica^ons, 
i>truc(ed  by  Charles  IV.,  were  in 
destroyed  in  the  Hussite  war?  of  1420, 
and  the  present  works  date  from  184S. 
Within  the  enclosure  are  the  churches 
of  BS.  Peter  and  Paid,  founded 
lOSO,  with  some  curious  paintings  : 
tomlis,  and  8,  Martin,  a  stilt  earlier 
building — both  much  modernized. 

The  laws'  quarter,  or  Joee'^iiladt, 
situated  upon  the  low  banks  of  the 
Moldau,  close  to  tlie  river,  is  a  laby- 
rinth of  narrow  dirty  streets  and  tow 
houses,  swarming  with  popnlalion  like 
an  aut-hill.  Tradition  declares  this 
colony  to  have  existed  before  the  de- 
struction of  Jerusalem,  and  there 
little  doubt  that  it  is  one  of  the  oldest 
Hebrew  settlements  in  Europe. 
ISBO  the  Jews  were  almost  e 
minated  by  the  fenaticism  of  llie 
ignorant  populace,  stirred  up  by 
rumoors  of  their  having  insulted  the 
Host — a  prevalent  accusation — which 
caUEed  an  almost  universal  mas 
of  them  throuahout  Germany. 

The  Jews  of  Prague  have  preserved 
more  strictly  than  in  most  other  parts 
of  Europe  their  aucient  manners  and 
customs.  Thty  have  even  retained 
tieir  owa  iastiiatioBB.     Besides  syna-

The  *01d  Synagogue  (Altneoschole)' J 
is  a  small  but  remarkable  buitdingil

The  Carolinenthal,  or  N.E.  suburb, 
over  which  the  rly.  passes  on  a  long 
viaduct  on  approaching  the  stat  (F.  2), 
has  a  large  modem  Gothic  church,  and 
agreeable  Public  Gardens.  S.W.  of 
the  town,  on  the  1.  bank  of  the  Moldau, 
is  the  suburb  of  Smichow,  with  a  fine 
church  dedicated  to  St.  Wenzd^  in  the 
early  Benaissance  style  (1885).  On 
the  heights  to  the  W.  of  it  is  the  TiUa 
Xiiuiky  (Adm.  on  Hon.,  Wed.,  and 
Fri.),  commanding  a  splendid  view 
(B.  4).  S.E.  of  the  church  is  the 
Botanio  Garden. 

The  *SophieiL-InBel,  (D.  4)  which  is 
most  frequented  by  the  higher  classes, 
has  a  veij  handsome  bathine  establish- 
ment, with  a  ball-room  and  pleasant 
gardens.  In  the  SohHtien-InBel  a  club 
of  marksmen  hold  their  meetings. 

Enyiboms.— The  Ziskaber^  \  m. 
outside  tiie  New  Town,  to  the  E.,  com- 
mands a  good  view.  It  receives  its  name 
from  Jomi  2izka  (or  Ziika^  as  the  name 
is  usually  though  improperlv  written), 
of  Trocznow  (pron.  IVotsnof;,  the  blind 
chieftain  of  the  Hussites,  who  led  out 
a  host  of  followers  from  the  city,  and 
collected  others  from  various  parts  of 
HungaiT,  on  this  spot,  to  oppose  the 
Emp.  sigismund,  the  betrayer  of 
Huss,  who  had-  been  burned  at  Ck>ii- 
stance,  in  violation  of  the  Imperial 
safe-oonduct.  Ziska  intrenchea  his 
army  within  fortifications  of  his  own 
contriving,  and  at  length,  descending 
from  behind  his  ramparts,  defeated  the 
emperor  in  a  pitched  battle  under  the 
walls  of  Prague,  1420.  Ziska  was  of 
noble  birth,  and  for  several  years  the 
chamberlain  and  &.vourite  of  Wen- 
ceslaus  IV.  He  had  lost  one  eye  In 
his  youth,  and  was  deprived  of  the 
other  by  a  splinter  tcom  a  tree  struck 
by  a  cannon-ball  at  the  ^ege  of  the 
Castle  of  Baby  in  1421  ;  but  he  eaor 
tinued,  thoueh  totally  blind,  to  com- 
mand the  Hus^te  army  wiUi  his 
wonted  skill  and  success  until  his 
death  iu  1424.

The  village  of  Bterbohol,  5  m.  E., 
is  the  scene  of  the  Bi^tle  of  Prague, 
gained,  6th  May,  17  57,  by  Frederick  the 
Great  in  the  Seven  Years'  War,  in 
which  his  favourite  general  Schwerin 
fell.  The  stone  monument  was  erected 
to  his  memory  in  1824,  the  bronze 
one  in  1839. 

The  valley  of  Scharka,  a  tributary 
rivulet  running  into  the  Moldau,  near 
the  village  of  Podbaba,  is  a  retired 
glen,  presenting  samples  of  the  most 
romantic  scenery.  It  lies  beyond  the 
Baumgartenf  outside  the  Sandthor 
(C.  1).  The  White  HiU  on  the  road 
to  Saxony  was  mentioned  above,  on 
entering  Prague. 

Bohemian  Olaas. — ^Thisvery  beauti- 
ful manuj&ctnre  is  produced  in  the 
forests  on  the  slopes  of  the  Bohmer- 
wald  hills,  in  the  S.W.  of  Bohemia. 
There  are  75  glass-houses,  and  22 
grinding  and  polishing  mills,  em- 
ploying 3500  families,  in  the  whole  of 
Bohemia  ;  but  the  industry  is  chiefly 
situated  at  Liebenau,  Adolphshiitte, 
Gablonz,  Silberberg,  Georgenthal, 
and  Defereck.  The  glass  is  polished 
chiefly  at  Leitmeritz. 

Music. — The  military  bands,  which 
may  be  heard  in  public  places,  espe- 
cially of  an  afternoon,  in  the  Sophien- 
and  Sckutzeri'Inself  are  admirable, 
^fhe  Bohemian  muuic  has  a  very  plaint- 
ive and  peculiar  character,  differing 
from  all  its  cognates  in  PoUsh  as  well 
as  Bussian  mdody.

The  principal  and  warmest  spring, 
Drquelle  (lau"  Fahr.),  rises  in  the 
town,  under  the  Biadtbad:  it  sup- 
plies the  Sophienbad,  the  FSretenbad 
(Prince's  Bath)  and  the  Kaher^ad. 
in  the  neighbouring  suburb  of  iScAdnau, 
also  composed  almost  exclusively  of 
ladgiug-hooses,  are  the  Sleiiwad, 
Sclilangenbad,  and  Neuhad,  supplied 
by  springs  of  their  own  (30°  to  110° 
Fahr.). 

The  water,  though  it  appears  green 
in  the  bath,  is  perfectly  colourless, 
and,  if  protected  from  (he  atmosphere, 
remains  for  days  without  leaving  any 
deposit.  It  contains  carbauale  of  inda 
and  carbonate  of  iron,  and  it  has  great 
virtue  in  restoring  persons  afflicted 
with  gout,  rheumatism,  stiff  joints,  or 
crippled  limba,  which  to  a  certain 
extent  it  protnibly  owes  to  its  high 
temperature.  During  the  earlliqoaSe 
at  Lisbon,  in  1755,  the  waters  of 
Teplitz  ceased  to  flow  fora  short  time, 
and  afterwards  returned  blood-red  in 
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t  fashion- 


frequcnted  not  only  hy  the  nobili'y  of 
Prussia,  Eusais,  and  Anitria,  but  by 
the  Sovereigns  of  those  countries,  and 
hy  tnembersof  the  Royal  and  Imperial 
families  in  Europe,  The  late  King  of 
Prussia  repaired  thither  regularly 
during  the  stoson,  and  gave  im"""-

Such 
a  one  was  htld  in  1813,  and  again  in 
1835.  The  iQDnthB  of  July  and  August 
may  be  regarded  as  the  season,  and 
the  annual  namber  of  visitors  exceeds 
GOOD. 

Between  Teplitc  and  Schoaaa  is 
the  Austrian  Miliianj  Balh-houee  for 
invalid  soldiers. 

There  it  a  large  colony  of  Jews 
liere,  who  are  settled  in  a  quarter  by 
themselves,  in  a  back  strett,  the  empo- 
rium of  rags  and  old  clothes. 

The  scenery  around  Teplitz  Is  pleas- 
ing  without  any  features  of  beauty 
sufficient  to  render  it  very  Etrihing. 

The  Sewme-PaTk  is  a  memoriBl  of 
the  poet  J.  G.  Seume  (1810).    From 
it  may  be    ascended    the  Monte  da

HoUBndori,  ever  memorable  in  his- 
tory for  the  decisive  buttle  of  Kulm 
fought  at  its  foot,  on  the  30th  August, 
1813.  between  the  French,  commanded 
bj  Vnndaiume,  and  the  allied  forcos 
under  Count  CoUoredo-Mansfeld. 
Vnndamme  had  been  detached  by 
Buonaparte,  with  nearly  40,000  men, 
previous  to  the  battle  before  Dresden, 
with  orders  to  crosa  the  Elbe  to  the 
rear  of  the  Grand  Allied  Army,  and 
lake  ap  a  position  on  the  heights 
beyond  Pclerswalde,  so  os  to  intercept 
that  communication  with  Bohemia, 
but  with  a  strict  interdiction  against 
his  descending  to  the  plain,  Van- 
damine,  however,  knowing  the  sniall 
force  there  van  lo  oppose  him  in  Tep- 
litz,  and  conceiving  that  by  a  bold 
stroke  he  might  gain  that  pivot  of  the 
allied  operations,  and  iolercept  the 
line  of  their  retreat,  on  the  morning 
of  the  a9th  August  descended,  and 
igoronsly  attacked  Count  Ostermanii, 
ho  had  beeu  left  with  about  SOOU 
len,  chiefly  Kossian  guards,  to  pre- 
:rve  the  communications,  when  Ibe 
rand  Allied  Army  advanced  on  Drea- 
:n.  Yet  though  Ostermauii's  position 
us  an  open  plam  overlooked  and  com- 
manded by  B  range  of  heights  occupied 
by  his  enemy — though  thai  truly  brave 
lor  had  his  left  arm  broken  by  a 
jn-shot  early  in  the  day— though 
villages  were  soon  redaced  to 
ashes  by  a  foe  outoumbering  his  own 
'  ;  more  than  fourfold, — he  did  not 
a  moment  quit  his  glorious  post, 
did  his  furious  enemy  gain  one 
inch  of  ground,  during  the  whole  day 
of  incessant  attacks  by  successive  fresh 
forces.  The  only  ^d  to  this  iovincibte 
band,  on  this  long  bard-fought  day, 
__  given  at  the  last  effort  of  the 
French,  near  night-fall,  when  the  Arch- 
duke John'«  regiment  ol  dragoons, 
'  ing  the  advance  of  the  allied 
an  which  had  retrcaled  from 
Dresden  with  the  King  of  Prussia,  by 
the  ZinnewBlde  and  Eichewalde  PaiJs. 

despatched  to  QsWt  oviWi  wv^ 
by   the   ^inj,  'mtoieiwiXA'j    an 
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ftrrival  atTeplitz.  The  men  or  horses 
of  this  regiment  had  ficarcelj  tasted  a 
mouthfiil  of  food  or  reeled  for  three 
cUjs,  jet  the;  miirched  viib  nlocriCy, 
and  were  in  time  lo  sbare  with  their 
brave  BuBBian  allies  in  complelelj  re- 
palaiiig  Vandanime's  last  atlempt,  and 
in  obliging  him  to  seek  hi^  bivoaac  in 
his  rear,  near  Ealia.  Daring  the 
night  Count  Colloredo  arrived  from 
TEereaienEtadtgWith  the  Austrian  force 
he  bad  collecled,  and,  eoujointly  with 
the  Russian  and  other  troops  that  also 
joined  him  ou  the  muming  of  the  3tlth 
early,  attacked  Vandamme,  driving 
himsQCcessively  fromall  his  positions, 
with  immense  loss.  At  this  critical 
moment  the  Pn^ssian  corps  of  KUist, 
which  was  redring  from  the  repulse 
before  Dresden  down  ibe  Nolleasdorf 
Pass,  in  total  ignorance  of  the  proxi- 
mity of  3ucb  a  foe,  most  opportunely 
met  Voudonime,  at  once  formed  at  the 
foot  of  the  hill,  and,  by  barring  the 
uiilj  retreat,  completed  the  ruin  of  hie 
army.  The  French  were  again  de- 
feated on  Sept.  IT,  at  Artjesau,  by 
Count  Colioredo. 

Three  monuments  ha?e  been  erected 
on  these  hatlle-fields:  one  close  to  the 
road-side,  near  the  post-house  oF  Arhe- 
saa,  by  the  King  of  Prussia,  in  com- 
memoration of  the  Prussians  wlio  fell 
in  the  battle  of  Kulm  ;  and  aoother,  on 
the  Ofposile  side  of  the  road,  by  the 
Auetriao  army,  to  tbe  memory  of  their 
commander  at  the  battle  of  Arbesaa.

The  door  at  the  back  of  the  liouse, 
by  which  the  assassins,  Devereux  and 
6  dragoons,  entered,  the  woodea  stair 
by  which  they  monnted,  the  gallery 
along  which  they  crept,  and  the  low 
door  of  his  bedroom,  which  Ibey  burst 
open  after  murdering  his  atleodant. 
are  still  pointed  out.  Wallensteiu  had 
JQSt  retired  to  bed,  after  dismissing  bis 
astrologer,  who,  it  is  said,  had  warned 
him  that  his  stars  at  that  moment 
boded  nntoward  fortune.  Awakened 
by  the  noise  on  the  outside,  he  arose 
from  bis  couch  in  his  shirt,  just  as 
Devereux  buret  open  the  door,  ex- 
clainjioK,  "Thou  must  diel"  At  these 
words  Wallenateiu  calmly,  and  with- 
out a  groao  or  any  signs  of  fear,  opened

halbert,  which  in  an  instant  stretched 
him  Uteleas  on  the  floor.  Very  little 
doubt  is  uow  entertained  that  Wallen- 
stein  was  guiltless  of  the  treason  altri- 
bdted  to  him,  and  that  he  had  entered 
into  no  agreement  with  France  or 
Sweden  at  the  time  when  his  death 
was  decided  on  by  the  Emperor. 

The   'Imperial  Castle   (Burg),   or 
Citadel,  situated  in  an  angle  of  the 
fortifications  on  a  rock  above  the  river, 
in  former  times  the  residence  of  hings 
and  emperors,  is  now  dismantled  and 
in  rains.    Withiu  it  stands  a  eingrular 
black  sqoare  tower,  bnilt  of  massive 
blocks  of  lava.    The  Double  Chapel  is 
a  very  interesting  speeimeu  of  Gothic 
architacture.    The  lower  story  (1183) 
ii  Bopported  by  granite  pillars  with 
ancient   capitals;    the   upper  (IB9S) 
rests  on  4  slender  marble  columns, 
with  pointed  arches  and   singularly 
"■"""'  capitals  bearing  Gnostic  and 
ibols.     It  was  probably  de- 
persons  of  rank,  who  through 
ranal    opening    in    the   floor 
'  the  service  performed  in 
spel  without  being  seen. 
aie  ebapel  in  the  castle 
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The  Churob  of  St.  ITioholai  (1111- 
1272)  is  a  fiue  building,  with  nave  and 
aisles  of  equal  height,  and  some  old 
paintings. 

It  was  in  the  castle-hall  adjoining, 
now  reduced  to  bare  walls,  that  lllow, 
Tersky,  William  IQnsky,  and  Captain 
Neumann,  who  accompanied  Wallen- 
slein  to  Eger,  were  murdered  previous 
to  the  attack  made  upon  him.  They, 
as  well  OS  Wallensteiu,  were  invited  to 
a  &upper  given  in  the  castle  by  Colonel 
Butler,  who,  with  Leslie,  Gordon,  De- 
vereui,  and  eome  others,  exclusively 
Irish  and  Scotch,  had  previously  sworu 
on  their  drawn  swords  to  pot  them  to 
death.  It  was  agreed  thai  cold  steel 
alone  should  be  employed,  lest  the  re- 
port of  fire-arms  should  alarm  the 
people  in  the  town.  Wallenstein,  al- 
though he  had  accepted  the  invitation, 
was  too  much  engaged  to  accompany 
his  friends,  who  were  received  by  But- 
ler and  Leslie  with  every  demonstra- 
tion of  cordiality  and  respect.  As 
soon  as  the  good  cheer  and  lull  gob- 
lets began  to  tell  upon  the  unsuspect- 
ing guests,  Leslie,  having  previously 
onlered  the  drawbridge  to  be  raised, 
and  having  received  into  his  custody 
all  the  keys,  gave  the  preconcerted 
signal,  and  the  room  was  filled  with 
armed  men.  The  doomed  victims 
started  np  from  table,  perceiving  the 
treachery;  Kinsky  and  Teraky  were 
(|uickJy  cut  down  i  IIlow  seized  hia 
sword  and  made  a  desperate  resistance; 
Neumann  escaped  into  the  court-yard, 
but  was  there  butchered,  after  a  strug- 
gle, by  the  sentinels.  Af^er  this  bloody 
deed  Devereux  went  with  6  dragoons 
of  Butler's  regiment  and  murdered 
Wallenstein  in  the  manner  previously 
related.  Atlerthe  perpetration  of  tbis 
crime  within  its  walls,  the  castle  was 
allowed  to  fall  into  decay  and  never 
inhabited.

It  was  formerly 
entered  by  only  one  narrow  portal, 
u.ud  a  wicket-gate  for  foot-passengere. 
The  Qctiuil  approach  from  the  bridge 
was  made  by  pulling  down  bouses. 
The  old  Cadle,  one  of  the  most 
ancient  fortresses  in  Bohemia,  and 
frequently  the  residence  of  its  kings, 
is  now  a  prison.  In  lie  MaOihaui  is 
jireserved  a  large  mass  of  meteoric 
iron,  called  by  the  common  people  the 
enchanted  Bnrggraf,  which  weighed 
originally,  till  large  pieces  were  broken 
from  it,  192  ibs.  There  is  an  eicellenl 
china  manufactoir  here.  The  view 
frotn  the  Carlsbad  road  of  the  town 
aud  castle,  and  of  the  winding  Eger, 
is  very  striking.

[Glanber  aaTl),  carbonate  of  soda,  and 
commonaalt.  Berzelius,in  1822, found 
in  the  Carlsbad  water  12  diflercul  in- 
gredients ;  bromine  and  potash  have 
since  been  discovered.  The  Sprudel 
is  enclosed  within  a  covered  colounade, 
extendiog  for  some  distance  along  the 
rt.  bank  of  the  TepI,  and  serving  as 
a  sheltered  walk  for  the  drinkers  In 
bad  weather.  Adjoining  the  colonnade 
is  the  establishment  containing  the  Spru- 
del,  mud,  uod  douche-balhs.  Several 
women  are  stationed  round  the  spring, 
whcs  as  the  invalids  approach  with 
their  beakers,  insert  them  in  the  socket 
at  the  end  of  a  pole,  and  plunge  thei 
into  the  boiling  and  bursting  fountaii , 
which  fiJJs  the  air  ibr  a  considerable 
space  aroaod  wiib   its  dense  vapour. 
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The  Carlsbad  salts  are  derived  tVomthis 
spring,  by  evaporating  the  water,  which 
is  prmci)  :illy  done  in  the  winter  sea- 
son: they  uresold  as  a  purgative  medi- 
cine. It  has  been  calculated  that  the 
water  annually  flowing  from  the 
Sprudel  conteins  746,885  lbs.  of  car- 
bonate of  soda  and  1,133,900  lbs.  of 
Glauber  salt.  The  quantity  of  water 
lowing  in  oue  day  from  the  springs  is 
'Stimuted  at  2,0[)0,000  gallons,  two- 
thirds  of  which  are  furnished  by  the 
Sprudel  and  Hygeia,  another  spring 
'□  the  same  colonnade,  alone. 

There  are  several  other  springs, 
with  similar  colonnades,  all  on  the  1. 
of  the  Tepl ;  that  called  Miailbriian 
(120°  Fahr.)  is  more  frequented  than 
even  the  SprudeL  Below  it  is  the 
SeuhruHji  (147°  F.),  a  much-used 
spring,  under  the  same  colonnade ; 
and  the  Thtresiiaihriutn  [123°  P.),  also 
much  resorted  to,  especially  hy  ladies, 
and  surrounded  by  a  garden  and 
pleasant  walks.  The  Schlosabrann 
(118°  F.)  is  up  on  the  hill,  bo  called, 
being  the  highest  in  situation  and 
lowest  in  temperature  of  all  the 
springs,  It  is  very  gentle  in  its 
eflecTs,  and  is  principally  used  by 
children  and  delicate  females. 

The  BaUts,  which  gave  to  Carlsbad 
its  first  celebrity,  and  even  its  name 
(Charles's  Bath),  are  provided  in 
several  establishments.  The  finest  of 
all  are  in  the  Kurtaal,  a  handsome 
building  (mineral,  mud,  and  douche 
baths),  also  there  are  baths  at  the 
MShlbad  and  SpntdeBiad.  Tapuar- 
IxiVii  have  been  erected  over  the  Sy~ 
geieiiSqueUe,  on  the  rl.  bank  of  the 
Tepl.  Mud-baika  are  made  with  the 
naturally -heated  water  of  the  Sprndel. 
Gae-batAs,  on  the  plan  of  those  at 
Marlenbad,  are  established  on  the 
Dorallie&um,  between  the  town  and 
the  Posthof;  and  BieeiibadeT,  at  the 
chalybeate  spring  above  the  town,  on 
the  Prager  Strasse  (road  to  Prague), 
on  the  rt.  bank  of  the  Tepl. 

The  waters  are  considered  highly 
efficacious  in  the  removal  of  chronic 
complaints  in  the  liver  and  kidneys. 
Numerous  gouty  and  gravelly  patients

Accordmg  to  popuh 
foondcd  on  any  historical  docnment, 
the  waters  of  Carlsbad  are  beliofed  lo 
bave  been  discovered  or  first  bronsht 
into  notice  by  the  Emp.

[  Vho.  while  hunting  in  (he  neighbour 
I  koad,  was  attracted  to  the  spot  by  thi 
cries  of  a  bound  that  had  fallen  inl( 


emperor  was  suffering  from  ibe  wounds 
lie  had  received  at  the  battle  of  Crecy, 
probably  from  the  cloth-yard  siiafts  of 
the  English  archers :  he  was  easily 
pereuaded  by  his  physician,  Peter 
Itaver,  to  try  the  eSea  of  the  waters, 
and  was  in  a  short  lime  cured  by  the 
use  of  thein.  Goelkc  visited  Carlsbad 
14  times  between  1785  and  1623, 
I  lodging  frequently  at  the  Tliree  Moorg 
f  'Inn,  and  some  of  his  best  works  were 
written  here. 

The  invalids  repair  to  the  springs 
from  6  to  6  !□  the  morning,  and  pace 
the  colonnade,  sipping  their  allotted 
qnantily  of  water  out  of  nings  or 
glasses.  An  eicelleul  band  plays 
both  at  Ibe  Sprudel  and  Muhlbrunnen. 
Aa  everywhere  in  Germany,  the  music 
opeos  with  a  solemo  Chorale,  the  snb- 
aequeut  pieces  being  alternately  popu- 
lar and  classical.  Smoking  is  strictly 
prohibited.  Later  in  the  day  the 
springs  are  applied,  by  means  of  an 
ingenious  machine,  to  filling  stone 
bottles  for  exportation.  3,U0O,OOD 
bottles  are  exported  every  year,  be- 
sides 100,1)00  lbs.  of  salt.

Walking  and  living  in  the  open  u 
being  an  essential  part  of  the  regimea, 
visitors  may  be  seen  at  all  hoursonl 
of  doors,  even  seated  at  breakfast  im 
the  Alte  Wiese,  by  the  banks  of  Uie 
Tepl,  &o.

There  are  some  Good  Sltops  i 
Alte  Wiese,  the  Market-place,  He 
MUhlhrnnn  and  Sprudel-GasGen,  and 
other  parts  of  the  town,  and  a 
number  of  itinerant  vendors  ocenpy 
during  the  season  the  boolha  by  Uie 
side  of  the  Tepl  in  the  town  and  aloag 
the  Kiesweg.  Bohemian  glues,  of  all 
shapes  and  colours,  as  welt  as  elegant 
ornaments,  chiefly  in  Sprndelst^ 
mosaics  and  Bohemian  garnets,  ths 
price  of  which  is  moderate,  are 
among  the  Ikvooiite  articles.  En- 
graving  on  glass  is  well  done  here. 
The  c'liTia  or  earthenware  cnpi  oMd 
by  (he  water-drinkera  vary  in  beauty 
and  price,  but  all  contain  6  onncca; 
some  of  them  are  contracted  in  the 
middle  to  mark  half  a  glass,  which  i> 
often  prescribed  to  drink.

The  hills  vhicb  hem  in  the  narrow 
■valley  of  the  Tepl  are  traversed  in  all 
directions  by  shady  walkB,BjnpIy  pro- 
vided with  seats  and  suinoier-houBeB, 
generally  named  after  eome  lady  of 
distinction  who  has  honoured  CarUbad 
with  her  presence.  They  command 
irom  their  summits  interesting  views 
of  the  town.     The  beat  points  are  the 

HirsohenspnuLg  (1635  ft.),  the  clifF 
which  orerhangs  the  town  on  the  1. 
bank.  In  1711  Peter  the  Great  rode 
up  to  the  summit  on  an  unsaddled  but 
harnessed  cart-horse,  and  carved  on  a 
cross  at  the  top  the  letters  M.S.P.l. 
(Manu  Buft  Peter  Imperator.)      The 
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enclosed,  and  OFDamented  with  flowei 
beds,  and  an  inscribed  tablet  of  black 
marble  erected,  bearing  the  names  of 
all  the  members  of  the  Russian 
Imperial  family  who  bave  visited 
Oarlsbad. 

A  still  more  elevated  height,  called 
Dreiknmherg,  on  the  rt.  bank,  com- 
pletely overlooks  the  Hirsoheiisprung, 
and  the  whole  valley  of  the  Tepl  to  its 
junction  with  the  Eger,  aud  thence 
extends  across  the  plain  to  the  Saxon 
Erzgebirge  (metalliferous  mountains). 
Just  beyond  this  is  Sonig  Dtto'E  HiJhe 
(1965  ft.). 

A  tower  on  the  Stephanie  Warte, 
an  hoar's  walk  from  Carlsbad,  finely 
overlooks  the  valley. 

Aberg  C199.'>  ft.),  on  the  opposite 
aide  of  the  valley,  is  a  pleasant  walk 
or  donkey-chair  drive.

[A  very  hilly  carriage  road  leads 
from  Carlsbad  to  Marienbad,  sur- 
mouDling  two  high  ridges  which  in- 
tervene between  the  watering-places. 
We  ascend  the  valley  of  the  Tepl, 
passing  the  new  Protestant  church, 
and  the  village  of  Firkcnhammer, 
where  is  Messrs.  Fischer's  eitensive 
porcelain  manufactory  of  the  china 
cups  from  which  the  Sprudcl  water 
is  dnink.  Beyond  this  we  qnit  the 
Tepl,  and  mount  up  the  hills,  where 
the  road  traverses  a  wild  open  country. 
It  again  descends  to  the  Tepl,  and 
soon  after  reaches 

13  m.,  Fatichait,  a  dirty  village  and 
old  castle,  belonging  to  Count  Bdfort 
of  the  Netherlands. 

The  new  road  is  carried  from  this 
along  the  bottom  of  the  valley  of  the 
Tepl,  through  fine  rocky  acenerj', 
where  it  ceases ;  the  old  again  ascends 
a  steep  and  very  long  bill,  the  highest 
point  of  which  is  reached  at  the  villa.ge 
of  Einsiedel.

Among  a  large 
collection  of  portr»il«  are  those  of 
three  electors  of  Trfeves  and  Mayence, 
of  Prince  Kaunits! ;  of  Prince  Metier- 
nich,  late  Prime  Minister  and  Chan- 
cclloi"  of  Austria,  at  the  age  of  thirty ; 
of  Piua  VII.,audorNapoleonttt  Elba. 
In  the  chapel  is  noaltar,  adorned  with 
marbles  hrooeht  from  the  church  of 
St.  Paul  at  Borne  after  the  fire,  and 
presented  by  Pope  Gregory  XVI.  to 
the  prince.  One  wing  of  the  chftteau 
ie  occupied  by  a  yery  curious  Mwieum, 
priocipatly  formed  by  Uuss,  the  pablic 
executioner  of  Eger,  and  purchased 
from  him  by  the  late  prince.  His 
name  and  Mstory  were  first  made 
known  by  Goethe  in  one  of  his  mis- 
cellaneous writings.  The  collection  of 
Coins  is  very  exteuMve  and  complete  ; 
that  of  MineraU  includes  all  the  pro- 
ducts of  Bohemia  in  this  department. 
Among  them  are  interesting  spuumens 
of  the  deposits  of  the  hot-spring  at 
Carlsbad,  andof  the  pure  white  qnartx, 
which  is  employed,  when  pounded, 
in  the  manu&cture  of  the  Bohemian 
glass,  instead  of  sand,  which  is  used 
elsewhere.  A  fine  specimen  of  the 
native  gold  from  the  Urat  moantains 
was  the  gift  of  the  Emperor  Nicholas. 
Among  the  historical  relics  are  Napo- 
leon's wash-hand  basin,  from  Elba ; 
the  rings  of  Malthiaa  CorvinuB  and 
John  Sobieskij  flails,  scythes,  and 
other  rude  weapons  of  the  Bohemian 
peasants  in  the  Hussite  wars ;  the 
fionrt-dress  sword  of  Louis  XIV.,  and 
the  two  official  swords  of  the  late 
Headsman  of  Eger — one  was  made  at 
Sohlingen,  the  other  at  Katisbon. 

The  gardem  around  the  chateau  are 
very  pretty ;  on  a  hill  behind, the  prince 
erected,  a  few  years  ago,  an  obetiek 
in  memory  of  the   Emp.

The  fortifications  of  the  town  have 
been  razed  and  turned  into  walk^  On 
the  N.  rises  the  Sandberg.  on  whose 
snmmit  stands  the  old  ruined  Castle 
of  Xtfuen&ur^, commanding  afine  view 
of  the  town. 

Lemberg  is  the  place  of  greatest 
trade  in  O^litua,  though  it  is  chieSy 
limited  to  carrying  and  commission 
business;  and  it  is  almost  entirely  in 
the  tiands  of  the  Jews.  Important 
fnira  are  held  at  stated  periods;  the 
most  coBWderable  is  that  called  Drei- 
konigsmesse,  which  lasts  6  weeks  from 
January  14.

Here  is  a 
Gothic  church  of  various  dates,  well 
worth  attention.'

With  the  extra  Trinkgeld  for  the  postboy,  and  6  kr.  to  the  ostler,  the  expenee 
per  post  must  be  calculated  at  3  d.  at  least. 

Tho&e  vho  are  unwilling  to  inuur  the  expense  of  posting  may  resort  to  the 
■mill]  country  carriages  which  are  found  eyerjwhare,  and  make  no  bad  con- 
■veyance  over  mountain  roads,  where  springs  are  nnknown,  or,  if  known, 
■would  only  be  broken.  The  fare  should  not  exceed  1  fl.  per  Germ.  mile. 
The  roada  in  Hungary  are  very  bud,  for  the  good  reason  Uiat  in  the  plain 
conntiT  no  stone  ia  to  be  got  to  itialie  them,  and  (be  traveller  most  at  times 
hold  tieht  (0  the  waggon  with  both  hands.  The  post-chidse  of  Hungary  is  a 
fouT-whee!  waggon  with  opea  sid{?s.  It  has  no  springs,  and  the  easiest  mode 
of  travelling  in  it  is  to  fill  it  with  clean  hay  and  lie  down  at  full  length. 
In  rainy  weather  it  is  open  and  uncovered ;  at  other  times  the  dust  is  very 
trying.

"  The  Hpogarian  inns  are  generally  of  one  story,  planted  in  the  midst  of  a 
court-yard  ankle-deep  in  mud,  with  an  arcade  mnDing  round  them;  broken 
steps  and  uneven  pavement  lead  up  to  them.  Landlord  and  waiter  are  ECldom 
at  fiand  to  receive  a  traveller  wiieu  he  presents  himself;  the  attendance  is  slow 
and  bad.  In  country  inns  the  sheila  are  sewn  on  to  the  coverlid,  and  it  li 
necessary  specially  to  order  clean  cues. 

"  A  great  portion  of  the  inns  are  kept  by  Germans  or  Jews.  From  this 
cause  the  German  laoguBge  is  generally  understood  at  inns  thrODghoat  Hun- 
gary ;  bnt  a  seruant  who  speaks  Hungarian  (Magyar)  and  Slavonic  would  be 
very  useful.  Few  of  the  inns  afford  more  tb4lt  ^  or  3  rooms  for  the  use  of 
travellers ;  it  is  therefore  inconventeitt  to  travti  in  a  large  party.  We  have 
usually  found  the  interiors  tolerably  elenn." 

Leather  sheets  are  desirable,  and  sleeping  in  a  carriage  is  often  preferable  lo 
a  bed.  No  Hungarian  gKutlemanthinks  of  travelling  without  his  sheets,  pillow, 
pillow-case,  and  leather  sheets.  Mattresses  are  required  by  those  about  to 
penetrale  from  Hungary  into  tlie  far  east.  Mosqnito-curtauis  will  be  found  of 
the  greatost  Eervife  to  those  who  descend  the  Danube,  and  who  value  skin, 
sleep,  or  comfort,  since  myriads  of  those  venomous  insects  are  engendered  on  the 
marshy  shores  of  the  river.  The  porlmaateau  should  tie  waterproof  or  provided 
with  a  tarpaulin. 

Fowls  are  always  to  be  had  by  wailing  half  an  hour  ;  in  other  respects  the 
larders  of  the  country  inns  are  very  badly  provided:  therefore  let  the  traveller 
fiifiilsh  a  basket  with  ooldmeat.  &c.,  and  take  several  bottles  of  good  wine  &vi 
haceyer  other  starting-point  lie  may  set  oat  irom.

Tbe  Hungarian  nadonal  costuioe  is  very  pictureiquc  and  approptiatei 
It  consists  of  a  braided  black  froek  coat,  tighl-Gtting  breeches,  hesslna  boot* 
witb  spurs,  and  cap  (or  Kalpag)  with  a  heron's  plume  in  front ;  but  since  ISGG 
it  has  been  agaiu  Jailing  more  and  more,  into  disuse,  except  with  Honguiani 
of  tbe  old  Bchool. 

"  Tbe  climate  of  Hangary  is  very  variable  ;  the  hottest  days  are  succeeded  bj 
very  cold  nights;  and  the  traveller  will  not  repent  if  he  provide  himKelf  with* 
Suiida  before  he  sets  out  od  b  journey.  This  is  a  cloak  of  sheepskin,  with  the 
hair  turned  inwards,  and  the  leather  omameoled  with  rude  embroidery  anil 
strips  of  gaudy  coloars.  The  Magyar  peasant  rarely  abandons  it  EUnuoe: 
winter  j  it  seems  to  serve  him  at  once  for  coat,  bed,  and  house."

Lanouage. 

A  traveller  who  speaks  Germau  will  have  no  great  difficulty  in  making 
his  way  Ilimugh  Hungary.  The  German  popolation  of  the  couoties  of  Tolae, 
Baranya,  Bdcs,  and  the  Banat,  is  very  cousidemble.  There  are  also  tvo 
districts,  the  Zlpsur  Sladte,  iu  the  N.  of  Hungary,  and  the  Sachsenland,  in 
Transylvania,  which  are  entirely  peopled  by  Germans.  Five  languages  a» 
spoken  in  Iluugary  besides  German,  which  is  nuderstood  by  all  educated, 
persons  (although  no  longer  the  prevailing  language,  as  it  used  to  be  previou 
to  the  year  1S5U),  viz.,  Magyar,  the  language  of  the  douiiuaut  race;  Romaaic 
or  Valach,  the  language  of  the  Valachs ;  and  three  Slavonic  langoages,  vtl. 
South  Slavonic  or  lUyrian,  spoken  by  the  SMvs  of  Croatia,  Slavonia,  aad 
S.  Hungary:   and  Slovak  and  Kumiak  (which  are  dialects,  the  former 


Tshekh,  the  latter  a  Russian  dialect),  spoken  by  the  ShCvs  of  N.  Hungary.

Haagaiy  includes  about  25,000  Eng.  square  mile*  of  uninterrnpted 
bul  the  norlhprn  and  eastern  portions,  occupied  by  (he  Carpnthian  moi 
and  the  greater  part  of  Transylvania,  display  features  of  real  subliraily. 

Tlie  Danube,  after  leaving  Pest,  rollG  through  tbe  plain  for  nearly  300  dl 
witliout  meeting  with  any  intermptioii  to  the  monotonous  flatnesG :  uid 
it  ia  ooly  when;  it  crosstiB  the  frontier  of  Hungary  into  Wallachia  tbat  it 
traverses  scenery  of  real  grBndenr. 

The  attention  of  the  traveller  in  Hungary  is  more  likely  to  be  arrested  bj 
the  people  who  inhabit  it  than  by  the  mere  outer  surface.  The  Magyars,  the 
dominant  race,  are  totally  distinct  in  features  and  language  from  iheir  neigh- 
bours the  Germans  on  one  side,  and  tlie  SUts  on  the  other  :  their  cradle  it  to 
be  sought  in  the  far  B.,  by  the  side  of  that  of  the  Tureoman. 

The  Hungarian  &rmer  is  mach  occupied  in  tbe  breeding  and  reaiing  at 
horses,  more  than  30,000  of  which  are  exported  annually  lo  supply  the  udti 
cavalry  of  Italy,  France,  Belgium,  England,  and  Turkey.  The  Govert 
encourage  the  enterprise  by  maintaining  several  large  and  important 
The  light  work  of  the  country  is  usually  performed  by  ponies  or  Galloi 
harnessed  three  or  four  abreast.  Large  horse-fairs  are  held  anunaJI]' 
Sluhlweissenbnrg,  and  other  central  towns.

BriLOk  an  der  leitluL  (4500).  The 
castle  JB  tamed  into  a  modern  house, 
the  seat  of  CoQnt  Hajrach.  The  forti- 
ficatinns,  which  made  Bruck  important 
as  a  frontier-town,  now  form  part  of 
the  gardens,  which  are  &aied  fur  a 
collBEtion  of  plants  first  formed  by 
the  iBle  Count.  On  the  neighbour- 
ing hills  they  coltiyBle  a  fine  white 
swfct-water  grape,  wiicli,  however, 
makes  bad  vine. 


Bnab  (Hung.,  Gyor).  A  town  of 
22,000  Inhab.,  on  a  marshy  plain. 
The  Arclibiiihop'i  Falace  is  a  sinking 
castellated  building,  beneath  which 
are  Some  Turkish  dungeons.  The 
Catkedrtil,  originally  Romanesque,  has 
been  modernised.  A  Steamer  runs  (a 
Gonjb  on  the  Danube  (Ste.  235). 

The  Benedictine  Abbey  of  Bt.  KaT> 
tlnsberg,  a  fine  castellated  building, 
one  of  Ibe  oldest  in  Hungary,  lies  12  m. 
S.E.  of  Raab  (Bte.  235). 

The  hills  extending  in  a  N.E.  di- 
rection for  130  Eng.  m.,  from  the  Mur 
Dear  its  jiiuclion  with  the  Drave,  to 
ihe  Dairabc  between  Koinom  and 
Gran,  rise  to  neatly  2000  ft.  above 
Die  sea.  The  Bafionyer  Wald  covers 
the  central  part  of  this  chain.  Of  late 
years  many  parts  of  the  forest  have 
been  cleared  |  but  there  are  still  large 
tracts  covered  with  magnificent  old 
oaks  and  lime-trees  that  are  well  worth 
exploring. 

Beyond  Nea-Biilny,  which  is  con- 
nected by  a  bridge  of  boats  with 
A'oinom  (Kte.  235),  the  rly.  quits 
the  Danobe,  and  runs  S.B.  to  Totl« 
(10,50(1).  a  market  town  on  a  lake. 
After  passing  the  Kelenfdld  slat,  of 
Pesth  the  tram  crosses  the  Danabe  by 
a  fine  iron  bridge  435  yds.  long,  and 
describes  a  circuit  roond  the  town 
before  entering  Ibe  central  stat.

'ater  where  they  stand  is  64  ft. 
deep;  below  this  there  are  IS  ft.  of 
sand  and  gravel,  before  the  clay, 
on  which  ttie  fouodation  is  laid,  is 
reached.  The  chains  and  other  iron- 
work were  bronght  from  England. 
The  bridge  was  opened  on  the  5th  of 
January,  184iJ,  to  allow  the  Hungarian 
army  of  Kossuth  to  retreat,  when 
pursued  by  the  Austrian  forces.  The 
Hungarians  crossed  in  the  greatest  dis- 
order, closely  pursued  by  Imperialist 
■qnadrons  of  cavalry  aud  artillery  at 
full  gallop,  supported  by  thousands  of 
infentry — in  fact,  the  whole  platform 
was  oue  mass  of  moving  soldiers. 
Daring  the  first  2  days  60,000  Imperial 
troops,  with  2"0  pieces  of  cannon, 
paasedover.  Thebridgewas,therefore, 
at  once  tested  in  the  severest  manner. 
In  the  night  of  (he  39tb  of  April  the 
Imperial  troops  re-crossed  tbe  Sus- 
pension Bridge  and  the  hridgeof  boats, 
pursued  ID  their  turn  by  the  Hun- 
garians. The  bridge  of  boats  was  then 
burned  and  the  wooden  platform  re- 
moved from  the  Suspension  Bridge. 

The  Hargarethenbraoke,  higher  up 
the  river,  built  by  a  French  Company 
in  1S72-TIS,  is  of  curious  constractiou, 
having  an  angle  in  the  centre,  pointing 
np-stream,  and  nearly  abutting  on  the 
Margarethen  Insel.

The  large  unfiaished  church,  at  the 
ead  of  the  Zrinyinisse,  which  leads  E. 
from  the  FrBna-Jusephs-Platz,  is  the 
Leopoldstadt  Eirohe,  hegnn  in  1851 
by  Hild,  and  contlnned  by  Ybl. 

Ill  front  of  the  Academy  is  a  bronze 
statue  of  Count  Bt«fan  Baeehenyi,  erect 
on  a  pedestal,  with  four  Eitting  figures 
at  the  base.  Further  S.,  on  n  Doric 
pedestal  of  black  grauitc,  is  a  statue 
of  Fran*  DaU,  with  four  allegorical 
figures,  in  gilded  bronje.  The  hand- 
some buildiDg  on  the  S.  side  of  the 
square  is  partly  occupied  by  the  print- 
ing and  publishing  offices  of  rhe  Peeter- 
Lloyd.  Olose  by  is  a.  stutue  of  Joseph 
von  EStvSi  (,i.  18T1), 

The  Quay  leads  prist  the  new  Es- 
cbaQge  to  the  Bedoute,  a  building 
in  a  mixed  Romaueeque  and  Moorish 
style,  which  coat  ED,00uZ.  It  contaius 
a  spacious  ball-room  and  adioing-hall, 
with  a  fresco  by  Wagner,  representing 
a  I'onmanieut  at  the  uuptial  festivities 
of  King  Mathias  of  Hungary,  in  which 
that  monarch  is  represented  in  the 
act  of  unhorsing  a  huge  BuhEmiuu 
knight. 

Passing  the  Redoute,  and  continuing 
S,  along  the  Franz-J  osephs-Quai,  we 
reach  the  FflSJi-Flais,  named  after 
the  HnngarinD  poet  (1822-49),  whose 
bronze  statue  on  a  granite  pedestU 
adorns  the  square.  Beyond  it  is  the 
Greek  ChonlL. 

Further  ou  is  the  unimportant  F/arr- 
Icirehe  (1500),  oud  the  AUei  Sladihaui 
(1844),  with  a  row  of  statues  above  its 
coroice,  and  a  curious  tower.  S.E,  ol 
it  rans  the  Leopoldsgasse,  io  which  is 
litnated  the  Beoea  Stadthant  (Town- 
hall),  aa  early  lieuaissance  bnildlng 
by  Sleindl,  with  a  handsome  staircase 
and  fine  hall.  At  the  end  of  the  street, 
facing  the  river,  is  the  large  new 
CuatBin  Boose,  and  bcjani!  it  a  Goods 
r/jr.   slat,   and   massive  Elevator  for 


shipping  grain.  From  the  N.  end  of  the 
latter  building  a  wide  streel  leads  im- 
mediately to  the  FranttlAdter-Kircbe, 
a  somewhat  uubueeessful  imitation  of 
RDmaneEqaB.orectedbjTHin  1867-79. 
Following  the  Soroksarergasse  hence 
to  the  N.W.,  we  reach  theCalvin-Platz, 
with  its  monumental  finuitain  of  1663. 
Abont400yds.S.E.,iiithebroadUlloer- 
Strasse,  ou  the  rt.,  is  the  KSitelek, 
containing  the  Agrioultnrol  and  Edn- 
catianAlKiiBeumB(SuD.,  Mon.,Thurs., 
10-12  and  2-^).  Nearly  J  m.  further 
OD  is  (he  attractive  Botanic  Garden, 
separated'bythelarge  Miiitary  A  cadewiy 
from  the   Oroiy  Garten,  a  ^vourite 


The  *Katit)nal  KllMtuu,  in  the 
Mnseums  King,  a  feir  fine  edifice 
with  a  Corinthian  portico  and  hand- 
some staircase,  was  completed  partly 
by  private  snbscriptioDS  and  partly  by 
aid  granted  by  the  Diet.  The  Ma^Tuttei' 
or  Upper  Chamber  holds  its  sittings 
here,  and  in  a  room  opening  out  of  the 
great  hall  Defdi  died. 

The  collections  of  natural  history 
are  ooufined  almost  entirely  to  the 
native  producuons  of  Hungary,  which 
is  particularly  rich  in  minerals:  coal 
dug  at  Fiiofkircheo ;  excellent  bi- 
tuminous coal  found  at  Orovitza  in 
the  Banat.  Bock -salt  Irom  M£r- 
maros  and  Transylvania,  where  enor- 
mous mines  are  worked  iasizdifferent 
places ;  gold  from  Kremnitz  ;  wash- 
gold  from  various  places  on  the 
Uaunbe,  and  from  the  rivers  of 
Transylvania;  a  muss  from  Orovitza, 
weighing  B  ounces  i  silver  from  Sohem- 
nitz ;  very  fine  spedmens  of  native 
tellurium  from  Nagj-Bfinya;   brown 


and  oflier  boues  of  rhinoceros  from  the 
bed  of  the  Theiss,  in  which  an  immense 
depost  of  such  relics  of  a  former  world 
seems  to  exist;  mammoth  bones  from 
the  Banat  and  (he  Danube  near  Press- 
burg  ;  gigantic  elk,  mastodon  tusks. 
See,,  from  Temesvar;  cave-bones  of 
bears,  hyenas,  &c,  frvn  the  county  of 
Bihar.

FranciB  )Uk6czy,  The  anti^titu 
comprehend  Tarjous  pre-hisloric  Da- 
(uan  relics,  a  ■well-arrBnged  collection 
of  pottery,  glass,  bronzes,  saddles  of 
oarved  ivorj,  armonr,  weapoDS,  and 
implemenlE,  insoriptions  and  sculp- 
tures, almost  exclusively  llonian, 
which  have  heeo  dug  up  in  various 
parte  of  Hungary  and  Trinsylvaaia, 
besides  many  Egyptian  antiquities 
found  in  Hungary. 

Amoug  the  latter  should  be  noticed 
a  'brown  vase  and  a  bowl,  inlaid  with 
silver  and  gold,  and  bearing  repre- 
sentations of  Egyptian  deities,  symbols, 
and  ornaments,  as  modified  by  Phie- 
nician  art.  The  wortmanship  is  ex- 
tremely fine. 

There  are  some  hittoriial  relics  of 
persona  celebrated  in  the  Hungarian 
annals,  such  as  the  sword  and  battle- 
axe  of  Bfiddozy,  Prince  of  Transyl- 
TBiiia;  Stephen  USthory's  armour;  the 
marshal's  staff  of  Nicholas  P&lfiy; 
the  saddle  of  Lewis  11.,  brought  from 
Moh^;  Matthias  Corvinus's  goblet; 
several  Turkish  standards;  and  Lord 
Nelson's  walking-stick. 

The  ITniTenity,  orieinally  planted 
at  Tyraau  but  removed  to  Biida,  and 
newly  endowed  by  Maria  Theresa  in 
1780,  WHS  IranafeiTed  to  Pest  by 
Joseph  II,  in  17S+.  Attached  to  it  is 
a  lAhrary  of  120,000  vols. 

The  Hungarian  House  of  Commons 

(Abgaordnetenhaus)    stands   opposite 

the  Museum.

Adjoining  the  Barracks  to  tbe  N.V^I 
is  the  Dedk-Flatz,  crossing  wbhuH 
and  afterwards  the  prettily  phmhlfl 
Elieabelh-PlaU,  we  reach  tbe  JosepbiV 
Platz,  adorned  with  a  statue  of  Una 
Archduke  Palatine  JoBsph.

The  Fieia  of  BabM  (^B<il>os  ilfezn) 
18  a  plain,  a  short  distance  out  of  town, 
■Demorable  in  Uangarian  history  be- 
cause the  Diet,  the  great  nalional  as- 
sembly of  the  Magyais,  was  anciently 
held  on  it,  in  the  open  air.  Od  Ihc-se 
occasions  the  deputies  repaired  hither 
on  horseback,  the  magnates  armed  to 
the  teeth,  and  the  chief  ecclcuastics  in 
their  sacerdotal  robes,  with  mitre  and 
crosier,  each  attended  by  a,  large  re- 
tinue of  varaals,  so  that  the  multitode 
assemUed  was  sometimes  swelled  to 
100,000  men,  who  dwelt  in  tents  vhile 
the  deliberations  lasted.  Sorse-racee 
now  take  place  annually  on  the  Kakos. 
They  are  supported  and  encouraged  by 
the  nobles,  many  of  whom  hare  ac- 
quired a  taste  for  such  matters  from  a 
residence  in  England,  whence  they 
procure  thorough-bred  horses.  There 
is  a  sweepstakes  for  native  horses 
ridden  by  peasants  in  their  usual 
coBtnme,  with  «ide  trowscrs,  broad- 
hrimmed  hats,   and  without  saddles, 

the  most  correct  style,  with  red  coats, 
bnckskins,  and  top-boots. 

Sinoe  tliebeginningofthelastcenty. 
Pest  has  SKperienced  13  inundations 
caused  by  the  sudden  swelling  of  the 
Danube  and  the  stoppage  of  the  ice  a 
little  below  the  town.  The  most  fear- 
fnlwas  the  iiiumiaiiDiiin  March,  i83S, 
which  laid  a  large  part  of  Pest  under 
water,  and  totally  destroyed  2281 
houses  in  Pest,  2D7  io  Bnda,  and  ISOO 
in  the  environs,  besides  seriously 
juring  upwards  of  WOO  more.  The 
Qaai  and  the  city  suffered  little,  but

This  catastrophe  was  attended  by  much 
ilsery  and  loss  of  li&,  but  has  led  the 

way  to  important  pttblic  improvements, 
'nee  the  hovels  destroyed  have  been 
!placed  by  tasteful  and  substantial 
iws  of  houses. 

The  river  is  distinguished  by  its  ra- 
idity,  and  by  the  clear  green  colour  of 
s  water.  It  is  usaally  blocked  with 
j;  for  about  three  months  of  the  year, 

although  it  docs  not  freeze  over  en- 

The  breaking  np  of  the  ice  isamonient 
of  great  anxiety  to  the  inliahilanis  of 
the  borders  of  the  Dannhe,  especially 
those  of  the  towns.  If,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  spring,  the  snow  melts 
gradually,  the  river  rises  at  the  Same 
rate,  tbe  ice  slips  gently  oK  by  a  few 
yards  at  a  time,  and  all  is  well.  If, 
on  the  contrary,  the  thaw  be  sudden, 
the  water  comes  down  in  a  body, 
bursts  through  the  ice  with  irresistible 
force,  and  threatens  an  inundation. 

Bnda  (called  Ofbn,  or  Slave,  by 
Germans,  on  account  of  its  hot  springs 
in  the  neighbonrhood),  the  old  capital 
of  Uungaiy,  was  held  by  the  Turks  for 
li  centurfes.  Ofen  was  tho  Roroan 
colony  of  Aquiaaum,  and  numerous 
traces  of  the  legion  here  stationed  have 
been  discovered  and  preserved. 

The  upper  town  of  Bnda,  called  the 
Fortress  (Festnng),  is  situated  on  the 
snmmitof  a  commanding  rock  (4B.')  ft.), 
and  reached  Irom  the  lower  town  by 
meaus  of  a  wire-rope  rly.  laid  at  on 
angle  of  45  degrees.

After  braving  20  sieges  in  the  course 
of  3  centuries,  from  Christian  and 
Mahomedan,  the  original  fortress  has 
disappeared.

than  any  one  other  aot  to  alienate  from 
him  the  hearts  of  his  Hungarian  sub- 
jects.

The  Pariah  Ohuroh,  or  JHaitttw 
iii'rcfie,  dates  from  the  12lh  cent,,  but 
was  altered  in  the  11th.,  and  hat  been 
almost  entirely  rebuilt.  The  Tnrk» 
converted  it  first  into  a  mosque,  and 
afterwards  into  a  stable.  Within  the 
church  the  Emperor  Franz  Joseph 
was  crowned  King  of  Haagu^  in 
1867.

The  •Kniserhad  (a.  3),  close  to  an 
old  Turkish  Fort  on  the  river,  has  an 
excellent  Swimming  Bath,  and  a 
pleasant  garden.

On  the  hill,  about  50  yards  behind 
it,  and  in  the  midst  of  the  vinejard, 
stands  the  Tomb  of  a  Turkish  Banton, 
the  Sheikh  GUI  Baba(Failier  of  Hoses). 
It  is  a  small  octagonal  building  with  a 
circular  dome,  tovnred  with  red  tiles. 
Within,  it  shows  mere    bare  walls, 
bearing  a  few  Turkish  sentences  in- 
scribed.

Budi  was  taken  by  Snitan  Solyman 
the  Ma^ificent  in  1541,  who  mtro- 
duced  into  it  a  garrison  of  12,000 
Janissaries,  and  secured  the  person 
of  the  infant  prince,  John  Sigismund 
ZSpolja.  Soljnian  soon  afterwards 
made  himself  master  of  the  entire 
course  of  the  Danube  from  the  Raab 
to  Belgrade,  thus  redncing  Hungary 
within  the  Kaab  and  Theise  (o  the  con- 
dition of  a  Turkish  province.  Buda 
continued  the  seat  of  the  Turkish  power 
ibr  144  years;  it  contiuned  more  than 
20  mosques,  which,  with  their  minarets, 
were  destroyed  by  the  Christians,  It 
was  the  residence  of  a  Vizier,  who  had 
several  Pashas  under  him,  and  down 
to  the  end  of  the  17th  cency.  two-thirds 
ofHungary  belonged  to  the  Turks.  In 
1686  il  was  recovered  by  the  Imperial 
army,  under  the  Duke  of  Lorrai  ne  and 
the  Elector  of  Bavaria,  after  one  of  the 
most  memorable  sieges  recorded  in  the 
annals  of  warfare.f

The  warm  spriuga  hcru  wtre 
known  to  the  Bomans  under  the  naiae 
AquiG  PannoDicEe.  On  an  eminence 
outside  the  town  stands  the  Church 
of  St.  iWiti,  of  good  early  pointed 
TOrk  (1213).  In  the  churchyard  is  a 
circular  Chapel  resembling  that  of 
Petroiiell,  with  deep  portal  aad  apse. 
Others  of  the  same  class  exist  at 
Tulln,  at  RatiBhOQ,  and  at  Fulda; 
the  one  mentioned  by  BoisEeree,   at 

I  Bonn,  is  now  demolished.  There 
is  one  near  Wesprim  ia  Hungary, 
and  three  in  Englaad,  besides  the 
Temple  in  London,  and  St.  Tommaso 
in  Limine  near  Bergamo.  Adjacent 
by  the  roadside  is  a  tumulus  GO  ft. 
high,  said  to  have  been  raised  to  com- 
meniDrste  the  fical  expulsion  of  the 
Turks. 
Esisbiirg  is  a  picturesque  town  of 
MOOlnhab.,  lOOO  of  whom  find  em- 
ployment in  the  Imperial  Tvl'arco 
Manufarlory  established  here.  To- 
bacco is  a  govemmeet  monopoly  in 
Austria,  and  the  CDltivation  of  it  is 
prohibited  in  the  Austrian  stales,  ex-  ■ 
cepting  Hungary,  whence  the  supply 
is  derived.  The  town  is  entered  by 
two  antique  castellated  galeways, 
phmted  at  the  two  eKtremities  of  the 
principal  street,  In  the  Rathhaus  is 
a  Komau  altar. 

Sleeping  « 
dining  cars.  The  Daauhe  is  cToel

LaiiaohiltE,with  a,  bandsome  chateau 
of  the  Bsterliaiy  fatuity,  from  the 
ItiTiice  of  wluch  is  a  fine  and  extensive 
view  of  the  Carpalhiang. 

Wartberg.  Near  is  the  Forest  of 
Martony,  well  stocked  with  game. 

TSEBSBimG'  ([Hungarian,  Foztony; 
Latin,  Posoniiim).  This  lowuof  47,U0O 
Inhftb.,  of  which  7000  are  Jews,  was 
formerly  the  seat  of  the  Diet  and  place 
of  coron&don  of  the  Kings  of  Hungary, 
Though,  pleasantly  situated  on  the 
Dauube,  it  has  neither  fine  buildings 
nor  objects  of  art  and  antiqiuty,  but 
it  retains  some  of  its  medisval  gate- 

A  steep  street,  the  Jews'  quarter, 
leads  up  to  the  most  conspicuous  edifice, 
the 

Bofol  Falaee  on  the  lop  of  the  hill 
275  ft,  above  the  town.  It  is,  how- 
ever, but  a  mere  shell,  BttrmoLinted 
by  lowers  at  the  angles.  It  was  des- 
troyed hy  Ere  in  1811,  liuce  which  it 
has  not  been  repaired.  The  SMose- 
herg,  on  whicii  it  stands,  commands 
a  vary  extensiva  view  over  the  vast 
plain  of  Hungary,  intersected  by  the 
Danube,  whidi  is  split  into  numerous 
branches. 

It  was  here  that  Marii  Theresa,  at 
the  commencement  of  her  reign,  1741, 
when  attacked  by  Enemies  on  aU  sides, 
threatened  even  in  her  capital,  and 
deserted  by  all  her  allies  except  Great 
Britain,  received  the  depntalioo  of  the 
Hungarian  Estates.  Clad  in  deep 
mourning,  in  the  Hungarian  garb,  with 
the  crown  of  St.  Stephen  on  her  head 
and  girt  witii  his  sword,  buth  objects 
regarded  by  the  Hungarians  as  scarcely 
less  than  sacred,  she  laid  before  them, 
in  u  Latin  speeeh,  the  disastrous  situa- 
tiou  of  her  aU'airs,  and  the  Jaugers 
which  threatened  her  kingdom;  aui), 
throwing  herstlf  on  the  fidelity  of  her 
Hungarian   subjects,    demanded   their 


prime  of  her  beauty,  produced  such  an 
effect  on  the  Jdagjar  chiiralry,  that  in 
an  instsnt  every  sword  was  drawn  from 
its  scabbard,  as  with  the  impulse  of  one 
mind,  and  amidst  the  cry,  •'  Moriamuc 
pro  retfe  nostro  Maria  Theresa !  "  tliey 
swore  to  assert  her  rights,  and  to  shed 
the  last  drop  of  their  blood  ia  her  de- 

The  Hungarians  repaired  to  the  Diet, 
voted  UbertiJ  supplies  to  carry  on  the 
war,  and  sumnioned  the  wild  tribes 
from  the  remotest  comers  of  Hungary, 
from  the  borders  of  the  Save,  Drave, 
and  Theiss,  to  raliv  round  her  stand- 
ard, and  Croats  and  Paiidours  carried 
terror  to  the  furthest  extremity  of  the 
Continent.  This  was  the  last  occasion 
in  wliich  the  "  insurrection,"  or  rising 
of  the  Hungnrisn  nobles  in  arms,  was 
productive  of  any  great  or  decisive 
effect. 

In  the  principal  square  is  the  £ath- 
haos,  dating  Irom  the  13th  cent,,  but 
much  altered.  Its  council  chamber 
has  a  fine  wooden  roof.  Adjacent  is 
the  Town  HnBenm,  cuntuining  various 
liuuiau  and  mediaeval  curiosities.  Be- 
hind the  Kathhaus  is  the  Winter 
Palace  of  the  Ahp.  of  Gran.  The 
modernized  Franciscan  church  was 
founded  in  1290. 

The  kings  of  Hungary  were  crowned 
in  tlie  Cathsdial,  a  fine  ancient  Gothic 
structure  of  1074,  but  sadly  modernized. 
Its  porch  is  very  bcantiful;  and  the 
chapel  of  St.  Anne,  on  the  N.  sidr,  is 
a  good  example  of  the  I4lh  cent. 
Gothic.  The  church  contains  monu- 
ments of  the  Card.  Archbishop  of 
Cologne;  Christian  Augustus  of  Saxony 
(died  172,^);  John  It.-,  Count  Palfi, 
Palatine  of  Hungary ;  with  the  toiub 
of  St.  John  Elemosynar,  Bishop  of 
Alexandria.  In  front  of  the  church 
is  an  equestrian  statue  of  St.  Martin, 
iu  Hungarian  costumu,  made  of  lead 
(1-34). 

A  brid^  of  boats  leads  across  to 
the  Aupark,  a  pleasant  pubiiu  garden 
on  the  rt,  bank  of  the  Danube,  much 
frequented  on  summer  evenings. 

The  treaty  of  Prtssburg  was  sIki""' 
here,  after  the  battle  of  Austcrlit 
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peror  of  Austria,  who  thereby  ceded 
Venice  to  the  French,  and  Tjrol  to  the 
Bavarians. 

The  undulating  hills  aronnd  the 
town  arc  covered  with  vinejards.  The 
best  wine  grown  here  is  the  St.  George's 
Ausbruch. 

Qalanfha  has  n  chateau  of  Prince 
Esterh&zy. 

KenhinsBl  (Ersek-Ujvftrl,  a  town 
of  12,000  Inhah.,  on  the  rt.  bank  of  the 
Nentra.  During  the  Turkish  wars 
Neuhiiusp!  was  strongly  fortified,  fre- 
quently t>eEiegcd,  and  taken  several 
tiiues  both  by  Turks  and  Chrietians. 

GravrNdna  Stat,  is  3  m.  N.W.  of 
Gran  (Rte.  235).  The  rly.  now 
crosses  the  river  Gran,  and  proceeds  to 

BtOM-Mfiroi.  Opposite,  on  the  rt 
bank,  are  the  ming  of  Vimrad.  This 
place  and 

Waitieii,  are  described  ia  Rte.  235. 
The  riy.  now  leaves  the  river,  and 
turns  due  S.  to 

Fklota  on  the  Danube.  Here  is  a 
park  of  Coaut  Karolyi.  3  m.  N.E. 
lies  Folk,  with  a  handsome  modern 
church. 

On  quitting  Pest  the  line  runs 
through  the  plain,  and  the  country  is 
nuiiiteresting.  At  Btcdubmeh  are  ex- 
tensive piggeries,  where  500,000  pigs, 
chiefly  from  Servia,  are  fattened  every 
year.    To  the  1.  is  Dreher's  brewery. 

Ciegled  is  a  town  of  22,250  Inhah. 

Biagedin  (Hang.  Szeged),  at  the 
junction  of  the  Theiss  and  Maros,  is  a 
town  of  70,000  IniiabT  with  wide 
streets,  half  paved  with  trnnlts  of  trees. 
The  central  town  (Palanka)  is  built 
round  au  old  Turkish  casile,  the  site  of 
which  is  tiow  laid  out  to  gardens.  A 
bridge  of  boats  crossed  the  Theisa  to 
New  Szegedin.  The  town  is  protected 
from  inundation  by  three  rows  of  em- 
baakmen^  and  has  been  almost  entirely 
rebuilt  since  the  terrible  floods  of 
1979,  when  the  Thciss  oversowed  its 
banliE,  causing  great  loss  of  life  and 
property.  The  sum  expended  on  these 
works,  raised  by  international  sub- 
scription, exceeded  2]  millions  sti^rling, 
in  gratitude  for  which  assistance  the 
■treets  now  hear  tlie  names  of  London, 
^eriio,  Paris,  Brussels,  Viennn,  and 
Earopena  capitals.

the  Turkish  yoke.  The  synHgogue  ii 
a  Sue  edifice,  in  the  Byzantine  stjrle. 
The  town  was  held  by  the  AnstiiuE, 
and  besieged  by  the  Hungarians  under 
Vecaey,  ftom  April  to  Aug.  the  94, 
1849.  when  it  was  retieveil  WHajnu. 
A  Gothic  column  creetea  by  tl« 
Emperor commemoratEB  the  bisTetjrf 
the  defending  garrison. 

There  is  a  Kom.  Cath.  as  welluk 
Servian  Cathedral,  and  a  handsons 
Synagogue.  21  m.  distant  are  the 
prettily  situated  Batha  of  Buiiu,  with 
iron  and  magnesian  waters. 

Lugos  (13,000),  a  flourishing  toWB 
on  both  banks  of  the  Temes,  was  th* 
last  seat  of  the  Hungarian  Government 
in  Aug,  1849. 

Ka^ioiebei,  at  the  confluence  of  th« 
Sebes  with  the  Temes,  has  5000  Inhah, 
chiefly  Servians.  It  is  a  good  pliue  h 
headquarters  {or  the  sportsman;  in 
Npring  and  autumn  there  is  plentr 
of  snipe-shooting,  while  chamois  and' 
occasionally  bears  are  found  in  the 
neighbouring  mountains. 

The  valley  of  the  Temes  now  coiw 
tracts,  and  the  rly.  ascends  to  its  snia- 
mit'level  at  Porta  Orientalil.  Thence 
through  pretty  scenery  to  MehlUik 
{Ad  Mediavi),  with  scaoty  Roman 
remains,  and  Herkules-Bad.  3  m.  from 
the  Baths  (omn.  50  kr.;  carriage,  lifl.)'

The  wnlers  are  Bulphnreons,  a: 
powerful  odour  of  rotten  eggs 
leach  the  stranger  even  at  some 
lance  off,  nod  thej  issue  in  23  different 
Bonrces  from  thi!  grauile  rock,  which 
may  be  seen  in  the  bed  of  the  river, 
forming  the  basement  of  the  liniestotic 
rnonul^s.  The  most  frequented  bath* 
(125-145°  Fahr.)  are  the  Curolinen- 
Ikd,  Lndwigsbad,  Maricnbad,  and  the 
handsome  SiapuryboJ,  erected  by  the 
Government  in  1685.  There  is  alfn 
an  impaling  Kurhans,  furnished  with 
the  usual  saloons,  and  Sanked  by  a 
Colonnade.  The  efficacy  and  speedj 
action  of  tbe  water,  especially  in  cases 
of  goul,  are  truly  wonderful;  Iht- 
palieol,  after  most  powerful  perspira- 
tions, seems  lo  feel  the  evil  boiled  ont 
of  him. 

The  slttiation  is  very  romantic,  at 
the  bottom  of  a  very  deep  and  nar- 
row glen  of  limcBlone,  clothed  with 
wood,  except  near  the  Bummit,  which 
is  topped  with  bare  white  precipices. 
The  priiicijMl  fouroe,  that  of  Hcrcn- 
les,  is  Bitimted  higher  up  the  valley 
than  the  rest  J  it  yields  50ijO  cubic 
feet  of  water  in  an  hour,  and  is  a 
torrent  of  hot  water  rather  than  a 
spring,  nearly  2  ft.  in  diameter,  issning 
cue  of  a  cave  or  rent  in  the  rock  into 
the  Ceema.  Several  Roman  votive 
tablets,  ascribing  cures  to  ^scnlapius 
or  Hercules,  have  been  aSxed  to  the 
walls  of  a  corridor  in  tlie  town. 

A  wine  called  Schillerwein  is  pro- 
duced near  Hehadio. 

Near  the  head  of  the  glen,  which  is 
traversed  in  all  directions  by  paths, 
and  in  snminer  is  exceedingly  close 
and  hot,  is  a  cave  of  nn  great  tite  or 
interest,  called  the  ^uberA£;AJe.  Plea- 
santly shaded  and  well-kept  footpaths 
lead  thence  lo  the  EtimhiQi  SBhs  and 
Fram  Jatefe  HSke,  on  the  W.  side  of 
the  valley.  On  the  opposite  side  rises 
the  LidUensUin  UShe,  and  further  S. 
the  Weissei  Ktboi,  reoefied  by  a  steep 
path  ia  short  zig-zags,  and  commond- 
lag-  a  Boe  'view  of  the    baths  and 


I  ravine.  There  U  a  Greek  u  well  as 
I  a  Koman  Catholic  chnrcb,  a  hiTge 
'  swimming  hath,  and  the  Gisella  Park, 
an  atlractiie  public  garden. 

The  sportsman  woold  find  consider- 
able amusement  in  the  faresta  Bronnd 
the  baths ;  bears  are  not  uncommon 
atDODg  the  mountains. 

The  train  descends  the  charming 
valley  of  the  Czerna  to  Topleci,  where 
are  some  remains  of  a  Turkish  aqae- 
duct,  and  thence  to 

OrtQ-n  (tlOO),  a  village  chiefly  in- 
habited by  Wallachians  (Valachs),  a 
race  distinct  from  both  JTungarians 
and  Sl&vs,  probably  the  earliest  occu- 
pants of  Hungary.  They  are  clad 
in  long  shirts  belled  round  the  waist, 
and  loose  trowsers  tied  at  the  ankles, 
the  rest  of  their  gannenta  being 
eielusively  of  sheepskins.  They  wear 
high  hajry  caps,  like  the  end  of  a  mop, 
and  long  ctoaka  with  the  wool  outside. 
The  female  Valacha  wear  a  sort  of 
apron,  dyed  red  and  black,  falling 
nearly  lo  the  feet  before  and  behind, 
the  lower  parts  of  which  consist  of  a 
long  fringe  of  the  same  colour,  which 
dajigles  about  thdr  ankles.  They 
enclose  tbeir  feet  in  high  Hessian 
boots  of  bright  red  leather,  and  are 
generally  occnpled  in  busily  twirling 
the  spindle.    (Bte.  236.) 

Here  is  the  Atutrian  Curiom-kimte, 
where  laggage  is  searched  on  arrival 
from  Koumania.  Tbe  train  crosses  the 
frODtier  to  Tarelorora,  the  custom* 
house  Stat  for  travellers  proceediug  K 
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and  ascends  the  rt.  bauk  of  the  Graa, 
vhicb  il  croBBis  beyocd  Nacy-Salld. 
From  Ciata  a  brancli  tares  E.,  crosa- 
iDg  the  river.to  Ipolys&g.  a  pleasaiitly 
Bitiuted  town  of  33U0  iiilmb.

OroBswardflin  (Nagy-Vanid) 
fortified  and  improving  tawn  of  32,000 
Inhab.,  pleasautly  situated  ou  the  bonks 
of  the  Koros.  The  town  is  the  re- 
sidence of  three  bishops,  Boman 
Catholic,  Greek,  and  United  Greek. 
The  CalTnTien-Kirohe,  on  a  heighl 
above  the  town,  commands  a  fine  view 
of  the  mouutains  on  one  side,  and  on 
the  other  the  yast  plain.  Good  wine 
is  produced  here.  There  are  hot 
mineral  Epriugs  at  a  Tillage  called 
Hajo,  3  m.  S.  of  the  town.  These 
watera  were  known  to  the  Romans. 
Gabriel  Bathori,  called  "Transyl- 
vania's Pestilence  "  by  the  old  elironi-. 
clerE,  was  assassinated  in  the  streets  of 
Grosswardeia  in  the  year  1613,  just 
after  giving  the  inhuman  order  that 
all  the  iuSibitants  of  Hermanustadt 
were  to  be  put  to  the  swotd,  without 
sparing  woman  or  child. 

The  rly.  crosses  the  KiitSa  and 
ascend?  the  valley  vhich  leads  through 
the  mountains  into  Transylvania.  The 
engineeriuf;  difficulties  are  apparent 
from  the  loug  curves,  the  numerous 
cuttings,  the  many  tunnels  and 
bridges  that  occur  in  rapid  succession. 
The  scenery  becomes  eitremely  attrac- 
tive. Hanging  woods  clothe  the  sides 
of  the  lofty  defile,  which  is  at  times  so 
narrow  as  only  to  leave  room  for  the 
river  rushing  over  its  rapid  bed,  and 
the  shelf  like  railway  line.  At  other 
times  the  stream  spreads  itself  out  into 
the  appearance  of  a  small  lake,  whose 
tranquil  waters  are  margined  by  Alpine 
meadows,  while  some  of  the  lateral 
valleys  disclose  romantic  ravines 
leading  to  the  densely  wooded  bills. 
At  intervals  the  loftier  mount^n-peaks

iparably  more  grand. 
The  Carpathians,  which  form  the 
southern  boundary  between  this  pro- 
viuce  and  Wallachia,  rise  to  a  height 
of  upwards  of  9000  feet;  their  sides 
are  covered  with  magnificent  forests 
of  oak,  beech,  and  fir,  and  the  range 
is  everywhere  intersected  by  deep  rav- 
ines, following  the  sinuoos  course  of 
the  motiutmn  streams.  The  fauna  and 
flora  of  these  primeval  forests  are  veir 
iuteresting,  and  the  sportsman  wiU 
find  in  the  season  plenty  of  the  larger 
game,  such  as  the  bear,  wolf,  and  wild 
boar.  The  principal  passes  from 
Transylvania  to  Wallachia  are  the 
Vulcan,  the  Eothenthurm,  and  the 
Tonosch,  all  more  or  less  intimately 
connected  with  the  incursions  of  the 
Turks,  which  only  ceased  in  the  17th 
cent.  Transylvanitt  boasts  a  perfectly 
nnique  feature  of  archsMlogical  in- 
terest in  the  fortress  churches  built  by 
the  Saxon  immigranlB  all  along  this 
often  contested  border-land  between 
Islamisni  and  Christianity. 
The  different  races  which  inhabit 
of  Europe  "  ar 
:il,  considering 
ition  hardly  e: 
Three  distinct 
guages  arc  spoken — the  Magyar,  or 
Hungarian  ;  the  Saxon  ;  and  the  Rou- 
manian, or  Wallachian,  Besides  the 
races  which  these  tongues  represent, 
there  is  another  people,  speaking 
,  but  who  are  called  Szek- 
lers,  whose  origin  is  obscure.  They 
probably  the  first  wave  of  the 
man  fiimily,  for  the  Magyars 
fonnd  them  already  in  possession  of 
lands  wrested  from  the  Sclavs  who 
were  the  first  owners  of  the  soil. 
The  "  Settled  Gypsies  "  are  also  again 
another  people,  distinct  and  apart,  yet

The 
Roman  tablets,  found  In.lSaS,  in  th« 
shaft  of  BO  old  mine  at  Vcres-patak, 
are  very  remarkable ;  they  are  formed 
of  pieces  of  pine-wood,  with  the  inte- 
rior slightly  boltowed,  the  sunken  por- 
tion being  covered  with  a  thin  layer 
of  wax  and  pitch,  on  which  the  owner 
impressed  his  memoranda  by  means 
of  a  strlua.

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sail  in  this  district  in  an  open  quarry  ; 
the  ramparts  which  mark  the  hauQ- 
dary  are  slill  visible. 

ITag'y-Eiiyed.  The  large  Protestaot 
College  in  this  lowu  (leriTea  an  aiinunl 
revenue  of  lOOo;.  a  year  from  a  fuiid 
deposited  in  the  Baok  of  England, 
ind  formed  many  years  ago,  in  re- 
sponHB  to  a  deputalioQ  which  was  sent 
over  when  the  college  was  in  danger 
of  perishing  from  wont  of  money.  In 
1848,  when  Hungary  was  in  insurrec- 
tion against  Austria,  the  latter  organ- 
ised the  Wallach  popniallon  into  a 
lAindeluTnt ;  and  thusarined,  they  Im- 
mediately  turned  against  not  only  the 
Magyar  landlords,  but  all  the  peasants 
who  spoke  the  same  language.  The 
atrocities  they  committed  were  so 
dreadful  that  whole  districts,  such  as 
the  Alsii-Feher,  called  from  ile  fer- 
tility the  "  breadfield,"  were  left  deso- 
late :  and  noble  femllies,  such  as  the 
Bradys,  extirpated. 

In  1S50,  a  few  Protestant  children 
were  gathered  together  in  the  pre- 
liminary school,  and  subseijuently  the 
college  was  re-established  m  working 
order.  At  present,  upvards  of  IDOO 
scholars  attend  the  schools. 

MediSseh  (Medgyea),  has  a  pop,  of 
6500,  and  a  good  eiample  of  a  fortress 
church.  This  is  a  famous  wine- 
growing district,  and  became  a  Saxon 
settlement  in  IIM.  3  m.  N.W.  lie 
tho  Daths  of  Bama,  and  S  m.  E.  the 
little  church  of  Durles,  which  has 
some  mural  paintings. 

EUinhettiBtadt  is  inhabited  almost 


class  throughout  Transylvania.  There 
is  a  handsome  church  and  a.  ruined 
castle,  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Apafi.

marks  his  grave.  Also  Peliifi,  the 
great  poet  of  Hungary,  is  supposed  to 
'  ave  fallen  in  this  engagement;  but 
is  body  was  never  found. 

A  long  tunnel  leads  to 

Eomordd,  a  burgher  stronghold 
built  by  the  Saions,  The  castle,  now 
in  ruins,  surmounts  the  ridge  of  rock, 
and  had  a  commanding  position  ;  the 
granaries  were  gnbterraneaii.  The 
town  has  a  well-paved  market-place 
andatown-hall.  Maiiyof thech&teauz 
between  this  place  and  Schiissburg 
belonging  to  Magyar  noblemen  were 
destroyed  or  greatly  injured  by  the 
Wallachsio  1843-9.  N.  of  Apoaton- 
Mvttis  the  wild  valley  ofthe  Targgat, 
with  interesting  stalactite  caverns. 

MaTienbnrg    is   a    Saxon    market- 

wn,  with  a  ruined  Teutonic  castle, 
5  m.  N.E,  are  the  Baths  ol  l<lepatak. 

Kronstftdt  (Hung.  Braim),  a  pic- 
turesque Saion  town  of  3(1,000  Inlkb., 
is  situated  in  a  narrow  and  richly 
wooded  valley  in  the  Carpathians;  an 
isolated  spur  of  the  range,  crowned  by 
a  strong  fortress,  guards  the  opening 
of  the  valley  with  a  natural  bulwark. 
The  old  walls  of  the  town,  cnMmnad 
on  the  hill-side,  and  following  all  its 
irregularities,  are  still  marked  by  the 
rained  towers  which  recnr  at  intarrals. 
Under  their  chief  magislrale,  Michael 
Weiss,  the  KronstiidterB  bravely  held 
tbeir  town  against  the  attacks  of  the 
feitbless  Gabriel  Bathori  in  1611. 
This  dispute  had  its  origin  iu  religious 
differences,  and  the  TurliB  were  in- 
strumental in  helping  the  maiutenaace 
of  Protestantism,  for  they  sided  with 
Bethlen  acainst  the  Catholic  Bathori, 
and  sent  Skender  Pasha  with  a  strong 
force  into  Transylvania  by  the  Iron 
Gate  Pass. 

The  Lutheran  church  is  a  fine 
specimen  of  16th-centy.  Gothic,  with 
a  carved  doorway :  the  interior  ia 
almost  devoid  of  ornament,  but  effec- 
tive in  proportion.  The  organ 
large,    li\  \.\w  mm'iV^  ms,  -«<»«» 
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I  dered  veEtinents  lielouging  to  the  pre- 
SeforiDBlioD  period. 

The  town  is  well  paved  and  clean  : 
the  bouses  have  a  nucrow  frontage  tc 
the  slreeC,  but  reach  back  a  long  waj, 
irith  interior  coarls,  sorrounded  bj 
picturesqne  arched  corridon. 

The  population  is  mixed  in  cha- 
racter; besideE  )be  dominant  Saxon, 
there  are  munf  reeideiit  Anneniana 
and  SclavH,  members  of  the  Greek 
Church.  One  of  the  suburbs 
babited  by  Sizeklers  anil  another  by 
Wallachg.  There  are  fetr  sights 
more  curious  than  tile  motley  crowd 
on  marketJiayE ;  there  ia  an  open 
Bpooe  outside  the  town  where  the 
country  carts  make  their  stand.  The 
appearance  of  the  country  peoph 
I»euliar,  fiir  even  in  aummer  they 
clad  in  thick  fur ;  in  fact,  the  buoda 
of  the  Wallach  shepherd  is 
the  fur  outside  iu  summer  and  inside 
in  winter.  The  Smou  women  wear  a 
great  deal  of  handsome  lace  and  em- 
broidery, and  the  sleeveless  jackets 
of  the  Szekler  girls  are  peculiar.  & 
number  of  the  Qipa;  tribe  are  alwayi 
to  be  seen  mingled  with  the  othei 
varieties  of  people,  and  this  singula! 
race  is  everywhere  welcome  on  account 
of  their  musical  talent.  The  Ciigauj, 
or  Gipsy  band,  is  to  be  met  with 
thronghont  Hungary,  and  the  favour- 
ite tat  is  the  music  of  the  CsSrdfis, 
a  national  dance,  which  is  the  delight 
of  prince  and  peasant  alike.  Music 
is  little  short  of  an  instinct  with  the 
Gipsies;  they  practise  it  from  their 
earliest  childhood,  as  a  natural  utter- 
ance, similar  to  spoken  language,  and 
continually  new  melodies  are  pro- 
duced in  a  village  or  a  district  with- 
out being  traceable  to  any  special 
composer. 

There  ia  a  fine  view  of  Kronstadt 
and  the  country  round  from  the  '''Kapel- 
lonberg  (31.55  ft,), situated  on  a  bill  that 
rises  abruptly  from  the  walls  of  the 
town.  The  name  was  derived  from  a 
chape!  which  formerly  existed  on  the 
summit,  an  erection  of  the  Knights  of 
the  Teutonic  Order.  The  ascent  is 
made  through  a  shady  zigxaf;  path  in 
Jir.     Looking   eastward   from   t\i 

moi^it,  the   "Seven    Villages"    ai 


seen  nestling  at  the  foot  of  the  mon 
tains,  and  spread  beneath  is  tlie  ri

in  those  evil  days  vh«n  tte  Tniks 
were  fbrmUable  to  the  peace  of  Bntvpe, 
and  HermamHtadt  was  called  by  thcM 
"the  red  town,"  on  account  of  its 
brick  walls.  It  was  besieged  br  the 
Tnrki  in  143S  with  a  tbne  of  TO.DOO 
men,  beaAei  \i3  Vbn  '£jA'(»r> 
tumaeU,  wbo  meX  \a&  &a>& 
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directed  arrow  from  cine  of  llie  towfra. 
About  1520,_wlieu  some  of  the  mer- 
chanls  of  this  place  were  relarnipg 
from  their  annual  visit  to  Leipzig,  Ihey 
brougiit  bncli  with  them  J.iilber's 
writings.  The  result  ■was  that  the 
Eeeds  of  the  Reformation  took  root, 
and  the  German  coloniets  became 
Luthernns. 

EicomaioNB. — Hulf  an  hour'fl  wolk 
from  HermaniiBtadt  ia  the  prelty  vil- 
lage of  HiintmeT»dar/,  Sunday  is  a 
good  day  for  Eeeing  the  coetunies  of 
the  peasants,  which  are  both  quaint 
and  handsome.  HiohaelBberg,  Ij  hr., 
is  a  very  intereating  encursioQ.  On 
the  way  the  traveller  passes  an  old 
village  railed  Heltaii,  cbamiingly  eitii- 
Rled,  and  commanding  fine  views  of 
the  rich  vale  below.  The  church  is  a 
very  fine  specimen  of  the  fortified 
churches  which  are  such  a  remark' 
able  feature  in  all  thia  border-laod. 
They  were  places  of  refbge  for  ihe 
community,  and  for  saeh  ot  their  pos- 
KEeiODB  as  they  could  transport  when 
the  alarm  was  given  that  the  Turks 
were  coming.  They  are  usually  sur- 
rounded by  a  wail,  with  wati^h-towerH 
and  strong  gates,  and  sometimes  there 
is  an  inner  wall  again.  Uetwoen 
Heltau  and  Michaelsburg  are  the  piclu- 
resquo  rnins  of  a  Komauesque  chtirch 
on  a  conical  rock  in  the  centre  of  a 
beantiful  valley. 

The  Botbenthonn  Faas  into  Wal- 
lachia  from  Hermannsladt  is  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  of  these  etngular 
defiles  through  the  Carpatliiaji  range. 
The  river  Alula,  which  rises  in  the 
Csikland,  jiaases  completely  through 
the  mouutain-chain,  and  in  its  course 
ia  accompanied  by  bold  and  rotuaulic 
ECeuery.  The  pass  is  named  RntheD- 
fhurm  from  the  red  lower,  now  a  pic- 
turesque ruin,  in  the  narrowest  part  of 
the  gorge.

The  river  is  re-crossed  to 
reach  Szamos-TTJTaT  (S500),  chiefly 
Inhabited  by  Armenians.  A  mile  VI., 
on  the  opposite  bank,  lie  the  BatliB  of 
KerG.  The  Szamoa  is  ogain  crossed, 
and  the  couotry  becomes  wooded. 
Beyond  D^M  (6200),  where  the  two 
branches  of  the  Szamos  unite,  the  rly.

This  town  was 
the  refuge  of  many  of  the  neighbour- 
ing noble  families  in  the  troubles  of 
lS48-g,  when  the  Wallichs  rose  in 
overpowering  numbers,  and  bnmt  tht 
ch&teaDK  in  every  dlrectioa,  slangbter- 
ing  the  inmates  vlihout  regard  to  age 
or  sei.  The  compllcllj  of  the  Vienna 
Govemment  in  this  nsing  is  one  of 
the  darkest  pages  in  Auslnau  history.

Agria\ 
an  archi episcopal  city  of  20,000  Inhab. 
— Magyars,  GemianB,  Baitzen,  and 
Jews.  Erlan  U  still  enclosed  with  its 
old  walls,  and  on  an  eminence  above 
the  town  stands  the  old  castle,  which 
was  often  besieged  during  the  Turkish 
wars  both  by  Mosleio  and  Christian. 
The  principal  edifices  in  the  town  are 
the  Archbishop's  Palace,  the  County 
Hall,  the  Lyceum,  New  tiariacks,  and 
Cathedral;  the  three  latter  built  by 
the  late  Archbishop  Pjrker,  chiefty  aC 
his  own  expense.  The  Cathedral  was 
designed  by  Hild,  a  Hungarian  archi- 
tect of  great  celebrity  in  his  own 
conntry.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a  Latin 
cross,  and  surmounted  by  a  handsome 
cnpola.  The  W.  end,  aa  well  as  each 
□f  the  transepts,  has  a  peristyle  of  8 
Corinthian  columns,  50  ft.  high,  and 
a  decorated  pediment.  The  interior, 
252  ft.  by  lao  ft.,  with  its  numerous 
Corinlhiancoluni  us,  the  shafts  of  green, 
the  capitals  of  white  marble,  is  very 
striking.  In  the  town  are  two  good 
baths,  the  TUrkerJiad  and  the  BUchofi- 
bad,  which  are  supplied  with  tlie  water 
of  a  mineral  spring,  and  much  resorted 
to  during  the  bathing  season.]

It  has  4S0O  Inhab.,  who  in 
to  language,  race,  and  religion 
prtseui  the  strangest  medley  tj  be 
found  even  in  Hungary.  There  are 
churches  for  no  less  than  six  religiouf 
sects,  and  every  race  and  tribe  located 
between  the  Oarpathiaus  and  tha 
Balkan  appears  to  b^e  its  represen- 
tatives at  Tokay.  The  vineyards  that 
produce  the  Tokay  wines  are  planted 
on  the  declivities  of  the  Hegyallyft 
hills,  which,  like  most  other  hills  that 
produce  the  best  Hungarian  wines, 
are  composed  of, igneous  rocks,  por- 
phyry greatly  predominating.  The 
Hegyaliya  vineyards  are  estimated  to 
have  an  area  of  67,480  acres,  and  to 
produce  on  an  average  11,000,000  gal- 
lons of  wine  annnally.  There  are  four 
kinds  of  Hegyaliya  or  Tokay  wine  :- — 
1 .  Eaaem,  made  from  the  juice  of  dry 
grapes  pressed  out  by  the  weight  of 
the  grapus  themselves  without  any  ex- 
ternal force  being  employed.  It  is  sel- 
dom made,  aiid  rarely  to  be  met  with 
on  sale.  2.  Ausbiimh.  This  is  the  wioe 
known  as  Tokay,  and  the  best  that  can 
be  purchased.  It  is  made  by  mixing 
dry  grapes  pounded  into  a  thick  pulp 
with  the  wine-muBt.  3,  Mdiddc,  made 
in  the  same  manner,  but  with  only  half 
the  quantity  of  grape-pulp.  It  has  the 
bouquet  of  the  Ausbmch,  without  its 
sweetneSE,  and  is  by  many  preferred  to 
it.  On  an  average,  not  more  than 
fiO.DOO  gall,  of  Ausbmch,  and  25,000 
gall,  of  Mliszl£s,  are  made  annually. 
4.  Tiielniieiii,  which  of  course  varies 
considerably  in  quality ;  the  bestkinds 
are  excellent,  andall  have  something  of 
the  bouquet  peculiar  lo  Tokay.  Vine- 
yards were  planted  on  the  Hegyaliya 
vioas  to  the  arrival  of  the  Magyars 
Hungary.  King  Stephen  and  his 
.  nediate  successors  took  care  that 
they  should  not  be  neglected,  but  they 
were  most  of  them  uprooted  or  laid 
waste  during  the  dominion  of  the 
Mougol  Tatars.  After  the  eipulsion  of 
these  hordes,  Bela  IV.  settled  a  num- 
ber of  Italians  on  the  Hegyaliya,  and 
they  produced  soon  acquired 
great  celebrity.

The  mineB,  wliich  extend  ander  the 
towD,  have  been  worked  for  centuries, 
bat  at  presentyield  a  yery  inconsider- 
able profit.  Twelve  of  them  belong 
to  the  Crown,  the  others  are  priTste 
property.  Ail  the  rojal  mines  are 
connected  by  galleries,  vhich  eeem 
to  have  been  made  regardless  of  ex- 
pense, and  often  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  afTordiag  royal  Tisitora  a  more  oon- 
Tenient  access.  There  are  two  main 
adita  ;  the  lower  one,  colled  the  adit 
of  Joseph  II.,  is  a.  magnificent  work, 
10  Eag.  m.  in  length,  and  extending 
from  Behemnilz  to  the  Talley  of  the 
Gran.  The  yeiae,  both  here  and  at 
Kremnitz,  are  found  in  metamorphic 
and  plntonio  rocks  of  the  primary 
formation  (gneiss,  jnica-schisl,  clay- 
slale,  qnartz,  porpbjrj^,  &o,).

sent to  yield  annually  about  180  lbs. 
troy  of  gold,  and  11,000  lbs.  troy  of 
silver,  besides  lead,  copper,  and  cobalt. 
The  richest  veins  are,  however,  pretty 
nearly  exhausted,  and  a  portion  of  the 
former  workings  is  under  water.  The 
whole  process  of  extracting  the  pre- 
cious metals  from  the  ore  may  here  be 
witnessed.  The  ore  is  firs!  broken  into 
small  pieces;  next  pulverised  in  a 
stamping-mill,  and  afterwards  washed 
in  slanting  jrames,  and  sometimes 
roasted  to  drive  off  the  sulphur,  ar- 
senic, &c.  It  is  then  sent  to  the  smelt- 
ing-hoose,  where  the  gold  and  silver 
are  separated  from  the  baser  metals, 
which  is  effected  by  the  oxydation  of 
the  latter.  The  process  lasts  24  hrs., 
and  is  very  interesting.  The  motive 
power  at  Kremnitz  is  water,  which  is 
abundantly  supplied  by  a  water.coarBe 
12  m.  in  length.

N.  of  Oedenburg,  derived  from  the 
sloping  hills  on  the  E.  of  the  lake  of 
Neusiedel,  is  one  of  the  best  in  Hud- 
gary.

Erobably  by  Giolio  Clovio  (1526). 
.ere  are  many  rich  robes,  and  not 
less  than  30  mitres  richly  adorned 
ilh  precioas  stones.  The  Xaximir 
Park,  a  beautiful  Public  Promenade, 
lies  about  'i  m.  outside  the  town. 

Cailstadt  (lUyr.  Karlovec;  Hung, 
Karolyvdros),  isa  town  of  6000  Inhab., 
on  Ihe  Xulpa,  garrisoned  by  a  large 
force  of  Slavonic  troops.  The  original 
fortress  was  raised  to  resist  the  Turks 
surmounted  by  a 
baronial  castle  belonging  to  Count 
Nugent.  There  are  4  or  5  churches, 
more  remarkable  for  the  marks  ihey 
bear  of  the  fervent  devotion  of  Ibe 
Croatian  people  than  for  architectural 
beauty.  Most  of  the  houses  are  of 
wood.  Carlstodt  has  a  considerable 
trade  in  timbiiT  ftoalei  M^^\ie'^-ii^ 
from  SisseU,  aTi4  seiA  'Vie^wcfeVs  'ixro.^ 
to  Fiume.

A  eaus<y 
wuj  of  masonry,  oonstrncted  by  the 
Romans,  stilt  leads  into  it.  The  castle 
nl  the  jnnction  of  the  rivers  belonged 
lo  the  Bishop  of  Agram,  and  was 
atou^  defended  in  1S92.  by  two  of 
the  uinons,  against  Hassan  Pasha,  of 
Bosnia,  and  an  army  of  Turks.

In  this  important  toim,  of 
20,000  Inhab.,  the  mosques  are  worth 
visiting,  and  the  filigree  Gilver  orna- 
mentsshould  beiioliced.  Good  tobacco 
and  a  large  quantity  of  silltworiu 
cocoons  are  piported,  The  Bulgariau 
school  contains  3U0  children.  A  large 
namber  of  tumuli  will  be  noticed 
everywhere, 'and  sulphurous  and  alka- 
line bot  springs  abound  in  the  city 
&nd  neighbourhood.  From  Sofia  the 
male  traveller  may  visit  tlie  Bulgarian 
conTent  of  Eilo,  situated  in  one  of  the 
wildest  mountain  retreats  of  the  Bal- 
kan range.  The  road  can  only  be 
traversal  on  horseback,  and  involves 
rough  food  and  eleeping  -  quarters.

enlarged  in  1805.  The  interior,  tc 
fully  fitted  up,  coulains  200  cbambeiv 
for  guests,  and  a  saloon  capable  trf 
dining  1000  persons.  Id  the  library 
is  a  valuable  collectioD  of  clmroli 
music,  masses,  litaaies,  omtorioB,  &c., 
with  some  of  Haydn's  MSS.,  admirably 
arranged  by  Hummel.  Haydn  vrot 
for  30  years  Capellmeistcr  to  Prince 
Nicholas  Esterhazy,  and  used  to  lead 
the  orchestra  at  the  fSles  given  by  the 
Prince  at  Eisonstadt  to  Maria  Theresa, 
The  service  of  guarding  the  pah 
perfbrmed  by  the  Prince's  owu  body- 
guard of  150  grenadiers.  The  park, 
lying  partly  on  the  slope  of  the  Leitha 
hills,  and  overlookiug  the  pli ' 
beautiful  and  of  great  extent, 
conservatory,  which  contains 
than  70,000  species  of  plants,  is 
the  largest  in  Europe.  In  the  temple 
of  Leopoldine  is  placed  b  statue  of  the 
PtiiicesB  Liechtenstein  (an  Esterh&ty 
by  birth),  by  Canova.  Almost  all  the 
surrounding  country  belongs  l 
EsterhSzy. 

Haydn  is  boried  in  the  Pilgrim- 
age church  of  Marie-Eiiisiedel,  near 
Eisenstadt. 

Beyond  Oedtnbiirg  the  rly.  skirti 
the  S.  margin  of  the  lake,  and  pro- 
eeeds  to  ZgEterhan,  in  the  theatre  of 

which  most  of  Haydn's  works 
first  performed  (Rte.  210).

N.E.  of  Feldbach  is  the  very 
remarkable  feudal  fortress  of  Biegers- 
bnrg,  rising  ou  the  sunimit  of  a  mass 
of  volcanic  conglomerate,  400  ft.  above 
the  level  of  the  Raab,  a  conspicuous 
objctt  from  far  and  near.  A  winding 
road  cut  in  the  rock  leads  through  7 
district  gateways  into  the  upper  castle. 
The  outer  and  lower  gate  is  defended 
hy  walls  and  basdous;  the  Sth  is  the 
main  entrance,  and  is  ornamented  with 
coats  and  arms  and  other  carving;. 
TheSlh  is  reached  by  acovered  bridge 
thrown  over  a  deep  fosse  cut  in  the 
rock ;  a  similar  abyss  separates  it  from 
the  7th.  This  Gothic  Acropolis  was 
almost  the  only  Styrian  castle  which 
bade  defiance  to  the  Turks;  indeed,  it 
is  recorded  that  Turkish  prisoners  were 
compelled  to  work  on  its  fbrtifications.

A  small  steamer  conveys  passen^rs 
from  the  Usuube  Canal  in  Vienna, 
near  the  Steam  Company's  Office,  op- 
posite the  FrauB  Josef  Gate,  a  little 
below  the  Ferdinand  Bridge,  and  in 
about  half  an  br.  reaches  the  great 
steamer,  moored  in  ihe  main  stream 
of  the  Danube,  a  little  below  the 
Kaisermublen  (Imperial  Mills),  and 
nearly  opposite  the  Island  Lobau. 

I.  The  1.  bank  of  the  Danube,  from 
tbe  hill  of  Bisamberg  (o  the  mouth  of 
the  March,  and  from  the  margin  of  Ihe 
river  to  Ihe  foot  of  the  Hoheiileathen 
hills,  is  an  uninterrupted  plain  called 
the  jUuri'h/e'd— monotonous  and  desti- 
tute of  picturesque  beauty,  but  histori-  ' 
cally  interesting  as  the  scene  of  that 
victory,  gained  by  Eudolph  of  Haps- 
burg  over  Uttokar  of  Bohemia,  which 
laid  the  foundation  of  the  Austrian 
empire,  and  as  (he  field  on  which  were 
fought  in  recent  times  the  baltJes  of 
Aspern,  Esslingen,  and  Wap'ani, 

The  Dannbe  is  here  split  into  nume- 
rous arm!  or  branches,  and  vessels 
steer  their  course  tlirough  narrow  chan- 
ncla  between  willow-wooded,  islands 
and  high  sandbanks.  On  the  I.  Imnk, 
at  some  distance  inland,  and  invisible 
from  the  river,  are  situated  the  villages 
of  Aspern  and  Essling,  where  uie 
memorable  battle  was  fought  between 
Archduke  Charles  and  Napoleon  on 
May  21  and  32,  1809. 

1.  Lohan,  the  longest  of  the  wooded 
islands  on  the  1.  bank.  While  the 
battle  was  still  raging,  the  Austrians 
contrived  to  destroy  the  bridge  between 
the  Lobau  and  Ebersdorf.  by  means  of 
fire-ships  doated  down  the  Danube,  and 
thus  ccmpelled  the  French  Emperor  to 
fall  back  upon  the  island,  where  hJE 
army  remained  cooped  up  for  several 
weeks,  in  a  situation  imminently 
hazardons.  His  foes,  however,  were 
unable  to  take  advantage  of  tb^ 
success;  and  Napoleon,  gatheiiDg  np 
his  forces  for  a  fresh  effort  in  the 
\ie(5i!imug  ol  J114  follow  ing, 
\  crossed  Ui  <^  \.\'ian\<.  ol'Cna  \ta9itA, 
\  \owet  4o-wa  ftii™  \«^wte,  toA  t^ott^ 
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Ibe  decisive  victor}'  of  Wagram,  a 
fiUage  to  the  N.  of  Aepern,  on  the 
5lli  and  61h.  Jul;.  An  armistice  was 
shortly  afterwards  coocluded,  and  the 
Peace  of  Vienna  signed  on  tlie  1  Vh  of 
October. 

rt.  BchTJiohst,  a  Tillage  of  £000 
Inhab.,  more  than  a  mile  from  the 
Danube.  A  stone  monnment  outfllde 
the  village  marks  the  spot  where  the 
Emperor  Leopold  {the  meanest  of 
Austria's  monarchs)  met  John  Sobiesky 
after  he  and  the  Duke  of  Lorraine  had 
raised  the  siege  of  Vienna,  and  driven 
back  the  Turks  in  1683.  Leopold 
displayed  no  feelings  of  gratitude  to 
his  deliverer,  and  Sobiesky  was  greeted 
with  a  cold  embrace, 
rt.  Kegelsbnuui. 

Here  begins  a  very  singular  rampart, 
extending  as  far  as  the  lake  of  Neu- 
siedel,  and  defeuded,  at  intervals,  by 
redoubts.  lis  origin  is  not  precisely 
known,  bat  it  is  believed  to  have  been 
thrown  ap  by  the  Romans,  and  it  was 
employed  by  the  Austrian  army  in 
16B3  as  a  defence    agmnsC   Turkish 

rt.  rdroneU,  and  thence  to  Hattibarg 
{see  Bte,  \9i). 

1.  The  Castle  of  Theben  is  built  on 
a  high  rock  at  whose  feet  the  river 
March  (Morava^  unites  it3  waters  with 
the  Danube,  farming  the  boundary 
between  Hnugory  and  Austria.  It  was 
reduced  to  its  present  slate  of  ruin  by 
the  French. 

The  solitary  slender  tower  perched 
ou  the  summit  of  a  pointed  rock  is 
called  the  Bnn't  Torer.  A  passage 
has  been  cul  through  the  rock  below 
tlie  castle  at  the  water's  side. 

rt.  Wolfelltal,  about  3  m.  from  Hwn- 
bnrg,  and  a  mile  iuland.  There  ia  an 
old  oh&teau  here  belonging  to  Baron 
Wallersklrchen.  This  is  oae  of  the 
most  interesting  parts  of  the  river, 
the  country  round  being  wooded  and 
moantaJnouB. 

Immediately  below  I'reseburg  (Hte. 
195)  the  Danube  spreads  out  its  waters 
over  a  wide  extent  of  country,  in- 
tersecting the  broad  plain  with  its 
numerous  ariDS,  each  in  itself  a  river. 
The  two  large  iaJands  formed  by  the 
tbreir  sti-eaius  are  (he  Grosse  Schiitt  on 
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and  the  Kleiue  Schiitt-lnsel  on 
bank  of  Che  main  Danube.  The 
'  19  about  42  m,  long,  and  15 
broad ;  the  latter  about  S5  ni.  by  G.

After  leaving  Pressburg  the  banks 
of  the  Danube  are  flat  and  unvaried

stream.  It  was  in  the  plain  of  Raab 
that  the  Hnngarian  insurrection,  or 
undisciplined  Uv^e  en  matse  of  the 
nobles,  was  scattered  at  the  first  onset 
by  the  veteran  troops  of  Napoleon. 

rt.  Qiinyii,  a  small  town  on  the  high 
road  to  Pest,  which  here  mns  along 
the  rt,  bank  of  the  river.  When  the 
Danube  is  very  low,  the  steamboat 
takes  up  and  discharges  its  cargo  and 
passengers  here,  instead  of  ascending 
to  Vienna.  A  steamer  runs  daily 
between  Gonyii  and  Baab  in  connection 
with  the  steamers  from  Vienna  and 
Pest. 

rt.  Oa  the  Hartintbe^  (Sacer  Mons 
PannoniEB),  an  eminence  about  14  ui. 
S.  of  Gonyii,  ia  the  splendid  Benedictine 
Abbey  of  St.  Martin  (Sz.  M£rton), 
which  is  well  worth  visiting,  it  is  the 
oldest  monastery  in  Hungary,  having 
been  founded  by  Geisa,  the  &ther  of 
St.  Stephen,  at  the  latter  end  of  the 
lOlh  centy.  Within  the  ample  circuit 
of  its  walls  are  a  convent,  a  castle,  a 
large  church,  and  several  outbuildings.

The  library  of  th«  eon- 
vent  (80,000  vols.,  with  some  interest- 
ing MSS.)  is  pluced  in  a  splendid  hall, 
riculy  deconiieil  and  ornameiiled  with 
tlie  statDM  of  Kin^  ^'^''^°  ^'^  *''^ 
lale  Bmporor  Francw.  The  view  from 
s.  high  tower  in  front  of  the  couvent 
is,  perhaps,  the  Qoeat  and  most  ex 
tensive  in  Hungary.  The  abbey  i 
amply  endowed,  and  possesaes  prinoel; 
domains,  which  extend  towards  the  S 
across  the  BdkonyerwBld  hiila  to  tbi 
lakeofBatatoD.

The  CattaedTal,  the  most  extensive 
modern  building  in  Hungary,  was 
commenced  hj  the  Prince-Primale 
Jiudnay,  in  1B21,  and  completed  in 
1856.  Two  boildingBOE  tbe  same  site 
preceded  it,  one  of  which  was  erected 
Its  early  as  979,  and  destroyed  by  fire 
in  tbe  12th  cent.,  wben  it  was  rebuilt 
intheTransitionstyle.  It  is  an  Italian 
edifice,  sunnonnted  by  a  dome  8a  ft.  in 
diameter,  samunded  by  38  tall  co- 
lumns. Tbe  interior  is  lined  through- 
out with  polished  marble,  and  sup- 
ported by  54  columns.  The  altar- 
piece,  by  Hess,  a.  Hungarian  artist, 
Tepreseuts  the  Baptism  of  St.  Stephen, 
tbe  first  Christian  king  of  Hungary. 
Munich  artlstB  hare  been  employed  on 
the  internal  decoralione.  The  side- 
chapel  on  tbe  1.  is  tbe  sole  existing 
fragment  of  an  older  church  (1507)  on 
a  bill  at  Borne  distance,  which  was  de- 
stroyed by  the  Turks,  and  removed 
thence  stone  by  stone  to  its  present 
posi^OD.  Beneath  it  is  the  primate's 
burial-vault.  Gnin  is  believed  by 
some  to  be  the  Bcegetiujn  of  Ptolemy  ; 
it  was  long  the  residence  of  the  Hun- 
garian monarchs,  and  the  finest  city  in 
Hungary,  until  annihilated  by  the  re- 
peated attacks  of  the  Tniks.  After 
remaining  for  78  years  in  their  bands, 
it  *a«  finally  surrendered  to  tbe  Chris- 
tian  army,  nnder  the  Duke  of  Lorraine 
Dill)  John  Bobiesky,  in  1683, 

The  •TbEAbcry  is  second  to  none  in 
Eorope.  It  contains  many  priceless 
works  of  art,  collected  chiefly  by 
wealthy  prelates  durinc  visits  to  Italy. 
Of  these  the  most  liberalbenefectorswere 
Card.  Sieeb(U«)),Abp.BakBB(1497), 
and  Abp.  Pazmany  (1620).  There 
are  specimens  of  metal  work,  embroi- 
dery, and  printing;  bnl  tbe  most  fa- 
mona  objects  are  the  great  EeliijuBry 
Cross,  of  Byzantine  date,  and  the  Cor- 
viuus  Cross,  in  the  form  of  a  Calvary, 
viih  DDiDCroiis/i^rfsof  inconiparable 
bettalj;  abappy  combination  of  Gothic 
ind  Bensissaoee  work.

A  cIusleT  of  loners  and  battlemented 
walls  on  the  summit  of  a  precipitous 
hill,  connected  by  a  stra^ling  wall 
with  an  isolated  lower  6  stories  bigb, 
at  the  irater-side,  are  all  that  remain 
of  the  favourite  residence  of  the  sove- 
reigns of  Hungary.     It  has  been  the 

her  history.  The  tall  tower  at  the 
water-side  was  the  prison  of  King 
Solomon,  when  confined  by  his  cousin 
Ladislaus  al  the  end  of  the  11th  < 
for  attempting  to  regain  the  cron 
force  of  arms  after  he  had  fori 
resigned  it  in  1081.  Wilhin  this 
castle,  Felician  Zach,  spurred  on  by 
the  thirst  of  vengeance  for  the  wrongs 
his  daaghler  Clara  had  endured  ftom 
Casirair  of  Poland,  the  Queen's  bro- 
ther, attempted  to  assassinate  the  royal 
family,  and  was  col  to  pieces  on  the 
spot.  Visegrad  attained  the  height 
of  its  splendour  in  the  reign  of  Mat- 
thias CorvinuE,  who  laid  out  vast  sums 
in  embellishing  it,  and  in  converting 
Ihe  barren  rocks  around  into  gardens 
and  pleasure-grounds.  Tlie  Emp.  Leo- 
pold caused  its  fortifications  to  be 
razed.  Its  (all  donjon  still  rears  itself

_  Immediately  below  Pest  the  Danube 
takes  leave  of  the  hills,  and  enters 
that  vast  plain  which  extends  from 
the  Carpathians  on  the  N.  to  the 
mountains  of  Slavonia  and  Servia  on 
the  S.,  including  the  basins  of  the 
Danube  and  Theiss,  and  extending  E. 
to  Debreczin,  Grosswardein,  and  Te- 
mesv^r. 

The  banks  of  the  Danabe  for  nearly 
400  m.  below  Pest  are  destitute  of  pic- 
turesque beauty,  and  afford  few  objects 
of  interest.  For  considerable  distances 
scarcely  a  human  habitation  occurs  on 
the  banks,  and  the  widely  scattered 
townsjt  though  dignified  with  that 
name,  have,  with  few  exceptions,  the 
appearance  of  villages,  the  houses 
being  generally  of  wood,  or  mud 
thatched  with  reeds.  They  are  long, 
low,  narrow  cottages  with  the  gables 
turned  outwards,  surrounded  by  a 
garden  inclosed  hy  fences  of  wicker 
basket-work,  and  generally  provided 
whb  a  draw-well,  from  which  water 


is  obtained  by  a  backet  attached  to 
one  end  of  a  long  lever  balanced  on 
the  top  of  an  upright  post.  Owing  to 
the  constant  wars  with  the  Turks, 
which  desolated  Hungary  for  centu- 
ries, few  of  the  towns  possess  any 
ancient  edifices. 

When  the  city  of  Buda-Pest  has 
disappeared  from  view  behind  the 
mass  of  the  jBlocksberg,  and  the  five 
long  lines  of  water-mills  are  passed, 
there  is  nothing  worth  note  for  a 
considerable  distance.  The  island  of 
Csepelf  formed  by  an  E.  and  W.  arm 
of  the  Danube,  is  more  than  30  m. 
long.  The  steamer  follows  the  W. 
arm. 

rt.  5  m.  below  Buda  is  Promontor 
(220),  a  village  and  estate  belonging 
to  the  Archduke  Albert — originally  to 
Prince  Eugene.  The  habitations  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  village  are  for  the 
most  part  subterranean,  excavated  out 
of  the   limestone-rock. 

rt.  F51dv&r  has  9000  Inhab.,  and 
a  very  considerable  sturgeon  fishery. 
The  word  Isinglass  is  only  a  corrup- 
tion of  the  German  name  for  sturgeons' 
bladders — Hausenblase. 

rt.  Pake.  Here  begin  the  swamps 
and  windings  of  the  river.  The  E. 
bank  is  a  desert  and  useless  morass, 
which  might  be  redeemed,  however,  at 
comparatively  small  expense,  by  em- 
bankments and  canals. 

rt.  Tolna,  an  ancient  town  of  5000 
Inhab.,  chiefly  Germans,  belonging  to 
Count  Festetics,  who  has  a  chateau 
here.  The  surrounding  district  pro- 
duces vast  quantities  of  tobacco  of  a 
very  good  quality.  The  Turkish  am- 
bassador of  Sultan  Solyman  the  Mag- 
nificent was  drowned  here  by  King 
Lewis  II. ;  an  act  of  treachery  which 
he  expiated  soon  after  at  the  battle  of 
Mohdcs. 

A  good  red  wine  is  grown  at

There 
is  also  a  chunge  in  Ibe  character  of  its 
hanks.  The  rt.-haad  shore  is  fringed  by 
Ihnse  dark,  interminable,  and  almost 
untrodden  forests  which  cover  a  large 
part  of  Slavonia." 

For  the  SrHt  time  linee  leaving  Pest 
the  scenery  bears  a  really  pleasing 
aspect.  On  the  rt.  bank  is  the  pictur- 
esque mountain  chain,  the  FTuakagora 
(the  Mons  Almus  of  the  Romans), 
which  runs  parallel  with  the  Danube 
from  niok  to  Slankamen.  The  Fruska 
hills  are  clothed  with  foretits,  and  their 
lower  declivities  planted  with  vine- 
jardg,  which  produce  the  full-bodied 
red  wine  well  known  nnder  the  name 
of  Karlowitzer.

Immediately  opposite  the  mouth  of 
the  Save  is  a  large  island,  formed  bj 
the  silt  brought  down  by  thnl  river 
the  beginning  of  the  17th  centy., 
previous  to  which  it  did  not  exist.

At  Alt-Motdova  begins  the  excellent 
road,  conatruoted  1837-40  by  the  Hun- 
garian Government,  along  the  1.  bank 
of  the  Danube  to  Orsova. 

Moldova  lies  at  thcfoocof  tbemoun- 
taius,  a  spur  of  the  Carpathians,  which 
for  some  distance  have  been  seen  ou 
both  sides  gradually'  approaching  the 
river,  and  now  appear  to  close  all  pas- 
sage downwards.  On  a  nearer  ap- 
proach, however,  they  are  found  to  be 
cleft  through  by  a  narrow  defile  of 
lofty  and  almoBt  precipitous  sides, 
through  which  the  river  forces  its  way ;

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tops  on  each  side  nainberless  espies 
have  fixed  their  eyrii^.  The  riTer 
here  at  ODce  loees  three-fourtha  of  its 
breadth,  and,  besides  being  thus  sud- 
deul;  pent  up,  is  interrupted  by  rocks, 
one  of  which,  called  Bftbacaj,  projeeta 
50  or  60  ft.  out  of  thi^  water. 

Nearly  opposite,  on  the  rt.  bulk, 
stauds  the  picturesque  feudal  caatle  of 
Golnbasz,  consisting  of  a  cloEter  of  9 
towers  connected  b;  baltlement«d  walla. 
ll  crowns  a  low  buttress  ut  the  foot 
of  the  cliff,  and  opposite  rises  the  Lass- 
loear,  another  rouod  tower.  The  preci- 
pices on  each  side  are  of  barren  and 
arid  limestone,  hot  varied  at  intervals 
by  a  picturesque  covering  of  brush- 
wood ;  ihey  bear  (he  appearance  of 
having  once  been  united,  and  after- 
wards forcibly  separated.   They  abound 

torrents  issue  in  winter,  others  are  mere 
eylet-holes  pierced  through  projecting 
pinuacles  and  buttresses,  which,  lifliing 
themselves  aloft  against  the  sky,  allow 
the  light  to  stream  through. 

I.  The  largest  of  these,  caOed  the 
Cavern  of  Qolubaoi,  opening  a  little 
above  tlie  road,  is  believed  by  the 
Wallachian  and  Scrviaii  peasants  to 
send  fottii  from  its  recesses,  at  certain 
times,  in  the  form  of  a  cloud  of  smoke, 
a  swarm  of  gnats  (Mordmiiokeo), 
which  fill  the  atmosphere  aud  over- 
Spread  the  entire  lianec  tor  a  distance 
of  411  or  50  m.,  but  espedally  abonnd 
on  the  borders  of  the  Danube,  com- 
mitting the  greatest  ravages  among  the 
cattle.  About  1950,  the  Austrian 
Government  caused  the  mouth  of  the 
cave  to  he  walled  up,  in  the  vain  hope 
of  dispelling  the  superstition.  The 
gnats,  which  the  peasantry  believe  to 
be  generated  in  the  foul  carcase  of  the 
dragou,  slain  by  St.  George  within 
this  cave,  are  produced  in  the  marshy 
district  which  environs  the  Danube, 
and  are  most  numerous  after  innada- 
tions  of  the  river.  They  issue  forth  at 
the  beginning  of  the  summer  heats, 
and  do  not  disappear  till  the  end  of  July. 
The  insects,  though  not  larger  than  a 
iuflict  BO  severe  a  bite 
;u,  and  swine  are  often

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below  Beriaska,  ia  the  Serdaps,  a 
'wlurlpool  caused  b;  the  confioemeot 
and  Binnosilies  of  die  river;  opposite 
to  it  ia  a  rouDd'baclced  frogmeDt  called 
Bonvali  (Bufblo).  Beluv  it,  in  the 
narrows,  may  be  seen  several  long  thin 
lines  of  white  breakers,  slrelching 
across  from  side  to  side  as  regalarlj'  as 
thongh  they  had  been  dniirn  viui  a 
rule.  These  are  caused  by  ree&  of  hard 
porphjTj  or  Grauwacke  rock,  crossing 
the  riTer  obliquely  like  a  dam,  and 
called  Iilas,  producing  a  fall  of  nearly 
8  ft.  when  the  riTer  is  high.  Beyond 
it  there  ia  another  similar  reef  and 
rapid,  called  Taktalia.  Il  baa  tremen- 
dous breakers  and  cnrreots,  but  is  only 
formidable  when  the  water  is  low,  and 
may  in  general  be  passed  through  a 
gap  1  ft.  deep  and  !2  broad,  even  in 
summer  and  autnom,  withoat  danger. 
No  Eoouer  has  the  steamer  doubled  a 
fiingulur  proniontorj-  of  tandstone  rock, 
called  Greben,  projecting  fiir  into  the 
Danube,  worn  and  polishuJ  by  the 
waves  of  centuries,  than  it  is  immedi- 
ately in  smooth  water,  making  its  way 
along  the  aurface  of  a  lake-like  ba^n, 
into  which  the  Daunbe  suddenly  ex- 
pands it£elf  to  the  width  of  8  mile, 
surrounded  on  all  sides  by  wooded 
hills. 

Within  this  lake-like  basin  lies  the 
island  of  Foreti,  on  which  a  church  is 
planted;  and  a  little  fimher,  on  the 
Servian  bank,  stands  the  town  of 
IdanoTMK,  finmded  by  Prince  Milosch, 
and  named  after  his  son.

In  ihe  very  jaws  of  the  pass,  a  few 
yards  below  Plavigovicza,  the  rock  of

Orsova,  which  belonged  to  the  Tmb,  I 
and  was  the  residence  of  a  poshi;  bd 
time,  neglect,  and  war  have  rednoed  il 
to  a  heap  of  ruins.  It  forms  a  pio- 
turesque  object  at  a  distance,  with  iti 
white  minarets  rising  Irora  amaat 
poplars  and  cypresses,  and  is  inhaUln 
chiefly  by  oaderground  sqnatten,  who 
are  exempt  from  tax. 

I.  On  a  line  with  the  fbrtrea  d 
the  hill  of  Alliom,  e< 
tensive  view  down  the  r 
the  Iron  Gate  and  Trajan's  Bridge, 
At  its  base,  near  the  mill  of  Wodiea. 
is  the  last  Austrian  walch-post,  andi 
small  stream,  the  Bagna,  which  hen 
Hows  into  the  Danube,  forms  the  Km 
of  separation  between  Austria  md 
Wallaohia  (Germau,  Wallachei),  (flu 
Bonat).  Od  fb.e  opposite  side  of  tliti 
brook  is  a  Wallochion  giiard-haDse,  and 
a  tall  pole  wound  round  with  straw,  to 
be  lighted  as  a  beacon  to  give  an  nlorm. 
The  contignooB  village  of  Were»«rom 
is  a  characteristic  specimen  of  Wallt 
chian  villages,  a  miserable  collection  (f 
wattled  hovels,  partly  plastered  widi 
clay,  and  having  chimneys  of  boards; 
some  are  mere  holes  in  the  groniid, 
from  which  the  roof  alone  cmerses,  and 
the  occupants  complete  Trododytei. 
The  Indian  corn  is  deported  in  tarn 
wicker  baskets  (rather  than  bwn^ 
raised  upon  posts  to  preserve  it  from 
the  rats  and  from  moistnre.  The  adnll 
inhabitants  are  in  rags,  the  children  in 
absolute  nakedness.

Through  the  midst 
of  the  roeks  rons  a  very  intricate  and 
difficalt  choQDel,  threaded  hj  experi- 
enced boatmen,  when  the  river  is  high, 
with  barges  drawing  little  water;  but 
eren  tbey  not  unfreqaently  snfier  ship- 
wreck in  the  tnidst,  from  bcbg  unable 
to  make  the  abrupt  turns  requisite  to 
avmd  the  rocks,  while  swept  on  bj  the 
i^d  cnrrent.  Small  Cog-steamers  are 
onployed  in  lowing  Tessels  through  the 
Iron  Gate,  and  shallow  barges  are 
dragged  slowly  np  the  stream  along 
the  Servian  shore  by  in  or  12  pair  of 

TTie  term  Iran  Bale  is  very  mis- 
iMding,  ns  there  is  no  gate  whatever, 
in  any  conceivable  form.  The  river 
it  Tery  wide,  the  bauliB  low  or  shelving, 
■nd  the  Gate  a  mere  bed  of  Sat  rocks, 
retembling  nothing  so  mnch  as  a 
Devoiuhire  coast-line  at  low  tide.  In 
emdn  seasons,  when  there  is  plecty 
of  -water  in  the  Danube,  the  rocks  are 
entirely  covered,  and  there  is  ahsolntely 
nothing  to  see.  The  name,  in  tkct,  is 
merely  a  translation  of  the  words  by 
which  the  Tnrfci,  in  their  fondness  for 
metaphor,  designate  a  spot  difficalt 
to  cross,  which  thvtt,  as  it  were,  the 
navigation  of  the  river.  The  racks  on 
each  side,  and  in  the  bed  of  the  river, 
forming  the  Iron  Gate,  are  a  hard 
mieaceons  slate,  very  stubborn  to  break 
or  blast,  which  would  present  very 
serions  obstacles,  should  the  project  of 
catting  a  oinBl  along  the  Servian  shore 
ever  he  attempted. 

Straba  seems  to  indicate  this  as  the 
point  where  the  Dannbe  ends  and  Che 
Liter  begins,  as  though  the  rapids 
formed  a  break  iu  Che  coutinoity  of  the 
river.  The  Romans  built  a  fort,  still 
to  be  traced,  on  the  Servian  side,  to 
goard  this  passage,  and  fortified  stroogly 
the  little  island  of  Bannl,  lower  down. 

rt.  Near  the  Servian  village  called 
Bus,  a  little  below  the  rapids,  on  a  flat 
plain  or  shelf  of  ground  on  the  rt. 
bank,  are  traces  of  n  Carat  begun  by 
Trajan,  in  order  Co  continue  Che  naviga- 
tion by  avoiding  the  rocks;  the  newly 
projected  canal  wonJd  follow  partly  the 
same  direBlioo, 
I.  Skels-Oladova,  a  Wnilacblan  viU 
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lage,  a  group  of  poor  hovels,  has  be- 
come a  place  of  great  activity  rinee  the 
establishmeot  of  Ihe  steajn  company. 

rt  Nearly  opposite  is  Che  Servian  vil- 
lage of  Eladosnitia,  where  the  steamers 
of  Che  Servian,  or  rt.  bank,  laud  and 
receive  their  passengers.  The  fortress 
of  Felislam,  culled  by  the  Wallachians 
Turkish  Gladova,  stands  on  the  site  of 
the  ancient  (Egele;  a  picturesque  while

I.  Abont  5  m.  below  Gladova  lies 
TsehemitE,  a  small  town  consisting, 
like  Skela-Gladova,  of  wattled  houses 
covered  with  mud,  one  or  two  only 
having  whitewashed  wolfs ;  near  it  are 
traces  of  a  Roman  encampmenC,  4  ni. 
below  Skela-Gladova  is 

I.  Soiorany,  the  Koman  Severinum, 
probably  the  earliest  Koman  colony 
planted  on  the  further  Irank  of  the  Ds- 
nube  after  the  hoilding  of  the  bridge. 
It  is  a  strong  rampart  or  wall  of  brick 
and  gravel,  measunog  420  ft.  by  162  ft. 
Near  this  aiso,  on  u  conical  mound, 
stands  a  mutilated  lamer,  evidently  Ro- 
man, designed  to  defend  the  approach 
to  the  bridge.  The  fort  was  probably 
calculated  to  hold  a  garrison  of  GOO  or 
1000  men.  At  Ttini-SBveriii,  about 
250  yds.  lower  down,  and  about  18  m. 
from  Orsova,  are  the  remains  of 
Trujan's  Bridge,  consisting  of  por- 
tions of  ahuCmenti  of  solid  masonry 
on  each  bank,  flanked  with  the  foon- 
dations  of  towers,  between  which  a 
series  of  13  Crunealed  piers,  out  of  30 
which  fbrmed  the  original  complement, 
extend  across  the  bed  of  the  river,  part 
of  them  being  visible  when  the  water 
is  low,  while  their  posidon  is  generally 
evident  from  the  ripples  which  they 
cause  on  tbe  surfeee  of  the  water.  Some 
Roman  arms  and  coins  were  discovered 
uearthem  in  1S36.  There  isatprescnt 
no  stone  bridge  over  the  Danube  below 
Ratisbon ;  yet  here,  where  the  river  is 
3  times  a*  broad,  the  Emperor  Trajan 
caused  a  bridge  to  be  built,  which  time, 
violence,  and  the  floods  and  ice.shoelis 
of  1600  winters,  have  not  been  able  to 
destroy.  Ic  was  built,  a.d.  103,  by  the 
architect  \p(A\oiottt»<A'DOTQs«»s^VoJi 
ako  etected tYajaiit  oAOTKa ■A'ftsa*.

from  the  shocks  which  otherwise  might 
have  injured  or  destroyed  them — where 
the  river  has  a  gravelly  bed,  and  where 
there  is  an  open  spaOB  on  both  sides  to 
allow  the  marahallmg  of  troops,  and  the 
erectioD  of  forts,  remains  of  which  exist 
OQ  either  side,  to  defend  the  approaches 
to  it.  The  greatest  depth  of  the  river 
aCthis  pointislSlt  The  hridge  was 
coDstmcted  of  such  materials  as  the 
neighbourhood  afforded ;  the  piers  were 
formed  of  rolled  stones  and  pebbles, 
thrown  into  a  caisson  or  box,  and  then 
filled  in  with  mortar  or  Roman  cement ; 
ihey  were  faced  with  large  bricks. 
Tlie  height  of  the  piers  was  probably 
25  or  311  ft.;  the  arches  which  they 
supported  were  of  wood.  This  moun- 
ment  is  also  remarkable  in  an  historical 
point  of  view,  as  it  marks  the  culmi- 
□ating  point  of  Roman  dominiou,  if  not 
of  Roman  greatness.  Trajan  sent  a 
colony  of  3(],01H)  men  into  Dacia,  and 
his  design  was  to  unite,  by  means  of 
this  hridge,  the  traus-Danubian  con- 
quests  of  Rome  with  her  possessions 
S.  of  the  river,  to  connect  them  hy  a 
permanent  highway,  over  which  Ro- 
man armies  should  be  poured  to  con- 
quer fresh  provinces  as  yet  hardly 
known  even  in  name.  By  one  of  the 
first  acts  of  his  successor,  Adrian  (a.d, 
120),  the  bridge  was  broken  down, 
and,  although  he  retained  possession 
of  the  province  in  consequence  of  the 
number  of  Roman  ci^iens  settled  in  it, 
the  Roman  soldier  never  again  crossed 
the  Danube  as  conqueror. 

It  is  a  singular  IkiA  that  Dacia  (the 
modem  Wallachia),  ihoiub  it  was  con- 
quered so  isLte,  and  though  it  rem^ed 
comparatively  a  short  tune  under  the 
sway  of  the  Romans,  should  yet  retain 
the  most  unequivocal  traces  of  them  in 
its  language.

The  N.  bank  of  the  Daanbe 
since  the  Treaty  of  Berlin  it 
the  l>oundary  of  independent  Bou- 
mania.  On  the  plaiu  near  the  monlli 
of  this  river  ihe  Romans  fonnel 
a  very  exlensiTe  camp,  still  viaiUe[ 
and  along  the  vale  of  the  Timok  nmi 
their  great  paved  high  road,  connect- 
ing Trajan's  Bridge  with  DyrrachiuU 
on  the  Adriatic. 

rt.  Florentia,  a  rnlned  castle  on  ft 
rock,  with  a  hamlet  at  its  foot. 

I.  Sala&t,  a  rambling  Wallachian  - 
village  of  low  huts,  memorabla  for  -I 
the  fortifications  raised  by  the  Turk^ 
under  Omar  Pasha,  against  the  Rnssius 
in  1B53,  which  effectually  barred  tttf 
approach  to  Constantinople  by  So^i*, 
The  Turks  crossed  in  force  from  Wii^ 
din,  Oct.  2S,  and  threw  up  earthworki 
on  the  1.  baiik  and  on  the  island  in  iht

rt.  Widdin  (Turkish,  Kikadom'j— 
e.  BtroDg  fortress  of  Bulgaria,  mounting 
3S0  guns,  and  coatainicg  more  than 
2i>,O0O  Inhab.  It  eihibils  an  imposing 
appearaoce  from  the  number  of  ils 
white  miuarets(2D)  and  ransqnca  rising 
above  Ihe  honses,  and  shons  signs  of 
industry  and  affluence.  It  is  the  ^ee 
of  a  Greek  Archbishop.  Here  the 
traveller  from  the  W.  nill  probably 
hear  for  the  firet  time  the  Muezzim's 
call  to  prayer  from  the  top  of  tlie 
miiiarels.  The  Austrians  bomliaidiid 
the  town  from  the  isluiul  in  front  of  it, 
and  took  it,  in  lGa9. 

The  Danube  now  leaves  the  mouu- 
lains  liehind,  thougli  wooded  hilis  uuJ 
loxurJHut  pasture  down  to  the  vattr's 
dge,  covered  with  fiocks  and  herds, 
siill  enliven  the  landscape  on  the  rt.  far 
a  considerable  distance  lower  down.  Its 
1.  bank  becomes  QaC  aud  uninteresting 
from  this  point,  as  far  as  the  sea. 
The  rivur's  course,  though  no  longer 
troabled  with  rocks  and  rapids,  is  inter- 
sected by  numeroos  islands  and  sand- 
banks, renderiug  navigation  dilEcult. 

The  Bulgarian  sliore  presents  a  pleas- 
ing landscape,  varied  vith  swells,  cul- 
tivated fields,  and  plains,  upon  widch 
vast  herds  and  troops  of  horses  and  buf- 
faloes are  seen  grazing. 

n.  Bahova,  a  cousidersblc  town,  on 
an  eminence;  near  it  is  a  castle,  and 
below,  at  tiie  water-side,  there  are  re- 
mains of  Roman  baths. 

It.  More  than  30  m.  Mow  Widdin  lies 
Biwpol  (Nicopolis),  a  walled  town  of 
■2tl,CQ0  Inhab.,  once  a  place  of  strengtli, 
with  a  citadel  on  a  height  above  the 
river.  It  was  founded  by  the  Uouiaiis. 
In  1396,  Sigismund,  king  of  Hungary, 
was  defeated  here  by  Sultan  Bajazet. 

1.  Opposite  Nicopol,  the  Ainta  pours 
itself  mto  the  Danube.  At  akli  (1.) 
(.Tslew),  near  the  month  of  the  Alula, 
are  ruins  of  2  forls.  An  old  road  runs 
N.  from  this,  parallel  with  tlie  Alula,  to

S.  Germ. 
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1.  Tnrna-IIftgiirelU.  Here  are  ex- 
tensive wharves  and  warehouses  of  the 
Steam  Company,  At  Turnul  are  re- 
mains of  a  rampart,  believed  to  have 
been  eonstmeted  by  Trajan.  Here- 
abouts the  river  is  2  m.  broad,  and 
scarcely  a  human  habitation,  save  the 
quarantine-posts,  occurs  for  miles. 

rt.  Siatow,  a  commereial  town  of 
S1,000  Inhab.  A  treaty  of  peace  was 
concluded  here  between  Austna  and  the 
Porte,  1791.  Pelicans  in  swarms  of 
3D00  or 4000  may  in  summer  at  times  be 
seen  feeding  on  this  part  of  the  Danube. 

1.   SimnitM,  capital   of  the  Frinci- 

rt.  Bnitshak  (30,000),  where  lug- 
gage is  rigorously  examined.  It  is  a 
fine-lookina;  town,  surrounded  by  ei- 
tensive  and  well-planned  fortifications, 
and  provided  with  a  strong  citadel, 
which  offered  a  stout  resistance  to  the 
Bussians.  Its  guns  command  the  road 
to  Shumla.  The  Danube  is  about  3  m. 
broad  here. 

[From  Bustshuk  the  Sailieay  is  open 
(by  Basgrad,Yeni-Bazaar,aud  Shumla) 
to  Varna,  140  Eng.  m.,  loj  hrs.  From 
Vama,  steamboat  to  Constantinople  in 
15  hrs.] 


Wallachia,  opposite 
Bustshuk  aud  the  ancient  Theodoro- 
polis  of  the  lime  of  Justinian.  Here 
passports  must  be  vise.  The  steamer 
station  is  about  2  m.  distant  from  the 
town  of  20,000  Inhab., who  dwell  chiefiy 
in  mud-hovels ;  it  is  a  staple  place  for 
all  goods  ascending  and  descending  the 
Danube,  and  may  be  called  the  port  of 
Bucharest.  Giurgevo  contMus  many 
handsome  bouses  and  one  square.  The 
old  walls  are  picturesque ;  the  fortifica- 
tions were  abandoned  in  I85i;.  '  An 
island  oppo^te  Giurgevo,  fortified  by 
(he  Russians,  was  attacked  by  a  Turk- 
ish force  in  boats,  July  4, 1854,  ehiefiy 
commanded  by  English  officers.  A 
few  days  after,  Omar  Pasha's  army, 
45,000  Strong,  here  crossed  the  river 
in  pursuit  of  the  Russians.

<jf  eagles.  The  banks  on  both  sides  of 
4tli<e  river  here  between  Silistria  and 
galatz  belong  to  Houmania  since  the 
treaty  of  Berlin  in  1878. 

rl.  Ibrail  was  a  Turkish  fortress, 
wx^  400  or  500  Inhab.,  taken  by 
tbe  Russians  in  1711,  1770,  and  1828. 
It  has  now  risen  to  be  a  flourishing 
tx^fn,  and  the  port  of  Wallachia.  In 
1858, 1200  vessels  entered  it.  Its  Pop., 
20,000,  was  only  6000  in  1838.  The 
annual  value  of  its  exports,  chiefly 
grain,  has  risen  to  near  3,000,000/. 
It  imports  British  manufactures  to  the 
value  of  261,000/.

Steamers  from  Galatz  to  Constanti- 
nople run  once  a  week. 

The  average  length  of  passage  is,  to 
the  Sulina  mouth,  10^  hrs.;  Varna, 
20  hrs. ;  outer  castles  of  the  Bosphorus, 
19  hrs.;  Golden  Horn,  l^hr. — total, 
51  hrs. 

Above  Galatz,  and  thence  to  the  sea, 
the  plague  of  mosquitoes  falls  with  all 
its  severe  inflictions  upon  the  jaded 
traveller.  At  certain  seasons  the  cabins 
of  the  steamers  swarm  with  them  to 
such  an  extent  that  repeated  fumi- 
gations avail  not  to  expel  them ;  and 
to  sleep  on  deck  would  be  attended 
with  a  risk  approaching  a  certainty  of 
catching  the  fever  from  malaria.  The 
pestilential  air  of  the  marshes  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Danube  is  most  danger- 
ous, not  merely  to  those  who  reside  on 
the  spot,  but  even  to  travellers  passing 
up  and  down  the  river  in  a  steamer ; 
and  the  effects  of  the  poison  thus  im- 
bibed are  very  often  not  displayed  till 
several  weeks  after,  and  at  a  great  dis- 
tance from  the  spot  The  worst  seasons 
are  the  spring  and  autumn. 

1.  About  6  m.  below  Galatz  the 
river  Pruth  the  boundary  before  ,1856 
of  the  Turkish  and  Russian  empires, 
falls  into  the  Danube.  By  the  Treaty 
of  Berlin  in  1878,  the  Pruth  again 
forms  the  boundary  of  Russia.  It 
is  a  little  creek  scarce  50  ft.  across, 
spanned  by  a  single  arch,  but  spreading 
out  above  this  neck  into  Lake  Bratets. 

1.  Beni  is  close  to  its  mouth. 

rt.  Isakdja,  a  fortress.  The  Russian 
armies,  on  setting  out  upon  their 
campaigns  against  the  Turks,  here 
frequently  crossed  the  Danube  by 
throwing  over  it  a  narrow  bridge  of 
boats.

The  ancients  haye  mentioned  an 
iskmd  at  the  moutli  of  the  Danube 
(Leoce,  White  Island,  supposed  to  be 
die  present  Isle  of  Serpents,  on  which 
Btan^  a  lighthouse),  which  was  sacred 
to  Achilles,  and  contained  a  temple 
dedicated  to  him.  No  modem  Irayeller 
has  taken  pains  to  explore  the  islands 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Danube  in  search 
of  remains  of  this  temple.  Some  have 
mi^iMed  that  the  town  Rilia,  on  the 
northern  arm  of  the  Danube,  maj'  be 
derived  from  the  ancient  Achillea,  and 
occupy  its  site.

the  Russians  in  1828-39,  until  d.- 
livered  up  by  treachery.

The  road- 
stead Is  open,  and  there  are  no  properly 
constructed  quays  or  landing  stairs. 
There  is  a  newly  built  Cathedral.

islands,  forming  a  aecuro  harbour,  is 
exquisitely  beaotifnl,  though  the  build- 
ings of  the  arsenals  and  forts  have 
encroached  od  the  amphitheatre  and 
mar  much  of  the  effect,  as  described 
by  Sir  Humphry  Davy  : — "  We  entered 
the  harbour  in  a  felucca,  as  the  sun 
was  setting,  and  I  know  no  scene  more 
splendid  than  t]ie  Amphitheatre  seen 
Rom  the  sen  in  this  light.    It  appears 
not  as  a  building  in  ruin,  but  like  a 
newly-erected  work ;  and  the  reflection 
of  Uie  colours  of  its  brilliant  marbles 
and  beautiful   form,   seen    upon   the 
calm  surface  of  the  waters,  gave  1 
B  double  effect — that    of  a    glai 
prodncdon  of  art  and  a  magnificent 
picture.     Hut  the  splendid  ex-ti^ior  of 
(he  amphiiheatre  was  not  in  harmon) 
with  the  bare  and  naked  walls  of  thi 
interior;   there   were  none  of   those 
durable  and  grand  seats  of  marbli 
Kuch  as   adorn  the    amphitheatre   < 
Verona." 
/rJifiefsfrommost others,  in  baving 
4  toireKi,  projecling  from   i'-  -' 
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fereni:e ;  tlii^e   are  llelieved  to  liavu 
contained   staircases,    by  which    the 
awnings    could    be   fitted    overhead. 
Another  peculiarity  is  the  stone  balus- 
trade which  runs  roand  the  top  of  the 
the  wall ;  below  this  are  channels  and 
sockets  for  the  awning.     Some  of  the 
stone  benches  have  been  discovered; 
the  space  for  a  single  seat  is  marked 
them,  showing  that  only  about  14} 
was  allowed  to  each  person.    Some 
ts  bear  initials,  probably  of  their 
ners.     It  is  estiiuated   that  there 
re  seats  for  about  16,000  spectators, 
and  probably  standing-room  for  40UO 
more.    The  amphitheatre  is  built  of 
Istrian  stone  of  a  very  superior  quality, 
equal  both  in   appearance  and  dnra- 
lulity  to  marbk.    It  is  iu  the  usual 
form  of  an  ellii>sis,  the  longer  diameter 
being  4-36  Eng.  ft,,  the  shorter  34fi, 
(Coliseum,   020  by  513;  Capua,  -"iSS 
by  460  ;  Verona,  502  by  4W1 ;  Hlmes. 
430  by  378).     The  outward  wall^  in 
the  most  perfect  purls,  are  97  ft.  high. 
The  edifice  has  3  stories,  each  with  Tl 
arches,  and  the  marks  of  some  of  the 
steps  of  the  numerous   Vnmitoriea,  as 
the  passages  leading  to  the  successive 
E  of  seals  were  not  inaptly  termed, 
still  visible  in  the  iuterior  of  the 
building. 

The  site  of  the  ancient  Theatre  may 
be  traced  by  a  semicircular  cscavation 
'  ithchillsideaboyethetown,  formerly 
□ed  with  seats ;  the  rest  of  the  bnild- 
ig  (the  Ecena)  was  pulled  down  to 
build  the  castle. 

Within  the  town,  on  one  side  of  the 
market-place  stands  the  *7empla  of 
AtiguBtns  and  Soma,  a  small  but  very 
elegant  Corinthian  ediflce,  in  perfect 
preservation,  now  a  museum.  It  has 
lour  columns  of  beautiful  hreeda.  It 
stood  on  the  ancient  Forum  (now 
nearly  covered  with  houses),  alongside 
an  edifice  commonly  called  the  TempU 
iif  Diana,  but  which  was  probably  the 
Curia,  and  which  has  been  enclosed 
within  the  palace  of  the  Venetian 
governor  of  the  town,  and  furnished 
with  a  Ventlo-Gothic  front.  It  serves 
now  as  Town-hall  (Fidaizo  P«m 
k\  V\iii  tni  ot  ■*.  iU-yit.  leB^i 
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'Forta  AuTCB,  or  Ardi  of  t\e 
ecteil  by  Salvia  Postuma,  to 
husband  the  Tribune  SergiuB 
Lepidna,  on  his  retam  from  a  aaccess- 
fiil  campaign.  Tlie  piers  of  the  arch- 
way an  both  fronti  are  ornamented 
with  coupled  columns  of  the  Corinthian 
iH^er ;  the  inscriptions  on  the  attic 
atiU  remain,  but  the  Ggnres  or  trophies 
■which  were  probably  pbieed  on  the  3 
projectiBUB  into  which  it  is  divided 
have  bi*n  swept  away. 

Eiceavatlons sinne  lS4ShaT£delected 
in  the  old  town-wall  theremainEof  the 
Porta  DBmina,  a  double  gateway,  lead- 
ing to  the  Roman  Oinilol,  which  the 
Venetians  converted  into  a  eafitle  or 
dtadel.  Not  far  from  it  is  an  arch  of 
iBimple  and  apparently  ancient  con- 
■tmction,  built  into  the  old  walls ; 
and  from  a  head  and  a  club,  carved  iu 
ralief  on  twoof  the  arch-stones,  is  called 
the  Porta  Herculea.  The  names  of 
tbe  city  magistrates,  cut  in  the  stones 
of  the  srch,  are  still  visible. 

The  'Tianaiacan  Convent  retains  a 
cniious  Bysanline  W.  portal.  The 
OathBdCsl  is  of  the  15th  cent.,  in 
the  form  of  a  basilica,  but  having 
ten  pointed  horse-shoe  arches  of  un- 
cqnsl  widths.  It  has  clearly  been 
Imilt  up  again  with  old  materials,  and 
there  yet  remains  in  poaitioo  one  By- 
nntine  column — the  easlernmost  on 
the  N.  side.  The  square  ends  of  the 
choir  and  Bistea  are  also  ancient.  An 
inscription  on  the  S,  wall  records  (he 
buildmg  of  a  former  edifice  by  Bishop 
Handegis  in  SET.  Tiie  Chureh  on  tlie 
island  of  Sta.  Calarina  is  a  very  ancient 
and  simple  Byzantine  structure,  sar- 
nlDnnlea  by  a  dome. 

Pola  has  attained  fresh  importance 
rfnce  the  Aostrian  government  made 
I  it  a  naval  statiou.  Its  harbour  Is  safe, 
■  snd  large  enough  for  the  whole  British 
*  Dftvy.  It  is  also  easily  accessible,  and 
ii  approached  by  narrow  channels, 
which  in  time  of  war  are  protected  by 
torpedoes.  There  are  numerous  de- 
tached forts  on  all  the  heights  around, 
and  baltetios  on  the  island  of  Scoi^lio 
Grande,  which  command  the

Below  it 
have  been  discovered  more  than  SO;

Two  very  fine  ones  have  been  removed' 
to  the  Museum  of  Spalato,  with  relieft 
of  Phaedra  and  HippotytnH,  and  the' 
Good  Shepherd.  At  the  B.  end  of  the 
cily  is  a  cireniar  Baptistery  of  v„_, 
mde  masonry,  coursed  with  Bomtnli^ 
bricks.  At  the  W.  end  are  scanqn 
remains  of  an  Amphitheatre.  TraeW 
of  88  towers  have  been  obserred  in  fliB* 
city  walls.  * 

At  Psikovia  Slivno  the  Scbenio^ 
branch  strikes  W.,  while  the  main  Un«^ 
continues  N.  tn  Demis.  This  littM 
town  lies  between  the  ,isolal«l  tiia«ai 
of  Monte  Promina  I.  and  M.  Dinafll 
rt.  Here  the  Cimla,  a  tributary  of  04 
Kerka,  enters  a  narrow  gorge  arid 
foams  between  lotly  precipices,  on  oW 
of  which  stands  a  ruined  castle  of  th^j 
TuiVb,  -n^vo   \u:\4    Octom    fn™  t 
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interesting    mosque    and     a    ruined 
minaret. 

Knin  consists  of  a  fortress  washed 
by  the  Kerka,  and  a  compact  little 
town  (1300),  squeezed  in  between  the 
river  and  the  rock.  It  was  a  favourite 
seat  of  the  Croatian  kings,  but  presents 
nothing  of  interest,  except  the  fine 
view  gained  from  its  castle.  Beyond 
the  plain,  Monte  Dinara  rises  finely  to 
a  height  of  6000  ft.  10  m.  W.,  on  the 
road  to  Zara,  are  the  ruins  of  Bomum, 
an  old  Roman  camp  of  which  nothing 
is  left  except  two  fine  arches  and  the 
spring  of  a  third.  They  stand  on  a 
deserted  plain,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
make  even  a  probable  conjecture  as  to 
their  origin,  though  it  appears  pretty 
certain  that  they  formed  no  part  of  an 
aqueduct.  5  m.  S.  lies  the  Convent  of 
Archangel.

Near  Capljina  the  stream  is 
crossed,  and  the  rt.  bank  followed  as 
far  as  Buna,  where  the  rly.  returns  to 
the  1.  bank,  and  runs  due  N.  to  Mostar. 
The  line  in  construction  between  that 
place  and  Sarajevjo  (220)  will  eventually 
open  out  an  important  route  to  Bel- 
grad.

Routes  244-250  are  based  upon  the 
Time  Tables  of  the  Austrian  Lloyd 
Company ;  but  the  precise  accuracy  of 
the  information  cannot  be  guaranteed, 
as  the  times  of  starting  are  liable  to 
change.  The  intention  has  merely 
been  to  give  the  traveller  a  general 
idea  of  the  facilities  afforded  for  visit- 
ing the  points  of  interest  on  the 
Adriatic  coast.  It  need  scarcely  be 
observed  that  certain  places  may  per- 
haps be  more  conveniently  visited  on 
the  return  voyage.  Several  of  the 
ports  are  also  served  by  steamers  of 
other  companies. 

The  province  of  Dalmatia  contains 
about  450,000  Inhab.,  chiefly  of  the 
Slavonian  race,  and  speaking  a  dialect 
of  the  Slavonian  language,  except  in 
the  towns  on  the  sea-coast,  the  long 
connexion  of  which  with  Venice  has 
made  the  Italian  language,  customs, 
and  architecture  very  general.  Of 
old,  Dalmatia  formed  a  portion  of 
lUyricum,  and  passed  with  that  country 
under  the  sway  of  Rome.  In  the 
middle  ages  it  belonged  to  Hungary  ; 
but  in  the  15th  centy.  it  fell  under  the 
power  of  the  Venetians,  who  held  it 
till  the  fell  of  Venice  in  1797,  when 
it  was  ceded  to  Austria.  In  1805 
Austria  ceded  Dalmatia  to  the  French, 
and    Napoleon    afterwards    conferred 
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Route  2U.~Pira)U}—Parena>.

The  Dalmatian  moun- 
tiiitieer«  arc  still  wild  and  undvilised 
in  their  dress  and  miuiDers,  eepeciulty- 
the  Irihe  called  Morlacchi,  iu  the- 
circles  of  Zara  and  Spalato  ;  hat  tbei 
iahabilantB  of  the  sea-coast  are  excul-j 
lent  BCiUnen,  and  greatly  given  to  ship- 
bnilding  and  commerce.  They  officer 
and  man  a  large  poriiou  of  the  ioipe- 
rial  and  commercial  navy  of  Austria. 
The  best  author!^  on  Daliuatio,  fitc, 
is  Sir  Gardner  Wilkinson's  learned 
worlc  The  liighly  interesting  archi- 
tecture of  the  coast-lioe  has  been  ad- 
mirably illualrated  by  Mr.  Jackson,  of 
Wodhiua  College,  Oxford ;  and  mnch 
useful  information  is  also  giren  in  a 
small  volumu  entitled  'Subject  and 
Neighbour  Lands  of  Venice,"  by  Prof, 
Freeman.

A  boat  may  be  taken  N,  acr

Teoohia.  Here  arc  remains  of  old 
walls  and  gatca  destroyed  by  the 
Genoese  in  1354,  and  on  the  highest 
point  a  basilica  of  great  interest,  dating 
from  about  1000.  Steamer  hence  to 
Trieste  several  times  daily,  or  circui  toue 
but  beautiful  carriage  road  (B  m.) 

The  coast  presents  a  monotooons 
outline  of  low  undulating  hills.  Far 
inland  appears  the  summit  of  Monte 
Maggiom  (4530  ft),  near  Finine.

ZASA.  (10,000),  the  ancient  JadSra 
and  a  Jtoman  coloay,  is  the  capital 
of  Dalmatia,  the  residence  of  the  go- 
veraor,  and  seat  of  the  Diet  of  tiie  pio- 
vinoe.  II  stands  on  a  small  narrow 
ponineula,  and  is  aarrounded  by  lofty 
slone  ramparts.  The  remains  of  an 
aqueduct  may  be  visited  withont  the 
town;  but,  with  this  eiception,  and* 
the  iea-gaie  (Porta  di  S.  Crisogona, 
brought  from  (Enona),  fer  Roman  an- 
tiquities exist,  havinff  been  employed 
in  building  the  fortifications.     In  <i" 
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lunt  himself  in  1313  aad  dedicated 
.  .  iB2,  but  much  modernised,  are 
some  admirable  stalls  caned  b;  Oiov. 
da  Sorgo  San  Stpolero  in  1375,  Bud 
BQ  altarpiece  by  Carpaedo,  The 
Porta  di  Terra  Ferma  ia  a  fine  gate- 
way built  by  SaimkicMi.  The  har- 
bour ia  Rpacioog  and  secure,  and  the 
inhabitants  carry  on  a  considerable 
trade.  JtrnrasDAino  is  the  chief  maun- 
factare  and  export,  and  may  be  pro- 
eared  liere  of  very  good  quality.  It  is 
maile  fh>m  the  stone  and  kernel  of  the 
JtfimtMa,  or  wild  cherry,  which  grows 
on  the  hills  of  Dalmatia. 

Zara  is  best  known  in  history  from 
the  farnous  siege  which  it.  sustained  at 
flie  beainuiiig  of  the  4th  Crusade,  A,D. 
12U2,  from  the  combined  farces  of  the 
French  and  Venetians ;  and  the  Suoma 
of  9.  Anastasia,  an  interesting  building 
of  Lombard  Etyle,  was  erected  between 
that  dale  and  1SS5,  probably  with  a 
view  to  deprecate  the  displeasure  of 
the  pope,  who  had  severely  reprobated 
the  sacrilegious  pillage  of  the  sacred 
edifiecB  hy  the  conipierors.'  The  W. 
front  has  sarfece  arcades  interrupted 
by  two  wheel-windiiws,  the  lower  one 
with  round,  the  upper  with  pointed 
arches.  An  open  gallery  runs  along 
the  N.  aisle.  The  narrow  windows 
below  it  are  round  in  the  eastern  part, 
trefoiled  in  the  weslci^a,  sfaewing  a 
change  of  design  as  the  wocii  pro- 
gressed. The  onGnished  campanile 
near  the  E.  end  has  a  stage  or  two  of 
good  Romanesque  desigij.  The  choir, 
raised  above  tlie  crypi,.eontains  same 
fine  cinque-cento  stalls,  an  episcopal 
chair  of  Byzantine  character,  and  n 
magnificent  marble  baldaechino.  Be- 
neath it  ie  a  large  crypt,  with  an  altap 
relief  of  the  patron  saint's  martyrdom. 
Some  of  the  columns  with  finished 
bnses,  but  rude  capitals,  must  have  be- 
longed to  an  earlier  edifice.  The  five 
pairs  of  arches,  formerly  the  ouun 
arcades  of  the  ch.,  offer  interesting  va- 
riations  of  style.  In  the  Treasury  is 
the  pastoral  staff  of  Abp.  Valaresao, 
with  other  precious  omannenls.  In  the 
accent  BajrtiJtery,  to  the  N.,  is  a  fine . 
octagonal  &>nt  of  brecda, 

St.  OluTiogontu,  with  a  W.  front  of 


H07,  is  earlier  than  the  Di 
more  graceful,  parlicularly  in  the  threrf' 
E.  apses  and  B.  arcade.  Bt.  Stmeon,  a 
good  Itensissance  building,  coutatni  a 
gorgeous  shrine  behind  the  high  altar, 
wrought  by  Franeeso)  da  Miiano 
(1377-SO)  for  Queen  E!iaah«h  of 
Hnngary,  to  contain  the  body  of  St. 
Simeon,  which  had  been  brought  from 
the  East  by  a  Dalmntian  nobleman  in 
1373.  (Great  pilgrimage  day,  Oct  8.) 
The  ark  is  of  silver  gilt,  most  elegant  in 
design  and  workmanship,  and  bears  the 
arms  of  Hungary  impaled  with  those 
of  France.  Bt.  Uary'a  has  a  fine  cam- 
panile of  liOfl.  The  chnrch  it  at-' 
tached  to  a  Benedictine  nunnery,  in 
which  Queen  Vckenega  took  flie  -veil 
on  being  repudiated  l^Coloman.  Her' 
bcnutiful  tomb  (1111)  'S  placed  under 
a  recessed  arch  in  the  Chapter-house. 

In  1BS3,  under  the  sea-front  of  some 
demolished  fortifications,  were  tironght 
to  light  the  remains  of  a  church  dedt 
cated  to  B.  Oiiola,  whose  circular  foivt, 
with  its  five  apses,  may  still  be  traced' 
on  the  road.  There  are  several  dese- 
crated churcfaesofgreatinierest.  Thai 
of  St  DouHtns,  close  by  the  Duomo,  a 
round  church  with  conspicuous  dome/ 
and  built  of  materials  probably  derived-l 
fVom  heathen  temples,  now  contains  v* 
small  Museum.  Other  buildings  worth 
notice  are  S,  Fidro  Fwwftio,  8.  Do- 
menieo,  and  the  small  charch  of 
Titns,  with  square  ground  plan,  and 
cupola  supported  on  quadraiigulal 
piers. 

On  the  fortifications  there  are  nianj 
agreeable  walks,  laid  out  with  " 
and  interspersed  with  cafe's  and 
mer-houscE.

HonB,  Vi  m,  N.  of  Zara,  has  a  mo- 
dsmixed  cathedral  with  valuable  trea- 
Bary,  a  eurioos  old  church  of  £.  Oroee, 
One  of  the  smallest  in  Christendom ; 
S.  Anibrogio,  a  roofless  but  interesting 
liuilding,  and  S.  NiooUu,  a  Greek  cross 
"Vrith  thret!  apses. 

TiBQB,  25  m,  S.E.  of  Zaro,  and6  ni. 
K.  of  Zara  Veeehia,  stands  ou  a  greeu 
lake,  B  m,  hy  2.  At  its  N.  cud  are 
ruins  of  a  Castle.  Here  was  bom  in 
1420  Lucianip  Martini  da  Lourans,  ar- 
chittjot  of  the  dncal  palace  at  Urbino. 
Near  Vraua  is  the  little  walled  Tillaee 
of  Torreita,  iritb  a  Tery  perfect  old 
gateway. 

Oppusite  Zara  is  the   long  uarn 
island  of  Ogliano  (20  in.  by  1  to  3), 
whicli  Hciiilc  Grande   (1000  feet) 
the  highest  peak.    On  Monte  S.  Mi- 
chele  (950  ft.)  is  a  Castle. 

SEBENIGO  (7000)  is  an  extremely 
picturesque  wallei  town,  with  gates 
Hbich  are  closed  from  sunset  to  su 
rise.  It  is  seated  on  an  inland  Urth 
strait,  connected  with  the  sea  by 
uarrow  channel,  and  defended  by  a 
Venetian  fort,  designed  by  Saamieheli. 
Itiscumtnandcdby  three  castlfia  placed 
one  above  the  other  on  the  rocky  cnii- 
nCDcc  which  is  part  of  the  range  of 
Monte  Tartari.  The  highesi,  S.  Gio- 
Tanai,  is  still  in  repair  ;  the  two  lower 
dismantled— Fort  Barone  (named  from 
Baron  Degenfeld,  who  deiended  it 
against  the  Turks  in  1048),  and  Santa 
Anna— f/ie  msat  from  the  last  gives  an 
excellent  idea  of  Dalmatian  scenery, 
with  its  deep  bays  and  numerous  is- 
ands.  The  principal  object  of  interest 
B  Ihe  Diiomo,  constructed  entirely  of 
sloae.  It  was  begnn  by  Antonio  " 
.J'ielro  Paoln  ia  li.'JO,  and  carried 
hy  Giorgio   Orsiui  ia    1-J-tl,  who  built 
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himself  a  huusc  in  the  Coutrada  di  Ij. 
Grcgoriu,  which  still  remains,  sculp- 
tured with  various  devices  on  the  lintel 
of  its  door.    Thou^  of  a  mixed  style 
of    architecture,    its   combination    of 
Gothic  and  Cinqnecento  is  pleasing, 
le  roof  is  of  stone  slabs,  forming  a 
ni  -  cylindrical    vault,    remarkably 
Idas  well  as  ori^nal  in  design.  The 
ist  snmpluous  part  of  Giorgio's  work 
the  little  Baptistery  in  the  S.  apse. 
le  painter   Andrea   8dtiav»te  was 
bom  here.    A  fish,  Denials  deUa  Co- 
(Sjiurin  gibboeiu),  so  colled  from

Aboat  3  hrs.  from  Sebenico  the 
Eleumcr  rounds  the  headland  of  La 
PUncR,  an  which  there  is  often  a 
heavy  surf,  aa  it  is  exposed  to  the 
force  of  the  open  sea.  The  little  chapel 
was  built  by  a  mariner  who  here 
escaped  shiplrreck,  and  used  up  his 
untire  cargo  of  Malvasia  vine  to  caJx 
the  mortar.  To  the  S.S.E.  is  seen  the 
lo(\y  island  of  Lina  (Che  ancient  Issa), 
the  keyof  the  upper  Adriatic,  occupied 
by  the  English  as  a  naval  station  while 
the  French  held  Dalmatia,  and  me- 
morable for  the  victory  gained  off  it 
bv  Sir  WilLinm  Haste  m  1811  over  a 
French  squadron.  In  July,  1866,  it 
was  the  scene  of  a.  decisive  engaee- 
ment  between  the  Aastrians  under 
Tegetlhoff,  and  the  Italian  fleet,  in 
which  the  former  were  signiilly  vic- 
torioQB.  The  harbour  nasfortiSed  by 
the  English,  and  held  by  them  fi'om 
1812  to  1815:  one  quarter,  called  Cat, 
was  the  English  burial-ground,  where 
arc  interred  the  Eailars  and  officers 
who  felt  in  1811.  Three  Martello 
towers,  called  Bentinck,  Robertson,  and 
Wellington,  erected  hy  the  English, 
itill  remain.

The  plan  of  Spalalo  is  nearly  a 
double  square,  one  half  of  which, 
aiitaest  llie  sea,  wu  Ihe  site  of  the 
palace,  now  ehiefl]'  flUed  with  steep, 
narrow,  aud  dirty  laoes.

Upon  entering 
the  town,  and  coming  roniid  behind 
Iheie  liouces,  one  arrives  at  au  open 
parallelogram,  which  is  supposed  W 
have  been  the  forecourt  (peristylus)  af 
(he  palitce;  it  is  still  surrounded  on 
3  sides  by  its  ancient  portico,  coa- 
sisting  of  targe  granite  colnmnt  sap- 
porliDg  arches.  1  he  extremity  appears 
to  have  been  the  portico  of  (he  chief 
eolraoce  to  the  palace,  aai  behind  it 
are  the  remains  of  a  eircubir  bnilding, 
or  vestibulnm. 

On  one  side  of  this  piaiza  a  flight 
of  steps  leads  up  to  the  temple  of 
Jopiter,  now  the  Dnomo.  The  step^ 
pass  under  an  arch  supported  by  two 
lioDs:  at  the  eiitrHoceisablacki^bJnz 
of  the  time  of  Amemoph  II  I.  broQgh  t 
from  Kgjpt;  sod  by  the  side  of  it 
risea  the  graeefnl  campanile  of  five 
stages,  added  in  1360.  The  temple 
remains  nearly  entire :  it  is  octagonal , 
with  a  chancel  added,  and  surrounded 
by  a  peristyle,  which  rises  to  ab6u.t 
half  the  height  of  the  body  of  the 
building.  IntemiUIy  it  is  vaulted  with 
a  kind  of  tlome,  and  has  some  ancient 
granite  and  porphyry  columns.

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  pia^ra 
to  the  temple  of  Jupiter  stands  the 
Temple  of  JEseolapini,  now  the  Ilap' 
tistery,  or  chnrob  of  St.  John.  A 
frieze  runs  round  the  wall,  carved  with 
Cupids,  panthers,  and  lions.  Among 
the  closely-built  houses  and  narrow 
streets  of  the  town  numerous  frag- 
ments of  Diocletian's  palace  may  bs 
seen,  such  as  eolumns,  doorways, 
arcbts,  and  sarcophagi,  the  finest  of 
which  (Ceulsurs  and  Lapitha^J  is  in 
die  ooitrt  of  the  house  of  the  Acoutiiis 
family.

lESIKA,  the  picturesque  capital  and 
port  of  the  long  narrow  island  of 
tlio  saiue  name  (Pharos  IntuJa),  is 
situated  in  the  curve  of  a  small  bay, 
backed  by  steep  rocky  hills,  with  the 
mined  iotI  of  Spagnuola,  built  by 
Charles  V.  when  the  Spaniarda  joiuM 
the  VcDctiaiiG  against  the  Turks.

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/mc,  and  grow  luxuriantly,  as  do  the 
oleander,  caruba,  and  palm,  in  the 
gardens  around.  The  town  contains 
good  specimens  of  Venetian  archi- 
tecture, of  which  the  finest  is  the 
roofless  Palazzo  Raimondi  (15th  cent.) 
The  ""Loggia  on  the  Quay  is  by 
Sanmicheli,  The  Pop.  of  the  whole 
island  amounts  to  13,000,  and  it  is 
&med  for  its  figs,  rosemary  oil,  and  a 
wine  called  Vino  di  Spiaggia.  The 
Spalmadore  islets  form  a  natural  break- 
water for  the  harbour. 

CUBZOLA,  the  capital  of  the  island 
of  the  same  name  (5000),  abounds  in 
trees  and  brushwood,  thereby  forming 
a  striking  contrast  with  the  neigh- 
bouring shores  of  Lesina  and  the  Dal- 
matian coast.  Corcyra  Nigra,  the 
ancient  name  of  the  island,  was  pro- 
bably derived  from  its  dark  pine 
woods.  The  pines  of  Curzola  sup- 
plied the  arsenal  of  Venice;  and 
shipbuilding  is  still  the  most  profit- 
able employment  of  the  islanders. 
The  Duomo,  on  a  height,  has  a  good 
W.  front  and  tower,  a  nave  of  5  bays, 
and  three  round  apses.  The  interior 
was  barbarously  ruined  by  Bishop 
Guiseppe  Cossevich,  early  in  the 
present  cent  A  good  doorway  of 
northern  type  leads  from  the  N.  aisle 
into  the  Sacristy.  There  is  a  pictu- 
resque baldacchino  of  Gothic  cha- 
racter with  Renaissance  capitals.  In 
the  second  N.  aisle  is  a  good  painting 
of  SS.  Lawrence  and  Vincent  by 
Jtidolfi,  The  town  contains  many 
picturesque  details  of  Venetian  archi- 
tecture. On  a  small  island  to  the  E. 
is  the  Badia,  originally  Benedictine, 
now  Franciscan,  and  mostly  of  the 
15th  cent.,  with  a  pretty  cloister.  A 
narrow  channel  separates  the  island 
from  the  peninsula  of  Sabhioncello, 
high,  long,  and  narrow,  united  to  the 
mainland  by  a  small  neck.  The  total 
length  of  this  singular  promontory  is 
40  m. ;  its  general  breadth  only  4. 
Jackals  are  found  on  it.  The  passage 
of  the  channel  is  guarded  by  the  guns 
of  Curzola.  In  the  latter  days  of  the 
liepublic  it  was  the  chief  station  of  the 
Venetian  deet  between  Venice  and 
Cor/a, 
S,  Germ, 


Orebich,  the  principal  village  of 
Sabbioncello,  has  many  beautiful  villas 
and  gardens,  built  and  inhabited  by 
natives  who  have  enriched  themselves 
by  trade,  and  have  returned  to  enjoy 
their  wealth  in  their  own  country,  to 
which  they  are  much  attached.  The 
women  wear  a  fantastic  costume,  com- 
posed on  festa  days  of  rich  silks  and 
valuable  jewellery.  The  inhabitants 
of  Orebich  are  averse  to  strangers,  and 
are  noted  for  their  want  of  the  hospi- 
tality universal  throughout  the  rest  of 
Dalmatia. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  peninsula, 
opposite  the  port  of  Klek,  is  the  pretty 
village  of  Tanina,  beautifully  situated, 
overlooking  the  Canale  di  Stagno  and 
the  fine  mountains  of  the  mainland, 
and  inhabited  by  an  intelligent  race  of 
seafaring  people. 

Thence,  from  the  little  port  \  m. 
beneath  the  village,  3  or  4  hrs.'  row 
leads  to  Stagno  Piccolo^  a  most  pictu- 
resque old  castle.  The  traveller  may 
walk  across  the  isthmus  in  ^  hr.  to  the 
small  town  of  Stagno,  from  which 
Gravosa  may  be  reached  by  small 
boat  in  5  hrs. 

There  is  nothing  worthy  of  remark 
in  the  voyage  between  Curzola  and 
Ragusa,  except  the  long  hilly  and 
narrow  island  of  Meleda,  which,  ac- 
cording to  Bryant's  untenable  theory, 
was  the  scene  of  St.  Paul's  shipwreck. 

From  Gravosa  passengers  are  con- 
veyed in  two-horse  carriages  along  a 
good  road  of  Ij  m.  to  the  ancient 
town  of 

Baottsa,  a  place  most  interesting 
both  from  its  appearance  and  its  his- 
torical associations.  The  extraordi- 
nary picturesqueness  of  its  natural 
situation  is  well  set  off  by  walls  and 
towers  rising  abruptly  from  the  sea, 
scaling  and  crowning  the  rock  on 
which  it  stands,  and  backed  by  moun- 
tains which  for  centuries  marked  the 
boundary  between  Turkey  and  Chris- 
tian Europe.  It  was  nearly  destroyed 
by  the  great  earthquake  of  1 667.  Like

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I  mcoeeded.    The  city,  whose  Ragai 
ir  Argoaiea,  once  Iraded  10  all  the  chief 

natiouB  of   the  voM,  has  dwindled 

from  4(1,000  to  about  80<X)  Inbab.   But 

Ihe  main  street,  or  Corao,  extending 

throngh  the  middle  of  the  town,  bears 

marks  of  its  ancieat  importance ;  from 

it  manj  streets  of  steps  diverge  up  the 

hiilside.    At  its  W.  end  is  the  Tran- 

ouoan  oonvent,  with  fine  campanile, 

and    pioturesqiie    cloiaters    of    early 

14th   cent,   work,    with    Romanesque 

details.

OATTABO,  the  capital  of  the  circle 
of  the  same  name  la  a  small  fortified 
lowQ  of  41JU0  Inhab ,  srtuated  !n  mag- 
nificent scenery,  at  the  extremity  of 
the  deep  winding  gulf,  and  at  the  foot 
of  the  lofty  mountains  of  Mouttnegro. 
The  white  houses  snd  villages  in  its 
neighbourhood  scattered  along  the 
shores,  umong  trees  and  vineyards, 
add  a  softer  beaniy  to  the  sterner 
features  of   tht  I'ocliy  chfis  behind.

The  market  held  outside 
the  eastern  gate  of  Cattaro  is  fre- 
quented by  the  Montenegrins,  whose 
rich  dress  and  silver-moonted  arms 
may  there  be  admired. 

No  traveller  should  leave  Caltarii 
without  a  visit  to  Cettigni,  the  capital 
of  the  principniity  of  Montenegro, 
a  ride  of  6  hrs.  (see  Emidivok  for 
TuTlceij). 

From  Cattaro  the  traveller  may  enter 
Albania  by  laud,  and  reach  Scutari  in 
about  3  days.    ^UaTidhuuk  /or  t?i'«w.)

Dalmatia.  Boute  250. — Spalato  to  Methovitsch. 

The  stalls  are  fine  examples  of  Ve- 
netian woodwork  (1445),  divided  by 
pierced  screens  of  foliated  scroll-work, 
instead  of  elbows.  There  is  an  inte- 
resting Treasury,  and  a  fine  detached 
campanile  in  three  tiers,  standing  only 
a  few  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  cliff. 
Among  the  relics  is  the  skull  of  S. 
Christopher,  enclosed  in  a  silver  casket 
of  Byzantine  character,  and  probably 
of  the  12th  cent.  The  skull  is  not 
gigantic;  and  Bp.  Ottavio  Spaderi,who 
on  this  account  doubted  its  authenticity, 
and  refused  to  expose  it  as  a  relic,  was 
nearly  thrown  over  the  cliffs  by  the 
orthodox  inhabitants,  and  translated 
for  safety  to  Assisi  in  1 698. 

8.  Anureanear  the  Duomo  is  attached 
to  a  Benedictine  nunnery,  whose  walls 
are  built  right  into  the  face  of  the 
precipice.  It  has  a  pretty  Venetian 
ambry  of  red  breccia  and  a  12th  cent, 
campanile.

Almissa  may  also  be  reached  from 
Spalato  by  a  good  road,  mounting  high 
above  the  shore,  and  affording  splendid 
views.  It  afterwards  descends  to  a 
marshy  plain,  and  crosses  the  Xerno- 
vissa.  Behind  the  town  rises  the  old 
castle  of  Mirahella,  in  a  remarkable 
position,  almost  inaccessible.  Four 
hours  inland  are  the  fine  falls  of 
Douare.
